That  the  Secretary  of  War  is  authorized  and  directed  to  cause  all  the 
regulations  of  the  Army  and  general  orders  now  in  force  to  he  codified  and 
published  to  the  Army,  and  to  defray  the  expenses  thereof  out  of  the  contingent 
fund  of  the  Army.

1.  The  Revised  Statutes,  and  the  laws  passed  since  which  modify 
or  add  to  them,  are  printed  in  full,  and  embraced  in  the  same 
index  with  the  Regulations.  *  . 

2.  The  Secretary  of  War,  upon  an  opinion  of  the  Judge  Advocate 
General,  directed  that  the  codification  should  include  all  orders 
published  since  the  date  of  the  act  authorizing  the  codification. 
This  codification  includes,  therefore,  General  Orders,  No.  20,  of 
February  15,  1881.  The  work  of  codification  was  confided  to  the 
Adjutant  General  of  the  Army. 

3.  Certain  subjects  may  pechaps  be  found  under  a  different  Arti- 
cle from  the  one  to  which  they  seem  naturally  to  belong.  The 
index  will  show  where  to  look  for  them.

AUTHORITY  FOB  THE  EXISTENCE  OF  THE  ABUT. 

The  Army  exists  by  authority  of  the  Constitution  of  the  United 
States.— [Const.  U.  S.}  Art  I,  aec.  8,  1T  12.] 

The  Congress  shall  have  power  to  make  rules  for  the  government 
and  regulation  of  the  land  and  naval  forces. — {Const.  U.  S.9  Art,  I, 
aeo.  8,  %  14.] 
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CODIFIED  REGULATIONS  OF  THE  ARMY. 


ARTICLE  I. 
MILITARY  DISCIPLINE. 

1,  All  inferiors  are  required  to  obey  strictly,  and  to  execute  with 
alacrity  and  good  faith,  the  lawful  orders  of  the  superiors  appointed 
over  them.— [Begs.  1863,  f  1.] 

2.  Military  authority  is  to  "be  exercised  with  firmness,  but  with 
kindness  and  justice  to  inferiors.  Punishments  shall  be  strictly 
conformable  to  military  law. — [Regs.  1833,  IT  2.] 

3*  Superiors  of  every  grade  are  forbidden  to  injure  those  under 
them  by  tyrannical  or  capricious  conduct,  or  by  abusive  language. 
— [Begs.  1863,  1  3.] 

4,  Courtesy  among  military  men  is  indispensable  to  discipline ; 
respect  to  superiors  will  not  be  confined  to  obedience  on  duty,  but 
will  be  extended  on  all  occasions. — [Inf.  Tactics,  1T  783.] 

5«  Deliberations  or  discussions  among  any  class  of  military  men 
having  the  object  of  conveying  praise  or  censure,  or  any  mark  of 
approbation,  toward  their  superiors  or  others  in  the  military  service, 
and  all  publications  relative  to  transactions  between  officers  of  a 
private  or  personal  nature,  whether  newspaper,  pamphlet,  or  hand- 
bill, are  strictly  prohibited.— [Begs.  1863,  f  220.] 

ARTICLE  H. 

SUBORDINATION  TO  CIVIL  AUTHORITY. 

6*  Respect  for  the  civil  authorities  is  the  duty  of  all  citizens,  and 
especially  of  those  in  the  military  service. 

■?•  As  the  objects  of  the  military  service  are  of  national  interest, 
it  is  very  desirable  that  kindly  relations  exist  between  soldiers  and 
other  citizens. 

8.  A  civil  officer  charged  with  the  execution  of  process  will  receive 
proper  facilities  for  its  service  on  making  known  his  character  to 
the  commanding  officer.—  [Arts,  of  War,  54  to  59.] 
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ARTICLE  m. 

PRECEDENCE  OF  REGIMENTS  AND  CORPS. 

9»  On  parade,  or  other  occasions  of  ceremony,  troops  of  different 
arms  are  arranged  from  right  to  left  in  the  following  order :  first, 
Infantry;  second,  mounted  Artillery;  third,  Cavalry.  Artillery 
not  mounted  and  Engineers  serving  as  Infantry  are  posted  as 
Infantry.  Engineers  serving  as  such  are  posted  on  the  right  of  the 
Infantry.  Marines  and  dismounted  Cavalry  are  on  the  left  of  the 
Infantry.  In  Ihe  same  arm,  Regulars,  Volunteers,  and  Militia  are 
posted  in  line  from  right  to  left  in  the  order  named.  On  all  other 
occasions  troops  of  all  classes  are  posted  at  the  discretion  of  the 
General  or  senior  commander. — [J*/.  Tactics.  U  833 ;  Begs.  1863,  IT 
480.] 

ARTICLE  IV. 

RANK  AND  PRECEDENCE. 

10.  Rank  of  officers  and  non-commissioned  officers : 

1.  General. 

2.  Lieutenant  General. 

3.  Major  General. 

4.  Brigadier  General. 

5.  Colonel. 

6.  Lieutenant  Colonel. 

7.  Major. 

8.  Captain. 

9.  First  Lieutenant. 

10.  Second  Lieutenant. 

11.  Cadet. 

12.  Sergeant  Major  and  Veterinary  Surgeon. 

13.  Quartermaster  and  Saddler  Sergeant  (regimental). 

14.  Ordnance  and  Commissary  Sergeant  and  Hospital  Steward  of 

the  first  class. 

15.  First  Sergeant. 

16.  Sergeant  and  Company  Quartermaster  Sergeant. 

17.  Corporal.— [/»\  S.,  $$  1094, 1095;  Regs.  1863,  T  4.] 

And  in  each  grade  by  date  of  commission,  appointment,  or  war- 
rant. 

Chaplains  have  the  rank  of  Captains  of  Infantry  without  com- 
mand.— [R.  S.,  IT  1122.] 

11.  Officers  of  the  Regular  Array,  of  the  Marine  Corps,  and  of 
Volunteers,  when  commissioned  or  mustered  into  the  service  of 
the  United  States,  being  upon  equal  footing,  take  precedence  in 
eaoh  grade  by  date  of  commission  or  appointment.  Officers  serving 
by  coaunission  from  any  State  of  the  Union  take  rank  next  after 
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officers  of  like  grade  by  commission  from  the  United  States,  ex- 
cept commissions  issued  by  the  President  to  officers  of  Volunteer 
regiments,  which  will  be  considered  the  same  as  if  issued  by  gov- 
ernors of  States.  Militia  officers,  when  employed  in  conjunction 
with  the  Regular  or  Volunteer  forces  of  the  United  States,  take 
rank  next  after  all  officers  of  like  grade  in  those  forces. — [Regs. 
1863,  HIT  4,  9;  App.  B,  IT  12;  R.  A,  $  1603;  Aria,  of  War,  123,  124.] 

1&  In  fixing  relative  rank  between  officers  of  the  same  grade 
and  date  of  appointment  and  commission,  the  time  which  each 
may  have  actually  served  as  a  commissioned  officer  of  the  United 
States,  whether  continuously  or  at  different  periods,,  shall  be  taken 
into  account.  And  in  computing  such  time  no  distinction  is  to 
be  made  between  service  as  a  commissioned  officer  in  the  Regular 
Army  and  service  since  the  19th  day  of  April,  1881,  in  the  Volun- 
teer forces,  whether  under  appointment  or  commission  from  the 
President  or  from  the  governor  of  a  State. — [R.  S..  $  1219.] 

13*  Where  periods  of  service  are  equal,  precedence  will  be 
determined  between  officers  of  the  same  regiment,  corps,  or  depart- 
ment, by  the  order  of  appointment.  Between  officers  of  different 
regiments :  1st.  Rank  in  actual  service  when  appointed ;  2d.  For- 
mer rank  in  the  Regular  Army,  in  the  Marine  Corps,  or  in  the  Vol- 
unteer service ;  3d.  By  lot  among  such  as  have  not  been  in  the 
military  service  of  the  United  States.— [iJ.  S.,  $  1219;  Regs.  1863, 
1T5.] 

ARTICLE  V. 

COMMAND. 

14.  Without  orders  from  competent  authority,  an  officer  can- 
not put  himself  on  duty  by  virtue  of  his  commission  alone. — [Regs. 
1863,  1T  8.] 

l«l*  The  officers  of  Engineers  are  not  to  assume  nor  to  be  or- 
dered on  any  duty  beyond  the  line  of  their  immediate  profession, 
except  by  the  special  order  of  the  President. — [Regs.  1863,  IT  12.] 

10*  When  an  Engineer  or  other  officer  is  charged  with  direct- 
ing an  expedition  or  making  a  reconnoissance  without  having  com- 
mand of  the  escort,  the  commander  of  the  escort  shall  consult  him 
on  all  the  arrangements  necessary  to  secure  the  success  of  the  opera- 
tion.— [Regs.  1863,  1F  488.] 

17*  An  officer  of  the  Pay  or  Medical  Department  cannot  exercise 
command  except  in  his  own  department ;  but,  by  virtuo  of  their 
commissions,  officers  of  these  departments  may  command  all  enlisted 
men  like  other  commissioned  officers. — [Regs.  1833,  U  13 ;  R.  8.,  $ 
1169.] 

18.  Officers  of  the  Corps  of  Engineers  or  Ordnance,  or  of  the 
Adjutant  General's,  Inspector  General's,  Quartermaster  General's, 
or  Subsistence  Department,  though  eligible  to  command  according 
to  the  rank  they  hold  in  the  Army  of  the  United  States,  shall  not 
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assume  the  command  of  troops  unless  put  on  duty  under  orders 
which  specially  so  direct  by  authority  of  the  President. — [Regs.  1863, 
IT  14.] 

19*  The  functions  assigned  to  any  officer  in  these  Regulations 
by  title  of  office  devolve  on  the  officer  acting  in  his  place,  except 
when  otherwise  specified. — [Regs.  1863,  IF  15.] 

20*  In  case  of  the  death,  resignation,  absence,  or  sickness  of  the 
Chief  of  any  Bureau,  or  or  any  officer  thereof,  whose  appointment 
is  not  vested  in  the  head  of  the  Department,  the  assistant  or  deputy 
of  such  Chief  or  of  such  officer,  or  if  there  be  none,  then  the  Chief 
Clerk  of  such  Bureau,  shall,  unless  otherwise  directed  by  the  Presi- 
dent, as  provided  by  section  one  hundred  and  seventy-nine,  per- 
form tbe  duties  of  such  Chief  or  of  such  officer  until  a  successor 
is  appointed  or  such  absence  or  sickness  shall  cease. — [R.  &,  $  178.] 

21,  An  officer  who  succeeds  to  any  command  or  duty  stands  in 
regard  to  his  duties  in  the  same  situation  as  his  predecessor.  The 
officer  relieved  shall  turn  over  to  his  successor  all  orders  in  force 
at  the  time,  and  all  the  public  property  and  funds  pertaining  to  his 
command  or  duty,  and  shall  receive  therefor  duplicate  receipts, 
Bhowing  the  condition  of  each  article. — [Regs.  1863,  If  17.] 

22*  An  officer  in  a  temporary  command  shall  not,  except  in 
urgent  cases,  alter  or  annul  the  standing  orders  of  the  regular  or 
permanent  commander  without  authority  from  the  next  higher 
commander.— [Regs.  1863,  IT  18.] 

ARTICLE  VI. 

APPOINTMENT  AND  PROMOTION  OF  COMMISSIONED  OFFICERS. 

23*  The  President,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
Senate,  appoints  and  commissions  all  commissioned  officers  of  the 
Army* 

24.  Notices  of  appointments  and  promotions  are  issued  by  the 
War  Department  through  the  Adjutant  General  of  the  Army. 

25*  Appointments  to  the  rank  of  General  officer  will  be  made  by 
selection  from  the  Army. — [Regs.  1863,  IT  21.] 

26*  All  vacancies  in  the  grade  of  Second  Lieutenant  shall  be 
filled  by  appointment  from  the  graduates  of  the  Military  Academy, 
so  long  as  any  such  remain  in  service  unassigned ;  and  any  vacancies 
thereafter  remaining  shall  be  filled  by  promotion  of  meritorious  non- 
commissioned officers  of  the  Army.  Vacancies  remaining,  after 
exhausting  the  two  classes  named,  may  be  filled  by  appointment 
of  persons  in  civil  life.  But  appointments  of  civilians,  except  such 
as  are  regular  graduates  of  the4 Military  Academy  who  have  been 
honorably  discharged  from  the  service,  shall  be  made  in  time  of 
peace  only  when  more  vacancies  exist  in  the  Army  than  will  be 
required  in  the  assignment  of  the  next  graduating  class. — [Acts 
approved  June  11,  1878,  see.  2,  and  June  18, 1678,  see.  3;  Regs.  1863, 
122.] 
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27*  To  insure  the  selection  of  proper  candidates  for  promotion 
from  the  grades  of  non-commissioned  officer,  company  commanders 
will  report  to  their  regimental  commanders,  by  the  first  of  Feb- 
ruary in  each  year,  such  as,  in  their  opinion,  by  education,  conduct, 
and  services,  seem  to  merit  advancement,  and  who  have  served  not 
less  than  two  years  in  the  Army.  The  reports  will  set  forth  a  de- 
scription of  the  candidate,  his  length  of  service  as  non-commissioned 
officer  and  as  private  soldier,  his  character  as  to  fidelity  and  sobri- 
ety ;  his  age,  physical  qualifications,  and  mental  abilities ;  the  ex- 
tent to  which  his  talents  have  been  cultivated;  and  his  fitness 
generally  to  discharge  the  duties  of  a  commissioned  officer.  If 
recommended  on  account  of  meritorious  services,  the  particular 
services  referred  to  must  be  stated  in  detail.  On  receiving  the 
reports  of  company  commanders,  the  regimental  commander  will 
forward  them,  by  the  end  of  the  same  month,  to  the  Department 
Commanders,  with  such  recommendation  of  non-commissioned  reg- 
imental Stan  as  he  may  deem  worthy  of  promotion ;  and  the 
Department  Commander  shall  annually  assemble  a  board,  to  con- 
sist of  five  officers  of  as  high  rank  as  the  convenience  of  the 
service  will  admit,  to  make  a  preliminary  examination  into  the 
claims  and  qualifications  of  such  non-commissioned  officers.  The 
board,  constituted  as  above,  shall  submit  a  full  statement  in  the 
case  of  each  candidate  examined ;  and  on  the  said  statements  the 
Department  Commander  shall  indorse  his  remarks  and  forward 
them  to  the  Secretary  of  War  by  the  first  day  of  June  in  each 
year.  The  Chief  of  Engineers  and  of  other  Staff  Corps  may  make 
similar  recommendations  of  the  non-commissioned  officers  of  their 
respective  commands  to  the  Secretary  of  War,  who  shall  convene 
a  Board  of  Officers  for  like  purpose.— [G.  O.  62, 1878.]

DETAILS  TO  COLLEGES.

49*  Details  of  officers  of  the  Army  as  professors  at  colleges  and 
universities,  under  sections  1225  and  1260,  Revised  Statutes,  will  be 
according  to  the  following  regulations: 

50.  Details  "  shall  be  apportioned  throughout  the  United  States 
as  nearly  as  may  be  practicable  according  to  population ; "  such 
States  as  do  not  contain  sufficient  population  to  entitle  them  to  one 
officer  will  be  grouped  with  one  or  more  contiguous  States  or  Ter- 
ritories, so  that  the  combined  population  of  the  group  will  allow 
the  detail  of  one  or  more  officers,  to  the  extent  of  thirty  officers  in 
all. 

51.  As  a  rule,  Captains  of  companies,  regimental  staff  officers, 
or  officers  who  have  served  less  than  three  years  with  their  regi- 
ments or  corps,  or  who  have  recently  completed  a  tonr  of  detached 
duty,  will  not  be  eligible.  No  details  will  be  made  that  will  leave 
a  battery,  troop,  or  company  without  two  officers  for  duty  with  it. 

The  period  of  detail  will  not  be  longer  than  three  years.

53*  No  detail  will  be  made  for  any  institution  except  upon  an 
application  from  iis  proper  representatives,  nor  will  any  officer  be

EXCHANGE  OB  TRANSFER  OF  OFFICERS. 

69.  The  transfer  of  officers  from  one  regiment  or  corps  to  another 
will  bo  made  only  by  the  War  Department,  on  the  mutual  appli- 
cation of  the  parties  desiring  the  exchange. — {Regs,  1863,  1T  30.] 

63.  An  officer  shall  not  be  transferred  from  one  regiment  or 
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corps  to  another  with  prejudice  to  the  rank  of  any  officer  of  the  regi- 
ment or  corps  to  which  he  is  transferred.— [Regs.  1863,  IT  31.] 

t*4.  Transfers  will  be  seldom  granted — never  except  for  cogent 
reasons.— [Begs.  1863,  i  32.] 

65*  Officers  below  the  grade  of  Field  officers,  transferred  from 
one  regiment  or  corps  to  another,  on  their  mutual  application,  will 
be  renominated  for  reappointment  with  rank  as  of  the  date  of  the 
commission  of  the  junior  officer  previous  to  the  transfer,  and  upon 
confirmation  by  the  Senate  will  be  recommissioned  accordingly. 
These  new  commissions  will  determine  their  rank  in  their  regiments 
and  corps,  as  well  as  in  the  Army.  The  same  principle  will  govern 
in  exchanges  of  Field  officers  from  one  corps  or  arm  of  service  to 
another.— [0.

ARTICLE  X. 

OFFICERS  TRAVELING  ON  DUTY. 

68*  Whenever  an  officer  is  ordered  from  one  station  to  another, 
or  for  the  performance  of  any  duty,  not  being  with  troops,  he  shall 
proceed  by  the  shortest  usually  traveled  route  without  unnecessary 
delay;  nor  is  he  for  any  cause  whatever,  except  that  of  sudden  ill- 
ness, to  apply  for  leave  of  absence  or  permission  to  delay  from  the 
time  he  receives  the  order  until  he  arrives  at  his  place  of  destina- :

69.  Whenever  an  officer  under  orders  shall  appear  to  have  made 
unusual  or  unnecessary  delay  on  the  route,  immediately  on  his 
arrival  at  the  post  the  commanding  officer  will  call  upon  him  to 
report  the  cause  thereof.  Should  such  report  be  unsatisfactory, 
the  officer  will  be  placed  in  arrest,  and  charges  against  him  for  his 
unauthorized  absence  will  be  immediately  submitted  to  the  Depart- 
ment Commander.  If  the  delinquent  officer  be  superior  in  rank  to 
the  commander  of  the  post,  the  required  report  will  be  made  by 
the  officer  himself  to  his  Department  Commander.— [Begs.  1863,  IT

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70.  Delay  in  joining  for  duty  or  in  returning  from  leave  amounts 
in  most  cases  to  a  leave  of  absence,  and  must  be  governed  by  the 
laws  and  regulations  applicable  to  that  indulgence.

ARTICLE  XI. 

LEAVES  OF  ABSENCE  TO  OFFICERS. 

72*  In  no  case  will  leaves  of  absence  be  granted  so  that  a  com- 
pany will  be  left  without  one  of  its  commissioned  officers,  or  a  garri- 
soned post  without  two  commissioned  officers  and  competent  medi- 
cal attendance ;  nor  shall  leave  of  absence  be  granted  to  an  officer 
during  the  season  of  active  operations  except  on  urgent  necessity. 
— [Regs.  1863/ H  175.] 

73.  No  leave  of  absence  exceeding  seven  days,  except  on  extra- 
ordinary occasions,  when  the  circumstances  must  be  particularly 
stated,  shall  be  granted  to  any  officer  until  he  has  joined  his  regi- 
ment or  corps,  and  served  therewith  at  least  two  years. — [Begs. 
1863,  f  182.] 

74.  The  immediate  commander  of  the  officer  applying  for  leave 
of  absence,  and  all  intermediate  commanders,  will  indorse  their 
opinion  on  the  application  before  forwarding  it.— [Regs.  1863,  1F 

75.  In  giving  permission  to  apply  for  the  extension  of  a  leave  of 
absence,  the  term  of  the  extension  should  be  stated.  The  term  of 
the  extension  approved  by  the  Department  Commander  will  be 
regulated  by  the  season  and  the  usual  opportunities  for  reaching 
the  officer's  station,  so  that  he  may  not  be  absent  during  the  time 
for  active  operations. — [Regs.  1863,  1F  177.] 

76.  The  War  Department  and  General  of  the  Army  will  not 
grant  leaves  to  officers  on  applications  made  out  of  the  proper  mili- 

» tary  channel,  or  longer  extensions  of  leave  than  are  recommended 
by  the  competent  authority.— [Regs.

77.  Leaves  of  absence  will  be  granted  for  periods  specified  as 
"one  month,"  "one  month  and  ten  days,"  "two  months,"  &c, 
instead  of  so  many  days. — [G.  0.  86,  1876.] 

78.  Leaves  of  absence  commence  on  the  day  the  officer  departs 
from  his  proper  station.  The  expiration  of  his  leave  must  find  him 
at  his  post.— [Regs.  1863,  IF  176.] 

79.  Leave  for  one  month,  beginning  on  the  first  day  of  a  calen- 
dar month,  will  expire  with  the  last  day  of  the  month,  whatever 
its  number  of  days.    Commencing  on  an  intermediate  day  of  a 
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mouth,  the  leave  will  expire  with  the  day  preceding  the  same  day 
in  the  next  month.  The  day  of  departure,  whatever  the  hour,  is 
counted  as  a  day  of  absence;  the  day  of  return,  whatever  its  hour, 
as  a  day  of  duty.— [G.  0.  86,  1876.] 

80*  The  commander  of  a  post  may  take  leave  of  absence  not  to 
exceed  seven  days  at  one  time,  or  in  the  same  month,  reporting  the 
fact  to  his  next  superior  commander.

81,  In  time  of  peace  the  commander  of  a  post  may  grant  leaves 
of  absence  not  to  exceed  seven  days  at  one  time,  or  id  the  same

82*  A  Department  Commander  may  grant  leaves  for  one  month, 
or  extend  to  that  period  those  granted  by  post  commanders ;  a  Mil- 
itary Division  Commander,  for  two  months,  or  extend  one  month  a 
leave  granted  by  a  Department  Commander  under  him ;  the  Gen- 
eral of  the  Army,  four  months,  or  extend  to  that  period  a  leave 
already  granted.— [G.  0,  6,  1870.]

86*  Officers  of  the  Army  traveling  or  stopping  in  foreign  coun- 
tries, whether  on  duty  or  leave  of  absence,  will  avail  themselves  of 
all  opportunities,  properly  within  their  reach,  for  obtaining  infor- 
mation of  value  to  the  military  service  of  the  United  States,  especi- 
ally that  pertaining  to  their  own  arm  or  branch  of  service.  They 
will  report  fully  in  writing  the  results  of  their  observations  to  the 
Adjutant  General  of  the  Army  on  their  return  to  duty  in  the  United 
States,  if  unable  to  do  so  at  an  earlier  date. — [G.  0.  64,  1880.] 

87«  An  officer  on  leave  will  report  monthly  his  address  for  the 
thirty  days  following,  to  the  commander  of  his  post,  of  his  regiment 
or  corps,  and  to  the  Adjutant  General  of  the  Army.  In  his  first 
report  he  will  state  when  his  leave  commenced. — [Regs,  1863,  1T 
176.] 

88.  Verbal  permits  for  less  than  twenty-four  hours  are  not 
counted  as  leaves  of  absence.  But  for  every  other  absence  of  what- 
ever duration,  the  date  of  departure  and  return  will  be  noted  on 
Post,  Regimental,  Department,  and  Division  Returns  against  each 
officer  borne  thereon.— [G,  0,  86,  1876.] 

89*  Permission  to  hunt  will  not  be  considered  as  a  leave  of

90.  Leaves  of  absence  on  account  of  sickness  will  not  be  granted 
to  officers  to  go  beyond  the  limits  of  the  Military  Department  with- 
in which  they  are  stationed,  unless  the  certificate  of  the  Medical 
officer  shall  explicitly  state  that  a  greater  change  is  necessary  to 
save  life,  or  prevent  permanent  disability.  Nor  will  sick-leaves  to

91.  Commanders  of  Geographical  Departments  and  Divisions 
are  authorized  to  grant  leaves  of  absence,  on  account  of  sickness, 
subject  to  the  limits  fixed  by  the  General  Regulations  of  the  Army 
for  ordinary  leaves.

93.  On  the  expiration  of  a  leave  of  absence  on  account  of  sick- 
ness, if  the  officer  be  able  to  travel  (without  endangering  his  ulti- 
mate cure),  he  will  forthwith  proceed  to  his  post,  although  his 
disability  may  not  have  been  removed.  Exceptions  to  this  general 
rule  must  be  made  in  each  case  by  the  War  Department,  on  full 
and  explicit  medical  certificates,  forwarded  to  the  Adjutant  General 
of  the  Army,  through  Department  Headquarters,  setting  forth  the 
reasons  for  delay  and  the  length  of  time  delay  is  considered  neces- 
sary.— [Regs.

153*  On  the  organization  of  a  regiment,  the  batteries  of  Artillery, 
companies  of  Infantry,  and  troops  of  Cavalry,  are  permanently  desig- 
nated by  letters  in  alphabetical  order.  Officers  in  the  first  instance 
are  assigned  to  these  subdivisions,  and  afterward  succeed  thereto  as 
promoted  to  fill  vacancies.  Battalion  and  parade  formations  are 
regulated  by  the  Tactics.— [Begs.  1863,  f  71.] 

1541*  The  Field  officers  may  be  assigned  by  their  Department 
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Commanders  wherever  their  services  are  most  required,  provided 
the  assignment  is  with  troops  of  their  own  regiments.— f  Ciro.  29, 
Hdqrs.  Army,  1866.] 

155.  The  commander  of  a  regiment  will  appoint  the  Adjutant 
from  the  subalterns  of  the  regiment.  He  will  nominate  the  regi- 
mental Quartermaster  to  the  Secretary  of  War  for  appointment,  if 
approved.  But  the  rank  or  appointment  of  regimental  Staff  offi- 
cers shall  not  be  made  to  date  back  of  the  date  on  which  the  appoint- 
ment was  actually  made.— [Regs.

159.  When  it  is  desired  to  have  bands  of  music  for  regiments, 
there  will  be  allowed,  for  each,  sixteen  privates  to  act  as  musicians, 
in  addition  to  the  chief  musicians  authorized  by  law,  provided  the 
total  number  of  privates  in  the  regiment,  including  the  band,  does 
not  exceed  the  legal  standard.  Regimental  commanders  will  desig- 
nate the  proportion  to  be  subtracted  from  each  company  for  a  band.

160.  The  musicians  of  the  band  will,  for  the  time  being,  be 
dropped  from  company  muster-rolls,  but  they  will  be  instructed  as 
soldiers,  and  liable  to  serve  in  the  ranks  on  any  occasion.

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1 79*  Each  subaltern  officer  will  have  charge  of  a  squad,  and  will 
be  responsible  for  its  order  and  cleanliness;  and  Captains  will 
require  their  subalterns  to  assist  them  in  the  performance  of  clerical 
as  well  as  all  other  company  duties. 

180*  The  utmost  attention  will  be  paid  by  commanders  of  com- 
panies to  the  cleanliness  of  their  men,  as  to  their  persons,  clothing, 
quarters,  or  tents.  Where  conveniences  are  to  be  had,  the  men 
should  bathe  once  or  twice  a  week ;  the  feet  should  be  washed  at 
least  twice  a  week.  The  hair  will  be  kept  short,  and  the  beard 
neatly  trimmed.  Dirty  clothes  will  be  kept  in  an  appropriate  part 
of  the  knapsack  or  locker ;  no  article  of  any  kind  will  be  put  under 
the  bedding.— [Regs.  1863,  f  f  93,  97,  100.] 

181*  Ordinarily,  the  cleaning  will  be  on  Saturdays.  The  chiefs 
of  squads  will  cause  bunks  and  bedding  to  be  overhauled ;  floors 
dry-rubbed ;  tables  and  benches  scoured :  arms  and  accoutrements 
cleaned ;  all  articles  of  black  leather  polished  with  blacking,  and 
everything  put  in  order.— [Regs.  1663,  H1F  99,  104.] 

189*  Non-commissioned  officers,  in  command  of  squads,  will  be 
held  more  immediately  responsible  that  their  men  observe  what  is 
prescribed  above ;  that  they  wash  their  hands  and  faces  daily ;  that 
they  brush  or  comb  their  heads ;  that  those  who  are  to  go  on  duty 
put  their  arms,  accoutrements,  clothing,  &c,  in  the  best  order,  and 
that  such  as  have  permission  to  pass  the  chain  of  sentinels  are  in 
the  dress  that  may  be  ordered.— [Regs.

183.  Soldiers  will  wear  the  prescribed  uniform  in  camp  or  gar- 
rison, and  will  not  be  permitted  to  keep  in  their  possession  any  other 
clothing.

CARE  OP  ARMS,  AMMUNITION,  EQUIPMENTS,  ETC. 

184*  Company  and  squad  commanders  will  see  that  all  public 
property  in  possession  of  the  men  is  kept  in  good  order,  and  that 
articles  missing  or  damaged  are  duly  accounted  for. — [Regs.  1863,

185.  Arms  will  not  be  taken  to  pieces  by  soldiers  unless  by  per- 
mission of  a  commissioned  officer,  nor  under  any  circumstances  will 
attempts  be  permitted  to  beautify  or  change  the  finish  of  the  exte- 
rior by  altering  the  metallic  or  wooden  parts.  Arms  shall  not  be 
left  loaded  in  quarters  or  tents,  or  when  the  men  are  off  duty,  except 
under  special  orders.  The  use  of  tompions  in  small-arms  is  prohib- 
ited. The  surface  of  the  bor$  will  be  protected  from  rust  by  occa- 
sional use  of  an  oiled  rag.— [ Regs.  1863,  HH  105,  106 ;  G.  O.  55, 1875: 
G.  0.102,1872.] 

1 86*  Special  care  shall  be  taken  that  no  ball-cartridges  are  mixed 
with  the  blank-cartridges  issued  to  the  men. — [Regs.  1863, 1f  109.] 

187.  Ammunition  will  be  frequently  inspected,  and,  when 
necessary,  will  be  exposed  to  the  dry  air  and  sunned.    All  ammu- 
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nition  cxponded  without  orders,  or  not  in  the  way  of  duty,  or  dam- 
aged by  neglect,  or  lost,  will  be  charged  to  the  officer  or  man  respon- 
sible for  it.— [Regs.  1863,  HIT  107,  10*.] 

IS  8.  Equipments  must  be  fitted  to  the  men  under  the  direction 
of  an  officer,  and  will  not  otherwise  bo  changed  by  cutting  straps 
or  punching  holes.  Knapsacks  will  be  kept  uniformly  painted  and 
marked  according  to  the  prescribed  pattern.—  [Kegs.  1863,  1Ff  103. 
104,110;  G.  0.55,1875.] 

189*  Varnish  must  not  be  used  on  any  article  of  ordnance  that 
is  not  so  finished  when  issued  from  the  arsenal. — [Ord.  Man.] 

MARKING. 

190*  Such  articles  as  belong  to  companies  are  to  be  marked  with 
the  letter  of  the  company  and  number  and  name  of  the  regiment ; 
and  such  as  belong  to  men,  with  their  individual  numbers  and  the 
letter  of  the  company.— [Regs.  1863,  IF  86.] 

MESSING  AND  COOKING. 

191*  In  camp  or  barracks,  the  company  officers  must  visit  the 
kitchen  daily  and  inspect  the  kettles,  and  at  all  times  carefully 
attend  to  the  messing  and  economy  of  their  respective  companies. 
The  commanding  officer  of  the  post  or  regiment  will  make  fre- 
quent inspections  of  the  kitchens  and  messes.  These  duties  are  of 
tne  utmost  importance — not  to  be  neglected.

192*  The  kitchens  should  always  be  under  the  particular  charge 
of  a  non-commissioned  officer ;  and  no  one  will  be  allowed  to  visit 
or  remain  in  the  kitchens  except  such  as  may  come  on  duty  or  be 
employed  as  cooks.—  [Regs.  1863, 1T 120.] 

193*  Cooks  will  be  required  to  keep  all  utensils  and  mess  furni- 
ture in  order.  The  greatest  care  will  be  observed  in  cleaning  and 
scouring  cooking  utensils ;  those  of  brass  and  copper  will  be  lined 
with  tin.  Utensils  or  table  equipage,  when  not  in  use,  will  be 
arranged  in  closets  or  recesses.

One  page  of  the  Descriptive  Book  will  be  appropriated  to  the  list 
of  officers;  two  to  the  non-commissioned  officers;  two  to  the  reg- 
ister of  men  transferred ;  four  to  register  of  men  discharged ;  two 
to  register  of  deaths ;  four  to  register  of  deserters :  the  rest  to  the 
company  description  list.—  [Begs.

ARTICLE  XX. 

FURLOUGHS  TO  BOLDIERS. 

SOI*  Under  authority  of  the  11th  Article  of  War  furloughs  for 
twenty  days  may  be  granted  by  the  commanding  officer  of  the  post  or 
the  commanding  officer  of  the  regiment  actually  quartered  with  the 
portion  of  it  to  which  the  soldier  belongs.  Furloughs  may  be  pro- 
hibited at  the  discretion  of  the  officer  in  command.  They  are  not  to 
be  granted  to  soldiers  about  to  be  discharged.— [Regs.  1863,  IF  190.] 

909*  A  Department  Commander  may  grant  furloughs  to  enlisted 
men  for  two  months ;   a  Military  Division  Commander  for  three 
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months,  or  he  may  extend  to  three  months  a  furlough  granted  by  a 
Department  Commander  under  his  command.  The  General  of  the 
Army  may  grant  furloughs  not  to  exceed  four  months,  or  extend  to 
four  mouths  a  furlough  already  granted. 

203.  Furloughs  will  not  be  granted  by  any  commanding  officer 
to  go  beyond  the  limits  of  the  next  highest  command.  To  warrant 
a  soldier  in  going  beyond  such  limits  the  sanction  of  the  higher 
authority  must  previously  be  indorsed  on  his  furlough.  A  furlough 
must  have  the  approval  of  the  Secretary  of  War  to  enable  the 
soldier  to  go  beyond  the  limits  of  the  United  States.  The  prescribed 
limits  will  be  stated  in  the  furlough,  and  if  exceeded  the  man  will 
be  liable  to  arrest  and  the  revocation  of  his  furlough.— TG.  O.  49, 
1874.] 

9#4.  Officers  should  use  a  proper  discrimination  in  granting 
furloughs  to  prevent,  as  far  as  possible,  soldiers  on  furlough  from 
reporting  at  points  far  distant  from  their  stations  without  the 
means  of  traveling  back.  Department  Commanders  are  author- 
ized to  send  men  reporting  under  such  circumstances  to  a  military 
post  or  depot  when  there  is  a  probability  that  they  can  soon  be 
sent  with  a  detachment  to  the  vicinity  of  their  posts. — [(?.  O,  3,

205*  In  cases  of  special  urgency,  where  it  shall  seem  most  judi- 
cious, and  the  applicant  can  show  sufficient  cause  for  his  inability

ARTICLE  XXX 

TRANSFERS  OF  SOLDIERS.

1.  From  one  regiment  to  another,  and  between  companies  of  the 
same  regiment  when  serving  in  different  Military  Divisions,  by  the 
General  of  the  Army. 

2.  The  Colonel  may,  upon  the  application  of  the  Captains,  trans- 
fer a  non-commissioned  officer  or  soldier  firom  one  company  of  his 
regiment  to  another,  with  the  consent  of  the  Department  Com- 
mander in  case  of  change  of  post  within  the  Department,  or  of  the 
Division  Commander  if  the  posts  are  in  different  Departments  of 
the  same  Military  Division.— I  Begs.  1863,  Uf  145,  146;  A.  Q.  O., 
July,  1872,  and  July,  1873.  ] 

910*  Transfers  will  take  effect  from  the  first  of  the  month,  and 
a  complete  descriptive  roll  will  accompany  the  soldier  transferred.— 
IRegs.  1863,  f  f  147,  148.] 


ARTICLE 

DESERTERS. 

911,  Deserters  absconding  from,  or  received  at,  any  post  other 
than  the  station  of  the  company  or  detachment  to  which  they  be- 
long shall  be  promptly  reported  by  the  commanding  officer  of  such 
post  to  the  commander  of  their  companies  or  detachments.

293«  In  case  of  stoppages  made  against  a  soldier's  pay  for  loss 
or  damage  to  public  property  by  sentence  of  Court-Martial,  a  cer- 
tified cony  of  so  much  of  the  Court- Martial  orders  as  refers  to  the 
case,  giving  number,  date,  and  place  of  issue  of  the  orders,  will  be 
sent  with  the  property  return  of  the  officer  responsible,  with  a  state- 
ment on  the  face  of  said  copy  of  the  rolls  on  which  the  charges  are

294*  Soldiers  who  may  be  discovered  to  be  deserters  from  the 
Navy  or  Marine  Corps  will  be  immediately  dropped  from  the  rolls 
of  the  Army.

989*  A  Veterinary  Surgeon  is,  from  time  to  time,  to  visit  all  the 
companies  of  the  regiment  to  which  he  belongs ;  to  instruct  the 
Farriers  and  enlisted  men  in  the  proper  and  humane  care  of  the 
horse,  in  order  to  the  prevention  and  treatment  of  diseases  *,  espe- 
cially to  teach  the  anatomy  and  pathology  of  the  foot.  He  should 
illustrate  his  instructions  by  dissections  and  specimens,  to  show  the 
nature  and  uses  of  all  parts  of  the  horse's  foot,  and  he  should  also 
teach  the  principles  and  practice  of  horseshoeing.  — [G.  0.36, 1879.] 
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Veterinary  Surgeons  are  to  have  free  access  to  the  stables, 
and  their  suggestions  for  the  care  and  treatment  of  horses  must  be 
enforced  by  the  authority  of  the  commanding  officer. — TG.  O.  104. 
1868.] 

991.  Veterinary  Surgeons  and  Farriers  should  be  encouraged  to 
make  and  preserve  collections  of  specimens  obtained  from  post 
mortem  examinations,  illustrating  the  anatomy  and  pathology  of 
the  horse,  in  order  to  popularize  and  disseminate  a  knowledge  of 
those  important  subjects  in  the  Army. — [6r.  0.  36,  1879.] 

999*  In  order  to  encourage  thoroughness  and  system  in  the  study 
and  treatment  of  the  diseases  of  the  horse,  as  well  as  to  furnish 
information  regarding  the  management  of  the  Veterinary  Depart- 
ment of  the  Army,  a  monthly  report  of  sick  and  wounded  for  each 
company  and  battery,  similar  to  that  adopted  by  the  Medical  De- 
partment, should  be  forwarded  by  Veterinary  Surgeons  and  com- 
pany Farriers,  through  the  company  and  post  commanders,  to  the 
Quartermaster  General.— [G.  O.  36,  1879.] 


ARTICLE 

PURCHASE  AND  OARE  OF  PUBLIC  ANIMALS. 

993*  The  following  specifications  will  govern  in  purchasing 
horses  and  mules  for  the  military  service: — [(r.  O.  17,  ld/0.] 

Cavalry  Horses.— To  be  geldings,  of  hardy  colors,  sound  in  all 
particulars,  in  good  condition,  well  broken  to  the  saddle,  from  fif- 
teen to  sixteen  hands  high,  not  less  than  five  nor  more  than  nine 
years  old,  and  suitable  in  every  respect  for  Cavalry  service. 

Whenever  it  becomes  necessary  to  purchase  the  half-breed  hordes 
of  California  or  Southern  Texas,  the  standard  of  height  may  be  re- 
duced to  not  less  than  fourteen  and  a  half  hands. 

Artillery  Horses. — To  be  geldings,  of  hardy  colors,  sound  in  all 
particulars,  in  good  condition,  square  trotters,  well  broken  to  har- 
ness, from  fifteen  to  sixteen  hands  high,  not  less  than  five  nor  more 
than  nine  years  old,  and  suitable  in  every  respect  for  Artillery  serv- 
ice. 

Mules* — To  be  strong,  stout,  compact  animals,  sound  in  all  par- 
ticulars, in  good  condition,  well  broken  to  harness,  not  under  four- 
teen hands  nigh,  not  less  than  four  nor  more  than  nine  years  old, 
and  suitable  in  every  respect  for  the  transportation  service  of  the 
Army. 

When  work-horses  are  to  be  purchased,  they  should  be  sound  in 
all  particulars,  fifteen  and  one-half  hands  high  and  upwards, 
strong  built,  well  broken  to  work  in  harness,  not  less  than  four 
nor  more  than  nine  years  old. 

For  pack  purposes,  the  standard  of  height  may  be  reduced  to 
thirteen  and  a  half  hands,  if  the  animal  be  in  other  respects  suita- 
ble.   The  pack  mule  need  not  necessarily  be  broken  to  harness. 
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294*  For  general  transportation  purposes  of  the  Army,  horses 
cannot  be  advantageously  substituted  for  mules.  For  draught  pur- 
poses in  the  Northern  and  Eastern  States,  and  at  depots  in  large 
cities,  and  for  saddle  purposes  of  wagon -masters,  messengers,  and 
expressmen,  horses  may  be  advantageously  used  in  place  of  mules. 
-[G.  O.  37,  1876.] 

295*  The  following  weights  are  suggested  as  the  minimum, 
except  for  the  half-breed  horses  of  Texas  and  Southern  California: 

Pounds. 

Artillery  wheel-horses 1,200 

Artillery  swing  and  lead  horses 1,100 

Cavalry  horses , 950 

Horses  for  messengers,  &c 950 

Draft-horses  of  the  Quartermaster's  Department 1, 200 

Wheel-mules 1,200 

Swing-mules 1,050 

Lead-mules 850

296*  Cavalry  and  Artillery  officers  will  report  their  horses  serv- 
iceable or  unserviceable,  on  the  Monthly  Reports,  that  due  advan- 
tage may  be  taken  of  the  best  season  of  the  year  for  the  purchase 
and  issue  of  the  necessary  remounts. — [G.  0.  109,  1872.] 

CARE  OF    PUBLIC  ANIMALS. 

[G.  0.104,1868;  70, 1880.] 

297.  A  descriptive  book  of  public  animals  will  be  kept  at  the 
headquarters  of  every  regiment  of  Cavalry  and  battery  of  mounted 
Artillery,  and  with  the  records  of  every  officer  in  immediate  charge 
of  public  animals,  wherein  will  be  recorded  the  descriptive  list 
accompanying  each  animal  transferred.  Blank  books  and  forms 
will  be  supplied,  on  proper  application,  by  the  Quartermaster  Gen- 
eral. Purchasing  officers  and  others  transferring  animals  are  re- 
quired to  see  that  they  are  marked  plainly,  and  to  specify  such 
marks  on  the  descriptive  list,  for  the  purpose  of  ready  identification. 

299*  At  the  headquarters  of  every  regiment  of  Cavalry,  with 
every  company  of  Cavalry  and  battery  of  mounted  Artillery,  and 
with  the  records  of  every  officer  in  immediate  charge  of  public 
animals,  a  descriptive  list  of  horses  and  mules  shall  be  kept,  allow- 
ing the  name,  age,  size,  color,  and  other  peculiarities  of  each  animal, 
how  and  when  acquired,  his  fitness  for  service,  how  long  he  has  been 
in  service,  the  name  of  his  rider  or  driver,  and  the  particular  use 
to  which  he  is  or  was  applied. 

299.  In  the  event  of  loss  by  sickness,  each  case  or  class  of  cases 
will  be  accompanied  by  the  report  of  a  Veterinary  Surgeon,  show- 
ing the  nature  of  the  disease. 
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300*  After  an  animal  has  been  assigned,  his  rider  or  driver  shall 
not  exchange  or  snrrender  him  to  the  use  of  any  other  person  with- 
out the  written  permission  of  the  Captain  of  his  company  or  of  the 
officer  responsible  for  him. 

301*  Every  horse  should  be  reshod  at  least  once  a  month. 

302*  Every  soldier  must  examine  his  animal's  feet  after  every 
day's  work,  to  ascertain  that  his  shoes  are  in  good  order,  and  be  held 
responsible  that  his  animal  is  at  all  times  fit  for  immediate  service. 
This  duty  is  by  no  means  to  be  omitted  on  the  march. 

303*  The  Farrier  must  examine  every  animal's  feet  systemat- 
ically twice  a  week,  to  replace  broken  nails,  fasten  loose  shoes,  and 
reduce  projecting  clinches.  The  appearance  of  thrush,  or  any 
unhealthy  condition  of  the  feet,  must  ber,  without  delay,  reported 
to  the  Veterinary  Surgeon. 

304*  A  horse's  feet  should  be  stuffed  with  wet  clay  or  cow  manure 
at  least  once  a  week. 

309*  Horses  should  be  groomed  at  least  an  hour  and  a  half  to  two 
hours  each  day.  They  are  to  be  rubbed  dry  after  being  used,  and 
not  allowed  to  stand  without  rubbing  when  heated.  The  nostrils 
should  occasionally  be  sponged  with  a  weak  mixture  of  vinegar 
and  water.  The  sheath  must  be  washed  once  a  month  with  castile 
soap  and  then  greased. 

306.  A  horse  should  never  while  heated  be  wet  by  use  of  a 
hose  or  stream  of  water,  and  never  with  cold  water. 

307*  Feed  must  be  prepared  with  great  care,  kept  free  from 
dust,  foreign  substances,  and  bad  odors.  Frequent  feeding  in  small 
quantities  is  best.  When  practicable,  bran-mash  is  to  be  given 
once  a  week ;  never  oftener  than  twice  a  week,  except  to  purge. 
Sal  ft  should  be  given  at  least  once  a  week. 

308*  Watering  before  feeding  is  not  objectionable;  drinking 
while  warm,  or  after  eating  until  an  hour  has  elapsed,  is  to  be 
avoided,  if  possible.  On  the  march  frequent  watering  is  preferable, 
but  should  only  be  done  by  order  of  the  commanding  officer  present. 
An  animal  will  rarely  drink  enough  very  early  in  the  morning. 

309*  Stables  and  their  vicinity  are  to  be  kept  thoroughly  policed, 
free  from  smells,  and  well  whitewashed;  feed-boxes  clean  and 
washed  with  vinegar  and  water  once  a  week.  Due  care  must  bo 
giv^n  to  ventilation,  according  to  the  weather,  avoiding  both  inju- 
dicious exposure  to  draughts  and  cold,  and  exclusion  of  air  to  pre- 
vent cold. 

310*  An  animal  with  glanders  or  threatening  discharge  from 
the  nostrils  is  immediately  to  be  isolated  and  kept  tied  to  prevent 
infection,  of  which  there  is  danger  to  both  man  and  beast. 

311.  The  rack,  manger,  and  every  part  of  the  wood  and  iron 
work  of  the  stall  where  an  animal  with  glanders  or  farcy  has  stood, 
as  also  the  vessels  used  in  watering  or  feeding  him,  must  be  thor- 
oughly cleansed  with  hot  water  and  soap.    They  are  then  to  be  cov- 
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ered  with  wash  of  quicklime,  fresh  mixed,  which  must  be  scraped 
off  aud  renewed  after  au  interval  of  two  days. 

312.  After  the  disease  in  any  animal  has  become  infectious,  such 
equipments  which  may  have  been  used  with  him  as  are  liable  to 
become  infected,  and  all  horse-cloths,  saddle-cloths,  and  blankets 
used  with  glandered  animals,  must  be  destroyed. 

318*  On  the  plains,  where  forage  cannot  be  obtained,  grazing 
should  be  allowed  at  every  spare  moment.  For  this  purpose  bits 
should  always  bo  removed  and  girths  loosened.  When  picketed 
for  grazing,  the  places  should  be  frequently  changed.  Grazing 
should  always  be  allowed  as  long  as  possible,  early  in  the  morning, 
when  dew  is  on  the  grass. 

314*  To  prevent  stampeding  in  camp  on  the  plains,  if  the  men 
of  the  command  go  among  the  animals  quietly,  but  promptly,  on 
the  first  evidence  of  fright,  and  speak  to  them,  they  will  in  most 
cases- be  quieted.  After  animals  have  been  stampeded,  if  they  are 
new  to  the  service,  men  should  mount  the  fastest  animals  within 
reach,  place  themselves  in  front  of  those  running,  and  lead  them 
back  to  camp.  With  old  horses,  the  sound  of  the  stable  call  will 
often  prevent  stampeding,  or  stop  them  when  running. 

315*  In  marching,  the  walk  should  be  the  habitual  gait,  and 
should  not,  under  ordinary  circumstances,  be  exceeded  when  graz- 
ing only  is  relied  on.  When  forage  can  be  obtained,  horses  may 
occasionally  trot,  say  a  mile  in  every  hour's  march.  Unless  the 
march  be  a  forced  one,  horses  must  always  be  allowed  to  walk  at 
intervals. 

316*  The  gallop  very  soon  breaks  down  horses,  and  is  strictly 
prohibited  on  marches,  escorts,  express,  and  all  other  duties,  ex- 
cept when  absolutely  necessary. 

317*  On  marches,  under  whatever  circumstances,  a  halt  should 
be  made  at  the  end  of  an  hour  after  starting,  and  the  saddles, 
saddle-kits,  bridles,  &c,  readjusted,  and  girths  tightened. 

CONDEMNED  ANIMALS. 

318.  All  horses  and  mules  inspected  and  condemned  as  unfit 
for  military  service  will  be  advertised  for  sale,  and  disposed  of 
within  ten  days  from  date  of  advertisement,  and  if  not  sold  within 
the  ten  days  will  be  shot  on  the  eleventh  day.  The  advertisement 
will  bo  made  in  accordance  with  advertising  regulations  in  force, 
but  at  posts  remote  from  places  where  newspapers  are  published 
the  advertisement  will  be  made  by  posted  notice. — [  G,  0.  35, 1879.  ] 

319.  When  horses  and  mules  condemned  are  sold,  or,  in  default 
of  sale,  shot,  report  will  be  made  at  once  to  the  Quartermaster 
General,  through  the  regular  military  channel,  of  the  execution 
of  the  order.— [£.  O.  35,  1879.] 

390*  Great  care  will  be  exercised  in  the  branding  of  condemned 
horses  and  mules  with  the  letters  I.  C.  (Inspected— Condemned).— 
[G.  0.193,  1863.] 
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VETERINARY  MEDICINES  AND  INSTRUMENTS.  , 

[G.  0.  30,  70,  04,  and  06,  1870.] 

391*  The  Quartermaster's  Department  will  furnish  the  author- 
ized horse  medicines  and  instruments  for  the  mounted  Artillery  as 
well  as  for  other  horses  of  the  Army.— [G.  O.  84.  1873.1 

399.  To  insure  a  greater  degree  of  purity  and  excellence  in  the 
quality  of  medicines  and  articles  required  for  the  veterinary  serv- 
ice, the  Quartermaster's  Department  will  purchase  such  supplies 
from  the  Medical  Department.—  \_G.  O.  4,  1808.] 

393*  Requisitions  and  estimates  for  veterinary  supplies  will  be 
made  in  conformity  with  the  allowances  provided  for  in  the  Stand- 
ard Supply  Table.  Only  the  articles  and  the  quantities  thereof 
that  are  actually  needed  will  be  placed  on  the  requisition. 

334*  At  the  headquarters,  depots,  or  larger  posts  of  Cavalry 
regiments,  the  standard  supplies  of  instruments  and  medicines  will 
be  under  the  charge  of  the  Quartermaster,  to  be  issued  by  him  to 
the  smaller  commands  of  the  regiment,  in  such  quantities  and  of 
such  articles  as  may  be  deemed  requisite,  conformably  to  the  al- 
lowance fixed  by  the  Standard  Supply  Table. 

395*  Veterinary  Medical  supplies  and  instruments,  for  hospital 
use,  will  remain  in  the  hands  of  the  Post  Quartermaster,  to  be  issued 
from  time  to  time  and  in  such  quantities  as  are  needed  by  the  com- 
panies. The  instruments  will  remain  in  the  custody  of  the  Post 
Quartermaster.  Post  Quartermasters  will  take  up  all  instruments 
and  veterinary  Medical  supplies,  and  report,  when  possible,  to  whoso 
account  they  are  to  bo  credited. 

396.  A  room  for  the  safe  storage  of  veterinary  instruments  and 
Medical  stores  and  the  compounding  of  medicines  should  be  pro- 
vided.

This  table  is  ample  and  sufficiently  varied  for  ordinary  practice, 
but  in  order  to  provide  for  the  necessities  of  epidemics,  and  to 
indulge,  as  far  as  practicable,  individual  preference  and  training, 
a  special  requisition  for  articles  not  on  the  Supply  Table,  with  an 
explanation  of  the  nature  of  the  emergency  or  case  rendering  it 
necessary,  may  be  forwarded  to  the  Quartermaster  General  for  his 
action. 

The  panniers  should,  like  those  in  use  by  the  Medical  Depart- 
ment, be  so  arranged  as  to  contain  only  articles  that  are  on  the 
Supply  Table.  They  should  contain  the  articles  of  medicines  in 
quantities  allowed  for  one  hundred  horses  in  field  service  for  three 
months,  and  a  pocket-case,  ball-forceps,  cork-screw,  6-oz.  graduate 
glass,  prescription  scales,  two  spatulas,  16-ounce  syringe,  memo- 
randum book,  and  two  lead-pencils. 

398*  Upon  proper  requisitions,  galvanized  iron  feed-boxes  will 
be  supplied  by  the  Quartermaster's  Department.  These  feed-boxes 
will  be  useful  at  posts  where  there  is  a  scarcity  of  lumber  for 
cantonments,  for  temporary  stables,  and,  in  some  oases,  for  wagon 
and  escort  trains.— [G.  0.

338*  Under  section  4792,  Revised  Statutes,  the  aid  to  be  rendered 
in  the  execution  of  Quarantine  and  Health  laws  is  such  only  as  the 
Secretary  of  the  Treasury  may  from  time  to  time  in  any  emergency 
deem  necessary.  Commanding  officers  will  therefore  furnish  such 
assistance  to  any  collector  or  other  proper  officer  of  the  revenue 
whenever  he  shall  be  specially  authorized  by  the  Secretary  of  the 
Treasury  to  apply  for  the  same.— [<?.

CEREMONIES.

349*  Parades,  reviews,  guard-mounting,  and  other  ceremonies 
will  be  conducted  as  prescribed  in  the  authorized  Tactics. 

343*  Officers  on  all  duties  under  arms  are  to  have  their  swords 
drawn,  without  waiting  for  any  words  of  command  for  that  pur- 
pose.—[Beas.  1863,  %  3:^6.] 

344*  There  shall  be  daily  one  dress  parade,  at  troop  or  retreat, 
as  the  commanding  officer  may  direct,  which  will  not  be  dispensed 
with  except  on  urgent  occasions.  All  Field  officers  and  men  must 
be  present,  unless  specially  excused,  or  on  duty  incompatible  with 
such  attendance.  The  ceremonies  of  parade  shall  be  conducted  as 
prescribed  in  the  authorized  Tactics.— [Begs.  1863, 1T1f  337,  347,  348.] 

MUSTERS. 

345.  Troops  will  be  mustered  for  pay  on  the  last  day  of  Febru- 
ary, April,  June,  August,  October,  and  December.  The  musters 
will  be  made  by  an  Inspector  General,  if  present,  otherwise  by  an 
officer  specially  designated  by  the  Commander  of  the  Army,  Divis- 
ion, or  Department ;  and  in  absence  of  either  an  Inspector  General 
or  officer  specially  designated,  the  muster  will  be  made  by  the  com- 
mander of  the  posi— [Regs.

346.  When  one  inspecting  officer  cannot  muster  all  the  troops 
himself  on  the  day  specified,  the  commanding  officer  will  designate 
such  other  competent  officers  as  may  be  necessary  to  assist  him. —

347.  All  stated  musters  of  the  troops,  when  practicable,  shall  be 
preceded  by  a  minute  and  careful  inspection  in  the  prescribed  mode ;

ARTICLE  XXXITT. 

GUARDS. 

[This  article  refers  more  particularly  to  guard  duty  in  time  of  peace.  The 
same  prinoiples  apply  to  police  guards,  the  picket  ana  grand  guards,  for  which 
additional  regulations  are  prescribed  in  the  article  entitled  "Troops  in  Cam- 
paign."] 

348*  Camp  and  garrison  guards  will  be  relieved  every  twenty- 
four  hoars.  The  guards  at  outposts  will  ordinarily  be  relieved  in 
the  same  manner,  but  this  must  depend  on  their  distances  from 
camp,  or  other  circumstances,  which  may  sometimes  require  their 
continuing  on  duty  several  days.    In  such  cases,  they  must  be  pre- 
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viously  warned  to  provide  themselves  accordingly. — [Regs.  1863,  f 
375.] 

349*  All  persons,  of  whatever  rank  in  the  service,  are  required 
to  observe  respect  toward  sentinels.— [Regs.  1863,  f  417.] 

3ffO*  The  countersign,  or  watchword,  is  given  to  such  persons  as 
are  entitled  to  pass  daring  the  night,  and  to  officers,  non-commis- 
sioned officers,  and  sentinels  of  the  guard.  Interior  guards  receive 
the  countersign  only  when  ordered  by  the  commander  of  the  troops. 
— [Regs.  1863,  J  401.] 

351*  The  parole  is  imparted  to  such  officers  only  as  have  a  right 
to  visit  the  guards,  and  to  make  the  grand  rounds;  and  to  officers 
commanding  guards. — [Begs.  1863,  If  402.] 

THE  OFFICER  OF  THE  DAT. 

353*  Both  the  old  and  the  now  officer  of  the  day  must  be  present 
at  guard-mounting.  While  the  old  guard  is  being  relieved,  they 
inspect  the  guard-house;  or  tents,  and  verify  the  number  of  pris- 
oners. They  then  proceed  to  report  to  the  commanding  officer, 
when  the  officer  relieved  presents  the  report  of  the  officer  of  the 
guard,  upon  which  he  previously  makes  such  remarks  as  circum- 
stances require.

3ff4*  The  officer  of  the  day  visits  the  guards  during  the  day 
at  such  times  as  he  may  deem  necessary,  and  makes  his  rounds 
at  night  at  least  once  after  12  o'clock.— [Regs.  1863,  f  405.] 

345*  The  officer  of  the  day  must  see  that  the  officer  of  the  guard 
is  furnished  with  the  parole  and  countersign  before  retreat. — [Regs. 
1863,  IF  404.] 

OFFICER  OF  THE  GUARD. 

350*  During  the  time  of  relieving  the  sentinels  and  of  calling 
in  the  small  posts,  the  old  commander  of  the  guard  will  give  to 
the  new  all  the  information  and  instructions  relating  to  his  post. —

397*  After  the  sentinels  and  outposts  of  the  old  guard  have 
been  relieved,  the  commander  of  the  new  guard  will  visit  them,

358*  Officers  are  to  remain  constantly  at  their  guards,  except 
while  visiting  their  sentinels,  or  necessarily  engaged  elsewhere  on 
their  proper  duty.— [Regs.  1863,  IT  408.] 

899*  Commanders  of  guards  leaving  their  posts  to  visit  their 
sentinels,  or  on  other  duty,  are  to  mention  their  intention,  and  the 
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probable  time  of  their  absence,  to  the  next  in  command. — [Begs, 
1863,  IT  407.] 

360«  The  officer  of  the  guard  will  inspect  his  guard  at  reveille 
and  retreat.  He  most  see  that  the  countersign  is  duly  communi- 
cated to  the  sentinels  at  the  proper  time  before  twilight. — [Begs, 
1863, 1T1T  410,585,587.] 

361.  The  officer  of  the  guard  will  make  a  report  of  his  tour  of 
service,  including  the  outposts,  and  present  it  to  the  officer  of  the 
day.— [Begs.  1863,  f  589.]

363*  Inexperienced  officers  may  be  pnt  on  guard  as  supernu- 
meraries, for  the  purpose  of  instruction. — [Reg*.  1863,  IT  412.] 

DUTIES  OP  GUARDS  AND  SENTINELS. 

364.  Neither  officers  nor  soldiers  are  to  take  off  their  clothing 
or  accoutrements  while  they  are  on  guard. — [Regs.  1863,  IT  409.] 

365.  Sentinels  will  be  relieved  every  two  hours,  unless  the  state 
of  the  weather,  or  other  causes,  should  make  it  necessary  or  proper 
that  it  be  done  at  shorter  or  longer  intervals.  Those  at  the  guard- 
house or  guard-tent  will  be.  the  first*  relieved  and  left  behind. — 
[Regs.  1863, 1HT  393,  399.] 

366*  Each  relief,  before  being  posted,  is  inspected  by  the  com- 
mander of  the  guard.  The  Corporal  reports  to  him,  and  presents 
the  old  relief  on  its  return.  If  the  sentinels  are  numerous,  the  Ser- 
geants are  to  be  employed,  as  well  as  the  Corporals,  in  relieving 
them.— [Regs.

307s  Sentinels  will  not  take  orders  or  allow  themselves  to  be 
relieved,  except  by  an  officer  or  non-commissioned  officer  of  their 
guard  or  party,  the  officer  of  the  day,  or  the  commanding  officer ;

370*  It  is  the  duty  of  a  sentinel  to  repeat  all  calls  made  from 
posts  more  distant  from  the  main. body  of  the  guard  than  his  own, 
and  no  sentinel  will  be  posted  so  distant  as  not  to  be  heard  by 
the  guard,  either  directly  or  through  other  sentinels.— [Regs.  1863, 
IT  419.] 

371*  In  case  of  disorder,  a  sentinel  must  call  out  the  guard;  and 
if  a  lire  take  place,  he  must  cry — "Fire!"  adding  the  number  of  his 
post.  If  in  either  case  the  danger  be  great,  he  must  discharge  his 
piece  before  calling  out.—  [Regs.  1863,  f  418.] 

379.  When  a  fire  breaks  out,  or  any  alarm  is  raised  in  a  gar- 
rison, all  guards  are  to  be  immediately  under  arms.

374.  A  sentinel,  in  challenging,  will  call  out — "  Who  comes  there?" 
If  answered — "  Friend,  with  the  countersign,"  and  he  be  instructed  to 
pass  persons  with  the  countersign,  he  will  reply—  "Advance,  friend, 
with  the  countersign!"  If  answered — "Friends!"  he  will  reply — 
"Halt,  friends !  Advance  one  with  the  countersign ! "  If  answered — 
"Relief,"  "Patrol,"  or  "Grand  rounds,"  he  will  reply—  "Halt! 
Advance,  Sergeant  (or  Corporal),  with  the  countersign!"  and  satisfy 
himself  that  the  party  is  what  it  represents  itself  to  be.  If  he  have 
no  authority  to  pass  persons  with  the  countersign,  if  the  wrong 
countersign  be  given,  or  if  the  persons  have  not  the  countersign, 
he  will  cause  them  to  stand,  and  call — "Corporal  of  the  guard!"—

demand  the  countersign  and  parole. — [Regs.  1863,  IT  427.] 
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GRAND  ROUNDS. 

3V6*  Any  General  officer,  or  the  commander  of  a  post  or  garri- 
son, may  vi*it  the  guards  of  his  command,  and  go  the  grand  rounds, 
and  be  received  in  the  same  manner  as  prescribed  for  the  officer  of 
the  day.— [Regs.  1863,  IT  431.] 

37  V*  The  officer  of  the  day,  wishing  to  make  the  rounds,  will 
take  an  escort  of  a  non-commissioned  officer  and  two  men.  When 
the  rounds  are  challenged  by  a  sentinel,  the  Sergeant  will  answer — 
"  Grand  rounds!"  and  the  sentinel  will  reply — "Halt,  grand  rounds! 
Advance,  Sergeant,  with  the  countersign!"  Upon  which  the  Sergeant 
advances  and  gives  the  countersign.  The  sentinel  will  then  cry 
— "Advance,  rounds ! "  and  stand  at  a  carry  till  they  have  passed.— 
[Regs.  1863,1428.] 

878*  When  the  sentinel  before  the  guard  challenges,  and  is 
answered — "  Grand  rounds,"  he  will  reply — "Halt,  grand  rounds! 
Turn  out  the  guard;  grand  rounds!"-  Upon  which  the  guard  will 
be  drawn  up  with  arms  at  a  carry.  The  officer  commanding  the 
guard  will  then  order  a  Sergeant  and  two  men  to  advance ;  when 
within  ten  paces,  the  Sergeant  challenges.  The  Sergeant  of  the 
grand  rounds  answers — "Grand  rounds!"  The  Sergeant  of  the 
guard  replies — "Advance,  Sergeant,  with  the  countersign!"  The  Ser- 
geant of  the  rounds  advances  alone,  gives  the  countersign,  and 
returns  to  his  round.  Tho  Sergeant  of  the  guard  calls  to  nis  offi- 
cer— "The  countersign  is  right!"  on  which  the  officer  of  the  guard 
calls — "Advance  rounds!"  The  guard  being  at  a  carry,  the  officer 
of  the  rounds  advances  alone  to  the  officer  of  the  guard,  who  keeps 
his  post  and  gives  to  him  the  parole.  He  then  examines  the  guard, 
orders  back  his  escort,  and,  taking  a  new  one,  proceeds  in  tho  same 
manner  to  other  guards.— [Regs.  1863,  IT  429;  Inf.  Tactics.'] 

379*  All  material  instructions  given  to  a  sentinel  on  post  by 
persons  entitled  to  make  grand  rounds  will  be  promptly  reported 
to  the  commander  of  the  guard. — [Regs.  1863,  IF  430.] 

COMPLIMENTS  FROM  GUARDS  AND  SENTINELS. 

890*  The  sentinel  at  any  post  of  the  guard,  when  he  sees  any 
body  of  troops,  or  an  officer  entitled  to  compliment,  approach,  wiil 
call—"  Turnout  the  guard!"  And  announce  who  approaches.— [Regs. 
1863,  K  422.] 

8sl«  All  guards  will  turn  out  and  present  arms  to  the  officers 
entitled  to  the  compliment  as  often  as  they  pass  them,  except  the 
personal  guards  of  General  officers,  which  turn  out  only  to  the 
General  whose  guards  they  are,  and  to  officers  his  superiors  in  rank. 
— [Regs.  1863,  IT  242.] 

•  8S9«  When  General  officers,  or  persons  entitled  to  a  salute,  pass 
guards  while  in  the  act  of  relieving,  both  guards  are  to  salute, 
receiving  the  word  of  command  from  the  senior  officer  of  the  whole. 
— [Regs.  1863,  H  249.] 
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383.  When  General  officers,  or  officers  entitled  to  a  salute,  pass 
in  rear  of  a  guard,  it  does  not  salute,  but  stands  at  a  carry,  facing 
to  the  front.— [Regs.  1863,  IT  248.] 

384*  All  guards  turn  out  under  arms  when  armed  parties  ap- 
proach their  posts,  and  to  parties  commanded  by  commissioned 
officers  they  present  arms,  the  officers  saluting. — [Mega.  1863,  U"  250: 
Inf.  Tactics.'] 

385,  The  National  or  regimental  colors  passing  a  guard  are 
saluted,  the  trumpets  or  field-music  sounding  a  march. — [Regs. 
1863,  IT  247.] 

386*  In  the  day-time,  when  the  sentinel  before  the  guard  sees 
the  officer  of  the  day  approach,  he  will  call—'*  Turn  out  the  guard  ! 
officer  of  the  day."  The  guard  will  be  paraded,  and  salute  with  pre- 
sented arms.— [Regs.  1863,  IF  426.] 

387*  The  guard  of  a  camp  or  garrison  turns  out  and  presents 
arms  to  the  commander  of  the  camp  or  garrison  whenever  he 
approaches  its  post.— [Regs.  1663,  f  243;  G.  0.  9,  1875.] 

388*  All  guards  and  sentinels  will  pay  the  same  compliments  to 
the  officers  of  the  Navy,  Marines,  Volunteers,  and  Militia,  iu  the 
service  of  the  United  Sfcates,  as  are  directed  to  be  paid  to  the 
officers  of  the  Army,  according  to  their  relative  ranks. — [Regs.  1863,

ACCOUNTABILITY  FOR  PROPERTY  USED  FOR  POLICE. 

393*  Articles  of  camp  and  garrison  equipage  needed  for  strictly 
post  or  camp  purposes  and  police,  such  as  flags,  spades,  shovels, 
buck-saws,  axes,  hatchets,  pickaxes,  and  brooms,  will  be  issued 
by  the  Post  Quartermaster  on  special  requisitions  of  the  officer  of 
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the  day,  or  of  the  guard,  approved  by  the  commander  of  the  post. 
These  articles  will  be  receipted  for  by  the  officer  making  the 
requisition,  and  dropped  from  the  Quartermaster's  returns.  Articles 
other  than  those  herein  enumerated  are  to  be  accounted  for  like 
other  public  property.  Bucks  or  saw-horses,  for  use  with  the  saws, 
will  be  made  out  of  material  at  the  post,  without  expense  to  the 
Government.— [G.  0.73, 1870;  G.  O. 11  and 48, 1879;  G.  0. 19, 1880.] 

394*  The  articles  so  obtained  for  use  of  the  post  will  be  duly 
entered,  by  the  officer  who  draws  them,  on  the  Guard  Report, 
under  the  head  "Articles  in  charge."  They  are  to  be  carried  on 
the  same,  and  daily  receipted  for  by  the  successive  officers  of  the 
day,  or  of  the  guard,  until  no  longer  fit  for  use,  when  they  will  be 
submitted  for  inspection,  and,  if  condemned,  disposed  of  as  ordered. 
— [G.  0.73,  1870.] 

395*  An  officer  who  receipts  for  property  under  the  head  of 
" Articles  in  charge"  on  the  Guard  Report,  is  not  required  to  render 
returns  thereof.  He  is  relieved  from  all  accountability  for  it  by  the 
receipt  of  his  successor. — [O.  O.  73,  1870.] 

ARTICLE  XXXIV. 

WORKING-PARTIES  AND  EXTRA-DUTY  PAT. 

396.  Although  the  necessities  of  the  service  may  require  soldiers 
to  be  ordered  on  working-parties  as  a  duty,  commanding  officers 
are  to  bear  in  mind  that  fitness  for  military  service  by  instruction 
and  discipline  is  the  object  for  which  the  Army  is  kept  on  foot,  and 
that  they  are  not  to  employ  the  troops  when  not  in  the  field,  and 
especially  the  mounted  troops,  in  labors  that  interfere  with  their 
military  duties  and  exercises,  except  in  case  of  immediate  necessity, 
which  shall  be  forthwith  reported  for  the  orders  of  the  War  Depart- 
ment.— [Regs.  1863,  f  910.] 

39V*  Extra-duty  men  should  attend  the  weekly  and  monthly 
inspections  of  their  companies,  and,  if  possible,  one  drill  in  every 
week.— [Regs.  1863,  IT  906.] 

398.  The  officer  commanding  a  working-party  will  conform  to 
the  directions  and  plans  of  the  Engineer  or  other  officer  directing 
the  work,  without  regard  to  rank. — [Regs.  1863,  IT  908.] 

899*  Non-commissioned  officers  and  soldiers  employed  under 
section  1287,  Revised  Statutes,  are  to  be  mustered  as  extra-duty 
men.  Commanding  officers  will  see  that  no  man  is  paid  as  an  over- 
seer or  mechanic  who  is  not  actually  employed  as  such,  and  no  sol- 
dier shall  be  rated  at  the  higher  pay  except  by  their  order. — [Regs. 
1863,11902;  G.  0.79,1866.] 

400*  Soldiers  will  not  be  employed  as  extra-duty  men  for  any 
labor  in  camp  or  garrison  which  can  properly  be  performed  by 
fatigue  parties.— [Regs.  1863,  IF  904.] 

401*  No  extra-duty  men,  except  those  required  for  the  or- 
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dinary  service  of  the  Quartermaster,  Commissary,  and  Medical 
Departments,  will  be  employed  without  previous  authority  from 
Department  Headquarters,  except  in  case  of  necessity,  which  shall 
be  promptly  reported  to  the  Department  Commander. — [Reg$.  1863, 
f  905.] 

402.  Private  soldiers  employed  in  hospitals  as  cooks  and  nurses 
continuously  for  a  period  exceeding  ten  days  will  be  paid  the  low- 
est rate  of  extra-duty  pay,  by  the  Paymaster,  on  the  hospital  muster- 
rolls.—  [Begs.  1863,  f  907;  War  DepU,  Feb.  15,  1872.  ] 

403*  Enlisted  men  of  the  Ordnance  and  Engineer  Departments, 
Hospital  Stewards,  and  Ordnance  and  Commissary  Sergeants,  are 
not  to  receive  extra-duty  pay,  unless  under  special  authority  of  the 
Secretary  of  War.— [  G.  O.  26,  1870.  ]

ARTILLERY  INSTRUCTION  AND  PRACTICE. 

INSTRUCTION  IN  TORPEDO  SERVICK. 

474*  When  the  number  of  subaltern  officers  absent  from  any  of 
the  Artillery  regiments  does  not  exceed  eleven,  the  commanding 
officer  of  such  regiment  is  authorized,  with  the  approval  of  the 
Department  Commander,  to  order  one  subaltern  to  Willet's  Point, 
New  York,  each  year,  to  serve  six  full  months,  to  receive  instruction 
in  torpedo  service.

481.  The  Army  will  be  allowed  at  the  rate  of  twenty  ball-car- 
tridges per  man  per  month  for  target  practice,  and  in  the  Cavalry 
service  this  number  will  be  divided  between  the  carbine  and 
revolver,  at  the  discretion  of  the  commanding  officer. — XG.  0.  95, 
1877.] 

4§4.  When  not  expended  in  target  practice,  the  ammunition 
may,  in  the  discretion  of  the  post  commander,  be  expended  in 
hunting.

The  first  class  comprises — 1st,  grand  guards  and  outposts;  2d,

police  guards. 

The  second  class  comprises — 1st,  detachments  to  protect  laborers 
on  military  works,  as  field-works,  communications,  &c. ;  2d,  work- 
ing parties  on  such  works;  3d,  detachments  to  protect  fatigues. 

,The  third  class  comprises  General  Courts-Martial,  and  all  fatigues, 
without  arms,  in  or  out  of  camp. 

In  the  Cavalry,  stable-guards  form  a  separate  roster,  and  count 
before  fatigue.— [Regs.  1863,  IF  562.] 

493«  The  rosters  are  distinct  for  each  class.  Officers  are  named 
on  them  in  the  order  of  rank.  The  details  are  taken  in  succession  in 
the  order  of  the  roster,  beginning  at  the  head. — [Regs.  1863,  If  563.] 

494.  Lieutenants  form  one  roster,  and  1st  and  2d  Lieutenants 
are  entered  on  it  alternately.  The  senior  1st  Lieutenant  is  the  first 
on  the  roster ;  the  senior  2d  Lieutenant  is  the  second,  <fcc.  The 
Captains  form  one  roster,  and  are  exempt  from  fatigues,  except  to 
superintend  issues.  A  Captain  commanding  a  battalion  temporarily 
is  exempt  from  detail,  and  duty  falling  to  him  passes.  Lieutenant 
Colonels  and  Majors  are  on  one  roster.  They  may  be  detailed  for 
duties  of  the  first  and  second  classes,  when  the  importance  of  the 
guards  and  detachments  requires  it.  Their  roster  is  kept  at  division 
and  brigade  headquarters.  In  the  company,  Sergeants,  Corporals, 
and  privates  form  distinct  rosters.— [Regs.  1863,  IT  564.] 

495.  Officers,  non-commissioned  officers,  and  soldiers  take  duties 
of  the  first  class  in  the  order  stated,  viz,  the  first,  for  the  detail, 
takes  the  grand  guards;  the  next,  the  interior  guards;  the  last,  the 
police  guard ;  and  the  same  rule  in  regard  to  the  details  and  duties 
of  the  second  class.  In  the  details  tor  the  third  class,  the  senior 
officer  takes  the  largest  party.  The  party  first  for  detail  takes 
the  service  out  of  camp.— \Regs.  1863,  f  565.] 

496.  When  the  officer  whose  tour  it  is,  is  not  able  to  take  it,  or 
is  not  present  at  the  hour  of  marching,  the  next  after  him  takes  it. 
When  a  guard  has  passed  the  chain  of  sentinels,  or  an  interior  guard 
has  reached  its  post,  the  officer  whose  tour  it  was  cannot  then  take 
it.  He  takes  the  tour  of  the  officer  who  has  taken  his.  When  an 
officer  is  prevented  by  sickness  from  taking  his  tour,  he  becomes 
first  for  detail  on  being  restored  to  duty,  the  general  rule  being 
that  the  officer  longest  off  duty  is  the  first  for  detail.  These  rules 
apply  equally  to  non-commissioned  officers  and  soldiers.

499*  Soldiers  march  with  knapsacks  on  all  duties  of  the  first 
class;  and  with  arms  and  equipments  complete  on  all  working 

Earties  out  of  ilie  camp,  unless  otherwise  ordered.  In  the  Cavalry, 
orses  are  packed  for  all  mounted  service.— [Begs.  1803,  f  569.] 

500*  In  the  Cavalry,  dismounted  men,  and  those  whose  horses 
are  not  in  order,  are  preferred  for  the  detail  for  dismounted  service.

COMPANY  FUNDS. 

552.  The  savings  arising  from  an  economical  use  of  the  rations

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other  commander  of  the  company,  and  disbursed  by  him  exclusively 
for  the  benefit  of  the  enlisted  men  of  the  company,  as  follows :

3.  For  such  exercise  and  amusement  as  may  be,  in  the  judgment 
of  the  company  commander,  for  the  benefit  or  comfort  of  the 
majority  of  the  enlisted  men  of  the  company. 

553,  An  account  of  the  company  fund  will  be  kept  by  the  officer 
in  whose  hands  it  is  deposited,  which  will  be  subject  to  the  inspec- 
tion of  the  commanding  officer  of  the  post  or  regiment,  and  returns 
of  it  will  be  rendered  quarterly  (or  oftener  if  required)  to  the  com- 
mander of  the  regiment.  After  examination  at  regimental  head- 
quarters of  these  returns,  an  abstract,  showing  in  detail  the  receipts 
and  expenditures,  will  be  forwarded  to  the  Adjutant  General  of  the 
Army  through  the  Department  Commander.

Tactics.) 

594*  Officers  of  a  foreign  service  are  complimented  with  the 
honors  due  to  their  rank.— [Begs.  1863,  1F  245.] 

59ft*  The  national  or  regimental  colors  passing  a  guard  or  other 
armed  body  are  to  be  saluted,  the  trumpets  sounding,  and  the  drums 
beating  a  march.— [Begs.  1863,  IT  247.] 

596*  No  honors  are  paid  when  troops  are  en  route,  on  marches, 
or  in  trenches ;  and  no  salute  is  rendered  when  marching  in  double 
time,  at  trot  or  gallop.— [Begs.  1863,  U1T  703,  820 ;  Tactics.] 

597*  The  commanding  officer  is  saluted  by  ail  commissioned 
officers  in  command  of  troops  or  detachments. — [IT  792,  Auth.  Inf. 
Tactics.] 

598*  All  officers  salute  each  other  on  meeting,  and  in  making 
or  receiving  official  reports.  When  under  arms,  the  salute  is  made 
with  the  sword  or  sabre,  if  drawn ;  otherwise  with  the  hand.  A 
mounted  officer  dismounts  before  addressing  a  superior  not  mounted. 
In  all  cases  the  junior  first  salutes.— [Begs.  1863,  H  254;  Tactics.] 

599*  On  official  occasions  officers  when  under  arms  indoors,  do 
not  uncover,  but  they  salute  with  the  sword  or  hand,  according  as 
the  sword  is  drawn  or  in  the  scabbard;  when  indoors  and  not 
under  arms  they  uncover  and  stand  at  attention,  but  do  not  salute. 
—[IT  790,  AiUh.  Inf.  Tactics.] 

600.  A  non-commissioned  officer  or  private  in  command  of  a 
detachment  without  arms  salutes  all  officers  with  the  hand.  If 
the  detachment  he  on  foot,  and  armed  with  the  rifle  or  carbine,  he 
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brings  the  pieces  to  a  carry,  and  he  salutes  as  prescribed  for  a  Ser- 
geant. If  the  detachment  be  armed  with  the  sabre,  he  salutes 
with  the  sabre,  if  drawn;  otherwise  as  if  he  were  unarmed. —

601.  An  enlisted  man  armed  with  the  sabre,  when  out  of  the 
ranks,  and  not  a  iile-closer,  salutes  all  officers  with  the  sabre,  if 
drawn ;  if  not,  he  salutes  with  the  hand.  If  on  foot,  and  armed 
with  a  rifle  or  carbine,  he  salutes  as  prescribed  for  a  Sergeant. — 
[Tactics.] 

609*  Whenever  a  non-commissioned  officer  or  soldier  without 
arms  passes  an  officer,  he  salutes'  him,  using  the  hand  farthest  from 
the  officer.    If  mounted ,  he  salutes  with  the  right  hand. — [  Tactics.  ] 

003*  A  non-commissioned  officer  or  soldier  being  seated,  and 
without  particular  occupation,  rises  on  the  approach  of  an  officer, 
faces  toward  him,  and  salutes.  If  standing,  he  faces  toward  the 
officer  for  the  same  purpose.  If  the  parties  remain  in  the  same 
place  or  on  the  same  ground,  such  compliments  need  not  be  re- 
peated. Soldiers  actually  at  work  do  not  cease  it  to  salute  an  offi- 
cer unless  addressed  by  him. — [Begs.  1863,  IT  257 ;  Tactics."] 

604.  An  enlisted  man  makes  the  prescribed  salute  with  the 
weapon  he  may  be  armed  with,  or  (if  unarmed)  with  the  hand, 
before  addressing  an  officer.  He  also  makes  the  same  salute  after 
receiving  a  reply.

60S*  Indoors,  a  non-commissioned  officer  or  soldier,  when  un- 
armed, uncovers  and  stands  at  attention,  but  does  not  salute ;  in

606*  A  mounted  soldier,  in  passing  an  officer,  salutes  with  the 
sabre,  if  drawn ;  otherwise,  with  his  hand.

607*  When  an  officer  enters  the  room  where  there  are  soldiers, 
the  word  "Attention"  is  given  by  some  one  who  perceives  him, 
when  all  rise  and  remain  standing  in  the  position  of  a  soldier  until 
the  officer  leaves  the  room.    Soldiers  at  meals  do  not  rise. 

Officers  in  citizens'  dress  are  saluted  in  the  same  manner  as 
when  in  uniform. — [  Tactics.  ] 

608.  Soldiers,  at  all  times  and  in  all  situations,  pay  the  same 
compliments  to  officers  of  the  Army,  Navy,  and  Marines,  and  to  all 
officers  of  the  Volunteers  and  Militia  in  the  service  of  the  United 
States,  as  to  officers  of  their  own  particular  regiments  and  corps. 
— [Begs.  1863,  IT  253;  Tactics.] 

609«  Officers  will  at  all  times  acknowledge  the  courtesies  of 
enlisted  men,  and  when  returning  their  salute  officers  salute  as 
prescribed  in  the  Tactics.  When  several  officers  in  company  are 
saluted,  all  who  are  entitled  to  the  salute  return  it. — [  Tactics!] 

610.  Officers  arriving  at  the  Headquarters  of  a  Military  Geo- 
graphical Division,  or  Department,  or  of  any  organized  military 
command,  or  at  a  military  post,  will,  as  soon  thereafter  as  may  be 
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practicable,  call  upon  the  commander  thereof,  and,  if  there  be 
time,  register  their  names  in  the  office  of  the  Assistant  Adjutant 
General  or  Adjutant  of  the  command.  If  the  visiting  officer  be 
senior  to  the  commander  the  former  may  send  a  card,  when  it  will 
become  the  duty  of  the  commander  to  make  the  first  call. 

SALUTES  WITH  CANNON. 

611*  Salutes  are  fired  only  between  sunrise  and  sunset,  and, 
as  a  rule,  never  on  Sunday.  The  national,  colors  must  always  be 
displayed  at  the  time  of  firing  salutes. 

619*  The  national  salute  is  determined  by  the  number  of 
States  composing  the  Union,  at  the  rate  of  one  gun  for  each  State ; 
and  is  fired  at  noon  on  the  anniversary  of  the  Independence  of  the 
United  States,  at  each  military  post  or  camp  provided  with  Artil- 
lery.— [TidbalVs  Man.  of  Hvy.  Art.,  %  703;  Regs.  1863,  IT  258.] 

613.  The  President,  on  both  his  arrival  at  and  departure  from 
a  military  post,  or  when  passing  in  the  vicinity,  receives  a  salute  of 
twenty-one  guns,  and  no  other  personal  salute  is  fired  in  his  pres- 
ence.— [  TidbalVs  Man.  of  Hvy.  Art.}  If  701.] 

614.  The  General-in-chief  receives  a  salute  of  seventeen  guns ; 
the  Lieutenant  General,  fifteen  guns;  a  Major  General,  thirteen 
guns;  and  a  Brigadier  General,  eleven  guns. — [Regs.  1863,  UH  259- 
§63;  Tactics.] 

615.  An  officer  assigned  to  duty  according  to  brevet  rank  is  en- 
titled to  the  salute  prescribed  for  the  grade  to  which  he  is  as- 
signed.— [  Tactics.  ] 

616*  As  a  rule,  a  personal  salute  is  fired  when  the  personage 
entitled  to  it  enters  the  post.— [  TidbalVs  Man.  of  Hvy.  Art.,  f  707.] 

617*  A  General  officer  is  saluted  but  once  a  year  at  each  post, 
and  only  when  notice  of  his  intention  to  visit  the  post  has  been 
given.  When  several  persons,  each  of  whom  is  entitled  to  a  salute, 
arrive  together  at  a  post  the  one  highest  in  rank  or  position  is  alone 
saluted.  If  they  arrive  successively,  each  is  saluted  in  turn. — 
[Regs.  1863,  K  268;  Tidball's  Man.  of  Hvy.  Art.,  IT  707.] 

618.  Officers  of  the  Navy  are  saluted  according  to  their  assimi- 
lated rank.  Officers  of  Marines,  and  of  the  Volunteer  forces  or 
Militia  in  the  service  of  the  United  States,  are  saluted  according 
to  rank.— [Regs.  1863,  IT  263 ;  Tactics."] 

610.  The  Vice  President  and  the  President  of  the  Senate  re- 
ceive a  salute  of  nineteen  guns ;  members  of  the  Cabinet,  the 
Chief  Justice,  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  a  com- 
mittee of  Congress  officially  visiting  a  military  post,  and  Gov- 
ernors, within  their  respective  States  and  Territories,  receive  sev- 
enteen guns.— [Regs.  1863,  IT  260;  Tactics.] 

690.  American  or  foreign  envoys  or  ministers  receive  fifteen 
guns ;  ministers  resident  accredited  to  the  United  States,  thirteen 
guns;  charges  d'affaires,  eleven  guns;  consuls-general  accredited 
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to  the  United  Sates,  nine  guns. — [lidbalVs  Man.  of  Hvy*  Art.,  1f 
701;  Begs.  1863,  f  267;  Tactics.] 

621*  A  sovereign  or  chief  magistrate  of  any  foreign  country 
receives  the  salute  prescribed  for  the  President;  members  of  a 
royal  family  receive  the  salute  due  to  their  sovereign. — [Tactics.] 

022.  Officers  of  foreigu  services  visiting  any  post  or  station  are 
saluted  according  to  rank.— [Begs.  1863,  f  266.] 

623*  The  salute  of  a  national  flag  is  twenty-one  guns. — [  Tactics.  ] 

624.  It  is  the  custom  of  foreign,  ships-of-war,  on  entering  a 
harbor,  or  in  passing  in  the  vicinity  of  a  fortification,  to  hoist  at 
the  fore  the  flag  of  the  country  in  whose  waters  they  are,  and  to 
salute  it.  On  the  completion  of  the  salute  to  the  flag,  a  salute  of 
twenty-one  guns  is  to  be  promptly  returned  by  the  nearest  fort  or 
battery.  If  there  be  several  forts  or  batteries  in  sight,  or  within 
six  miles  of  each  other,  the  principal  one  only  will  return  the 
salute.  United  States  vessels  return  salutes  to  the  flag  in  United 
States  waters  only  where  there  is  no  fort  or  battery  to  do  so. 
United  States  vessels  do  not  salute  United  States  forts  or  posts. 

When  a  civil  functionary  entitled  to  a  salute  arrives  at  a  mili- 
tary post,  the  commanding  officer  meets  or  calls  upon  him  as  soon 
as  practicable.  The  commanding  officer  will  tender  him  a  review, 
provided  the  garrison  of  the  place  is  not  less  than  four  batteries 
of  Artillery,  or  their  equivalent  of  other  troops. 

When  an  officer  entitled  to  a  salute  visits  a  post  within  his  own 
command,  the  troops  are  paraded  and  he  receives  the  honor  of  a 
review,  unless  he  directs  otherwise. 

When  a  salute  is  to  be  given  an  officer  junior  to  another  present 
at  a  post,  the  senior  will  be  notified  to  that  effect  by  the  command- 
ing officer. 

Military  or  naval  officers,  of  whatever  rank,  arriving  at  a  mili- 
tary post  or  station  are  expected  to  call  upon  the  commanding  officer. 

Under  no  circumstances  is  the  flag  of  a  military  post  dipped  by 
way  of  salute  or  compliment. — [Begs.  1863,  IT  264 ;  TidbalPs  Man. 
of  Hv#.  Art,  1ffl  705,  712.] 

625*  The  interchange  of  official  compliments  and  visits  be- 
tween foreign  military  or  naval  officers  and  the  authorities  of  a 
military  post  are  international  in  character. 

In  all  cases  it  is  the  duty  of  the  commandant  of  a  military  post, 
without  regard  to  his  rank,  to  send  a  suitable  officer  to  offer  civili- 
ties and  assistance  to  a  vessel- of- war  (foreign  or  otherwise)  re- 
cently arrived. 

After  such  offer  it  is  the  duty  of  the  commanding  officer  of  the 
vessel  to  send  a  suitable  officer  to  acknowledge  such  civilities,  and 
request  that  a  time  be  specified  for  his  reception  by  the  command- 
ing officer  of  the  post. 

The  commanding  officer  of  a  military  post,  after  the  usual  offer  of 
civilities,  is  always  to  receive  the  first  visit  without  regard  to  rank,

The  return  visit  by  the  commanding  officer  of  the  military  post  is 
made  the  following  day,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  practicable. — 
[TidbalVs  Man.  of  Hvy.  Art.,  IT  708.] 

626*  When  a  military  commander  officially  visits  a  vessel-of- 
war  he  gives  notice  of  his  visit  to  the  vessel  previously  thereto,  or 
sends  an  officer  to  the  gangway  to  announce  his  presence,  if  such 
notice  has  not  been  given.  He  is  then  received  at  the  gangway 
by  the  commander  of  the  vessel,  and  is  accompanied  there  on 
leaving  by  the  same  officer.  The  officer  who  is  sent  with  the 
customary  offer  of  civilities  is  met  at  the  gangway  of  a  vessel-of- 
war  by  the  officer-of-the-deck ;  through  the  latter  he  is  presented 
to  the  commander  of  the  vessel,  with  whom  it  is  his  duty  to  com- 
municate. 

A  vessel-of-war  is  approached  and  boarded  by  commissioned  offi- 
cers by  the  starboard  side  and  gangway,  when  there  are  gangways 
on  each  side. 

In  entering  a  boat,  the  junior  goes  first  and  other  officers  accord- 
ing to  rank  ;  in  leaving  a  boat,  the  senior  goes  first.  The  latter  is 
to  acknowledge  the  salutes  which  are  given  at  the  gangway  of 
naval  vessels. 

Naval  vessels  fire  personal  salutes  to  officers  entitled  to  them 
when  the  boat  containing  the  officer  to  be  saluted  has  cleared  the 
ship.  It  is  an  acknowledgment  for  his  boat  to  "lie  on  her  oars" 
from  the  first  until  the  last  gun  of  the  salute,  and  for  the  officer 
saluted  to  uncover,  then  at  the  conclusion  to  "give  way." 

The  exchange  of  official  visits  between  the  commanding  officers 
of  a  post  and  vessel  opens  the  door  to  both  official  and  social 
courtesies  among  the  other  officers. — [TidbalVs  Man.  of  Hvy.  Art.. 
IT  709.] 

ESCORTS  OF  HONOR. 

627*  Escorts  of  honor  may  be  composed  of  Cavalry  or  Infantry, 
or  both,  according  to  circumstances.  They  are  guards  of  honor  for 
the  purpose  of  receiving  and  escorting  personages  of  high  rank,  civil 
or  military.  The  troops  for  this  purpose  will  be  selected  for  their 
soldierly  appearance  and  superior  discipline. — [Begs.  1863,  IT  271.] 

FUNERAL  HONORS. 

62  §•  On  the  receipt  of  official  intelligence  of  the  death  of  the 
President  of  the  United  States,  at  any  post  or  camp,  the  command- 
ing officer  shall,  on  the  following  day,  cause  a  gun  to  be  fired  at 
every  half  hour,  beginning  at  sunrise  and  ending  at  sunset.  When 
posts  are  contiguous,  the  firing  will  take  place  at  the  post  only 
commanded  by  the  superior  officer. — [Begs.  1863,  IT  275.] 

62  9«  On  the  day  of  the  iuterment  of  a  General-in-cnief,  a  gun 
will  be  fired  at  every  half  hour  until  the  procession  moves,  begin- 
ning at  sunrise.— [Begs.  1863,  If  276.] 

630.  When  the  funeral  of  an  officer  entitled,  when  living,  to  a 
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salute,  takes  place  at  or  near  a  military  post,  minute-guns  are  fired 
while  the  remains  are  being  borne  to  the  place  of  interment ;  but 
the  number  of  such  guns  is  not  to  exceed  that  which  the  officer  was 
entitled  to  as  a  salute  when  living.  After  the  remains  are  deposited 
in  the  grave,  a  salute  corresponding  to  the  rank  of  the  deceased 
officer  will  be  fired  in  addition  to  three  salvos  of  artillery  or  three 
volleys  of  musketry. 

In  the  event  of  a  flag-officer  of  the  Navy,  whether  of  the  United 
States  or  of  a  foreign  country,  dying  afloat,  and  the  remains  are 
brought  ashore,  minute-guns  are  fired  from  the  ship  while  the  body 
is  being  conveyed  to  the  shore.  If  it  be  in  the  vicinity  of  a  mili- 
tary post,  the  flag  of  the  latter  is  displayed  at  half-staff,  and  minute- 
guns  are  fired  from  the  post  while  the  procession  is  moving  from 
the  landing-place.  These  minute-guns  are  not  to  exceed  in  number, 
that  which  the  officer  was  entitled  to,  as  a  salute,  when  living. 

During  the  funeral  of  a  civil  functionary  entitled,  when  living, 
to  a  salute,  the  flag  is  displayed  at  half-staff,  and  minute  guns  fired 
as  before ;  but  neither  salute  nor  salvos  are  fired  after  the  remains 
are  deposited  in  the  grave. 

On  the  death  of  an  officer  at  a  military  post,  the  flag  is  displayed 
at  half-staff,  and  kept  so,  between  the  hours  of  reveille  and  retreat, 
until  the  last  salvo  or  volley  is  fired  over  the  grave,  or,  if  the  remains 
are  not  interred  at  the  post,  until  they  are  removed  therefrom. 

During  the  funeral  of  an  enlisted  man,  the  flag  is  displayed  at 
half-staff,  and  is  hoisted  to  the  top  after  the  final  volley  or  gun  is 
fired. 

All  military  posts  in  sight,  or  within  six  miles  of  each  other, 
display  their  flags  at  half-staff  upon  the  occasion  of  either  one 
doing  so.    The  same  rule  is  observed  toward  a  vessel-of-war. 

On  all  occasions  where  the  flag  is  displayed  at  half-staff  it  is  low- 
ered to  that  position  from  the  top  of  the  staff.  It  is  afterwards 
hoisted  to  the  top  before  being  finally  lowered. — [TidbalVs  Man.  of 
Hvif.  Art.,  IT  713.] 

631*  Funeral  escorts  are  allowed  as  follows :  General-in-Chief— 
a  regiment  of  Infantry,  a  battalion  of  Cavalry,  and  two  batteries 
of  Artillery ;  a  Lieutenant  General— a  regiment  of  Infantry,  a  bat- 
talion of  Cavalry,  and  a  battery  of  Artillery ;  a  Major  General — a 
regiment  of  Infantry,  two  companies  of  Cavalry,  and  a  battery  of 
Artillery;  a  Brigadier  General — a  regiment  of  Infantry,  a  company 
of  Cavalry,  and  a  platoon  of  Artillery ;  a  Colonel — a  regiment ;  a

639«  The  escorts  for  officers  of  Light  Artillery  are  as  follows : 
Colonel— twelve   pieces;  Lieutenant   Colonel   and   Major — eight 
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pieces;  Captain— six  pieces;  Lieutenant — two  pieces;  enlisted  man 
—one  piece.  If  more  convenient,  the  caissons  need  not  accompany 
their  pieces.— [1F  979,  Auth.  Art.  Tactics.] 

633«  An  officer's  escort,  when  practicable,  is  commanded  by  an 
officer  of  the  same  grade. — [Tactics.] 

634*  At  the  funeral  of  an  officer,  as  many  in  commission  of  the 
Army— division,  brigade,  or  regiment — according  to  the  rank  of 
the  deceased,  as  can  conveniently  be  spared  from  other  duties,  will 
join  in  the  procession  in  uniform,  and  with  side-arms.  The  funeral 
of  a  non-commissioned  officer  or  private  will  be  attended,  in  like 
manner,  by  the  non-commissioned  officers  or  privates  of  the  regi- 
ment or  company,  according  to  the  rank  of  the  deceased,  with  side- 
arms  only.

646*  AH  official  correspondence  between  the  heads  of  the  dif- 
ferent Departments  of  the  Staff  of  any  command  and  its  commander 
must  pass  through  the  Adjutant  General,  Assistant  Adjutant  Gen- 
eral, or  Adjutant  of  the  command,  as  the  case  may  be.  Communi- 
cations to  or  from  a  commander  and  those  under  his  cominand 
must  pass  through  the  Adjutant  General,  Assistant  Adjutant  Gen- 
eral, or  Adjutant  on  duty  with  it,  excepting  only  such  communica- 
tions between  a  disbursing  officer  and  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  in 
which  he  serves  as  relate  exclusively  to  the  ordinary  routine  of 
business  in  their  own  Department. — [Begs.  1863,  %  451.] 

647*  All  communications,  reports,  estimates,  &c,  from  officers 
serving  at  a  military  post,  as  well  as  communications  of  every 
nature  addressed  to  them  relating  to  affairs  at  the  post,  will  pass 
through  the  post  commander. 

648*  All  communications,  whether  from  an  inferior  to  a  supe- 
rior, or  vice  versa,  are,  as  a  general  rule,  to  pass  through  the  inter- 
mediate commanders.    In  cases  of  pressing  necessity,  which  leave 
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no  time  for  regular  communication,  the  necessity  must  be  stated* 
The  same  rule  governs  in  verbal  applications.  A  Lieutenant  seek- 
ing an  indulgence  must  apply  through  his  Captain,  a  Captain 
through  the  Adjutant,  and  so  on.  This  paragraph,  however,  will 
not  be  interpreted  as  including  matters  in  relation  to  which  inter- 
mediate commanders  can  have  no  knowledge,  and  over  which 
they  are  not  expected  to  exercise  control  or  to  express  opinion. 
All  communications  from  superior  to  inferior  officers  will  be  an- 
swered through  the  same  channel  as  received. — [Regs.  1863,  f  451;

649*  Officers  must  not  apply  to  the  Secretary  of  War  or  Gen- 
eral of  the  Army  for  personal  favors,  or  address  them  on  official 
matters  in  any  other  manner  than  is  prescribed  by  Regulations 
and  military  usage.  All  such  communications  must  be  in  writing, 
and  addressed  to  the  Adjutant  General  of  the  Army,  through  the 
intermediate  commanders.  Applications  made  in  any  other  mode 
than  that  above  prescribed  will  not  be  entertained)  but  will  be 
construed  as  a  breach  of  discipline,  subjecting  the  writer  to  arrest 
and  trial  for  disobedience  of  orders.— fG.

FOLDING,   BRIEFING,  AND  INDORSING  OFFICIAL  LETTERS. 

658*  Whenever  more  than  three  pages  of  the  sheet  "used  are  re- 
quired for  the  body  of  the  communication,  an  additional  half  sheet, 
or  more  if  necessary,  will  be  neatly  pasted  to  the  first  sheet,  so 
that  the  outer  page  may  be  left  entirely  blank. 

Letter-paper  will  be  folded  in  three,  foolscap  in  four  equal  folds, 
parallel  with  the  writing.  The  inner  edge  or  th*  sheet  is  the  top 
when  folded.    The  left-hand  fold  of  the  outer  page  is  the  first  fold. 

The  first  fold  is  used  exclusively  for  a  brief  analysis  of  the  con- 
tents of  the  original  communication,  the  office  marks,  and  noting 
of  inclosures. 

Indorsements  commence  at  top  of  the  second  fold,  and  follow 
each  other  in  regular  order  of  date  on  successive  folds,  leaving  room 
after  each  for  office  marks. 

In  no  case  will  a  loose  wrapper  be  placed  around  an  official  paper, 
except  as  a  mere  covering,  on  which  nothing  is  to  be  written ;  but 
additional  space  for  indorsements  will  be  provided  by  neatly  past- 
ing slips  of  paper  on  the  under  side  of  the  last  fold — right-hand 
edge  of  the  original  paper— each  slip  to  correspond  in  length  and 
width  (when  pasted  on)  with  the  length  and  width  of  the  origi- 
nal fold,  and  to  turn  back  upon  the  last  fold  like  the  leaves  of  a 
book.  By  this  arrangement,  the  first  fold  on  which  the  office 
marks  and  brief  are  made  is  always  outside. 

Printed  labels,  by  way  of  indorsement,  will  not  be  pasted  on  the 
papers ;  they  cause  the  folds  to  crack,  and  increase  the  bulk  of  the 
papers. 

AH  inclosures  are  numbered,  and  bear  the  proper  office  marks. 
Inclosures  of  the  original  communication  are  noted  on  the  first  fold, 
just  below  the  brief.  If  others  are  added  when  an  indorsement  is 
made,  the  number  of  them  is  noted  at  the  foot  of  their  appropriate 
indorsement,  and  also  on  the  first  fold  of  the  original  communica- 
tion, and  to  the  latter  notation  is  added  the  number  of  the  indorse- 
ment to  which  they  belong,  thus :  One  indosure— Fifth  indorsement. 
Inclosures  to  indorsements  are  numbered  in  the  same  series  as 
those  to  the  original  paper,  and  the  number  of  the  indorsement 
to  which  they  belong  is  added  below.  If  few  in  number,  and  not 
bulky,  inclosures  may  be  kept  inside  the  original  paper.  If  other- 
wise, they  will  be  folded  together  in  a  wrapper  marked  "In- 
closures," as  an  accompanying  package. 
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Officers  through  whose  hands  official  papers  pass  will  make  the 
inclosnres  and  slips  secure  when  they  are  not  so. — [#.  0.  22,  1871.]

ORDERS.

661*  General  Orders  announce  the  time  and  place  of  issues  and 
payments;  hours  for  roll-calls  and  duties:  the  number  and  kind 
of  orderlies,  and  the  time  when  they  shall  be  relieved ;  police  reg- 
ulations, and  the  prohibitions  required  by  circumstances  and  locali- 
ties; returns  to  be  made,  and  their  forms;  laws  and  regulations  for 
the  Army;  promotions  and  appointments;  eulogies  or  censures  to 
corps  or  individuals,  and  generally  whatever  it  may  be  important 
to  make  known  to  the  whole  command. — [Regs.  1863,  f  433.]

699*  Copies  of  the  telegrams  must  accompany  vouchers  for 
their  payment  when  they  can  be  procured,  except  they  be  of  a 
confidential  nature.  If  the  copies  cannot  be  procured,  the  account 
may  be  paid  by  a  Paymaster,  upon  the  certificate  of  the  Com- 
manding General  of  the  Department  or  the  commanding  officer  of 
the  post,  showing  that  the  telegrams  were  on  public  business,  and 
that  the  matter  demanded  this  mode  of  communication.  The  officer 
presenting  the  account  must  certify  as  to  each  telegram  that  the 
copy  cannot  be  obtained ;  also  the  number  of  words  it  contained, 
the  place  from  which  and  the  address  to  which  it  was  sent. 

693*  In  cases  where  telegrams  on  public  business  are  of  a  con- 
fidential nature,  payment  may  be  made  without  copies  being  fur- 
nished with  the  vouchers.  In  such  cases  the  certificate  to  the

ARTICLE  LI. 

POSTAGE  STAMPS  AND  OFFICIAL  ENVELOPES. 

697*  It  shall  be  lawful  to  transmit  through  the  mail,  free  of 
postage,  any  letters,  packages,  or  other  matters  relating  exclusively 
to  the  business  of  the  Government  of  the  United  States :  Provided* 
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That  every  such  letter  or  package  to  entitle  it  to  pass  free  shall 
bear  over  the  words  "Official  business"  an  indorsement  showing 
also  the  name  of  the  Department,  and,  if  from  a  bureau  or  office, 
the  names  of  the  Department  and  bureau  or  office,  as  the  case  may 
be,  whence  transmitted.  And  if  any  person  shall  make  use  of  any 
such  official  envelope  to  avoid  the  payment  of  postage  on  his  pri- 
vate letter,  package,  or  other  matter  in  the  mail,  the  i>erson  so 
offending  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  subject  to 
a  fine  of  three  hundred  dollars,  to  be  prosecuted  in  any  court  of 
competent  jurisdiction. 

For  the  purpose  of  carrying  this  act  into  effect,  it  shall  be  the  « 
duty  of  each  of  the  Executive  Departments  of  the  United  States 
to  provide  for  itself  and  its  subordinate  offices  the  necessary  en- 
velopes; and  in  addition  to  the  indorsement  designating  the  De- 
partment in  which  they  are  to  be  used,  the  penalty  for  the  unlawful 
use  of  these  envelopes  snail  be  stated  thereon. — \_Act  approved  Mar.

698*  The  use  of  official  envelopes,  with  the  penalty  clause 
printed  thereon,  will  be  confined  to  the  War  Department  and  its 
bureaus  and  offices  in  Washington  City.

Such  packages  may  be  prepaid  with  official  postage  stamps 
at  the  rates  required  by  law  for  the  matter  inclosed ;  and  by  au-

The  descriptive  list,  which  should  be  sent  by  mail,  should  give  full 
particulars  in  regard  to  physical  condition  and  the  circumstances 
under  which  any  disability  may  have  been  contracted.

THE  GOVERNMENT  HOSPITAL  FOR  THE  INSANE. 

840*  The  insane  of  the  military  service  will  be  sent  by  Depart- 
ment Commanders,  under  proper  escort,  to  Washington,  where  the 
patients  will  be  reported  to  the  Adjutant  General  of  the  Army  to 
procure  the  order  of  the  Secretary  of  War.  The  application  for 
admission  to  the  Hospital  should  be  forwarded  in  time  to  reach  the 
Adjutant  General  at  least  one  day  before  the  arrival  of  the  patient 
in  Washington.  The  application  will  set  forth  a  full  description  of 
the  patient,  and  will  be  accompanied  by  a  certificate  from  a  Medical 
officer  as  to  duration  of  insanity,  whether  developed  before  enlist- 
ment or  employment  in  the  military  service,  and,  if  possible,  a 
diagnosis  of  the  case.

HABEAS  CORPUS. 

849*  A  State  judge  has  no  jurisdiction  to  issue  a  writ  of  habeas 
corpus,  or  to  continue  proceedings  under  the  writ  when  issued,  for 
the  discharge  of  a  person  held  under  the  authority,  or  claim  and 
color  of  the  authority,  of  the  United  States  by  an  officer  of  that 
Government.  If  upon  the  application  for  the  writ  it  appears  that 
the  party  alleged  to  be  illegally  restrained  of  his  liberty  is  held 
under  the  authority,  or  claim  and  color  of  the  authority,  of  the 
United  States,  by  an  officer  of  that  Government,  the  writ  should  be 
refused.  If  this  fact  do  not  thus  appear,  the  State  judge  has  the 
right  to  inquire  into  the  cause  of  imprisonment,  and  ascertain  by 
what  authority  the  person  is  held  within  the  limits  of  the  State; 
and  it  is  the  duty  of  the  marshal,  or  other  officer  having  the  custody 
of  the  prisoner,  to  give,  by  a  proper  return,  information  in  this 
respect.  But  after  he  is  fully  apprised  by  the  return  that  the  party 
is  held  by  an  officer  of  the  United  States,  under  the  authority,  or 
claim  and  color  of  the  authority,  of  the  United  States,  he  can  pro- 
ceed no  further. 
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These  principles  applied  to  a  case  where  a  habeas  corpus  was 
issued  by  a  court  commissioner  of  one  of  the  counties  of  Wisconsin 
to  a  recruiting  officer  of  the  United  States,  to  bring  before  him  a 
person  who  had  enlisted  as  a  soldier  in  the  Army  of  the  United 
States,  and  whose  discharge  was  sought  on  the  alleged  ground 
that  he  was  a  minor  under  the  age  of  eighteen  years  at  the  time 
of  his  enlistment,  and  that  he  enlisted  without  the  consent  of  his 
father.  The  petition  for  the  writ  alleging  that  the  prisoner  had 
enlisted  as  a  soldier  and  been  mustered  into  the  military  service 
of  the  National  Government,  and  was  detained  by  the  officer  as 
such  soldier — this  court  held  that  the  court  commissioner  had  no 
jurisdiction  to  issue  the  writ  for  the  discharge  of  the  prisoner,  as 
it  thus  appeared  upon  the  petition  that  the  prisoner  was  detained 
under  claim  and  color  of  the  authority  of  the  United  States  by  an 
officer  of  that  Government ;  and  that  if  ho  was  illegally  detained, 
it  was  for  the  courts  or  judicial  officers  of  the  United  States,  and 
for  those  courts  or  officers  alone,  to  grant  him  release. — [Qp.  Sup. 
Ct.  U.  8.,  in  G.  0.  16,  1872.] 

850*  Should  a  writ  of  habeas  corpus  be  served  upon  an  Army 
officer  by  a  civil  magistrate  or  court  of  any  State,  commanding  him 
to  produce  an  enlisted  man,  or  show  cause  for  his  detention,  the 
officer  will  make  respectful  return  that  the  man  is  a  duly  enlisted 
soldier  of  the  United  States,  and  that  the  Supreme  Court  of  the 
United  States  has  decided,  in  such  case,  that  a  magistrate  or  a  court 
of  a  State  has  not  jurisdiction. — [  War  DepU,  July  18,  1871.]

EMPLOYMENT  OF  TROOPS  AS  A  POSSE  00MITATU3. 
IG.  O.  71, 1878.] 

851*  It  shall  not  be  lawful  to  employ  any  part  of  the  Army  of 
the  United  States,  as  a  posse  comitatus,  or  otherwise,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  executing  the  laws,  except  in  such  cases  and  under  such 
circumstances  as  such  employment  of  said  force  may  be  expressly 
authorized  by  the  Constitution  or  by  act  of  Congress ;  and  no  money 
appropriated  by  this  act  shall  be  used  to  pay  any  of  the  expenses 
incurred  in  the  employment  of  any  troops  in  violation  of  this  sec- 
tion ;  and  any  person  willfully  violating  the  provisions  of  this  sec- 
tion shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  on  convict  ion 
thereof  shall  be  punished  by  fine  not  exceeding  ten  thousand  dollars 
or  imprisonment  not  exceeding  two  years,  or  by  both  such  fine  and 
imprisonment. — [Act  approved  June  18,  1878,  sec,  15.] 

858.  The  provisions  of  the  Constitution  and  of  acts  of  Con- 
gress understood  as  intended  to  be  excepted  from  the  operation 
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of  the  above  section,  authorizing  the  employment  of  the  military 
forces  for  the  purpose  of  executing  the  laws,  are  as  follows: 

§  4.  The  United  States  shall  guarantee  to  every  State  in  this  Union  a  republi- 
can form  of  government,  and  shall  protect  each  of  them  against  invasion;  and 
on  application  of  the  legislature,  or  of  the  executive  (-when  the  legislature  can- 
not do  convened),  against  domestio  violence.

Title  XXIV.— OivU  Righto. 

The  commissioners  authorized  to  be  appointed  by  the  preceding 
section  (Sec.  1983)  are  empowered,  within  their  respective  counties,  to  appoint; 
in  writing,  under  their  hands,  one  or  more  suitable  persons,  from  time  to  time, 
who  shall  execute  all  such  warrants  or  other  process  as  the  commissioners  may 
issue  in  the  lawful  performance  of  their  duties,  and  the  persons  so  appointed 
shall  have  authority  to  summon  and  call  to  their  aid  the  bystanders  or  posse 
comitates  of  the  proper  county,  or  each  portion  of  the  land  and  naval  forces  of 
the  United  States,  or  of  the  militia,  as  may  be  necessary  to  the  performance  of 
the  duty  with  which  they  are  charged  j  and  each  warrants  shall  run  and  be 
executed  anywhere  in  the  State  or  Territory  within  which  they  are  issued. 

Sec.  1989.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  President  of  the  United  States,  or  such 
person  as  he  may  empower  for  that  purpose,  to  employ  such  part  of  the  land  or 
naval  forces  of  the  United  States,  or  of  the  militia,  as  may  be  necessary  to  aid 
in  the  execution  of  judicial  process  issued  under  any  of  the  preceding  provisions, 
or  as  shall  be  necessary  to  prevent  the  violation  and  enforce  the  due  execution 
of  the  provisions  of  this  Title. 

Sec.  1991.  Every  person  in  the  military  or  civil  service  in  the  Territory  of 
New  Mexico  shall  aid  in  the  enforcement  of  the  preceding  section.  (Abolishing 
peonage.) 

Title  XXVI.— The  Elective  Franchise. 

Sec.  2002.  No  military  or  naval  officer,  or  other  person  engaged  in  the  civil, 
military,  or  naval  service  of  the  United  States,  shall  order,  bring,  keep,  or  have 
under  his  authority  or  control,  any  troops  or  armed  men  at  the  place  where  any 
general  or  special  election  is  held  in  any  State,  unless  it  may  bo  necessary  to 
repel  the  armed  enemies  of  the  United  States,  or  to  keep  the  peace  at  the  polls. 

Title  XXVIII.— Indian*. 

Sec.  2150.  The  military  forces  of  the  United  States  may  be  employed  in  such 
manner  and  under  such  regulations  as  the  President  may  direct- 
First.  In  the  apprehension  of  every  person  who  may  be  in  the  Indian  country 
in  violation  of  law ;  and  in  conveying  him  immediately  from  the  Indian  country, 
by  the  nearest  convenient  and  safe  route,  to  the  civil  authority  of  the  Territory 
or  judicial  district  in  which  such  person  shall  be  found,  to  be  proceeded  against 
in  duo  course  of  law  ,- 

Second.  In  the  examination  and  seizure  of  stores,  packages,  and  boats,  author- 
ised by  law; 

Third.  In  preventing  the  introduction  of  persons  and  property  into  the  Indian 
country  contrary  to  law;  which  persons  and  property  shall  bo  proceeded  against 
according  to  law ; 

Fourth.  And  also  in  destroying  and  breaking  up  any  distillery  for  manufact- 
uring ardent  spirits  set  up  or  continued  within  the  Indian  country. 

Sec.  2151.  No  person  apprehended  by  military  force  under  the 'preceding  sec- 
tion shall  be  detained  longer  than  five  days  after  arrest  and  before  removal. 
All  officers  and  soldiers  who  may  have  any  such  person  in  custody  shall  treat 
him  with  all  the  humanity  which  the  circumstances  will  permit. 

Sec.  2152.  The  superintendents,  agents,  and  sub-agents  shall  endeavor  to  pro- 
cure the  arrest  and  trial  of  all  Indians  accused  of  committing  any  crime,  offense. 
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or  misdemeanor,  and  of  all  other  persons  who  may  have  committed  crimes  or 
offenses  within  any  State  or  Territory,  and  have  fled  into  the  Indian  country, 
either  by  demanding  the  samo  of  the  chiefs  of  the  proper  tribe,  or  by  such  other 
means  as  the  President  may  authorize.  The  President  may  direct  the  military 
force  of  the  United  States  to  be  employed  in  the  apprehension  of  such  Indians, 
and  also  in  preventing  or  terminating  hostilities  between  any  of  the  Indian 
tribes. 

Title  XXXIL— Tae  Public  Lands. 

Sec.  2460.  The  President  is  authorized  to  employ  so  much  of  the  land  and  naval 
forces  of  the  United  States  as  may  be  necessary  effectually  to  prevent  the  fell- 
ing, cutting  down,  or  other  destruction  of  the  timber  of  the  United  States  in 
Florida,  and  to  prevent  the  transportation  or  carrying  away  any  such  timber  as 
may  be  already  felled  or  cut  down ;  and  to  take  such  other  and  further  measures 
as  may  be  deemed  advisable  for  the  preservation  of  the  timber  of  the  United 
States  in  Florida. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States 
of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  if  any  person  or  persons  shall,  after  the 
passing  of  this  act,  take  possession  of,  or  make  a  settlement  on  any  lands  ceded 
or  secured  to  the  United  States,  by  any  treaty  made  with  a  foreign  nation,  or 
by  a  cession  from  any  State  to  the  United  States,  which  lands  shall  not  have  been 
previously  sold,  ceded,  or  leased  by  the  United  States,  or  the  claim  to  which 
lands,  by  such  person  or  persons,  shall  not  have  been  previously  recognized 
and  confirmed  by  the  United  States ;  or  if  any  person  or  persons  shall  cause 
such  lands  to  be  thus  occupied,  taken  possession  of,  or  settled ;  or  shall  survey, 
or  attempt  to  survey,  or  cause  to  bo  surveyed,  any  such  lands ;  or  designate  any 
boundaries  thereon,  by  marking  trees,  or  otherwise,  until  thereto  duly  author- 
ized by  law ;  such  offender  or  offenders,  shall  forfeit  all  his  or  their  right,  title, 
and  claim,  if  any  he  hath,  or  th«*y  have,  of  whatsoever  nature  or  kind  the  samo. 
shall  or  may  be,  to  the  lands  aforesaid,  which  he  or  they  shall  have  taken  pos- 
session of,  or  settled,  or  cause  to  be  occupied,  taken  possession  of,  or  settled,  or 
which  he  or  they  shall  have  surveyed,  or  attempt  to  survey,  or  causo  to  be  sur- 
veyed, or  the  boundaries  thereof  he  or  they  shall  have  designated,  or  cause  to 
be  designated,  by  marking  trees  or  otherwise.  And  it  shall  moreover  be  lawful 
for  the  President  of  the  United  States,  to  direct  the  marshal,  or  officer  acting  as- 
marshal,  in  the  manner  hereinafter  directed,  and  also  to  take  such  othor  meas- 
ures, and  to  employ  such  military  force  as  he  may  judge  necessary  and  proper, 
to  remove  from  lands  ceded,  or  secured  to  the  United  States,  by  treaty,  or  cession 
as  aforesaid,  any  person  or  persons  who  shall  hereafter  take  possession  of  the 
same,  or  make,  or  attempt  to  make  a  settlement  thereon,  until  thereunto  author- 
ized by  law.  And  every  right,  title,  or  claim,  forfeited  under  this  act,  shall  be 
taken  and  deemed  to  be  vested  in  the  United  States,  without  any  other  or  fur- 
ther proceedings  :  Provided,  That  nothing  herein  contained,  shall  be  oonstrued 
to  afreet  the  right,  title,  or  claim,  of  any  person  to  lands  in  the  territories  of 
Orleans  or  Louisiana,  before  the  boards  of  commissioners  established  by  the 
act,  intituled  "An  act  for  ascertaining  and  adjusting  the  titles  and  claims  to 
land  within  the  territory  of  Orleans  and  the  district  of  Louisiana,"  shall  have 
made  their  reports  and  the  decision  of  Congress  been  had  thereon.

Title  LVm.— The  Public  Health. 

Sec.  4792.  The  quarantines  and  other  restraints  established  by  the  health 
laws  of  any  State,  respecting  any  vessels  arrivinjrin,  or  bound  to,  any  port  or 
district  thereof,  shall  be  duly  observed  by  the  officers  of  the  customs  revenue 
of  the  United  States,  by  the  masters  and  crews  of  the  several  revenue-cutters, 
and  by  the  military  officers  commanding  in  any  fort  or  station  upon  the  sea-coast ; 
and  all  such  officers  of  the  United  States  shall  faithfully  aid  in  the  execution  of 
such  quarantines  and  health-laws,  according  to  their  respective  powers  and 
within  their  respective  precincts,  and  as  they  shall  be  directed,  from  time  to  time, 
by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury.     *       *       * 
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Title  IXYI.^Extradition. 


Sec.  5275.  Whenever  any  person  is  delivered  by  any  foreign  government  to 
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an  agent  of  the  United  States,  for  the  purpose  of  being  brought  within  the  United 
States  and  tried  for  any  crime  of  which  he  is  duly  accused,  the  President  shall 
have  power  to  take  all  necessary  measures  for  the  transportation  and  safe- 
keeping of  such  accused  person,  and  for  his  security  against  lawless  violence, 
until  the  final  conclusion  of  his  trial  for  the  crimes  or  offenses  specified  in  the 
warrant  of  extradition,  and  until  his  final  discharge  from  custody  or  imprison- 
ment for  or  on  account  of  such  crimes  or  offenses,  and  for  a  reasonable  time  there- 
after, and  may  employ  such  portion  of  the  land  or  naval  forces  of  the  United 
States,  or  of  the  militia  thereof,  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  safe-keeping  and 
protection  of  the  accused. 

Title  LXVEL— Neutrality. 

Sec.  5286.  Every  person  who,  within  the£erritory  or  jurisdiction  of  the  United 
States,  begins,  or  sets  on  foot,  or  provides  or  prepares  the  means  for,  any  military 
expedition  or  enterprise,  to  be  carried  on  from  thence  against  the  territory  or 
dominions  of  any  foreign  prince  or  state,  or  of  any  colony,  district,  or  people, 
with  whom  the  United  States  are  at  peace,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  high 
misdemeanor,  and  shall  be  fined  not  exceeding  three  thousand  dollars,  and  im- 
prisoned not  more  than  three  years. 

Sec.  5287.  In  every  case  in  which  a  vessel  is  fitted  out  and  armed,  or  attempted 
to  be  fitted  out  and  armed,  or  in  which  the  force  of  any  vessel  of  war,  cruiser,  or 
other  armed  vessel  is  increased  or  augmented,  or  in  which  any  military  ex- 
pedition or  enterprise  is  begun  or  set  on  foot,  contrary  to  the  provisions  and 
J  prohibitions  of  this  Title ;  and  in  every  case  of  the  capture  of  a  vessel  within  the 
urisdiction  or  protection  of  the  United  States  as  before  defined ;  and  in  every 
case  in  which  any  process  issuing  out  of  any  court  of  the  United  States  is  dis- 
obeyed or  resisted  by  any  person  having  the  custody  of  any  vessel  of  war, 
cruiser,  or  other  armed  vessel  of  any  foreign  prince  or  state,  or  of  any  colony, 
district,  or  people,  or  of  any  subjects  or  citizens  of  any  foreign  prince  or  state, 
or  of  any  colony,  district,  or  people,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  President,  or  such 
other  person  as  he  shall  have  empowered  for  that  purpose,  to  employ  such  part  of 
the  land  or  naval  forces  of  the  United  States,  or  of  the  militia  thereof,  for  tbe 

Snrpose  of  taking  possession  of  and  detaining  any  such  vessel,  with  her  prizes, 
'any,  in  order  to  the  execution  of  the  prohibitions  and  penalties  of  this  Title, 
and  to  the  restoring  of  such  prizes  in  the  cases  in  which  restoration  shall  be 
adjudged ;  and  also  for  the  purpose  of  preventing  the  carrying  on  of  any  such 
expedition  or  enterprise  from  the  territories  or  jurisdiction  of  tbe  United  States 
against  the  territories  or  dominions  of  any  foreign  prince  or  state,  or  of  any 
colony,  district,  or  people  with  whom  the  United  States  are  at  peace. 

Sec.  5288.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  President,  or  such  person  as  ho  shall  em- 
power for  that  purpose,  to  employ  such  part  of  the  land  or  naval,  forces  of  the 
United  States,  or  of  the  militia  thereof,  as  shall  be  necessary  to  compel  any 
foreign  vessel  to  depart  the  United  States  in  all  cases  in  which,  by  the  laws  of 
nations  or  the  treaties  of  the  United  States,  she  ought  not  to  remain  within  the 
United  States. 

Title  LXEX.— Insurrection. 

Sec.  5297.  In  case  of  an  insurrection  in  any  State,  against  the  government 
thereof,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  President,  on  application  of  the  legislature  of 
such  State,  or  of  the  executive,  when  the  legislature  cannot  be  convened,  to  call 
forth  such  number  of  the  militia  of  any  other  State  or  States,  which  may  bo 
applied  for,  as  he  deems  sufficient  to  suppress  such  insurrection ;  or,  on  like 
application,  to  emplov,  for  the  same  purposes,  such  part  of  the  land  or  naval 
forces  of  the  United  States  as  he  deems  necessary. 

Sec.  5298.  Whenever,  by  reason  of  unlawful  obstructions,  combinations,  or 
assemblages  of  persons,  or  rebellion  against  the  authority  of  the  Government  of 
the  United  States,  it  shall  become  impracticable,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Presi- 
dent, to  enforce,  by  the  ordinary  course  of  judicial  proceedings,  the  laws  of  tbe 
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United  States  within  any  State  or  Territory,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  President 
to  call  forth  the  militia  of  any  or  all  the  States,  and  to  employ  such  parts  of  the 
land  and  naval  forces  of  the  United  States  as  he  may  deem  necessary  to  enforce 
the  faithful  execution  of  the  laws  of  the  United  States,  or  to  suppress  such 
rebellion,  in  whatever  State  or  Territory  thereof  the  laws  of  the  United  States 
may  be  forcibly  opposed,  or  the  execution  thereof  forcibly  obstructed. 

Sec.  5299.  Whenever  insurrection,  domestic  violence,  unlawful  combinations, 
or  conspiracies  in  any  State  so  obstructs  or  hinders  tho  execution  of  tbe  laws 
thereof,  and  of  the  United  States,  as  to  deprive  any  portion  or  class  of  the  people 
of  such  State  of  any  of  the  rights,  privileges,  or  immunities,  or  protection,  named 
in  the  Constitution  and  secured  by  the  laws  for  the  protection  of  such  rights, 
privileges,  or  immunities,  and  the  constituted  authorities  of  such  State  are 
unable  to  protect,  or,  from  any  cause,  fail  or  refuse  protection  of  the  people  in 
such  rights,  such  facts  shall  be  deemed  a  denial  by  such  State  of  the  equal  pro- 
tection of  the  laws  to  which  they  are  entitled  under  the  Constitution  of  the 
United  States;  and  in  all  such  cases,  or  whenever  any  such  insurrection,  vio- 
lence, unlawful  combination,  or  conspiracy,  opposes  or  obstructs  the  laws  of 
the  United  States,  or  the  due  execution  thereof,  or  impedes  or  obstructs  the  due 
course  of  justice  under  the  same,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  President,  and  it  shall 
be  his  duty,  to  take  such  measures,  by  the  employment  of  the  militia  or  the 
land  and  naval  forces  of  the  United  States,  or  of  either,  or  by  other  means,  as 
he  may  deem  necessary,  for  the  suppression  of  such  insurrection,  domestic  vio- 
lence, or  combinations. 

Sec.  5300.  Whenever,  in  the  judgment  of  the  President,  it  becomes  necessary 
to  use  the  military  forces  under  this  Title,  the  President  shall  forthwith,  by 
proclamation,  command  tho  insurgents  to  disperse  and  retire  peaceably  to  their 
respective  abodes,  within  a  limited  time. 

Sec.  5316.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  take  any  vessel  or  cargo  detained  under  the 
preceding  section  (Sec.  5315)  from  the  custody  of  the  proper  officers  of  the 
customs,  unless  by  process  of  some  court  of  the  United  States;  and  in  case  of 
any  attempt  otherwise  to  take  such  vessel  or  cargo  by  any  force,  or  combination, 
or  assemblage  of  persons,  too  great  to  be  overcome  by  the  officers  of  the  customs, 
the  President,  or  such  person  as  he  shall  have  empowered  for  that  purpose,  may 
employ  such  part  of  the  Army  or  Navy  or  militia  of  the  United  States,  or  such 
force  of  citizen  volunteers  as  may  be  necessary,  to  prevent  the  removal  of  such 
vessel  or  cargo,  and  to  protect  the  officers  of  the  customs  in  retaining  the  custody 
thereof. 

Title  LXXII.— Guano  Island. 

Sec.  5577.  The  President  is  authorized,  at  his  discretion,  to  employ  tbe  land 
and  naval  forces  of  the  United  States  to  protect  the  rights  of  the  discoverer  [of 
a  guano  island]  or  of  his  widow,  heir,  executor,  administrator,  or  assigns. 

§&3«  Officers  of  the  Army  will  not  permit  the  use  of  the  troops 
under  their  command  to  aid  the  civil  authorities  as  a  posse  oomitatus 
or  in  execution  of  the  laws,  except  as  authorized  in  the  foregoing 
enactments.  If  time  will  admit,  the  application  for  the  use  of 
troops  for  these  purposes  must  be  forwarded,  with  a  statement  of 
all  the  material  facts,  for  the  consideration  and  action  of  the  Presi- 
dent; but,  in  cases  of  sudden  and  unexpected  in vasion^  insurrec- 
tion, or  riot,  endangering  the  public  property  of  the  United  States, 
or  in  cases  of  attempted  or  threatened  robbery  or  interruption  of 
the  United  States  mails,  or  other  equal  emergency,  officers  of  the 
Army  may,  if  they  think  a  necessity  exists,  take  such  action  before 
the  receipt  of  instructions  from  the  seat  of  Government  as  the  cir- 
cumstances and  the  law  under  which  they  are  acting  may  justify ; 
and  will  then  promptly  report  their  action  and  the  reasons  therefor 
to  the  Adjutant  General  for  the  information  of  the  President. 
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ARTICLE  LX. 

INDIANS. 

854.  "The  Indian  country, "  within  the  meaning  of  the  trade 
and  intercourse  acts,  may  be  defined  in  general  as: 

1.  Indian  reservations  occupied  by  Indian  tribes. 

2.  Other  districts  so  occupied  to  which  the  Indian  title  has  not 
been  extinguished. 

Furthermore,  the  operation  of  said  acts  may  be  retained  by 
treaty  or  extended  by  act  of  Congress  over  districts  not  in  other 
respects  Indian  country. 

If  any  special  case  shall  occur  which,  in  the  view  of  the  Depart- 
ment Commander,  may  not  appear  to  be  embraced  within  the 
definitions  above  stated,  he  will  report  the  case,  with  all  its  facts 
and  circumstances,  to  the  Secretary  of  War,  in  order  that  the 
question  whether  the  locality  is  "  Indian  country"  may  be  referred 
to  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior.— [#.  O.  97,  187?.] 

855.  Where  lands  are  secured  to  the  Indians,  by  treaty,  against 
occupation  by  the  whites,  the  Military  Commanders  shall  keep 
intruders  off,  by  military  ferce,  if  necessary,  until  such  time  as 
Indian  title  is  extinguished,  or  the  lands  are  opened  by  Congress 
for  settlement.— [G.  O.  75, 1870.] 

856*  There  is  no  jurisdiction  conferred  upon  State  or  Territorial 
courts  to  try  an  Indian  charged  with  the  murder  of  another  Indian. 
Section  2146  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  the  United  States,  as 
amended  by  the  act  of  February  18,  1875,  entitled  "An  act  to  cor- 
rect errors  and  supply  omissions  in  the  Revised  Statutes  of  the 
United  States,"  provides  that  section  2145  shall  not  be  construed 
to  extend  to  crimes  committed  by  one  Indian  against  the  person 
or  property  of  another  Indian,  nor  to  any  Indian  committing  an 
offense  in  the  Indian  country  who  has  been  punished  by  the  local 
law  of  the  tribe.— [G.  O.  43,' 1875.] 

857.  When  questions  arise  as  to  the  ownership  of  animals  in 
possession  of  Indiaus,  the  commanding  officer  of  the  nearest  military 
post  is  authorized  and  directed  to  act  in  conjunction  with  the 
Indian  agent  in  charge  of  the  said  Indians  in  the  investigation 
and  determination  of  the  ownership.— [£.  0.79, 1869.] 

858*  Whatever  may  bo  the  rule  in  time  of  war  and  in  tho 
presence  of  actual  hostilities,  military  officers  can  no  more  than 
civilians  protect  themselves  for  wrongs  committed  in  time  of  peace 
under  orders  emanating  from  a  source  which  is  itself  without 
authority  in  the  premises.  Hence  a  military  officer,  seizing  liquors 
supposed  to  be  in  Indian  country,  when  they  are  not,  is  liable  to 
action  as  a  trespasser. 

The  difference  between  tho  value  of  the  goods  so  seized,  at  the 
place  where  they  were  taken  and  the  place  where  they  were  re-

terms  of  this  regulation  shall  be  charged  with  the  money  value 
of  the  supplies,  stores,  or  property  transferred,  and  in  addition  be 
otherwise  held  accountable,  according  to  circumstances. — [(r.  O.

860*  No  issues  of  arms,  ammunition,  or  other  Ordnance  stores, 
will  be  made  to  Indians  not  in  the  employ  of  the  War  Department 
as  scouts.—  [G.  O.  9, 1874.] 

§61*  To  carry  into  effect  the  joint  resoultion  adopted  by  Con- 
gress August  5,  1876,  the  sale  of  fixed  ammunition  or  metallic 
cartridges,  by  any  trader  or  other  person,  in  any  district  of  the 
Indian  country  occupied  by  hostile  Indians,  or  over  which  they 
roam,  is  prohibited ;  and  all  such  ammunition  or  cartridges  intro- 
duced into  said  country,  by  traders  or  other  persons,  and  that  are 
liable  in  any  way  or  manner,  directly  or  indirectly,  to  be  received 
by  such  hostile  Indians,  shall  be  deemed  contraband  of  war,  seised 
by  any  military  officer,  and  confiscated ;  and  the  district  of  country 
to  which  this  prohibition  shall  apply,  during  the  continuance  of 
hostilities,  is  designated  as  that  which  embraces  all  Indian  country, 
or  country  occupied  by  Indians  or  subject  to  their  visits,  lying

within  the  Territories  of  Montana,  Dakota,  and  Wyoming,  and  the 
States  of  Nebraska  and  Colorado.— I  Ex.

§69.  By  virtue  of  authority  conferred  upon  the  President  of 
the  United  States  in  section  2132,  Revised  Statutes,  the  introduc- 
tion into  the  Indian  country,  for  the  purpose  of  sale  or  exchange  to 
or  with  Indians,  of  any  breech-loading  fire-arms,  and  of  any  special 
ammunition  adapted  to  such  arms,  and  the  sale  and  exchange  to 
Indians  in  the  Indian  country  of  any  such  arms  or  ammunition,  is 
prohibited ;  and  it  is  directed  that  all  authority  under  any  license 
to  trade  in  such  arms  or  ammunition  is  hereby  revoked. 

Second.  The  introduction  into  the  country  or  district  occupied 
by  any  tribe  of  hostile  Indians,  for  the  purpose  of  sale  or  exchange 
to  them  of  arms  or  ammunition  of  any  description,  and  the  sale  or 
exchange  thereof  to  or  with  such  Indians,  is  prohibited ;  and  it  is 
'hereby  directed  that  all  license  to  trade  in  arms  or  ammunition  of 
any  description  with  such  tribe  be  revoked. 

All  military  commanders  are  charged  with  the  duty  of  assisting 
in  the  execution  of  the  above  order,  and  of  Executive  Order  of 
November  23,  1876,  the  provisions  of  which  are  extended  to  include 
all"  Indian  country  within  the  Territories  of  Idaho,  Utah,  and 
Washington,  and  the  States  of  Nevada  and  Oregon. — \_Ex.  Order, 
Aug.  7,  in  G.  O.  76,  1877.] 
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§63.  No  issue  of  rations  or  supplies  will  be  made  from  the  Army 
stores  to  Indians,  except  as  allowed  and  restricted  in  paragraphs 
859,  860,  Regulations.— [6.  O.  129, 1874.]

ARRESTS  AND  CONFINEMENTS. 

864  •  None  but  commanding  officers  have  power  to  place  officers 
under  arrest,  except  for  offenses  expressly  designated  in  the  24th 
Article  of  War.— [Regs*  1863,  %  221.]

§68*  The  arrest  of  an  officer  or  the  confinement  of  a  soldier  will 
be  reported  to  his  commander  as  soon  as  practicable.

All  prisoners  under  guard,  without  written  charges,  will 
be  released  by  the  officer  of  the  day  at  guard-mounting,  unless 
orders  to  the  contrary  be  given  by  the  commanding  officer.

COURTS-MARTIAL. 


8  8  St.  Under  the  provisions  of  the  74th  Article  of  War,  officers 
who  may  appoint  a  Court-Martial  shall  be  competent  to  appoint  a 
Judge  Advocate  for  the  same.  Accordingly,  a  Judge  Advocate  must 
be  appointed  for  a  Regimental  or  a  Garrison  Court-Martial  in  like 
manner  as  for  a  General  Court. — [G.  O.  15,  1880.] 

§§3.  The  President  of  a  Court-Martial,  beside  his  duties  and 
privileges  as  member,  is  the  organ  of  the  Court  to  keep  order  and 
conduct  its  business.  He  speaks  and  acts  for  the  Court  in  each 
case  where  the  rule  has  been  prescribed  by  law,  regulation,  or  its 
own  resolution.  In  all  their  deliberations  the  law  secures  the 
equality  of  the  members.— [Regs.  1863,  fl  888.] 

884.  The  86th  Article  of  War  does  not  confer  on  a  Court- 
Martial  the  power  to  punish  its  own  members.  For  disorderly 
conduct,  a  member  is  liable  as  in  other  offenses  against  military 
discipline;  improper  words  are  to  be  taken  down,  and  any  dis- 
orderly conduct  of  a  member  reported  to  the  authority  convening 
the  court.— [Regs.  1863,  f  889.] 

885.  Application  for  delay  or  postponement  of  trial  must,  when 
practicable,  be  made  to  the  authority  convening  the  Court.  When 
made  to  the  Court,  it  must  be  before  plea,  and  will  then,  if  in  the 
opinion  of  the  Court  well  founded,  be  referred  to  the  authority 
convening  the  Court,  to  decide  whether  the  Court  should  be  ad- 
journed or  dissolved,  and  the  charges  reserved  for  another  Court.

When  an  army  is  engaged  in  offensive  or 
defensive  operations  against  a  public  enemy,  it  may  be  said  to 
be  "in  the  tield."  The  fact  that  troops  are  operating  in  a  region 
of  country  chiefly  inhabited  by  hostile  Indians,  and  remote  from 
the  exercise  of  civil  authority,  may  enter  into  the  description 
of <{  an  army  in  the  field."  Under  other  circumstances,  these  civil 
employes  do  not  belong  to  the  military  establishment  in  a  sense 
making  them  amenable  to  trial  by  Court-Martial. — [Ope.  AtL  Gen., 
in  a.

896*  The  le^al  punishment  for  soldiers  by  sentence  of  Court-

1013*  A  division  consists  usually  of  two  or  three  brigades,  either 
of  Infantry  or  Cavalry,  and  troops  of  other  corps  in  the  necessary 
proportion.— [Begs.

1014.  A  brigade  is  formed  of  two  or  more  regiments. — [Begs. 
1863,  IT  475.] 

1015.  As  the  troops  arrive  at  the  rendezvous,  the  General  com- 
manding-in-chief organizes  them  into  brigades  and  divisions. — 
[Begs.  1863,  IT  477.] 

1016*  Brigades  in  divisions  and  divisions  in  corps  receive  per- 
manent numerical  designations,  as  first,  second,  and  third.  In  a 
single  army,  corps  are  designated  in  like  manner.  If  there  be  more 
than  one  army,  corps  are  numbered  consecutively  from  the  first  to 
the  last  one  organized.  In  reports  of  military  operations,  brigades 
and  divisions  are  designated  by  the  name  of  the  General  command- 
ing them.— [Begs.

1019.  Reports  of  inspections  are  made  by  the  General  of  brigade 
to  the  General  of  division,  and  by  the  General  of  division  to  the 
next  superior  commander.

1020*  During  marches  and  all  active  operations,  Generals  of 
brigade  keep  themselves  exactly  informed  of  the  actual  strength 
of  the  regiments,  so  as  always,  especially  after  an  engagement,  to 
make  accurate  returns  to  the  General  of  division. — [Regs.  1863.  f 
486.] 

1091*  Staff  officers,  and  officers  of  Engineers,  Ordnance,  and 
Artillery,  according  to  the  nature  of  the  service,  are  assigned  to 
the  headquarters  of  armies  and  divisions,  and  detached  brigades, 
by  order  of  the  General  commanding-in-chief,  when  the  distribution 
of  these  officers  has  not  been  regulated  by  the  War  Department.

The  senior  officer  of  Engineers,  of  Ordnance,  and  the  de- 
partments of  the  general  Staff  serving  at  the  chief  headquarters  in 
the  field,  will  transmit  to  the  bureau  of  his  department  at  Wash- 
ington, at  the  close  of  the  campaign,  and  at  such  other  times  as  the 
commander  in  the  field  may  approve,  a  fall  report  of  the  operations 
of  his  department,  and  whatever  information  to  improve  its  service 
he  may  be  able  to  furnish.— [Regs.  1863, 1f  490.] 

1024*  The  report  of  the  officer  of  Engineers  will  embrace  plans 
of  military  works  executed  daring  the  campaign,  and,  in  case  of 
siege,  a  journal  of  the  attack  or  defense. — [Regs.  1863,  1F  490.] 

ORDERLIES. 

1025*  At  the  opening  of  a  campaign,  the  commander  of  an 
Army  determines  and  announces  in  orders  the  number  of  orderlies, 
mounted  or  foot,  for  the  Generals.  Orderlies  for  Corps,  Division, 
and  Brigade  commanders  of  Infantry  are  detailed  from  the  Infantry,

and  are  mounted ;  for  Artillery  and  Cavalry  commanders  from  their 
commands.— [Regs,  1863,  %  492.] 

1026*  Officers  will  not  detach  orderlies  or  body-guards  from 
other  commands  and  departments.  When  officers  are  transferred 
from  one  command  or  department  to  another,  all  orderlies  or  body- 
guards so  detached  will  be  sent  to  their  regiments.— [<x.  0. 15, 1864.  ] 

10£7«  In  marches,  the  mounted  orderlies  follow  the  Generals, 
and  perform  the  duty  of  escorts,  or  march  with  orderlies  on  foot  at 
the  head  of  the  division  or  brigade. — I  Regs.  1863, 11  493.1 

1039.  The  Staff  officer  who  distributee  the  orderlies  to  their 
posts  sends  with  them  a  note  of  the  time  and  place  of  departure ; 
those  relieved  receive  a  like  note  from  the  Staff  officer  at  the  head- 
quarters.— [Begs.  1863,  t  494.] 

TENTS  AND  BAGGAGE. 

1099*  In  active  campaign,  troops  must  be  prepared  to  bivouac 
on  the  march,  the  allowance  of  tents  being  limited,  as  follows:  For 
the  headquarters  of  an  army  corps,  division,  or  brigade,  one  wall 
tent  to  the  Commanding  General,  and  one  to  every  two  officers  of 
his  Staff.  For  the  Colonel,  Field,  and  Staff  of  a  full  regiment, 
three  wall  tents;  and  for  every  other  commissioned  officer,  one 
shelter  tent  each.  For  every  two  non-commissioned  officers,  sol- 
diers, officers'  servants,  and  authorized  camp  followers,  one  shelter 
tent.  One  hospital  tent  will  be  allowed  for  office  purposes  at  corps 
headquarters,  and  one  wall  tent  at  those  of  a  division  or  a  brigade. 
All  tents  beyond  this  allowance  will  be  left  in  depot. — [Regs.  1865, 
Ap.  £,1T43.] 

1030*  Hospital  tents  are  for  the  sick  and  wounded,  and,  except 
those  allowed  for  army  corps  headquarters,  must  not  be  diverted 
from  their  proper  use. — [Regs,  1863,  Ap.  B,  %  46.1 

1031*  Officers'  baggage  will  be  limited  to  blankets,  one  small 
valise  or  carpet-bag,  and  a  moderate  mess-kit.  The  men  will  carry 
their  own  blankets  and  shelter  tents,  and  reduce  the  contents  of 
their  knapsacks  as  much  as  possible.— [Regs.  1863,  Ap.  B,  H  44.] 

1039*  The  Depot  Quartermaster  will  provide  storage  for  a 
reasonable  amount  of  officers'  surplus  baggage,  and  the  extra  cloth- 
ing and  knapsacks  of  the  men. — [Regs.  1863,  Ap.  B,  IT  45.] 

CAMPS. 

1033.  A  camp  is  the  place  where  troops  are  established  in  tents, 
in  huts,  or  in  bivouac.  The  camping-party  is  a  detachment  detailed 
to  prepare  a  camp.— [Regs.  1863,  f  498.] 

1034*  Reconnoissances  should  precede  the  establishment  of  the 
camp.  For  a  camp  of  troops  on  the  march,  it  is  only  necessary  to 
look  to  the  health  and  comfort  of  the  troops,  the  facility  of  the 
communications,  the  convenience  of  wood  and  water,  and  the  re- 
sources in  provisions  and  forage.    For  an  intrenched  camp,  or  a 
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camp  to  cover  a  country,  or  one  designed  to  deceive  the  enemy 
as  to  the  strength  of  the  army,  the  ground  mast  be  selected,  and 
the  camp  arranged  for  the  object  in  view. — [Begs.  1863,  IT  499.] 

1035*  The  camping-party  of  a  regiment  consists  of  the  regi- 
mental Quartermaster  and  Quartermaster  Sergeant,  and  a  Corporal 
and  two  men  per  company.  The  General  decides  whether  the  regi- 
ments camp  separately  or  together,  and  whether  the  police  guard 
shall  accompany  the  camping-party,  or  a  larger  escort  shall  be 
sent.— [Regs.  1863,  f  500.] 

1036*  Neither  baggage  nor  led  horses  should  be  permitted  to 
move  with  the  camping-party.—  [Regs.  1863,  IT  501.] 

1037*  When  the  General  can  send  in  advance  to  prepare  the 
camp,  he  gives  his  instructions  to  the  chief  of  the  Quartermaster's 
Department,  wJh>  calls  on  the  regiments  for  their  camping-parties, 
and  is  accompanied,  if  necessary,  by  an  Engineer  to  propose  the 
defenses  and  communications. — [Begs.  1863,  %  502.1 

1036*  The  watering-places  are  examined,  and  signals  placed 
at  those  that  are  dangerous.  Any  work  required  to  make  them  of 
easier  access  is  done  by  the  police  guard  or  Quartermaster's  men. 
Sentinels,  to  be  relieved  by  the  guards  of  the  regiment  when  they 
come  up,  are  placed  by  the  camping-party  over  the  water  if  it  is 
scarce,  and  over  the  houses  and  stores  of  provisions  and  forage  in 
the  vicinity.— [Begs.  1863,  f  503.] 

1039*  If  the  camping-party  does  not  precede  the  regiment,  the 
Quartermaster  attends  to  these  things  as  soon  as  the  regiment 
reaches  the  camp.— [Begs.  1863, 1F  504.] 

1040.  The  Generals  establish  the  troops  in  camp  as  rapidly  as 
possible,  particularly  after  long,  fatiguing  marches. — [Begs.  1863, 
IT  506.] 

1041*  On  reaching  the  ground,  the  Infantry  form  on  the  color 
front,  the  Cavalry  in  rear  of  its  camp. — [Begs.  1863,  IT  505.] 

1042*  The  number  of  men  to  be  furnished  for  guards,  pickets, 
and  orderlies ;  the  fatigue  parties  to  be  sent  for  supplies ;  the  work 
to  be  done,  and  the  strength  of  the  working  parties ;  the  time  and 
place  for  issues;  the  hour  of  marchiug,  &c,  are  then  announced 
by  the  Brigadier  Generals  to  the  Colonels,  and  by  them  to  the  field 
officers — the  Adjutant  and  Captains  formed  in  front  of  the  regi- 
ment, the  1st  Sergeants  taking  post  behind  their  Captains.  The 
Adjutant  then  makes  the  details,  and  the  1st  Sergeants  warn  the 
men.  The  regimental  officer  of  the  day  forms  the  picket,  and  sends 
the  guards  to  their  posts.  The  colors  are  then  planted  at  the 
centre  of  the  color  line,  and  the  arms  are  stacked  on  the  line ;  the 
fatigue  parties  to  procure  supplies,  and  the  working  parties,  form 
in  rear  of  the  arms ;  the  men  not  on  detail  pitch  the  tents. — [Begs. 
1863,  J  507.] 

1043*  If  the  camp  is  near  the  enemy,  the  picket  remains  under 
arms  until  the  return  of  the  fatigue  parties,  and,  if  necessary,  is 
re-enforced  by  details  from  each  company. — [Begs.  1863,  IT  508.] 
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10414.  The  Artillery  is  parked  near  the  troops  to  which  it  is 
attached,  so  as  to  be  protected  from  attack,  and  to  contribute  to 
the  defense  of  the  camp.  Sentinels  for  the  park  are  furnished  by 
the  Artillery,  and,  when  necessary,  by  the  other  troops. — [Regs. 
1863,1537.] 

I04<>»  In  the  Cavalry,  each  troop  mores  a  little  in  rear  of  the 
point  at  which  its  horses  are  to  be  secured,  and  forms  in  one  rank ; 
the  men  then  dismount;  a  detail  is  made- to  hold  the  horses;  the 
rest  stack  their  arms  and  fix  the  picket  rope ;  after  the  horses  are 
attended  to,  the  tents  are  pitched,  and  each  horseman  places  his 
carbine  at  the  side  from  the  weather,  and  hangs  his  sabre  and 
bridle  on  it.  The  standard  is  then  carried  to  the  tent  of  the  Col- 
onel.—[Regs.  1863,  If  509,  510.] 

1046.  The  terms  front,  flank,  right,  left,  file,  and  rank,  hare 
the  same  meaning  when  applied  to  camps  as  to  the  order  of  battle. 
— [Regs.  1863,  f  511.] 

1047*  The  front  of  the  camp  is  usually  equal  to  the  front  of  the 
troops.  The  tents  are  arranged  in  ranks  and  files.  The  number  of 
ranks  varies  with  the  strength  of  the  companies  and  the  size  of  the 
tents.— [Regs.  1863,.f  512.] 

1048.  No  officer  will  be  allowed  to  occupy  a  house,  although 
vacant  and  on  the  ground  of  his  camp,  except  by  permission  of  the 
commander  of  the  brigade,  who  shall  report  it  to  the  commander 
of  the  division.— [Regs.  1863, 1[  513.1 

1049*  The  Staff  officer  charged  with  establishing  the  camp 
will  designate  the  place  for  the  shambles.  The  offal  will  be  buried. 
-[Regs.  1863, 1  514.] 

(Directions  for  formiag  camps  will  be  found  in  the  authorized  Tactics  for  the 
several  arms.] 

BIVOUACS. 

1050.  A  regiment  of  Cavalry  being  in  order  of  battle,  in  rear  of 
the  ground  to  be  occupied,  the  Colonel  breaks  it  by  platoons  to  the 
right.  The  horses  of  each  platoon  are  placed  in  a  single  row,  and 
fastened  as  prescribed  for  camps ;  near  the  enemy,  they  remain 
saddled  all  night,  with  slackened  girths.  The  arms  are  at  tirst 
stacked  in  rear  of  each  row  of  horses ;  the  sabres,  with  the  bridles 
hung  on  them,  are  placed  against  the  stocks. — [Regs.  1863.  %  540.] 

I05I*  The  forage  is  placed  on  the  right  of  each  row  oi  horses. 
Two  stable-guards  for  each  platoon  watch  the  horses. — [Regs.  1863, 
f  541.] 

1053*  A  fire  for  each  platoon  is  made  near  the  color  liue,  twenty 
paces  to  the  left  of  the  row  of  horses.  A  shelter  is  made  for  the 
men  around  the  fire,  if  possible,  and  each  man  then  stands  his  arms 
and  bridle  against  the  shelter. — [Regs.  1883,  IF  542.] 

1053*  The  fires  and  shelter  for  the  officers  are  placed  in  rear  of 
the  line  of  those  for  the  men.— [Regs.  1863,  IT  543.] 

1054*  The  interval  between  the  squadrons  must  be  without

obstruction  throughout  the  whole  depth  of  the  bivouac. — [Regs. 
1863,  IT  544.] 

1055.  The  interval  between  the  shelters  should  be  such  that 
the  platoons  can  take  up  a  line  of  battle  freely  to  the  front  or  rear. 
— [Begs.  1863,  1f  545.] 

1 056*  The  distance  from  the  enemy  decides  the  manner  in  which 
the  horses  are  to  be  fed  and  led  to  water.  When  it  is  permitted  to 
unsaddle,  the  saddles  are  placed  in  the  rear  of  the  horses. — [Begs. 
1863,  IT  546.] 

I057*  For  Infantry,  the  fires  are  made  in  rear  of  the  color  line, 
on  the  ground  that  would  be  occupied  by  the  tents  in  camp.  The 
companies  are  placed  around  them,  and,  if  possible,  construct  shel- 
ters. When  liable  to  surprise,  the  Infantry  should  stand  to  arms 
at  daybreak,  and  the  Cavalry  mount  until  the  return  of  the  recon- 
noitring parties.  If  the  arms  are  to  be  taken  apart  to  clean,  it  must 
be  done  by  detachments,  successively. — [Begs.  1863,  1T  547.] 

CANTONMENTS. 

105  S*  Cantonments  are  the  inhabited  places  which  troops  oc- 
cupy for  shelter  when  not  put  into  barracks. — [Regs.  1863,  1F  498.] 

1059.  The  regimental  commander  indicates  the  place  where 
the  command  shall  assemble  in  case  of  alarm.  It  should  generally 
be  outside  the  cantonment ;  the  egress  from  it  should  be  free ;  the 
retreat  upon  the  other  positions  secure,  and  roads  leading  to  it  on 
the  side  of  the  enemy  obstructed. — [Begs.  1863,  1T  549.  ] 

1060.  Near  the  enemy,  companies  or  platoons  should  be  col- 
lected, as  much  as  possible,  in  the  same  houses.  If  companies  must 
be  separated,  they  should  be  divided  by  platoons  or  squads.  All 
take  arms  at  daybreak. — [Begs.  1863,  1F  551.] 

lOOl*  When  Cavalry  and  Infantry  canton  together,  the  latter 
furnish  the  guards  by  night,  and  the  former  by  day. — [Begs.  1863, 
1T552.] 

1062.  Troops  cantoned  in  presence  of  the  enemy  should  be  cov- 
ered by  advanced  guards  and  by  natural  or  artificial  obstacles. 
Cantonments  taken  during  a  cessation  of  hostilities  should  be  estab- 
lished in  rear  of  a  line  of  defense,  and  in  front  of  the  point  on  which 
the  troops  would  concentrate  to  receive  an  attack.  The  General 
commanding-in-chief  assigns  the  limits  of  their  cantonments  to  the 
divisions,  the  commanders  of  divisions  to  brigades,  and  the  com- 
manders of  brigades  post  their  regiments.  The  position  for  each 
corps  in  case  of  attack  is  carefully  indicated  by  its  commanding 
officer.— [Regs.  1863,  f  553.] 

INTRENCHED  POSTS. 

1063*  Any  intrenchment  that  requires  Artillery  is  considered  as 
a  post,  and  a  guard  or  garrison  and  commander  are  assigned  to  it.— 
[Begs.  1863,  f  645.] 
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1064*  The  General  who  establishes  an  intrenehed  post  gives  to 
its  commander  detailed  instructions  in  regard  to  its  defense,  and 
the  circumstances  under  which  the  defense  should  cease. — [Begs. 
1863,  f  (546.] 

1065.  The  commander  reconnoitres  his  post;  distributes  the 
troops;  posts  the  officers  and  non-commissioned  officers;  forms  a 
reserve ;  gives  orders  for  all  contingencies  lie  can  foresee,  and  ar- 
ranges his  troops  so  as  to  prepare  them  for  attack,  day  or  night. — 
[Regs.  1863,  IT  647.] 

HEADQUARTERS. 

1066*  General  officers  take  post  at-  the  centre  of  their  com- 
mands, on  the  main  lines  of  communication.  If  troops  bivouac  in 
the  presence  of  the  enemy,  all  general  officers  should  bivouac  with 
them.— [Regs.  1863,  f  554.] 

DEPOTS. 

1067*  The  grand  depots  of  an  army  are  established  where  the 
military  operations  would  not  expose  them  to  be  broken  up.  Smaller 
depots  are  organized  for  the  divisions  and  the  several  arms.  They 
are  commanded  by  officers  temporarily  disabled  for  field  service,  or 
by  other  officers  if  necessary,  and  comprise,  as  much  as  possible, 
the  hospitals  and  depots  for  convalescents.    When  conveniently 

S laced,  they  serve  as  points  for  the  halting  and  assembling  of 
etachments.  They  receive  the  disabled  from  the  corps  on  the 
march ;  and  the  officers  in  command  of  the  depots  send  with  the 
detachments  to  the  Army  those  at  the  depots  who  have  become  fit 
for  service.— [Regs.  1863,  f  497.] 

ISSUES  OF  RATIONS.    - 

1069*  The  time  and  period  for  the  issues  of  rations  will  depend 
on  circumstances,  and  be  regulated  in  Orders.  When  a  command 
is  not  moving,  rations  are  generally  issued  for  four  days  at  a  time. 
Issues  to  the  companies  ot  a  regiment,  and  the  fatigues  to  receive 
them,  are  superintended  by  an  officer  detailed  from  the  regiment. 
Issues  are  made  from  one  end  of  the  line  to  the  other,  beginning  on 
the  right  and  left,  alternately.  When  an  issue  to  a  regiment  is 
commenced,  it  will  not  be  interrupted  for  another  entitled  to  pre- 
cedence, but  not  in  place  at  the  time. — [Regs.  1863,  If  061.] 

ORDERS  *ND  DISPATCHES. 

1069.  In  the  field,  verbal  orders  and  important  sealed  orders 
are  carried  by  officers,  and,  if  possible,  by  Staff  officers.  When 
orders  are  in  writing,  the  place  and  time  of  departure  will  be 
marked  on  them,  and  place  and  time  of  delivery  on  the  receipt. — 
[Regs.  1863,  *  556.] 
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1070*  Dispatches,  particularly  for  distant  corps,  should  be  in- 
trusted only  to  officers  to  whom  their  contents  can  be  confided.  In 
a  country  occupied  by  the  enemy,  the  bearer  of  dispatches  should 
be  accompanied  by  at  least  two  of  the  best  mounted  men ;  should 
avoid  towns  and  villages,  and  the  main  roads;  rest  as  little  as  pos- 
sible, and  only  at  out-of-the-way  places.  Where  there  is  danger, 
he  should  send  one  of  the  men  in  advance,  and  be  always  ready  to 
destroy  his  dispatches.  He  should  be  adroit  in  answering  questions 
about  the  Army,  and  not  be  intimidated  by  threats. — [Begs.  18ti3, 
1F567.} 

1071*  Mounted  soldiers  are  to  be  employed  to  carry  important 
dispatches  only  in  special  and  urgent  cases. —[itep*.  1863,  H  495.1 

1072*  The  precise  time  when  the  dispatch  is  sent  off,  and  the 
rate  at  which  it  is  to  be  conveyed,  are  to  be  written  clearly  on  the 
covers  of  all  letters  transmitted  by  a  mounted  orderly,  and  the 
necessary  instructions  to  him,  and  the  rate  of  travel  going  and 
returning,  are  to  be  distinctly  explained  to  him.— [Regs.  1863,  fl 
496.] 

WATCHWORDS. 

10Y8*  The  parole  and  countersign  are  issued  daily  from  the  prin- 
cipal headquarters  of  the  command.  The  countersign  is  given  to 
the  sentinels  and  non-commissioned  officers  of  guards ;  the  parole 
to  the  commissioned  officers  of  guards. — [Regs.  1863,  IT  558.] 

1074*  When  the  parole  and  countersign  cannot  be  communi- 
cated daily  to  a  post  or  detachment  which  ought  to  use  the  same 
as  the  main  body,  a  series  of  words  may  be  sent  for  some  days  in 
advance.— E  Regs.  1883,  f  559.] 

1075*  If  the  countersign  is  lost,  or  one  of  the  guard  deserts 
with  it,  the  commander  on  the  spot  will  substitute  another,  and 
report  the  case  at  once  to  the  proper  superior,  that  immediate  notice 
may  be  given  to  headquarters. — [Regs.  1863,  If  560.] 

CONTRIBUTIONS. 

1076*  When  the  wants  of  the  Army  absolutely  require  it,  and 
in  other  cases,  under  special  instructions  from  the  War  Depart- 
ment, the  General  commanding  the  Army  may  levy  contributions 
in  money  or  kind  on  the  enemy's  country  occupied  by  the  troops. 
No  other  commander  can  levy  such  contributions  without  writteu 
authority  from  the  General  commanding-in-chief. — [Regs.  1863,  IF 

SEIZURE  AND  CONVERSION  OF  PROPERTY. 

1097*  While  the  general  laws  and  necessity  of  war  may,  in  cer- 
tain cases,  justify  the  seizure  and  conversion  of  private  property 
for  the  subsistence,  transportation,  and  other  public  uses  of  the 
Army,  yet  the  Rules  and  Articles  of  War  denounce  the  severest 
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penalties  against  pillage,  and  the  taking  or  appropriation  of  prop- 
erty for  private  purposes,  whether  the  offense  be  committed  within 
the  United  States  or  in  an  enemy's  country. — [Regs.  1863,  Ap.  B,  1T 
21;  Arts.  War  42,  55,  58.  ]    • 

1078.  All  property,  public  or  private,  lawfully  taken  from  the 
enemy,  or  from  the  inhabitants  of  an  enemy's  country,  by  the  forces 
of  the  United  States,  instantly  becomes  the  public  property  of  the 
United  States,  and  must  be  used  and  accounted  for  as  such. — [Art. 
War  9 ;  Begs.  1863,  Ap.  B,  H  21.] 

1079*  It  is  forbidden  to  purchase  horses  without  ascertaining 
the  right  of  the  party  to  sell.  Stolen  horses  shall  be  restored. 
Estrays,  in  the  enemy's  country,  when  the  owner  is  not  discovered, 
are  taken  for  the  Army.— [Begs.  1863,  IF  78G.] 

10 SO*  Officers  will  be  held  strictly  responsible  that  all  property 
taken  from  alleged  enemies  by  them,  or  with  their  authority,  is 
inventoried  and  duly  accounted  for.  If  the  property  taken  be 
claimed  as  private,  receipts  must  be  given  to  the  claimants  or  their 
agents,  and  it  must  be  accounted  for  in  the  same  manner  as  any 
public  property.— [Begs.  1863,  Ap.  B,  f  22.] 

1081*  When  a  foraging  party  is  sent  out  for  provisions  or  other 
stores,  the  commanding  officer  will  be  held  accountable  for  the  con- 
duct of  his  command,  and  that  a  true  report  is  made  of  all  the  prop- 
erty taken.— [Begs.  1863,  Ap.  By  IF  23.] 

1082*  No  officer  or  soldier  will,  without  authority,  leave  his 
colors  or  ranks,  to  take  private  property,  or  to  enter  a  private 
house  for  that  purpose.  All  such  acts  are  punishable  with  death, 
and  any  officer  who  shall  permit  them  will  be  equally  guilty  with 
the  actual  pillager.— [Art.  War  42;  Begs.  1863,  Ap.  B,  f  24.] 

SAFEGUARDS. 

1083.  Safeguards  are  protections  granted  to  persons  or  property 
in  foreign  parts  by  the  commanding  general,  or  by  other  command- 
ers within  the  limits  of  their  command. — [Begs.  1863,  IF  788.] 

1084*  Safeguards  are  usually  given  to  protect  hospitals,  pub- 
lic establishments,  establishments  of  religion,  charity,  or  instruc- 
tion, museums,  depositories  of  the  arts,  mills,  post-offices,  and  other 
institutions  of  public  benefit ;  also  to  individuals  whom  it  may  be 
the  interest  of  the  Army  to  respect. — [Art.  War  57 ;  Begs.  1863,  IF 
789.] 

1085*  A  safeguard  may  consist  of  one  or  more  men  of  fidelity 
and  firmness,  generally  non-effective  non-commissioned  officers, 
furnished  with  a  paper  setting  out  clearly  the  protection  and  ex- 
emptions it  is  intended  to  secure,  signed  by  the  commander  giv- 
ing it,  and  his  Staff  officer ;  or  it  may  consist  of  such  paper,  deliv- 
ered to  the  party  whose  person,  family,  house,  and  property  it  is 
designed  to  protect.  These  safeguards  must  be  numbered  and  reg- 
istered.— [Begs.  1863,  f  790.] 
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1086*  The  men  left  as  safeguards  by  one  corps  may  be  replaced 
by  another.  They  are  withdrawn  when  the  country  is  evacuated ; 
but  if  not,  they  have  orders  to  await  the  arrival  of  the  enemy's 
troops,  and  apply  to  the  commander  for  a  safe  conduct  to  the  out- 
posts.— [Regs.  1863,  If  791.] 

1087.  Form  of  a  safeguard : 

By  authority  of . 

A  safeguard  is  liereby  granted  to  [A.  B ;  stating  precisely 

the  place,  nature,  and  description  of  the  person,  property,  or  buildings.] 
All  officers  and  soldiers  belonging  to  the  Army  of  the  United  States 
are  therefore  commanded  to  respect  this  safeguard,  and  to  afford, 

if  necessary,  protection  to  [the person,  family,  or  properly  of 

,  as  the  case  may  be*  ]

tOSS*  When  troops  remain  in  camp  or  cantonment  many  days, 
the  commanding  officers  of  regiments  will  require  them  to  be  exer- 
cised in  the  school  of  the  battalion.  The  troops  must  not  be  exer- 
cised at  the  firings  without  the  authority  of  the  General  com- 
manding-in-chief. The  practice  of  the  drums  must  never  begin 
with  the  "general,"  or  the  "march  of  the  regiment;"  nor  the 
trumpets  with  the  sound  "to  horse."  The  hour  for  practice  is 
always  announced. — [Begs.  1863,  %  555.  ] 

GENERAL  POLICE. 

1089*  Persons  with  the  Army,  such  as  guides  of  the  country, 
interpreters,  &c,  but  not  officers  or  soldiers,  will  carry  about  them 
certificates  of  their  employment  from  the  headquarters  employing 
thorn.—  [Rtgs.  1863,  %  783.] 

1090*  Private  servants  will  not  be  allowed  to  wear  the  uni- 
form of  any  corps  of  the  Army,  but  each  will  be  required  to  carry 
with  him  a  certificate  from  the  officer  who  employs  him,  verified, 
for  regimental  officers,  by  the  signature  of  the  Colonel ;  for  other 
officers  under  the  rank  of  Colonel,  by  the  chief  of  their  corps  or 
department.— [Begs.  1863,  1T  782.] 
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1991*  Deserters  from  the  enemy,  after  being  examined,  -will 
be  secured  for  some  days,  as  they  may  be  spies  in  disguise;  as 
opportunities  offer,  they  will  be  sent  to  the  rear ;  after  which,  if 
they  are  found  larking  about  the  Army,  or  attempting  to  return  to 
the  enemy,  they  will  be  treated  with  severity. — [Regs.  1863,  f  784.] 

1093*  The  arms  and  accoutrements  of  deserters  will  be  turned 
over  to  the  Ordnance  Department,  and  their  horses  to  the  corps  in 
want  of  them,  after  being  branded  with  the  letters  "U.  S."  The 
compensation  to  be  accorded  to  deserters,  for  such  objects,  will 
be  according  to  appraisement  made  under  the  direction  of  the 
Quartermaster's  Department. — [Regs.  1863,  IF  785.] 

1093*  The  enlistment  of  deserters  from  the  enemy,  without 
express  permission  from  General  Headquarters,  is  prohibited. — 
[Regs.  1863,  f  785.] 

1094*  Plundering  and  marauding,  at  all  times  disgraceful  to 
soldiers,  wnen  committed  on  the  persons  or  property  of  those  whom 
it  is  the  duty  of  the  Army  to  protect,  become  crimes  of  such  enormity 
as  to  admit  of  no  remission  of  the  awful  punishment  which  the 
military  law  awards  against  offenses  of  this  nature. — [.Regs.  1863, 
H787.] 

POLICE  GUA<RD. 

1995*  In  each  regiment  a  police  guard  is  detailed  every  day, 
consisting  of  two  Sergeants,  three  Corporals,  two  drummers,  and 
men  enough  to  furnish  the  required  sentinels  and  patrols.  The  men 
are  taken  from  all  the  companies — from  each  in  proportion  to  its 
strength.  The  guard  is  commanded  by  a  Lieutenant,  under  the 
supervision  of  a  Captain,  as  regimental  officer  oi  the  day.  It  fur- 
nishes ten  sentinels  at  the  camp — one  over  the  arms  of  the  guard; 
one  at  the  Colonel's  tent ;  three  on  the  color  front,  one  of  them  over 
the  colors;  three,  fifty  paces  in  rear  of  the  field  officers7  tents;  and 
one  on  each  flank,  between  it  and  the  next  regiment.  If  it  is  a 
flank  regiment,  one  more  sentinel  is  posted  on  the  outer  flank. — 
IRegs.  1863,  IF  573.] 

1996.  An  advanced  post  is  detached  from  the  police  guard,  com- 
posed of  a  Sergeant,  a  Corporal,  a  drummer,  and  nine  men  to  fur- 
nish sentinels  and  the  guard  over  the  prisoners.  The  men  are  the 
first  of  the  guard  roster  from  each  company.  The  men  of  the  ad- 
vanced post  must  not  leave  it  under  any  pretext.  Their  meals 
are  sent  to  the  post.  The  advanced  post  furnishes  three  sentinels 
— two  a  few  paces  in  front  of  the  post,  opposite  the  right  and  leit 
wing  of  the  regiment,  posted  so  as  to  see  as  far  as  possible  to  the 
front,  and  one  over  the  arms. — [Regs.  1863,  1F  574.  ] 

1997*  In  the  Cavalry,  dismounted  men  are  employed  in  prefer- 
ence on  the  police  guard.  The  mounted  men  on  guard  are  sent  in 
succession,  a  part  at  a  time,  to  groom  their  horses.  The  advanced 
post  is  always  formed  of  mounted  men. — [Regs.  1863,  IF  575.] 
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1098*  In  each  company  a  Corporal  has  charge  of  the  stable- 
guard.  His  tour  begins  at  retreat,  and  ends  at  morning  stable-call. 
The  stable-guard  is  large  enough  to  relieve  the  men  on  post  every 
two  hours.  They  sleep  in  their  tents,  and  are  called  by  the  Corporal 
when  wanted.  At  retreat  the  Corporal  closes  the  streets  of  the  camp 
with  cords,  or  uses  other  precautions  to  prevent  the  escape  of  loose 
horses.— [Regs.  1863,  U  576.1 

1099*  The  police  guard  and  the  advance  post  pay  the  same 
honors  as  other  guards.  They  take  arms  when  an  armed  body  ap- 
proaches.— [Begs.  1863,  IF  578.] 

1 1 99.  The  sentinel  over  the  colors  has  orders  not  to  permit  them 
to  be  moved  except  in  presence  of  an  escort;  to  lot  no  one  touch 
them  but  the  color-bearer,  or  the  Sergeant  of  the  police  guard  when 
he  is  accompanied  by  two  armed  men. — [Begs,  1863,  H"  579.] 

HOI*  The  sentinels  on  the  color  front  permit  no  soldier  to  take 
arms  from  the  stacks,  except  by  order  of  some  officer,  or  a  non- 
commissioned officer  of  the  guard.  The  sentinel  at  the  Colonel's 
tent  has  orders  to  warn  him,  day  or  night,  of  any  unusual  move- 
ment in  or  about  the  camp. — [Regs,  1863,  %  580.] 

1192.  The  sentinels  on  the  front,  flanks,  and  rear  see  that  no 
soldier  leaves  camp  with  horse  or  arms  unless  conducted  by  a  non- 
commissioned officer.  They  prevent  non-commissioned  officers  and 
soldiers  from  passing  out  at  night,  except  to  go  to  tho  sinks,  and 
then  mark  if  they  return.  They  arrest,  at  any  time,  suspicions 
persons  prowling  about  the  camp,  and  at  night  every  one  who 
attempts  to  enter,  even  the  soldiers  of  other  corps.  Arrested  per- 
sons are  sent  to  the  officer  of  the  guard,  and  by  him,  if  necessary, 
to  the  officer  of  the  day.— [Regs,  1863,  IF  581.] 

1193.  The  sentinels  on  the  front  of  tho  advanced  post  have  or- 
ders to  permit  neither  non-commissioned  officers  nor  soldiers  to  pass 
the  line  without  reporting  at  the  advanced  post;  to  warn  the  ad- 
vanced post  of  the  approach  of  any  armed  body,  and  to  arrest  all 
suspicious  persons.  The  Sergeant  sends  persons  so  arrested  to  the 
officer  of  the  guard,  and  warns  him  of  tho  approach  of  any  armed 
body.— [Regs.  1863, 1f  582.  ] 

1194*  The  sentinel  over  the  arms  at  the  advanced  post  guards 
the  prisoners,  and  suffers  no  one  to  converse  with  them  without 
permission.  They  are  only  permitted  to  go  to  the  sinks  one  at  a 
time,  and  under  a  sentinel. — [Regs.  1863,  f  583.] 

1 195*  If  any  one  is  to  be  passed  out  of  camp  at  night,  the 
officer  of  the  guard  sends  him  under  escort  to  the  advanced  post, 
and  tho  Sergeant  of  the  post  has  him  passed  over  the  chain* — 
[Regs,  1863,  IF  584.] 

1196*  At  retreat,  the  Sergeant  of  the  police  guard,  accom- 
panied by  two  armed  soldiers,  folds  the  colors  and  lays  them  on  the 
trestle  in  rear  of  the  arms.  He  sees  that  tho  trader's  stores  are  then 
closed,  and  that  the  men  leave  them ;  also  that  the  kitchen  fires  are 
put  out  at  the  appointed  hour. — [Regs,  1863,  IT  585.]^ 
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II07*  The  officer  of  the  day  satisfies  himself  frequently  during 
the  night  of  the  vigilance  of  the  police  guard  and  advanced  posts. 
He  prescribes  patrols  and  rounds  to  be  made  by  the  officer  and  non- 
commissioned officers  of  the  guard.  The  officer  of  the  guard  orders 
them  when  he  thinks  necessary.  He  visits  the  sentinels  frequently. 
— [Ika*.  1863,  1T  586.] 

1108*  At  reveille,  the  Sergeant  replants  the  colors  in  place.  At 
retreat  and  reveille  the  advanced  post  takes  arms ;  the  Sergeant 
makes  his  report  to  the  officer  of  the  guard  when  he  visits  the 
post.— [Begs.  1863,  f  587.] 

1109.  When  necessary,  the  camp  is  covered  at  night  with  small 
outposts,  forming  a  double  chain  of  sentinels.  These  posts  are 
under  the  orders  of  the  commander  of  the  police  guard,  and  are 
visited  by  his  patrols  and  rounds.— [Begs.  1853,  f  588.] 

1110*  When  the  regiment  marches,  the  men  of  the  police  guard 
return  to  their  companies,  except  those  of  the  advanced  post.  In 
the  Cavalry,  at  the  sound  "boots  and  saddles,"  the  officer  of  the 
guard  sends  one-half  the  men  to  saddle  and  pack ;  when  the  regi- 
ment assembles,  all  the  men  join  it. — [Begs.  1863,  IT  590.] 

1111*  When  the  camping-party  precedes  the  regiment,  and  the 
new  police  guard  marches  with  the  camping-party,  the  guard,  on 
reaching  the  camp,  forms  in  line  thirty  paces  in  front  of  the  centre 
of  the  ground  marked  for  the  regiment.  The  officer  of  the  guard 
furnishes  the  sentinels  required  by  the  commander  of  the  camping- 
party.    The  advanced  post  takes  its  station. — [Begs.  1863,  f  591.] 

THE   PICKET. 

1 1  19*  The  detail  for  the  picket  is  made  daily,  after  the  details 
for  duty  of  the  first  class,  and  from  the  next  for  detail  on  the  roster 
of  that  class.  It  is  designed  to  furnish  detachments  and  guards 
unexpectedly  called  for  in  the  twenty-four  hours;  it  counts  as  a 
tour  of  the  first  class  to  those  who  have  marched  on  detachment  or 
guard,  or  who  have  passed  the  night  in  bivouac. — [Regs.  1863,  IF 
593.] 

1 113*  Detachments  and  guards  from  the  picket  are  taken  from 
the  head  of  the  picket-roll  in  each  company,  and,  if  possible,  equally 
from  each  company.  The  picket  of  a  regiment  is  composed  of  a 
Lieutenant,  two  Sergeants,  four  Corporals,  a  drummer,  and  about 
forty  privates.  For  a  smaller  force,  the  picket  is  in  proportion 
to  the  strength  of  the  detachment.—  [Begs.  1863,  IT  595.] 

1114.  Officers  and  men  of  the  picket  who  march  on  detach- 
ment or  guard  before  retreat  will  be  replaced. — [Begs.  1863.  f  596.] 

1 1 15.  The  picket  is  assembled  by  the  Adjutant  at  guaro>mount- 
ing;  it  is  posted  twelve  paces  in  rear  of  the  guard,  and  is  inspected 
by  its  own  commander.  When  the  guard  has  marched  in  review, 
the  commandant  of  the  picket  marches  it  to  the  left  of  the  police 
-~uard,  where  it  stacks  its  arms,  and  is  dismissed;  the  arms  are 
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tinder  charge  of  the  sentinel  of  the  police  guard. — [Regs.  1863, 
IT  597.] 

1 1 16*  The  picket  is  only  assembled  by  the  orders  of  the  Col- 
onel or  officer  of  the  day.  It  forms  on  the  left  of  the  police  guard. 
— [Begs,  1863,  IT  598.] 

1117*  The  officer  of  the  day  requires  the  roll  of  the  picket  to 
be  called  frequently  during  the  day ;  the  call  is  sounded  from  the 
police  guard.  At  roll-calls  and  inspections,  Infantry  pickets  assem- 
ble with  knapsacks  on,  Cavalry  on  foot.  The  picket  is  assembled 
at  retreat ;  the  officer  has  the  roll  called,  and  inspects  the  arms. 
—[Begs.  1863,  %  599.] 

1118*  The  officers,  non-commissioned  officers,  and  soldiers  of 
the  picket  are  at  all  times  dressed  and  equipped ;  the  horses  are 
saddled,  and  knapsacks  and  valises  ready  to  be  put  on. — [Begs. 
1863,  1T  594.3 

1119*  The  picket  does  not  assemble  at  night  except  in  cases 
of  alarm,  or  when  the  whole  or  a  part  is  to  march ;  then  the  officer 
of  the  day  calls  the  officers,  who  call  the  non-commissioned  offi- 
cers, and  the  latter  call  the  men;  for  this  purpose  each  ascer- 
tains the  tents  of  those  he  is  to  call.  They  are  assembled  without 
beat  of  drum  or  other  noise.  At  night,  Cavalry  pickets  assemble 
mounted.— [Begs.  1863,  IT  600.] 

GRAND  GUAJRDS  AND  OTHER  OUTPOSTS. 
[For  grand  guard  mounting,  vide  Tactics.] 

1120*  Grand  guards  are  the  advanced  posts  of  a  camp  or  can- 
tonment, and  should  "cover  the  approaches  to  it.  Their  number, 
strength,  and  position  are  regulated  by  the  commanders  of  bri- 
gades; in  detached  corps,  by  the  commanding  officer.  When  pos- 
sible, the  grand  guards  of  Cavalry  and  Infantry  are  combiued,  the 
Cavalry  furnishing  the  advanced  sentinels;  When  the  Cavalry  is 
weak,  the  grand  guards  are  Infantry,  but  accompanied  by  a  few 
Cavalry  soldiers,  to  obtain  and  carry  intelligence  of  the  enemy. — 
[Begs.  1863,  f  602.] 

1131*  The  strength  of  the  grand  guard  of  a  brigade  depends 
on  its  object  and  the  strength  of  the  regiments,  the  nature  of  the 
country,  the  position  of  the  enemy,  and  the  disposition  of  the  in- 
habitants. It  is  usually  commanded  by  a  Captain. — [Begs.  1863, 
1T603.] 

1129*  The  grand  guards  are  specially  under  the  direction  of  a 
field  officer  of  the  day  of  each  brigade,  supervised  by  the  Generals 
of  division  and  brigade.  In  case  of  necessity,  Captains  may  be 
added  to  the  roster  of  Lieutenant  Colonels  and  Majors  for  this  de- 
tail.— [Begs.  1863,  IT  604.] 

1193*  Grand  guards  usually  mount  at  the  same  time  as  the 
other  guards,  but  may  mount  before  daybreak  if  the  General  of 
brigade  thinks  it  necessary  to  double  the  outposts  at  that  time. 
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In  this  case  they  assemble  and  march  without  noise,  and  during 
their  march  throw  out  scouts — a  precaution  which  should  always 
be  taken  in  the  first  posting  of  a  grand  guard.  The  doubling  of 
guards  weakens  the  corps  and  fatigues  the  men,  and  should  seldom 
be  resorted  to.  never  when  preparing  to  march  or  fight. — [Regs. 
1863,  1T  606.] 

1194*  A  grand  guard  is  conducted  to  its  post,  in  the  first  in- 
stance, by  the  field  officer  of  the  day,  guided  by  a  Staff  officer  who 
accompanied  the  General  in  hisreconnoissance.  After  the  post 
has  been  established,  the  commander  sends  to  the  fieW  officer  of 
the  day,  when  necessary,  a  soldier  of  the  guard  to  guide  the  reliev- 
ing guard  to  the  post.  He  also  sends  to  him  in  the  evening  a 
Corporal  or  trusty  man  of  the  guard  for  the  note  containing  the 
parole  and  countersign,  which  he  communicates  before  dark  to  the 
detached  posts.  He  will  not  suffer  his  guard  to  be  relieved  except 
by  a  guard  of  the  brigade,  or  by  special  orders. — [Regs.  1863,  IT  607.1 

1 1 25.  If  there  is  no  pass  to  be  watched  or  defended,  the  grand 
guards  are  placed  near  the  centre  of  the  ground  they  are  to  cover, 
in  a  sheltered,  and,  if  possible,  high  position,  the  better  to  conceal 
their  strength  and  observe  the  enemy ;  they  ought  not  to  be  placed 
near  the  edge  of  a  wood.  When,  during  the  day,  they  are  placed 
very  near  or  in  sight  of  the  enemy,  they  fall  back  at  night  on  posts 
selected  further  to  the  rear.— [Regs,  1863,  IF  608.] 

1126*  Grand  guards  are  chiefly  to  watch  the  enemy  in  front ; 
their  flanks  are  protected  by  each  other,  and  the  camp  must  furnish 
posts  to  protect  their  rear  and  secure  their  retreat. — [Regs.  1863,  f 
610.] 

1127*  In  broken  or  mountainous  countries,  and  particularly  if 
the  inhabitants  are  ill-disposed,  intermediate  posts  must  be  estab- 
lished when  it  is  necessary  to  post  the  grand  guard  at  a  distance 
from  the  camp.— [Regs.  1863,  f  609.1 

1198*  The  General  of  division,  if  he  thinks  proper,  changes  the 
stations  and  orders  of  these  guards,  and  establishes  posts  to  connect 
the  brigades  or  protect  the  exterior  flanks. — [Regs.  1863,  IT  612.] 

1129*  The  commander  of  a  grand  guard  receives  detailed  in- 
structions from  the  General  and  field  officer  of  the  day  of  the  bri- 
gade, and  instructs  the  commanders  of  the  small  posts  as  to  their 
duties  and  the  arrangements  for  defense  or  retreat.  The  com- 
manders of  grand  guards  may,  in  urgent  cases,  change  the  posi- 
tions of  the  small  posts.  If  the  small  posts  are  to  change  their 
positions  at  night,  they  wait  until  the  grand  guard  is  in  position 
and  darkness  hides  their  movements  from  the  enemy ;  then  march 
silently  and  rapidly  under  the  charge  of  an  officer.— [Regs.  1863,  f 
614.] 

1130*  Staff  officers,  sent  from  division  headquarters  to  inspect 
the  posts  of  grand  guards,  give  them  orders  only  in  urgent  cases, 
and  in  the  absence  of  the  field  officer  of  the  day  of  the  brigade. — 
[Regs.  1863,  H605.J 
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1131*  The  following  are  standing  instructions  to  grand  guards, 
beside  the  special  orders  which  may  be  given  in  each  case:  To 
inform  the  nearest  posts  and  the  field  officer  of  the  day,  or  the 
General  of  brigade,  of  the  movements  of  the  enemy,  and  of  the 
attacks  they  receive  or  apprehend ;  to  examine  every  person  pass- 
ing near  the  post,  particularly  those  coming  from  without ;  to  arrest 
suspicions  persons,  and  all  soldiers  and  camp-followers  who  try  to 
pass  out  without  permission,  and  to  send  to  the  General,  unless 
otherwise  directed,  all  country  people  who  come  in. — [Regs.  1863, 
1T616.] 

1 132.  If  a  body  of  troops  attempt  to  enter  the  camp  at  night, 
unless  their  arrival  has  been  announced,  or  the  commander  is  known 
to,  or  is  the  bearer  of  a  written  order  to  the  commander  of  the  grand 
guard,  be  stops  them,  and  sends  the  commander  under  escort  to  the 
field  officer  of  the  day,  and  warns  the  posts  near  him. — [Begs,  1803, 
1T63&] 

1133*  Boarers  of  flags  are  not  permitted  to  pass  the  outer  chain 
of  sentinels ;  their  faces  are  turned  from  the  post  or  army ;  if  neces- 
sary, their  eyes  are  bandaged;  a  non-eomniissioned  officer  stays 
with  them  to  prevent  indiscretion  of  the  sentinels. — [Begs,  1863, 1f 


39.] 
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134.  The  commandant  of  the  grand  guard  receipts  for  dis- 
patches from  the  enemy,  and  sends  them  to  the  field  officer  of  the 
day  or  General  of  brigade,  and  dismisses  the  bearer ;  but  if  he  has 
discovered  what  ought  to  be  concealed  from  the  enemy,  he  is  de- 
tained as  long  as  necessary. — [Regs.  1863,  U  640.] 

1135*  Deserters  are  disarmed  at  the  advanced  posts,  and  sent 
to  the  commander  of  the  grand  guard,  who  gets  from  them  all  the 
information  he  can.  If  many  come  at  night,  they  are  received 
cautiously,  a  few  at  a  time.  They  are  sent  m  the  morning  to  the 
field  officer  of  the  day,  or  to  the  nearest  post  or  camp,  to  be  con- 
ducted to  he  General  of  the  brigade.  All  suspected  persons  are 
searched  by  tlio  commanders  of  tho  posts. — [Regs.  1863,  IT  641.] 

1136.  Grand  gnards  are  often  charged  with  the  care  and  work- 
ing of  telegraphic  signals. — [Regs.  1863,  IT  619.] 

11 3?.  After  a  grand  guard  is  posted,  the  first  care  of  the  com- 
mander and  of  the  field  officer  of  the  day  is  to  get  news  of  the 
enemy;  then  to  reconnoitre  his  position,  and  the  roads,  bridges, 
fords,  and  defiles.  This  reconnoissance  determines  the  force  and 
position  of  the  small  posts  and  their  sentinels  day  and  night.  These 
posts,  according  to  their  importance,  are  commanded  by  officers  or 
non-commissioned  officers ;  the  Cavalry  posts  may  be  relieved  every 
four  or  eight  hours.-— [Regs.  1863,  f  613.] 

1.138.  In  detached  corps,  small  posts  of  picked  men  are  at  night 
sent  forward  on  the  roads  by  which  the  enemy  may  attack  or  turn 
the  position.  They  watch  the  forks  of  the  roads,  keep  silohce,  con- 
ceal themselves,  light  no  fires,  and  often  change  place.  They  an- 
nounce the  approach  of  the  enemy  by  signals  agreed  upon,  and 
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retreat,  by  routes  examined  daring  the  day,  to  places  selected,  and 
rejoin  the  guard  at  daybreak. — [Regs.  1863,  H  G15.]    . 

1189*  The  commandants  of  grand  guards  visit  the  sentinels 
often;  change  their  positions  when  necessary ;  make  them  repeat 
their  orders ;  teach  them  under  what  circumstances  and  at  what 
signals  to  retire,  and  particularly  not  to  fall  back  directly  on  their 
guard  if  pursued,  but  to  lead  the  enemy  in  a  circuit. — [Regs.  1863, 
1  626.] 

1140.  The  fires  of  grand  guards  should  be  hidden  by  some  sort 
of  screen.  To  deceive  the  enemy,  fires  are  sometimes  made  on 
ground  not  occupied.  Fires  are  not  permitted  at  small  posts  liable 
to  surprise.— [Regs.  1863,  IT  636.] 

1141.  The  horses  of  Cavalry  guards  are  watered  or  fed  by 
detachments ;  while  some  are  feeding  the  rest  are  ready  to  mount. — 
[Regs.  1863,  IT  637.] 

1 142*  Advanced  posts  will  not  take  arms  for  inspection  or  cere- 
mony when  it  would  expose  them  to  the  view  of  the  enemy. — [Begs. 
1863,  H  618.] 

1143.  The  sentinels  and  videttes  are  placed  on  points  from 
which  they  can  see  furthest,  taking  care  not  to  break  their  connec- 
tion with  each  other  or  with  their  posts.  They  are  concealed  from 
the  enemy  as  much  as  possible  by  walls,  or  trees,  or  elevated  ground* 
It  is  generally  even  of  more  advantage  not  to  be  seen  than  to  see 
far.  They  should  not  be  placed  near  covers,  where  the  enemy  may 
capture  them.— [Begs.  1863,  1T620.] 

1 144.  If  the  post  of  a  sentinel  must  be  where  ho  cannot  com- 
municate with  the  guard,  a  Corporal  and  three  men  are  detached 
for  it,  or  the  sentinels  are  doubled,  that  one  may  communicate  with 
the  guard.  During  the  day  the  communication  may  be  made  by 
signals,  such  as  raising  a  cap  or  handkerchief.  At  night  sentinels 
are  placed  on  low  ground,  the  better  to  see  objects  against  the 
sky.— [Regs.  1863,  f  622.  ] 

1 145.  A  sentinel  should  always  be  ready  to  fire  ;  videttes  carry 
their  pistols  or  carbines  in  their  hands.  A  sentinel  must  bo  sure  of 
the  presence  of  an  enemy  before  he  fires ;  once  satisfied  of  that,  he 
must  fire,  though  all  defense  on  his  part  bo  useless,  as  the  safety  of 
the  post  may  depend  on  the  alarm  thus  given.  Sentinels  fire  on  all 
persons  deserting  to  the  enemy. — [Regs.  1863,  U  621.] 

1 146*  At  night,  half  the  men  of  the  grand  guard  off  post  watch 
under  arms,  while  the  rest  lie  down,  arms  by  their  side.  The  horses 
are  always  bridled ;  the  horsemen  hold  the  reins,  and  must  not 
sleep.— [itep*.  1863,  H  627.] 

1147.  All  out-guards  stand  to  arms  at  night  on  the  approach 
of  patrols,  rounds,  or  other  parties;  the  sentinel  over  the  arms  has 
orders  to  call  them  out.— [Regs.  1863,  %  617.] 

1 148.  To  lessen  the  duty  of  rounds,  and  keep  more  men  on  the 
alert  at  night,  sentinels  are  relieved  every  hour.  To  prevent  sen- 
tinels from  being  surprised,  it  is  sometimes  well  to  precede  the 
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countersign  by  concerted  signals,  such  as  striking  the  rifle  with 
the  hand,  striking  the  hands  together,  &o. — [Begs.  1863,  1T  623.] 

1149*  With  raw  troops,  or  when  the  light  troops  of  the  enemy 
are  numerous  or  active,  and  when  the  country  is  broken  or  wooded, 
the  night  stormy  or  dark,  sentinels  should  be  doubled.  In  this 
case,  while  one  watches,  the  other,  called  a  dying  sentinel,  moves 
about,  examining  the  paths  and  hollows. — [Regs.  1863,  f  625.] 

1150*  On  the  approach  of  any  one  at  night,  the  sentinel  orders 
— "Halt  I"  If  the  order  is  not  obeyed  after  once  repeated,  he  fires. 
If  obeyed,  he  calls — "Who  goes  there  t"  If  answered — "Bounds" 
or  "Patrol,"  he  says — "Stand;  advance  one  with  the  countersign."  If 
more  than  one  advance  at  the  same  time,  or  the  person  who  ad- 
vances fails  to  give  the  countersign  or  signal  agreed  on,  the  sentinel 
fires,  and  falls  back  on  his  guard.  The  sentinel  over  the  arms,  as 
soon  as  his  hail  is  answered,  turns  out  the  guard,  and  the  Corporal 
goes  to  reconnoitre.  When  it  is  desirable  to  hide  the  position  of  the 
sentinel  from  the  enemy,  the  hail  is  replaced  by  signals ;  the  sen- 
tinel gives  the  signal,  and  those  approaching  the  counter  signal. — 
[Begs.  1863,5  624.] 

1151*  When  a  grand  guard  of  Cavalry  is  so  placed  as  not  to  be 
liable  to  a  sndden  attack  from  the  enemy,  the  General  may  permit 
the  horses  to  be  fed  during  the  night,  unbridling  for  this  purpose  a 
few  at  a  time — the  horsemen  being  vigilant  to  prevent  them  from 
escaping.— [Begs.  1863,  f  628.] 

1152*  The  commander  of  a  grand  guard  regulates  the  numbers, 
the  hours,  and  the  march  of  patrols  and  rounds,  according  to  the 
strength  of  his  troop  and  the  necessity  for  precaution ;  and,  accom- 
panied by -those  who  are  to  command  the  patrols  and  rounds 
during  the  night,  he  reconnoitres  all  the  routes  they  are  to  fol- 
low.— [Begs.  1863,  f  630,] 

1153*  Patrols  and  rounds  march  slowly,  in  silence,  and  with 
great  precaution,  and  halt  frequently  to  listen  and  examine  the 
ground.  The  rounds  consist  of  an  officer  or  non-commissioned 
officer  and  two  or  three  men. — [Begs.  1863,  f  631.] 

1194*  Cavalry  patrols  should  examine  the  country  to  a  greater 
distance  than  Infantry,  and  report  to  the  Infantry  guard  every- 
thing they  observe.  The  morning  patrols  and  scouts  do  not  return 
until  broad  daylight ;  and  when  they  return,  the  night  sentinels 
are  withdrawn,  and  the  posts  for  the  day  resumed. — [Begs.  1863, 
f  633.] 

1155.  When  patrols  are  sent  beyond  the  advanced  posts,  the 
posts  and  sentinels  should  be  warned. — [Begs.  1863,  f  634.] 

1 136*  On  their  return,  commanders  of  patrols  report  in  regard 
to  the  ground  and  everything  they  have  observed  of  the  move- 
ments of  the  enemy,  or  of  his  posts,  and  the  commandant  of  the 
grand  guard  reports  to  the  field  officer  of  the  day. — [Begs.  1863,  % 
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SIEGES. 

1157*  In  tbe  following  regulations  the  besieging  force  is  sup- 
posed to  be  two  divisions  of  Infantry  and  a  brigade  of  Cavalry, 
The  same  principles  govern  in  other  cases. — [Begs.  1863,  f  793.] 

1159.  The  Brigadier  Generals  of  Infantry  serve,  in  turn,  as  Gen- 
erals of  the  trenches ;  one  or  more  of  them  are  detailed  daily,  ac- 
cording to  the  front  and  number  of  attacks ;  they  superintend  the 
operations,  and  dispose  the  guards  of  the  trenehes  to  repulse 
sorties  and  protect  the  works.  Officers  of  the  General  Staff  are 
assigned  to  them  to  transmit  their  orders  and  attend  to  the  details 
of  service.— [Regs.  1863,  IT  794.] 

1159*  The  Colonels  and  Lieutenant  Colonels  of  Infantry  alter- 
nate for  duty  in  the  trenches ;  one  or  more  are  detailed  daily ;  they 
superintend  the  service  of  the  guards  and  workmen  in  the  part  of 
the  work  to  which  the  General  of  the  trenches  assigns  them,  being 
posted  with  troops  of  their  own  regiments  in  preference.  The  com- 
mandant of  the  siege  may  place  the  Colonels  on  the  roster  with 
the  Brigadier  Generals.— [Regs.  1863,  If  795.] 

I  10©.  The  commandants  of  Engineers  and  Artillery  accompany 
the  first  troops  before  the  place  to  examine  the  works  and  the  ap- 
proaches. When  the  Engineers  have  completed  the  reconnoissance 
of  the  works,  and  of  each  front  as  far  as  practicable,  the  command- 
ant of  Engineers  makes  a  plan  of  the  works  as  exact  and  detailed 
as  possible,  and,  under  the  instructions  of  the  General  commanding 
the  siege,  draws  up  the  general  plan  of  the  siege,  and  discusses  it 
with  the  commandant  of  Artillery  in  regard  to  the  best  employ- 
ment of  that  arm.  These  officers  then  submit  their  joint  or  sepa- 
rate opinions  to  the  General,  who  decides  on  the  plan  of  the  siege, 
and  gives  the  orders  for  the  execution.  The  commandant  of  Engi- 
neers directs  the  construction  of  ail  the  works  of  siege,  under  the 
authority  of  the  General,  and  lays  before  him  every  day  a  report 
of  his  operations,  and  a  plan  showing  the  progress  of  the  attack. 
The  commandant  of  Artillery  also  makes  daily  reports  to  the  Gen- 
eral of  all  that  relates  to  his  branch  of  the  service.— [Regs.  1863, 
IT  796.] 

1161*  The  Medical  Director  establishes  t  he  hospitals,  and  organ- 
izes the  means  for  transporting  the  wounded  to  them. — [Begs.  Ic563, 
IT  797.] 

1162*  The  Commanding  General  appoints  a  field  officer  of  the 
trenches,  who  is  aided  by  one  or  two  Captains  or  Lieutenants. — 
[JB«/7*.  1863,  If  798.] 

1163*  The  field  officer  of  the  trenches  is  charged  with  all  the 
details  relative  to  the  assembling  of  the  guards  and  the  workmen. 
He  distributes  the  guards  on  the  different  points  of  the  attack 
agreeably  to  the  orders  of  the  General  of  the  trenches,  and  forms 
the  detachments  of  workmen  for  the  Engineers  and  Artillery ;  that 
he  may  be  prepared  for  this  distribution,  he  receives  every  day  from 
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the  Adjutant  General  a  statement  of  the  details  for  the  next  day.— 
[Regs.  1863,  1F  799.] 

1164*  On  the  arrival  of  the  General  of  the  trenches,  tho  field 
officer  of  the  trenches  gives  him  all  the  information  necessary  to 
enable  him  to  station  the  troops,  attends  him  in  his  visit  to  the 
trenches,  and  takes  his  orders  on  the  changes  to  he  made  in  the 
position  of  the  troops.  The  execution  is  intrusted  to  the  command- 
ants of  the  troops.— [Ifey*.  1863, 1T  800.] 

116&*  The  field  officer  of  the  trenches  sees  that  men  and  litters 
are  always  ready  to  bring  off  the  wounded.  One  or  more  com- 
panies of  the  guards  of  the  trenches  are  put  under  his  immediate 
orders  for  the  preservation  of  order  and  police  in  the  trenches. — 
[Regs.  1863,  IF  801.] 

1166*  The  divisions,  brigades,  regiments,  and  battalions  are 
encamped  during  the  siege  in  the  order  of  battle.  The  service  of 
the  camp  is  conducted  as  heretofore  prescribed. — [Regs.  1863,  f 
802.] 

1 1 67*  The  Infantry  has  two  kinds  of  siege  service — the  guard 
of  the  trenches  and  the  work  of  the  trenches. — [Regs.  1863,  IF  803.] 

1168*  The  guards  of  the  trenches  mount  every  day  by  battal- 
ions, in  such  order  of  detail  that  all  the  troops  may  take  an  equal 
share,  and  no  part  of  the  line  be  left  too  weak.  If  only  one  bat- 
talion be  required,  each  division  furnishes  it  alternately ;  if  two, 
each  division  gives  one ;  if  three,  one  division  furnishes  two,  the 
other  one,  alternately.  The  two  battalions  of  the  same  division  are 
not  taken  from  the  same  brigade. — [Regs.  1863,  1F  804.] 

1169*  The  detail  for  work  of  the  trenches  is  by  company,  from 
all  the  regiments  at  one  time,  or  in  turn,  and  continues  generally 
twelve  hours.  The  detail  from  any  regiment  should  never  be  less 
than  a  company.  If  only  half  a  company  be  needed  from  all  the 
regiments  at  a  time,  every  other  regiment  furnishes  a  full  com- 
pany alternately.— [  #37*-  1863,  IF  805.] 

1170*  The  battalions  for  guard  are  detailed  at  least  twelve 
hours  in  advance ;  they  furnish  no  other  details  during  this  tour. 
If  the  whole  regiment  be  called  out,  it  leaves  a  sufficient  police 
guard  in  camp.— [Regs.  1803,  IF  806.] 

1171.  Twenty-four  hours,  or  twelve  at  least,  before  mounting 
guard  in  the  trenches,  the  battalions  detailed  for  guard  do  not  fur- 
nish workmen ;  and  the  companies  of  those  battalions  whose  tour 
it  would  have  been  to  work  in  the  trenches  do  not  go  there  for 
twenty-four  hours  after  guard,  if  possible,  or  at  the  least  twelve. — 
[Regs.  1863,  IF  807.] 

1179*  The  workmen  who  are  required  for  other  work  than  that 
of  the  trenches  are  taken  from  the  roster  for  fatigue  from  the  bat- 
talions and  companies  not  employed  in  the  trenches. — [Regs.  1863, 
%  808.] 

11 73*  The  battalions  first  for  detail  for  guard  of  the  trenches, 
and  the  companies  first  for  detail  for  work  in  the  trenches,  furnish 
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no  other  details,  and  are  held  on  picket,  ready  to  march  at  the  call 
of  the  field  officer  of  the  trenches.— [Regs.  1863,  f  809.] 

1174*  Materials  for  the  siege,  such  as  fascines,  gabions,  hur- 
dles, pickets,  &c,  are  furnished  by  the  different  corps,  in  the  pro* 
portion  ordered  by  the  General.— [Regs.  1863,  f  810.] 

1175*  Guards  and  workmen  going  to  the  trenches  march  with- 
out beat  of  drum  or  music. — [Regs.  1863,  f  811.] 

1176*  At  all  times,  and  especially  on  the  day  the  trenches  are 
opened,  every  thing  is  avoided  likely  to  attract  the  attention  of  the 
enemy.  With  this  view,  the  General  mav  vary  the  hour  of  reliev- 
ing guards.— [Regs.  1863,  f  812.] 

1177.  The  chiefs  of  Engineers  and  Artillery  make  requisitions 
for  workmen  in  advance,  that  the  details  may  be  made  in  time  to 
prevent  any  delay  in  the  work.  They  should  exceed  the  number 
strictly  required,  that  there  may  be  a  reserve  for  unforeseen  wants. 
If  this  reserve  be  found  insufficient,  the  General  directs  the  field 
officer  of  the  trenches  to  call  on  the  picket.— [Regs.  1863,  IT  813.] 

1178.  Before  the  guards  and  workmen  march,  the  field  officer 
of  the  trenches  arranges  them  so  that  each  detachment  can  reach 
its  ground  without  confusion.  The  troops  are  posted  in  the  trenches 
according  to  the  position  of  their  regiments  in  the  order  of  battle, 
and,  as  fir  as  possible,  the  companies  of  workmen  in  like  order. 
The  reserves  of  workmen  are  placed  at  the  depot  of  the  trenches, 
or  the  nearest  suitable  place  to  the  works.  —[Regs.  1863, 1T  814.] 

1179*  The  workmen  leave  their  knapsacks  and  swords  in  camp, 
and  march  with  their  fire-arms  and  cartridge-boxes,  which  they 
place  near  them  while  at  work.  They  always  carry  their  overcoats, 
to  cover  them  in  resting  or  when  wounded. — [Regs.  1863,1  815.] 

11  SO*  The  guards  always  enter  the  trenches  with  arms  trailed, 
and  the  workmen  also,  unless  they  carry  materials  or  tools,  when 
the  arms  are  in  the  sling. — [Regs.  1863,  f  816.] 

1181*  The  guards  and  detachments  of  workmen  send  a  Cor- 
poral to  the  openings  of  the  trenches  to  guide  the  relief.  They 
march  out  of  the  trenches  by  the  flank,  with  trailed  arms. — [Regs. 
1863,  f  817.] 

1183*  Sand-bags,  forming  loop-holes,  are  placed  at  intervals 
on  the  parapet  to  cover  the  sentinels ;  they  are  more  numerous 
than  the  sentinels,  so  that  the  enemy  may  not  know  where  the  sen- 
tinels are  placed.— [Regs.  1863,  1T  818.] 

1 183*  When  detachments  are  placed  at  night  in  advance  of  the 
trenches,  to  cover  the  workmen,  the  men  sit  or  lie  down,  with 
their  fire-arms  in  their  hapds,  to  hide  themselves  better  from  the 
enemy ;  the  sentinels  put  their  ears  to  the  ground  frequently,  that 
they  may  hear  troops  coming  out  of  the  place.  To  prevent  mis- 
takes, the  workmen  are  told  what  troops  cover  them. — [Regs.  1863, 
IT  819.] 

1184*  No  honors  are  paid  in  the  trenches.  When  the  General 
commanding  the  siege  t  isits  them,  the  guards  place  themselves  in 
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rear  of  the  banquette,  and  rest  on  their  arms.  The  colors  are  never 
carried  to  the  trenches  unless  the  whole  regiment  marches  to  re- 
pulse a  sortie  or  make  an  assault.  Even  in  this  case  they  are  not 
displayed  until  the  General  commanding  the  siege  gives  a  formal 
order.— [Begs.  186:*,  ^  820.] 

1185*  The  materials  ofthe  siege  of  all  kinds,  together  with  the 
tools,  are  collected  in  part  at  the  depots  of  the  trenches,  and  in 
part  at  the  openings  of  the  trenches,  or  in  such  other  place  an  has 
been  appointed  for  the  convenience  of  the  service  by  the  field  offi- 
cer of  the  trenches,  on  the  advice  of  the  chiefs  of  Artillery  and 
Engineers.  They  are  in  charge  of  officers  of  Engineers  and  of  Artil- 
lery, with  guards  or  non-commissioned  officers  of  both  corps.  But 
if  these  corps  cannot  furnish  them,  the  chiefs  apply  for  assistance 
from  the  Infantry.— [Begs.  1863,  t  821.] 

1186*  The  workmen,  in  going  to  the  trenches,  carry  such  tools 
and  materials  as  are  required  by  the  Artillery  and  Engineers.  In 
this  case,  the  field  officer  of  the  trenches  has  notice  and  superin- 
tends.— [Regs.  1863,  f  822.] 

1 1ST,  The  soldiers  sent  to  the  trenches  go  with  their  cartridge- 
boxes  filled.  Cartridges,  when  needed,  are  seut  to  the  trenches 
on  the  requisition  of  commanders  of  battalions,  approved  by  the 
General  ofthe  trenches.— [Begs.  1863,  f  823.] 

1188*  In  the  case  of  a  sortie,  the  guards  move  rapidly  to  the 
places  that  have  been  designated  by  tne  General  of  the  trenches, 
and  which  afford  the  best  defense  for  the  head  of  the  works,  the 
batteries,  the  communications,  or  the  flanks,  or  best  enable  them 
to  take  the  sortie  itself  in  flank  or  reverse.  Having  lined  the  ban- 
quette to  fire  on  the  enemy,  the  troops  form  on  the  reverse  of  the 
trench  to  receive  him.  The  workmen  take  arms,  retain  their  posi- 
tions, or  retire  with  their  tools,  as  ordered.  The  officers  command- 
ing the  detachments  of  workmen  see  that  their  movements  are  made 
promptly  and  in  good  order,  so  as  to  avoid  all  confusion  in  the 
communications. — [Begs.  1863,  IT  824.] 

1 189*  The  troops  that  advance  beyond  the  trenches  to  repulse 
the  sortie  must  not  follow  in  pursuit.  The  General  takes  care  that 
they  return  to  the  trenches  before  the  retreat  of  the  sortie  allows 
the  artillery  of  the  place  to  open  on  them.  When  the  workmen 
return,  the  officers  and  non-commissioned  officers  of  the  detach- 
ments call  the  roll  without  interrupting  the  work,  which  is  imme- 
diately resumed.— [Begs.  1863,  f  825.] 

1190*  When  it  is  necessary  to  dismount  Cavalry  and  send  them 
to  the  trenches,  they  should  be  employed  as  near  their  camp  as 
possible,  and  posted  between  the  detachments  of  Infantry. — [Begs. 
1863,  f  826.] 

1191*  Men  belonging  to  the  Cavalry  may,  in  assaults,  be  em- 
ployed in  carrying  fascines  and  other  materials  to  fill  ditches  and 
make  passages.- [Begs.  1863,  1T  827.] 

1 199.  Tne  general  officers  of  Cavalry  are  more  particularly  em- 
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ployed  in  the  sendee  of  posts  and  detachments  placed  in  observa- 
tion to  protect  the  siege.  They  and  the  field  officers  of  this  arm 
are  employed  in  the  command  of  escorts  to  convoys,  of  whatever 
arms  the  escorts  may  be  composed.  When  these  duties  are  not  suf- 
ficient to  employ  them,  they  take  their  share  of  the  duty  of  the 
trenches.— [totfa.  1863,  f  828.  J 

1 1 98.  The  officers  of  Engineers  and  Artillery  of  the  trenches 
make  to  the  General  of  the  trenches  a  return  of  all  losses  in  their 
troops,  and  such  other  reports  on  the  work  as  he  requires,  in  addi- 
tion to  the  reports  direct  to  their  respective  chiefs  on  the  details 
of  the  service.— [Regs.  1863,  f  829.] 

1194*  At  the  end  of  each  tour,  the  field  officer  of  the  trenches 
draws  up  a  report  for  the  twenty-four  hours  to  the  General  of  the 
trenches.  The  General  of  the  trenches  reports  to  the  General  com- 
manding the  siege.—  [Regs.  1863,  1f  830.] 

1195*  The  commanders  of  the  several  corps  in  the  trenches 
report,  when  relieved,  to  their  respective  headquarters  the  losses 
during  the  tour,  and  the  conduct  of  the  officers  and  men. — [Regs. 
1863,  J  831.] 

1196.  However  practicable  the  breach  may  appear,  or  however 
ruined  the  works  in  rear  of  it,  the  heads  of  columns  must  always 
be  supplied  with  ladders  to  get  over  unexpected  obstacles. — [Regs. 
1863,  f  832.] 

1197*  The  General  commanding  the  siege  designates  picked 
companies  to  protect  property  and  persons,  and  prevent  pillage  and 
violence,  from  the  moment  the  place  is  carried.  The  officers  exert 
themselves  to  restrain  the  men.— [Regs.  1863,  IT  833.] 

1 198*  The  General  designates  the  places  requiring  particular 
protection,  such  as  churches,  asylums,  hospitals,  colleges,  schools, 
and  magazines.  The  order  for  their  protection  should  remind  the 
soldiers  of  the  penalty  of  disobeying  it.—  [Regs.  1863,  f  834.] 

1199.  Whether  the  place  be  taken  by  assault  or  by  capitula- 
tion, the  provisions  and  military  stores,  and  the  public  funds,  are 
reserved  for  the  use  of  the  Army.— [Regs.  1863,  IT  835.] 

1200*  The  commander  of  Engineers  will  keep  a  journal  of  the 
siege,  showing  the  operations  of  each  day  in  detail,  the  force  em- 
ployed on  the  work,  the  kind  and  quantity  of  materials  used  in 
them,  &c.  He  will  also  mark  on  a  plan  of  the  ground  the  daily 
progress  of  the  works,  and  make  the  necessary  drawings  explana- 
tory of  their  construction.— [Regs.  1863,  1T  836.] 

120 1  •  The  commander  of  the  Artillery  will  keep  a  daily  journal 
of  the  operations  under  his  direction,  showing  the  number  and  kind 
of  pieces  in  battery,  the  force  employed  in  serving  them,  the  kind 
and  quantity  of  ammunition  expended,  the  number  of  rounds  fired 
from  each  piece  of  ordnance,  the  effect  of  the  lire,  and  all  other  par- 
ticulars relative  to  his  branch  of  the  service— [Regs.  1863,  %  837.] 

1909.  These  journals  and  drawings  will  be  sent,  after  the  siege, 
with  the  report  of  the  General,  to  the  War  Department. — [Regs. 
1863,  1  838.]  T 
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190S*  In  war,  every  commander  of  a  fortified  place  shall  always 
hold  himself  prepared  with  his  plan  of  defense,  as  if  at  any  time 
liable  to  attack.  He  arranges  this  plan  according  to  the  probable 
mode  of  attack ;  determines  the  posts  of  the  troops  in  the  several 
parts  of  the  works,  the  reliefs,  the  reserves,  and  the  details  of  serv- 
ice in  all  the  corps.  He  draws  up  instructions  for  a  case  of  attack, 
and  exercises  the  garrison  according  to  his  plan  of  defense.  In  sea- 
coast  works,  he  provides  the  instructions  for  the  different  batteries 
on  the  approach  of  ships.— [Regs,  1863,  %  839.] 

1904*  In  framing  his  plan,  he  studies  the  works  and  the  exterior 
within  the  radius  of  attack  and  investment,  the  strength  of  the  gar- 
rison, the  artillery,  the  munitions  of  war,  subsistence  and  supplies 
of  ail  kinds,  and  takes  immediate  measures  to  procure  whatever  is 
deficient  of  troops  or  supplies,  either  by  requisition  on  the  govern- 
ment or  from  the  means  put  at  his  disposal. — [Regs.  1863,  1"  640.] 

1905*  On  the  approach  of  aa  enemy,  he  removes  all  houses 
and  other  objects,  within  or  without  the  place,  that  cover  the 
approaches,  or  interrupt  the  fire  of  the  suns  or  the  movements  of 
the  troops.  He  assures  himself  personally  that  all  posterns,  out- 
lets, embrasures,  <fcc,  are  in  proper  state  of  security. — [Reg$.  1863, 
H841.] 

l&Ot*  He  shall  be  furnished  by  the  War  Department  with  a 
plan  of  the  works,  showing  all  the  details  of  the  fortifications  and 
of  the  exterior  within  the  radius  of  attack;  with  a  map  of  the 
environs  within  the  radius  of  investment ;  with  a  map  of  the  vicin- 
ity, including  the  neighboring  works,  roads,  water-channels,  coasts, 
&c. ;  with  a  memoir  explaining  the  situation  and  defense  of  the 
place,  and  the  relations  and  bearings  of  the  several  works  on  each 
other,  andou  the  approaches  by  land  and  water — all  which  he  care- 
fully preserves,  and  communicates  only  to  the  council  of  defense. —

190Y*  He  consults  his  next  in  rank  and  the  senior  officer  of  the 
Engineers  and  of  the  Artillery,  either  separately  or  as  a  council  of 
defense.  In  the  latter  case  he  designates  an  officer  to  act  as  secre- 
tary to  the  council,  and  to  record  their  proceedings  and  their  joint 
or  separate  opinions,  which  are  to  be  kept  secret  during  the  siege. 
The  members  may  record  their  opinions  under  their  own  signature.

120§*  The  commander  of  the  place  and  the  chiefs  of  Engineers 
and  of  Artillery  shall  keep  journals  of  the  defense,  in  which  shall 
be  entered,  in  order  of  date,  without  blank  or  interlineation,  the 
orders  given  or  received,  the  manner  in  which  they  are  executed, 
their  results,  and  every  event  and  circumstance  of  importance  in 
the  progress  of  the  defense.  These  journals  and  the  proceedings 
of  the  council  of  defense  shall  be  sent  after  the  siege  to  the  War 
Department.— [Regs.

1209*  There  shall  be  kept  in  the  office  of  the  commandant  of 
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the  place,  to  be  sent  after  the  siege  to  the  War  Department,  a 
map  of  the  environs,  a  plan  of  the  fortifications,  and  a  special  plan 
of  the  front  of  attack,  on  which  the  Chief  Engineer  will  trace  in 
succession  the  positions  occupied,  and  the  works  executed  by  the 
enemy  from  the  investment ;  and  also  the  works  of  counter  ap- 
proach or  defense,  and  the  successive  positions  of  the  Artillery  and 
other  troops  of  the  garrison  during  the  progress  of  the  siege. — [Reg*.

1210.  The  commander  shall  defend  in  succession  the  advanced 
works,  the  covered  way  and  outworks,  the  body  of  the  work,  and 
the  interior  intrenchments.  He  will  not  be  content  with  clearing 
away  the  foot  of  the  breaches,  and  defending  them  by  abattis, 
mines,  and  all  the  means  used  in  sieges,  but  he  shall  begin  in  good 
time,  behind  the  bastions  or  front  of  attack,  the  necessary  intrench- 
ments to  resist  assaults  on  the  main  work.

for  the  last  period  of  the  siege,  and  of  ammunition  for  the  last  at- 
tacks.— [Begs.

1912*  He  must,  in  every  case,  compel  the  besieging  force  to  ap- 
proach by  the  slow  and  successive  works  of  siege,  and  must  sustain 
at  least  one  assault  on  a  practicable  breach  in  the  body  of  the 
place.— [Regs.

1213*  When  the  commander  thinks  that  the  end  of  the  defense 
has  come,  he  shall  still  consult  the  council  of  defense  on  the  means 
that  may  remain  to  prolong  the  siege.

RECONNOIS8ANCE8. 

1215*  Near  an  enemy,  daily  reconnoissances  are  made  to  observe 
the  ground  in  front,  and  to  discover  whether  the  advanced  guards 
of  the  enemy  have  been  increased  or  put  in  motion,  or  any  other 
sign  of  his  preparation  for  march  or  action. — [Regs.  1863,  1f  656.] 

1216*  Reconnoissances  are  made  by  small  parties  of  Cavalry 
and  Infantry,  from  the  brigade,  under  direction  of  the  General  of 
division  or  the  General  of  a  separate  brigade,  and  to  less  distance 
by  the  patrols  of  the  grand  guard,  and  are  not  repeated  at  the 
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same  hour  or  by  the  same  route.  On  the  plain,  they  are  made  by 
Cavalry  ;  among  mountains,  by  Infantry,  with  a  few  horsemen  to 
carry  intelligence.— [Begs.  1863,  IT  657.] 

1217*  Reconnoitring  parties  observe  the  following  precautions : 
To  leave  small  posts,  or  sentinels  at  intervals,  to  transmit  intelli- 
gence to  the  advanced  posts  of  the  Army,  unless  the  return  is  to 
be  by  a  different  route;  to  march  with  caution,  to  avoid  fighting; 
and  see,  if  possible,  without  being  seen;  to  keep  an  advanced 
guard ;  to  send  well-mounted  men  ahead  of  the  advanced  guard, 
and  on  the  flanks  of  the  party ;  to  instruct  the  scouts  that  no  two 
should  enter  a  defile  or  mount  a  hill  together,  but  to  go  one  at  a

They 
are  sometimes  preludes  to  real  actions,  and  sometimes  only  demon- 
strations. They  drive  in  his  outposts,  and  sometimes  engage  special 
corps  of  his  line.  They  are  only  made  by  the  order  of  the  General 
commanding  in  chief,  or  the  commander  of  an  isolated  corps.—

1991*  In  all  reports  of  reconnoissances,  the  officer  making 
them  shall  distinguish  expressly  what  he  has  seen  from  the  ac- 
counts he  has  not  been  able  to  verify  personally.

1992*  In  special  and  offensive  reconnoissances,  the  report  must 
be  accompanied  by  a  field-sketch  of  the  localities,  the  dispositions 
and  defenses  of  the  enemy.— [Begs.

CONVOYS  AND  THEIR  ESCORTS. 

199S*  The  strength  and  composition  of  the  escort  of  a  oonvoy 
depend  on  the  country,  the  nature  and  value  of  the  convoy,  and 
the  dangers  it  may  incur.  A  larger  escort  is  required  for  a  convoy 
of  powder,  that  the  defense  may  not  be  near  the  train. — [Begs.  1B63, 
IT  748.] 

199€«  Cavalry  is  employed  in  escorts  chiefly  to  reconnoitre; 
the  proportion  is  larger  as  the  country  is  more  open. — [Begs.  1863, 
1  749.] 

1995*  Pioneers  or  working  parties  are  attached  to  convoys  to 
mend  roads,  remove  obstacles,  aud  erect  defenses.    The  convoys 
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should  always  be  provided  with  spare  wheels,  poles,  axles,  &e.— 
[Regs.  1863, 1  750.] 

1996*  The  commandant  of  the  escort  should  receive  detailed 
instructions  in  writing. — [Regs.  1883, 1T  751.] 

1297*  As  far  as  the  defense  permits,  the  commander  of  the  escort 
shall  refer  to  the  officer  in  charge  of  the  convoy  for  the  hours  of 
departure,  the  halts,  the  parking  and  order  of  the  train,  and  the 
precautions  against  accidents. — [Regs.  1863,  f  752.] 

1998*  Officers  who  accompany  the  convoy  but  do  not  belong 
to  the  escort  shall  exercise  no  authority  in  it  except  by  consent  of 
the  commander.  If  these  officers  be  junior  to  the  commander  he 
may  assign  them  to  duty  if  the  defense  requires  it. — [Regs.  1863,  f 
753.] 

1999*  Large  convoys  are  formed  into  divisions,  each  with  a 
conductor.  The  distance  between  the  wagons  is  four  paces.  A 
small  party  of  Infantry  is  attached  to  each  division. — [Regs.  1863,

1980*  Generally  munitions  of  war  are  at  the  head  of  the  con- 
voy, subsistence  next,  and  then  other  military  stores ;  the  traders 
last.  But  that  part  of  the  convoy  which  is  most  important  to  the 
Army  shall  always  be  where  it  is  most  secure  from  danger. — [Begs. 
1863,  T  755J 

1981*  The  commandant  should  send  out  reconnoitring  parties, 
and  never  put  the  convoy  in  motion  until  their  reports  have  been 
received.  He  always  forms  an  advance  and  rear  guard,  and  keeps 
the  main  body  under  his  immediate  order  at  the  most  important 
point,  with  small  guards  or  posts  at  other  points. — {.Regs,  1863.  f 
756.] 

1939.  In  an  open  country  the  main  body  marches  by  the  side 
of  the  road,  opposite  the  centre  of  the  convoy ;  in  other  cases  at 
the  head  or  rear  of  the  column,  as  the  one  or  the  other  is  more  ex- 
posed.— [Regs.

1938*  The  advance  guard  precedes  the  convoy  far  enough  to 
remove  all  obstacles  to  its  advance.  It  examines  the  woods,  de- 
nies, and  villages,  and  by  mounted  men  gives  information  to  the 
commander,  and  receives  his  orders.  It  reconnoitres  places  for 
halts  and  parks.— [Regs.  1863,  IT  758.] 

1984*  If  the  head  of  the  column  be  threatened,  the  advanced 
guard  seizes  the  denies  and  places  which  the  enemy  might  occupy, 
and  holds  them  until  the  main  body  advances  to  the  front  and 
relieves  it ;  the  main  body  holds  the  positions  until  the  head  of 
the  convoy  arrives,  and  then  leaves  detachments  which  are 
relieved  by  the  parties  marching  with  the  divisions;  the  posts 
are  not  abandoned  until  the  whole  convoy  has  passed  and  the 
position  is  no  longer  important. — [Regs.  186:5,  1T  759.] 

1985*  When  the  rear  is  threatened,  like  measures  are  taken; 
the  rear  guard  defends  the  ground  and  retards  the  enemy  by 
breaking  the  bridges  and  blocking  the  road.— [Boy*.  1863,  f  760.] 
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1236*  If  the  flanks  be  threatened,  and  the  ground  is  broken, 
and  many  defiles  are  to  be  passed,  the  defense  of  the  convoy  be- 
comes more  difficult ;  the  advance  and  rear  guards  must  be  reduced, 
the  flanks  strengthened,  and  positions  which  will  cover  the  march 
of  the  convoy  must  be  occupied  by  the  maiu  body  of  the  troops 
before  the  head  of  the  convoy  reaches  them,  and  until  it  has 
passed.— [Begs.  1863,  f  76 1.  ]    . 

1937*  If  the  convoy  be  large,  and  has  to  pass  places  that  the 
force  and  position  of  the  enemy  make  dangerous,  the  loss  of  the 
whole  convoy  must  not  be  risked ;  it  must  pass  by  divisions,  which 
reunite  after  the  passage.  In  this  case  the  greater  part  of  the 
troops  guard  the  first  division ;  they  seize  the  important  points, 
and  cover  them  with  li<?ht  troops,  or,  if  necessary,  with  small  posts, 
and  hold  them  until  all  the  divisions  have  pased.

1938.  If  there  be  Artillery  in  the  convoy,  the  commander  of 
the  escort  uses  it  for  the  defense. — [Begs.  1863,  %  763.] 

1239*  To  move  faster  and  make  the  defense  easier,  the  wagons 
move  in  double  file  whenever  the  road  allows  it.  If  a  wagon  breaks, 
it  is  at  once  removed  from  the  road;  when  repaired,  it  takes  the 
rear ;  when  it  cannot  be  repaired,  its  load  and  horses  are  distributed 
to  some  of  the  other  wagons  kept  in  the  rear  for  that  purpose. — 
[Reg*.  1863,  f  764.] 

1940*  Convoys  by  water  are  escorted  on  the  same  principles. 
Each  boat  has  a  small  Infantry  guard ;  one  portion  of  the  escort 
precedes  or  follows  the  convoy  in  boats.  The  Cavalry  march  oppo- 
site the  convoy ;  the  advance  and  rear  guard  move  by  land,  and 
all  are  connected  by  flankers  with  the  convoy.  Where  a  river  runs 
through  a  narrow  valley,  the  body  of  the  Infantry  moves  by  land  to 
prevent  the  enemy  from  occupying  the  heights  and  disturbing  the 
convoy.— [Begs.

1941*  Convoys  halt  every  hour  to  let  the  horses  take  breath 
and  the  wagons  close  up.  Long  halts  are  made  but  seldom,  and 
only  in  places  that  have  been  reconnoitred  and  found  favorable  for 
defense.  At  night  the  park  is  arranged  for  defense,  and  in  prefer- 
ence at  a  distance  from  inhabited  places,  if  in  an  enemy's  country. —

axle,  the  poles  in  the  same  direction,  and  with  sufficient  space 
between  the  ranks  for  the  horses.

but  is  not  to  continue  the  pursuit  far  from  the  convoy.  The  convoy 
halts,  and  resumes  the  march  when  the  position  is  carried.

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1944*  When  the  enemy  is  too  strong  to  be  attacked,  the  convoy 
is  parked  in  square  if  there  be  room ;  if  not,  closed  up  in  double  file ; 
at  the  front  and  rear  the  road  is  blocked  by  wagons  across  it.  The 
drivers  are  dismounted  at  the  heads  of  the  horses.  They  are  not 
permitted  to  make  their  escape.  The  light  troops  keep  the  enemy 
at  a  distance  as  long  as  possible,  and  are  supported  when  neces- 
sary, but  prudently,  as  the  troops  must  be  kept  in  hand  to  resist 
the  main  attack. —[Begs.  1833,  U  7G9.] 

1249.  If  a  wagon  take  fire  in  the  park,  it  must  be  removed  if 
possible.  If  this  be  not  practicable,  the  ammunition  wagons  shall 
first  be  removed,  then  those  to  leeward  of  the  fire.— [Begs.  1863, 
1T  770.] 

1240*  When  a  whole  convoy  cannot  be  saved,  the  most  valua- 
ble part  may  sometimes  be  by  abandoning  the  rest.  If  all  efforts 
fail,  and  there  is  no  hope  of  succor,  the  convoy  must  be  set  on  fire 
and  the  horses  killed  that  cannot  be  saved ;  the  escort  may  then 
cut  its  way  through.— [i&#«.  1863,  f  771.] 

1247*  If  the  convoy  be  of  prisoners  of  war,  every  effort  should 
be  made  to  reach  a  village  or  strong  building  where  they  may  be 
confined ;  if  forced  to  fight  in  the  field,  the  prisoners  must  be  se- 
cured and -made  to  lie  down  until  the  action  is  over. — [Begs.  1863, 
IT  772.] 

ARMY  TRAINS  AND  BAGGAGE. 

1248*  There  will  be  allowed  for  headquarters  train  of  an  army 
corps,  four  wagons;  of  a  division  or  brigade,  three;  a  full  Infantry 
regiment,  six ;  and  a  Light  Artillery  battery  or  squadron  of  Cav- 
alry, three.  This  is  the  maximum  allowance,  always  to  be  propor- 
tionately reduced  according  to  the  number  of  officers  and  men  actu- 
ally present.— [Begs.  1863,  Ap.  B,  f  41.  J 

1249*  The  following  extract  of  special  orders  issued  from  Head- 
quarters Armies  of  the  United  States,  under  date  of  February  23, 
1865,  is  here  inserted : 

Special  Orders,  No.  44,  of  date  June  28,  1864,  from  these  headquarters,  pre- 
scribing the  means  of  transportation,  camp  and  garrison  equipage  for  the  armies 
in  the  Held  operating  against  Richmond,  is  republished,  with  changes  and  addi- 
tions, to  read  as  follows : 

1.  For  the  headquarters  of  the  Lieutenant  General  commanding  the  armies  of 
the  United  States  in  the  field,  and  Major  Generals  commanding  separate  armies, 
such  wagons,  light  spring  carriages,  saddle  horses,  and  camp  equipage,  as  may 
be  deemed  necessary,  from  time  to  time,  to  be  assigned  by  the  Chief  Quarter- 
master at  general  headquarters. 

2.  For  the  headquarters  of  an  army  corps,  2  wagons  or  8  pack  mules  for  bag- 
gage, &o. ;  1  two-horse  wagon,  1  two-horse  spring  wagon,  and  10  extra  saddle 
horses  for  contingent  wants ;  2  wall  tents  for  the  personal  use  and  office  of  the 
Commanding  General ;  1  wall  tent  for  every  two  officers  of  his  staff. 

3.  For  the  headquarters  of  a  division,  1  wagon  or  5  pack  mules  for  baggage, 
&o. ;  1  two-horse  spring  wagon.  1  two-horse  wagon,  and  5  extra  saddle  horses  for 
contingent  wants;  1  wall  tent  for  the  personal  use  and  office  of  the  Commanding 
General ;  1  wall  tent  for  every  two  officers  of  his  staff. 

4.  For  the  headquarters  of  a  brigade,  1  wagon  or  5  pack  mules  for  baggage, 
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1  two-horse  spring  wagon,  and  2  extra  saddle  hones  for  contingent  wants;  1  wall 
tent  for  the  personal  use  and  office  of  the  Commanding  General ;  1  wall  tent  for 
every  two  officers  of  his  staff. 

5.  The  allowance  of  wagons  and  pack  moles  to  officers  detached:  to  every 
three  company  officers  when  detached  or  serving  without  wagons,  I  pack  mule; 
to  every  twelve  company  officers  when  detached,  1  wagon  or  4  pack  moles;  to 
every  two  staff  officers  when  not  attached  to  any  headquarters,  1  pack  mule';  to 
everyten  staff  officers  when  serving  similarly,  1  wagon  or  4  pack  mules. 

6.  These  wagons  and  pack  mules  will  Include  transportation  for  all  personal 
baggage,  mess  chests,  cooking  utensils,  desks,  papers,  <fcc.  The  weight  of  offi- 
cers7 baggage,  specified  by  Army  Regulations,  will  be  reduced  so  as  to  bring  it 
within  the  foregoing  schedule. 

All  excess  of  transportation,  camp  and  garrison  equipage,  now  with  the  army 
corps,  divisions,  brigades,  regiments,  or  batteries,  over  the  allowance  herein 
prescribed,  will  be  immediately  turned  in  to  the  Quartermaster's  Department 
at  the  general  depot,  now  at  City  Point. 

7.  Commissary  stores  and  forage  will  be  transported  in  the  supply  trains. 
When  they  are  not  convenient  of  access,  and  whon  troops  act  in  detachments, 
the  Quartermaster's  Department  will  assign  wagons  or  pack  mules  for  that  pur* 
pose,  but  the  baggage  of  officers  or  troops,  or  camp  equipage,  will  not  be  car- 
ried in  the  wagons  or  on  animals  so  assigned. 

8.  For  each  regiment  of  Infantry,  Cavalry,  and  Heavy  Artillery  of  lees  than 
three  hundred  (300)  men.  for  baggage,  camp  equipage,  &c,  ono  (1)  wagon ;  over 
three  (300)  hundred  ana  less  than  seven  (700)  hundred,  two  (2)  wagons ;  over 
seven  (700)  hundred,  three  (3)  wagons.  Three  wall  tents  for  field  and  staff;  1 
shelter  tent  for  every  other  commissioned  officer;  1  shelter  tent  for  every  two 
non-commissioned  officers,  soldiers,  servants,  and  camp  followers. 

0.  For  each  battery :  for  personal  baggage,  mess  chest,  cooking  utensils,  desks, 
papers,  &c,  1  wagon,  2  wall  tents,  for  officers;  shelter  tents  same  allowance  as 
for  Infantry  and  Cavalry  regiments. 

10.  For  the  Artillery  and  small-arm  ammunition  train :  the  number  of  12- 
pounder  guns  multiplied  by  122  and  divided  by  112 ;  the  number  of  rifled  guns 
multiplied  by  50  ana  divided  by  140;  the  number  of  20-pounder  guns  by  2,  and 
the  number  of  4&-inoh  guns  multiplied  by  2}  will  give  the  number  of  wagons 
allowed. 

The  number  of  guns  in  horse  batteries  multiplied  by  100  and  divided  by  140 
will  give  tho  wagoos  allowed. 

For  the  Reserve  Artillery,  ammunition  of  20  rounds  to  each  gun  in  the  armies, 
the  number  of  wagons  allowed  will  be  obtained  as  follows :  multiply  the  number 
of  12-pounders  by  20  and  divide  by  112,  and  the  number  of  rifled  guns  by  20  and 
divide  by  140. 

For  every  1,000  men  present,  armed  and  equipped  for  duty,  of  Cavalry,  In- 
fantry, and  Heavy  Artillery,  for  small-arm  ammunition,  3  wagons. 

For  carrying  fuzes,  powder,  and  primers,  with  the  Reserve  Artillery  ammuni- 
tion train,  2  wagons. 

11.  For  general  supply  train,  to  each  1,000  men,  Cavalry,  Infantry,  and  Heavy 
Artillery,  for  forage,  subsistence,  &c,  7  wagons,  sufficient  to  carry  eight  days' 
supply;  to  each  Cavalry  division,  exclusively  for  forage,  60  wagons;  to  each 
battery,  for  its  proportion  of  subsistence,  forage,  &c,  4  wasons ;  to  each  horse 
battery,  for  the  same  purpose,  4  wagons ;  to  every  25  wagons  of  the  Artillery 
ammunition  train,  5  wagons  additional  for  the  forage  of  the  animals  of  the  am- 
munition and  additional  wagons,  baggage,  camp  equipage,  and  subsistence  of 
wagon-masters  and  teamsters.  Ammunition  trams  will  be  loaded  exclusively 
with  ammunition,  so  far  as  practicable.  The  baggage  of  the  drivers  will  be  car- 
ried in  the  additional  wagons  allowed  for  that  purpose. 

To  each  brigade  of  Infantry,  Cavalry,  and  Artillery,  of  not  less  than  1,500  men, 
for  hospital  supplies,  2  wagons ;  for  every  one  thousand  men  additional,  1  wagon. 

To  each  army  corps,  except  the  Cavalry,  for  intrenching  tools,  8  wagons. 

To  each  army  corps  headquarters,  for  subsistence,  forage,  and  other  stores  not 
provided  for  herein,  3  wagons. 

To  each  division  headquarters,  for  similar  purposes,  2  wagons. 
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To  each  brigade  headquarters,  for  similar  purposes,  1  wagoi 

To  each  brigade  of  Cavalry,  Infantry,  and  Artillery,  Tor  <  immiasary  stores 
for  sale  to  officers,  1  wagon. 

For  the  ambulance  train  of  each  division,  2  wagons ;  for  the  ambulance  train 
of  an  independent  command,  less  than  a  division,  batteries  excepted,  1  wagon. 

To  each  division  of  Cavalry  and  Infantry,  for  armorers'  tools,  parts  of  mus- 
kets, extra  arms,  nnd  accoutrements,  2  wagons. 

It  is  expected  that  each  ambulance  and  wagon,  exoept  those  of  the  Artillery 
ammunition  train,  will  carry  the  ncoessary  forage  for  its  own  teams. 

As  these  armies  are  increased,  the  ratio  ot  wagons  to  each  1,000  men  must  be 
proportionately  diminished. 

12.  The  unit  of  organization  for  the  supply  trains  of  subsistence,  ordnance, 
and  forage,  will  be  by  division.  Division  Quartermasters  will  be  responsible 
for  them.  Brigade  Quartermasters  will  be  responsible  for  the  brigade  baggage 
trains.    Regimental  Quartermasters  will  be  responsible  for  regimental  property 


Quartermasters  will  attend  in  person  to  the  drawing  of  necessary  supplies  at 
depots,  and  will  habitually  accompany  their  trains  on  marchos. 

13.  If  Corps.  Division,  or  Brigade  Commanders  take  their  guards  or  escorts 
from  commands  already  furnished  with  the  full  allowance  of  transportation,  a 
corresponding  amount  shall  be  taken  by  them  to  headquarters,  but  if  they  have 
not  been  provided  for  at  all,  then  a  proper  number  of  wagons  will  be  transferred 
by  the  Depot  Quartermaster,  on  the  requisition  of  the  Chief  Quartermaster,  cer- 
tified to  and  approved  by  the  Commanding  General. 

14.  As  a  rule,  Quartermaster  and  Commissary  Sergeants  will  not  be  allowed  to 
ride  public  horses,  nor  will  citizens  or  soldier  clerks,  except  on  the  written  order 
of  a  corps  or  other  independent  commander,  setting  forth  the  necessity. 

15.  It  has  been  shown  by  experience  that  the  advantage  of  keeping  up  regu- 
larly organized  pack  trains  is  not  commensurate  with  the  expense. 

Two  hundred  pack  saddles  will  be  carried  in  the  wagon  trains  of  each  corps. 
Whenever  it  becomes  necessary  to  pack  officers'  baggage,  provisions,  or  ammu- 
nition for  short  distances,  over  rough  roads  and  broken  country,  pack  trains 
will  be  made  up  temporarily  by  taking  mules  from  the  wagons,  not  to  exceed  two 
to  any  one  wagon. 

16.  The  maximum  allowance  of  forage  per  day,  for  horses  and  mules,  will  be 
for  horses,  public  and  private,  six  pounds  of  hay  and  fourteen  pounds  of  grain ; 
for  mules  six  pounds  of  hay  and  twelve  pounds  of  grain.  On  a  march  the  ration 
will  bo  only  ten  pounds  of  grain. 

17.  A  report  of  all  property  captured  from  the  enemy,  or  seized  for  the  public 
service,  will  be  made  monthly  to  the  Chief  of  the  Department  at  these  head- 
quarters to  which  it  appertains. 

18.  That  there  may  be  a  uniformity  in  the  amount  of  stores  to  be  kept  at 
the  front.  Generals  commanding  the  armies  operating  against  Richmond  are 
instructed  to  keep  on  hand  not  more  than  60  rounds  of  small-arm  ammunition 
per  man,  and  8  days'  subsistence  and  forage,  besides  the  prescribed  amount  of 
Artillery  ammunition.  No  more  subsistence,  forage,  and  ammunition  shall  be 
kept  at  the  front  than  can  be  conveniently  put  into  wagons  in  case  of  a  sudden 
movement. 

1250*  Surplus  wagons  will  be  turned  over  to  the  Chief  Quarter- 
master, to  be  organized,  under  direction  of  the  Commanding  Gen- 
erals, into  supply  trains,  or  sent  to  the  nearest  depot.  The  requi- 
site supply  trains,  their  size  depending  upon  the  state  of  the  roads 
and  character  of  the  campaign,  will  be  organized  by  the  Chief 
Quartermaster,  with  the  approval  of  the  Commanding  Generals, 
subject  to  the  control  of  the  War  Department. — [Regs.  1863,  Ap. 
B,  IT  41.] 

1951*  The  baggage  train  of  general  headquarters   and  the 
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trains  of  the  several  divisions  are  each  nnder  the  charge  of  an 
officer  of  the  Qn artermaster's  Department.  These  officers  command 
and  conduct  the  trains  under  the  orders  they  receive  from  their 
respective  headquarters,  in  such  manner  as  not  to  obstruct  the 
movement  of  the  troops.  When  the  trains  of  different  divisions 
march  together,  or  the  train  of  a  division  marches  with  the  train  of 
general  headquarters,  the  senior  Quartermaster  directs  the  whole. 
— [Ap.  1863,  IT  773;  Ap.  By  IT  47.] 

1252.  The  wagons  allowed  to  a  regiment,  battery,  or  squadron, 
must  carry  nothing  but  forage  for  the  teams,  cooking  utensils  and 
rations  for  the  troops,  hospital  stores,  and  officers'  baggage.  One 
wagon  to  each  regiment  will  transport  exclusively  hospital  supplies, 
under  the  direction  of  the  regimental  Surgeon ;  the  one  for  regi- 
mental headquarters  will  carry  the  grain  for  the  officers'  horses ; 
and  the  three  allowed  for  each  battery  or  squadron  will  be  loaded 
with  rations  and  forage  in  proper  proportions  for  the  same  number 
of  days'  supply  of  each.  Stores  in  bulk  and  ammunition  will  be 
carried  in  the  regular  or  special  supply  trains. — [Begs.  1863,  Ap.  B, 
IT  42.] 

1953*  The  regimental  Quartermaster  has  charge  of  the  wagons, 
horses,  equipments,  and  all  means  of  transport  employed  in  the 
service  of  the  regiment.  Under  the  orders  of  the  Colonel,  he 
assembles  them  for  the  march,  and  maintains  the  order  and  police 
of  the  train  in  park  and  on  the  march .  On  marches,  the  regimental 
trains  are  under  the  orders  of  the  Quartermaster  of  the  division. 
When  the  march  is  by  brigade,  the  senior  regimental  Quarter- 
master in  the  brigade,  or  the  Quartermaster  of  the  brigade,  has  the 
direction  of  the  whole.  The  necessary  wagon-masters,  or  non- 
commissioned officers  to  act  as  such,  are  employed  with  the  several 
trains.— [Begs.  1863,  IT  774.] 

1954*  None  but  the  authorized  wagons  are  allowed  to  march 
with  the  train.  The  wagons  of  the  several  headquarters,  the  regi- 
mental wagons,  and  the  wagons  of  traders  authorized  by  orders  from 
headquarters  to  march  with  the  train,  are  all  to  be  conspicuously 
marked.— [Begs.  1863.  T  775.] 

1355.  The  General  whose  headquarters  train  is  to  be  guarded 
regulates  the  strength  of  the  guard.  The  regimental  trains  are 
loaded,  unloaded,  and  guarded,  as  far  as  practicable,  by  convales- 
cents and  men  not  effective  in  the  ranks ;  in  the  Cavalry,  by  dis- 
mounted men.  When  the  guard  of  a  train  is  the  escort  for  its 
defense,  the  regulations  in  regard  to  convoys  and  escorts  take 
effect.--lBegs.  1863>  IT  776.] 

1956*  In  lar^e  commands  the  roads,  if  possible,  are  left  to  the 
Artillery  and  trains.  The  order  of  march  should  state  whether  the 
troops  or  trains  have  the  right  of  way.  The  order  for  the  move- 
ment of  the  divisions,  brigades,  and  regiments  contains  the  neces- 
sary directions  in  regard  to  the  assembling  and  marching  of  the  re- 
spective trains.    The  several  trains  march  in  an  order  analogous  to 
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the  rank  of  the  Generals,  and  the  order  of  battle  of  the  troops  to 
which  they  belong.  Trains  are  not  allowed  in  any  case  to  be  in  the 
midst  of  the  troops,  or  to  impede  the  march  of  the  troops. — IBegs. 
1863,  f  777.] 

1257*  The  wagon-masters,  nnder  the  orders  of  the  officers  of 
the  Quartermasters  Department,  exercise  the  necessary  restraints 
over  the  teamsters  and  servants  under  their  control,  and  are 
responsible  that  they  do  not  leave  their  teams,  ill-treat  their 
animals,  orpillage.—Lifops.  1863,  f  778.] 

195§.  General  officers  will  not  permit  any  General  or  Staff 
officer  or  regiment  nnder  their  orders,  or  any  person  whatsoever 
attached  to  their  command,  to  have  more  than  the  authorized 
amount  or  means  of -transportation.  For  this  purpose  they  will 
themselves  make,  and  cause  to  be  made,  frequent  reviews  and  in- 
spections of  the  trains.  They  will  see  that  no  trooper  is  employed 
to  lead  a  private  horse,  no  soldier  to  drive  a  private  vehicle,  and 
that  no  trooper  is  put  on  foot  to  lend  his  horse  to  an  officer.  They 
will  not  permit  the  wagons  of  the  Artillery  or  of  the  train  to  be 
loaded  with  anything  foreign  to  their  proper  service,  nor  any 
public  horse,  for  any  occasion,  to  be  harnessed  to  a  private  car- 
riage.— [Regs.  1863,  IT  779.] 

1959.  The  officers  of  the  Quartermaster's  Department,  the 
wagon-masters,  and  all  conductors  of  trains,  are  charged  with 
watching  that  the  regulations  respecting  transportation  allowances 
are  strictly  observed. —[ita/8. 1863,  IF  780.] 

AMBULANCES. 
[Aot  March  11,  1864,  in  G.  0. 106, 1864.] 

1260*  The  following  are  the  rules  for  a  uniform  system  of 
ambulances  in  the  armies  of  the  United  States: 

The  Medical  director,  or  chief  Medical  officer,  of  each  army  corps 
shall,  under  the  control  of  the  Medical  director  of  the  army  to 
which  such  army  corps  belongs,  have  the  direction  and  supervision 
of  all  ambulances,  medicine  and  other  wagons,  horses,  mules, 
harness,  and  other  fixtures  appertaining  thereto,  and  of  all  officers 
and  men  who  may  be  detailed  or  employed  to  assist  him  in  the 
management  thereof,  in  the  army  corps  in  which  he  may  be 
serving. 

The  commanding  officer  of  each  army  corps  shall  detail  officers 
and  enlisted  men  for  service  in  its  ambulance  corps,  upon  the  fol- 
lowing basis,  viz :  One  Captain,  who  shall  be  commandant  of  said 
ambulance  corps;  one  1st  Lieutenant  for  each  division;  one  2d 
Lieutenant  for  each  brigade ;  one  Sergeant  for  each  regiment;  three 
privates  for  each  ambulance,  and  one  private  for  each  wagon.  The 
officers  and  non-commissioned  officers  of  the  ambulanoe  corps  shall 
be  mounted. 
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The  officers,  non-commissioned  officers,  and  privates  detailed  for 
each  army  corps  shall  be  examined  by  a  board  of  Medical  officers 
of  the  same  as  to  their  fitness.  Such  as  are  found  to  be  not  quali- 
fied shall  be  rejected,  and  others  detailed  in  their  stead. 

There  shall  be  allowed  and  furnished  to  each  army  corps  two- 
horse  ambulances,  upon  the  following  basis:  Three  to  each  regi- 
ment of  Infantry  of  five  hundred  men  or  more;  two  to  each  regi- 
ment of  Infantry  of  more  than  two  hundred  and  less  than  five 
hundred  men ;  and  one  to  each  regiment  of  Infantry  of  less  than 
two  hundred  men ;  two  to  each  regiment  of  Cavalry  of  five  hun- 
dred men  or  more ;  and  one  to  each  regiment  of  Cavalry  of  less 
than  five  hundred  men;  one  to  each  battery  of  Artillery,  to  which 
it  shall  be  permanently  attached;  to  the  headquarters  of  each  army 
corps,  two  such  ambulances;  and  to  each  division  train  of  ambu- 
lances two  army  wagons.  Ambulances  shall  be  allowed  and  fur- 
nished upon  the  same  basis  to  divisions,  brigades,  and  commands 
not  attached  to  any  army  corps. 

Each  ambulance  shall  be  provided  with  such  number  of  stretchers 
and  other  appliances  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  the  Surgeon  General. 

Horse  and  mule  litters  may  be  adopted  or  authorized  by  the  Sec- 
retary of  War,  in  lieu  of  ambulances,  when  judged  necessary,  under 
such  rules  and  regulations  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Medical 
director  of  each  army  corps. 

The  Captain  shall  be  the  commander  of  all  the  ambulances,  med- 
icine and  other  wagons  in  the  corps,  under  the  immediate  direction 
of  the  Medical  director,  or  chief  Medical  officer,  of  the  army  corps 
to  which  the  ambulance  corps  belongs.  He  shall  pay  special  atten- 
tion to  the  condition  of  the  ambulances,  wagons,  horses,  mules, 
harness,  and  other  fixtures  appertaining  thereto,  and  see  that  they 
are  at  all  times  in  readiness  for  service ;  that  the  officers  and  men 
of  the  ambulance  corps  are  properly  instructed  in  their  duties,  and 
that  their  duties  are  performed,  and  that  the  regulations  which  may  . 
be  prescribed  by  the  Secretary  of  War,  or  the  Surgeon  General,  for 
the  government  of  the  ambulance  corps  are  strictly  observed  by 
those  under  his  command.  It  shall  be  his  duty  to  institute  a  driil 
in  his  corps,  instructing  his  men  in  the  most  easy  and  expeditious 
manner  of  moving  the  sick  and  wounded,  and  to  require  in  all  cases 
that  the  sick  and  wounded  shall  be  treated  with  gentleness  and 
care,  and  that  the  ambulances  and  wagons  are  at  all  times  provided 
with  attendants,  drivers,  horses,  mules,  and  whatever  may  be  nec- 
essary for  their  efficiency;  and  it  shall  be  his  duty  also  to  see  that 
the  ambulances  are  not  used  for  any  other  purpose  than  that  for 
which  they  are  designed  and  ordered. 

The  1st  Lieutenant  assigned  to  tm  ambulance  corps  for  a  division 
shall  have  complete  control,  under  the  Captain  of  his  corps  and 
the  Medical  director  of  the  army  corps,  of  all  the  ambulances, 
medicine  and  other  wagons,  horses,  mules,  and  men  in  that  portion 
of  the  ambulance  corps.  He  shall  be  the  Acting  Assistant  Quarter- 
ly 
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master  for  that  portion  of  the  ambulance  corps,  and  will  receipt  for 
and  be  responsible  for  all  the  property  belonging  to  it,  and  be  held 
responsible  for  any  deficiency  in  anything  appertaining  thereto. 
He  shall  have  a  traveling  Cavalry  forge,  a  blacksmith,  and  a  sad- 
dler, who  shall  be  under  his  orders,  to  enable  him  to  keep  his  train 
in  order.  He  shall  have  authority  to  draw  supplies  from  the  Depot 
Quartermaster,  upon  requisitions  approved  by  the  Captain  of  his 
corps,  the  Medical  director,  and  the  commander  of  the  army  corps 
to  which  he  is  attached.  It  shall  be  his  duty  to  exercise  a  constant 
supervision  over  his  train  in  every  particular,  and  keep  it  at  all 
times  ready  for  service. 

The  2d  Lieutenant  shall  have  command  of  the  portion  of  the 
ambulance  corps  for  a  brigade,  and  shall  be  under  the  immediate 
orders  of  the  1st  Lieutenant,  aud  he  shall  exercise  a  careful  super- 
vision over  the  Sergeants  and  privates  assigned  to  the  portion  of 
the  ambulance  corps  for  his  brigade;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  Sergeants  to  conduct  the  drills  and  inspections  of  the  ambu* 
lances,  under  his  orders,  of  their  respective  regiments. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Medical  director,  or  chief  Medical 
officer,  of  the  army  corps,  previous  to  a  march,  and  previous  to  and 
in  time  of  action,  or  whenever  it  may  be  necessary  to  use  the  am- 
bulances, to  issue  the  proper  orders  to  the  Captain  for  the  distri- 
bution and  management  of  the  same,  for  collecting  the  sick  and 
wounded  and  conveying  them  to  their  destination.  And  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  Captain  faithfully  and  diligently  to  execute 
such  orders. 

The  officers  of  the  ambulance  corps,  including  the  Medical  director, 
shall  make  such  reports,  from  time  to  time,  as  may  be  required  by 
the  Secretary  of  War,  the  Surgeon  General,  the  Medical  Director 
of  the  Army,  or  the  commanding  officer  of  the  army  corps  in  which 
they  may  be  serving;  and  all  reports  to  higher  authority  than  the 
commanding  officer  of  the  army  corps  shall  be  transmitted  through 
the  Medical  director  of  the  army  to  which  such  army  corps  belongs. 

The  ambulances  in  the  armies  of  the  United  States  shall  be  used 
only  for  the  transportation  of  the  sick  and  wounded,  and,  in 
urgent  cases  only,  for  Medical  supplies,  and  all  persons  shall  be 
prohibited  from  using  them,  or  requiring  them  to  be  used  for  any 
other  purpose.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  officers  of  the  ambulance 
corps  to  report  to  the  commander  of  the  army  corps  any  violation 
of  the  provisions  of  this  paragraph,  or  any  attempt  to  violate  the 
same.  And  auy  officer  who  shall  use  an  ambulance,  or  require  it  to 
be  used,  for  any  other  purpose  than  as  provided  in  this  paragraph, 
shall,  for  the  first  offense,  be  publicly  reprimanded  by  the  com- 
mander of  the  army  corps  in  which  he  may  be  serving,  and  for  the 
second  offense  shall  be  dismissed  from  the  service. 

No  person,  except  the  proper  Medical  officers,  or  the  officers,  non- 
commissioned officers,  and  privates  of  the  ambulance  corps,  or  such 
persons  as  may  be  specially  assigned,  by  competent  military  author- 
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ity,  to  duty  with  the  ambulance  corps  for  the  occasion,  shall  be 
permitted  to  take  or  accompany  sick  or  wounded  men  to  the  rear, 
either  on  the  march  or  upon  the  field  of  battle. 

The  officers,  non-commissioned  officers,  and  privates  of  the  ambu- 
lance corps  shall  be  designated  by  such  uniform  or  in  such  manner 
as  the  Secretary  of  War  shall  deem  proper.  Officers  and  men  may 
be  relieved  from  service,  and  others  detailed  in  the  ambulance 
corps,  subject  to  the  examination  provided  in  section  3  of  this  par- 
agraph, in  the  discretion  of  the  commanders  of  the  armies  in  which 
they  may  be  serving. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  commander  of  the  army  corps  to  trans- 
mit to  the  Adjutant  General  the  names  and  rank  of  all  officers  and 
enlisted  men  detailed  for  service  in  its  ambulance  corps,  stating  the 
organizations  from  which  they  may  have  been  detailed.  When 
officers  and  men  belonging  to  Volunteer  organizations  are  detailed 
for  such  service,  the  Adjutant  General  shall,  thereupon,  notify  the 
Governors  of  the  several  States  in  which  such  organizations  were 
raised. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  commander  of  the  army  corps  to  report 
to  the  Adjutant  General  from  time  to  time  the  conduct  and  behav- 
ior of  the  officers  and  enlisted  men  of  the  ambulance  corps,  and 
the  Adjutant  General  shall  forward  copies  of  such  reports,  so  tar  as 
they  relate  to  officers  and  enlisted  men  of  Volunteer  organizations, 
to  the  Governors  of  the  States  in  which  such  organizations  were 
raised. 

Nothing  in  these  regulations  shall  be  construed  to  diminish  or 
impair  the  rightful  authority  of  the  commanders  of  armies,  army 
corps,  or  separate  detachments,  over  the  Medical  and  other  officers 
and  the  non-commissioned  officers  and  privates  of  their  respective 
commands. 

1261*  All  ambulances  for  the  transportation  of  the  sick  and 
wounded,  before  being  issued,  will  be  painted  as  prescribed  by  the 
specifications  for  ambulances  approved  by  the  Secretary  of  War 
October  31,  1877. 

1262*  The  ambulance  depot,  to  which  the  wounded  are  carried 
or  directed  for  immediate  treatment,  is  generally  established  at 
the  most  convenient  building  nearest  the  field  of  battle. — [Regs. 
1863,  %  736.1 

1963*  The  hospital  and  ambulance  flags  of  the  Army  are  as  fol- 
lows :  For  general  hospitals,  yellow  bunting  9  by  5  feet,  with  the 
letter  H,  24  inches  long,  of  green  bunting,  in  centre. 

For  post  and  field  hospitals,  yellow  bunting  6  by  4  feet,  with  letter 
H,  24  inches  long,  of  green  bunting,  in  centre. 

For  ambulances  and  guidons  to  mark  the  way  to  field  hospitals, 
yellow  bunting  14  by  28  inches,  with  a  border,  1  inch  deep,  of 
green.— [a.  O.  9, 1864.] 
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MARCHES. 

1264*  The  object  of  the  movement  and  the  nature  of  the  ground 
determine  the  order  of  march,  the  kind  of  troops  in  each  column, 
and  the  number  of  columns. — [Regs.  1883,  f  677.] 

126ft*  The  "  general,"  sounded  one  hour  before  the  time  of  march- 
ing, is  the  signal  to  strike  tents,  to  load  the  wagons,  and  pack 
horses,  and  send  them  to  the  place  of  assembling.— [Begs.  1863,  % 
681.] 

.  1266*.  When  the  troops  should  form  suddenly  to  meet  the  enemy, 
the  signal "  to  arms"  is  sounded  or  the  "  long  roll "  is  beaten.  The 
troops  after  assembling  on  their  company  parades  form  rapidly  in 
front  of  their  camps.  In  the  Cavalry,  if  the  troops  are  to  form 
mounted,  the  signal  "  to  horse"  will  be  sounded.— {Begs.  1863,  f 
683;  Auth.  Cav.  Tactics.] 

1267*  Batteries  of  Artillery  and  tjieir  caissons  move  with  the 
corps  to  which  they  are  attached ;  the  field  train  and  ambulances 
march  at  the  rear  of  the  column,  and  the  baggage  with  the  rear 
guard.— [Regs.  1863,  IT  684.] 

126§.  Cavalry  aud  Infantry  do  not  march  together,  unless  the 
proximity  of  the  enemy  makes  it  necessary. — [Regs.  1863,  f  685.] 

1269.  In  Cavalry  marches,  when  distant  from  the  enemy,  eaeh 
regiment,  and,  if  possible,  each  squadron,  forms  a  separate  column, 
in  order  to  keep  up  the  same  gait  from  front  to  rear,  and  to  trot, 
when  desirable,  on  good  ground.  In  such  cases,  the  Cavalry  may 
leave  camp  later,  and  can  give  more  rest  to  the  horses,  and  more 
attention  to  the  shoeing  and  harness.  Horses  are  not  bridled  until 
the  time  to  start.  The  officers  and  non-commissioned  officers  of 
Cavalry  companies  attend  personally  to  the  packs  and  girths. — 
[Regs.  1863,  1111686,687.] 

1270.  When  necessary,  the  orders  specify  the  rations  the  men 
are  to  carry  in  their  haversacks.  The  field  officers  and  Captains 
make  frequent  inspections  during  the  march ;  at  halts  they  exam- 
ine the  knapsacks,  valises,  and  haversacks,  and  throw  away  all 
articles  not  authorized.— [Regs.  1863,  IT  687.  ] 

1271*  When  it  can  be  avoided,  troops  should  not  be  assembled 
on  high-roads  or  other  places  where  they  interrupt  the  communi- 
cation.— [Regs.  1863,  IT  6-?8.J 

1272.  Generals  of  division  and  commanders  of  detached  corps 
send  a  Staff  officer  to  the  rendezvous,  in  advance,  to  receive  the 
troops,  who,  on  arriving,  take  their  place  in  the  order  of  battle,  and 
form  in  close  column,  unless  otherwise  ordered.  Artillery,  or  trains 
halted  on  the  roads,  form  in  file  on  one  side. — [Regs.  1863,  IT  689.] 

1273*  The  execution  of  marching  orders  must  not  be  delayed. 
If  the  commander  is  not  at  the  head  of  his  troops  when  they  are 
to  march,  the  next  in  rank  puts  the  column  in  motion. — [Regs. 
1863,  IT  690.  ]

1 977*  Soldiers  are  not  to  stop  for  water  unless  the  commanding 
officer  deems  it  necessary ;  the  canteens  should  be  filled  before  start- 
ing.— [Begs.  1863,  1F  694.1 

127§.  In  night  marches,  the  Sergeant  Major  of  each  regiment 
remains  at  the  rear  with  a  trumpeter  or  a  drummer,  to  give  notice 
when  darkness  or  difficulty  stops  the  march.  In  Cavalry,  a  trump- 
eter is  placed  in  rear  of  each  squadron,  and  the  signal  is  repeated 
to  the  head  of  the  regiment.— [Begs.  1863,  U"  697.] 

1279*  The  General  and  field  officers  frequently  stop,  or  send 
officers  to  the  rear,  to  see  that  the  troops  march  in  the  prescribed 
order,  and  keep  their  distances.  To  quicken  th  e  march,  the  General 
warns  the  Colonels,  and  may  order  a  signal  to  be  sounded,  which  is 
repeated  in  all  the  regiments.— [Begs.  1833,  IT  698.] 

13§0*  In  approaching  a  defile,  the  Colonels  are  warned;  each 
regiment  passes  separately  in  column  of  fours  in  the  order  desig- 
nated by  the  commanding  officer,  two  battalions,  when  possible, 
marching  abreast;  on  emerging  from  the  defile,  the  battalions  form 
line  under  the  immediate  direction  of  the  General,  the  flank  battal- 
ions being  so  posted  as  to  prevent  the  enemy  from  passing  between 
them  and  the  entrance  to  the  defile.— [Begs.

12§1*  Halts  to  rest  and  re-form  the  troops  are  frequent  during 
the  day,  depending  on  the  object  and  length  of  the  march.

12§2*  Led  horses  of  officers,  and  the  horses  of  dismounted  men, 
follow  their  regiments.

When  the  General  orders  the  field  train  and  ambulances 
to  take  place  in  the  column,  he  designates  the  position  they  shall 
take,— [Begs.  1863,  IT  704.] 

12§3»  If  two  corps  meet  on  the  same  road,  they  pass  to  tho 
right,  and  both  continue  their  march,  if  the  road  is  wide  enough; 
if  it  is  not,  the  first  in  the  order  of  battle  takes  the  road,  the  other 
halts.— [Begs.

12§4*  A  corps  in  march  must  not  be  cut  by  another.  If  two 
corps  meet  at  cross  roads,  that  which  arrives  last  halts  if  the  other 
is  in  motion.  A  corps  in  march  passes  a  corps  at  a  halt,  if  it  has 
precedence  in  the  order  of  battle,  or  if  the  halted  corps  is  not  ready 
to  move  at  once.— [Begs.

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19§&*  A  column  that  halts  to  let  another  column  pass  resumes 
the  march  in  advance  of  the  train  of  this  column.  If  a  column  has 
to  pass  a  train,  the  train  must  halt,  if  necessary,  till  the  column 
passes.  The  column  which  has  precedence  must  yield  it  if  the  com- 
mander, on  seeing  the  orders  of  the  other,  finds  it  for  the  interest 
of  the  service.— [Regs.

BATTLES. 

1286*  Dispositions  for  battle  depend  on  the  number,  kind,  and 
quality  of  the  troops  opposed,  on  the  nature  of  the  ground,  and  on 
circumstances  which  it  is  impossible  to  anticipate ;  and,  therefore, 
the  general  disposition  is  left  to  the  judgment  and  discretion  of 
commanding  officers. — [Regs.  1863,  U  718.] 

12§7.  In  making  an  attack,  the  communications  to  the  rear 
and  for  retreat  must  be  secured,  and  tie  General  oust  give  before- 
hand all  necessary  orders  to  provide  for  that  event. — [Megs,  1863, 
IT  731.] 

1288*  Before  the  action,  the  Generals  indicate  the  places  where 
they  will  be ;  if  they  change  position,  they  give  notice  of  it,  or 
leave  a  Staff  officer  to  show  where  they  have  gone. — [Begs,  1863, 
IT  733.] 

1 289*  During  the  fight  the  officers  and  non-commissioned  offi- 
cers keep  the  men  in  the  ranks,  and  enforce  obedience  if  necessary. 
Soldiers  must  not  be  permitted  to  leave  the  ranks  to  strip  or  rob 
the  dead,  nor  even  to  assist  the  wounded  except  by  express  per- 
mission, which  is  only  to  be  given  after  the  action  is  decided.  The 
highest  interest  and  most  pressing  duty  is  to  win  the  victory,  by 
winning  which  only  can  a  proper  care  of  the  wounded  be  insured.

1290*  Before  the  action,  all  the  necessary  arrangements  are 
made  for  the  transportation  of  the  wounded.  Ambulance  depots 
are  established  in  the  rear,  and  necessary  instrnctions  are  given  for 
the  service  of  the  ambulance  wagons  and  other  means  of  removing 
the  wounded.— [Regs.  1863,  1F  735.] 

EEPORTS. 

1291*  Written  reports  for  the  General  commanding  are  made  by 
commandants  of  regiments,  batteries,  and  separate  squadrons,  and 
by  all  commanders  of  a  higher  grade,  each  in  what  concerns  his  own 
command,  and  to  his  immediate  commander.  From  these  the  Com- 
manding General  prepares  for  the  War  Department  his  report  of 
the  battle,  campaign,  or  important  movements  of  his  army,  and  for- 
wards it  to  the  Adjutant  General,  together  with  all  the  subordinate 
reports.— [Regs.  1863,  f  742.] 

1299.  When  an  officer  or  soldier  deserves  mention  for  conduct 
in  action,  a  special  report  shall  be  made  in  his  case,  and  tfre  General 
commanding  decides  whether  to  mention  him  in  his  report  to  the 
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War  Department  and  in  his  orders.  Bat  he  shall  not  be  mentioned 
in  the  report  until  he  has  been  mentioned  in  the  orders  to  the  Army. 
These  special  reports  are  examined  with  care  by  the  intermediate 
commanders,  to  verify  the  facts,  and  secure  commendation  and 
rewards  to  the  meritorious  only. — [Regs.  1863,  IT  743.] 

1993*  The  report  of  battles,  which  must  frequently  be  made 
before  these  special  reports  of  persons  are  scrutinized,  is  confined  to 

feneral  praise  or  blame,  and  an  account  of  the  operations. — [Begs. 
863,  IF  744.  J 

1994*  After  an  action,  the  officers  of  Ordnance  collect  the  muni- 
tions of  war  left  on  the  field,  and  make  a  return  of  them  to  the  Gen- 
eral. The  Quartermaster's  Department  collects  the  rest  of  the  pub- 
lic property  captured,  and  makes  the  returns  to  headquarters. — 
[Begs.  1863,  1F  741.] 

1995*  A  return  of  prisoners,  and  a  report  of  the  number  and 
description  of  the  killed  and  wounded  of  the  enemy,  will  be  for- 
warded to  the  Adjutant  General's  Office,  Washington,  D.  C. — [Begs. 
1863,  t  469.] 

PRISONERS  OF  WAR. 

1396.  Prisoners  of  war  will  be  disarmed  and  sent  to  the  rear, 
and  reported  as  soon  as  practicable  to  the  headquarters. — [Begs. 
1863,  IT  745.] 

1397*  The  private  property  of  prisoners  will  be  duly  respected, 
and  each  shall  be  treated  with  the  regard  due  to  his  rank.  They 
are  to  obey  the  necessary  orders  given  them.  They  receive  for  sub- 
sistence one  ration  each,  without  regard  to  rank ;  and  the  wounded 
are  to  be  treated  with  the  same  care  as  the  wounded  of  the  Army. 
Other  allowances  to  them  will  depend  on  conventions  with  the 
enemy.  Prisoners'  horses  will  be  taken  for  the  Army.— [-Bear*.  1H63, 
IT  746.] 

129§*  A  General  commanding  in  the  field,  or  a  Department,  will 
make  arrangements  for  the  safe-keeping  and  reasonable  comfort  of 
his  prisoners.  For  this  purpose  he  may  appoint  a  Provost  Marshal 
to  take  charge  of  them,  and  place  them  under  a  guard  already  on 
duty,  or  detach  a  guard  for  the  special  service.  The  General  will 
give  no  order  exchanging  prisoners,  or  releasing  them,  except  under 
instructions  from  the  Secretary  of  War.— [a.  O.  190,  1864.] 

1299*  In  emergencies  admitting  of  no  delay,  the  General  will 
act  upon  his  own  authority,  and  give  any  order  in  relation  to  his 
prisoners  the  public  interest  may  require,  promptly  reporting  his 
proceedings  to  the  War  Department  through  the  Adjutant  Gen- 
eral.— [Begs.  1863,  IT  781  j  G.  0.  190,  1864.] 

lSOO«  Commanders  of  Departments  and  of  armies  in  the  field, 
in  all  cases,  when  having  prisoners  in  possession,  will  require  full 
rolls,  giving  rank,  regiment,  and  company,  and  time  and  place  of 
capture,  to  be  forwarded,  without  delay,  to  the  Adjutant  General 
of  the  Army,  with  a  letter  of  transmittal,  showing  what  disposition 
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is  made  of  the  prisoners,  and  giving  any  other  information  that  may 
be  useful.  All  rolls  should  be  signed  by  the  officer  who  is  in  charge 
of  the  prisoners  at  the  time  they  are  prepared.— [G.  O.  190, 1864.] 

1301*  Generals  commanding  Departments,  or  in  the  field,  may, 
at  their  discretion,  send  their  prisoners  to  the  general  depots,  fur- 
nishing a  proper  roll  with  them,  showing  the  rank,  regiment,  and 
company,  and  when  and  where  captured ;  after  which  their  charge 
of  them  will  cease.  Immediately  on  the  arrival  of  prisoners  at  a 
depot,  the  commanding  officer  will  forward  to  the  Commissary  Gen- 
eral of  Prisoners  a  copy  of  the  roll  received  with  them,  noting  such 
changes  as  may  havo  been  made  by  escape  or  otherwise. — [G.  0. 
190,  1864.1 

1303*  Sick  and  wounded  prisoners  of  war  will  be  collected  at 
hospitals  designated  under  the  instructions  of  the  Surgeon  General 
for  their  exclusive  use,  so  far  as  practicable.  A  suitable  guard, 
"  which  shall  be  responsible  for  the  security  of  the  prisoners,  will  be 
detailed  by  the  Department  Commanders,  or  the  General  in  imme- 
diate command.  The  commander  of  the  guard  will  make  all  the 
returns  and  reports  required  of  depot  commanders. — [<r.  O.  190, 
1864.] 

1303*  Convalescent  prisoners  will  be  sent  to  the  permanent 
depots  as  often  as  may  be  convenient. — [G.  O. 190,  1864.] 

1304*  The  principle  being  recognized  that  Medical  officers  and 
Chaplains  should  not  be  held  as  prisoners  of  war,  they  will  be  im- 
mediately and  unconditionally  discharged.— [G.  O.  190,  1864.] 

130ft*  In  time  of  war,  a  Commissary  General  of  Prisoners  will 
be  announced,  and  all  communications  relating  to  prisoners  will 
pass  through  him.  Depots  for  prisoners  will  be  designated  by  the 
Secretary  of  War,  to  which  suitable  and  permanent  guards  will  be 
assigned,  the  whole  to  be  under  the  orders  of  the  Commissary  Gen- 
eral of  Prisoners.  He  will  establish  regulations  for  issuing  clothing 
to  prisoners,  and  will  direct  the  manner  in  which  funds  arising 
from  the  saving  of  rations  at  prison  hospitals  or  stations  shall  be 
accounted  for  and  disbursed  by  the  proper  disbursing  officer,  to 
provide  such  articles  as  he  may  deem  necessary  for  the  welfare  of 
the  prisoners.  He  is  authorized  to  grant  paroles  to  prisoners,  on 
the  recommendation  of  the  Medical  officer  attending  tne  prison,  in 
cases  of  extreme  illness,  but  under  no  other  circumstances. — [G.  O. 
190,  1864.] 

1306*  If  not  otherwise  provided,  guards  for  depots  and  prison 
stations  will  be  detailed  by  the  Department  Commander  on  the 
application  of  the  Commissary  General  of  Prisoners.  They  will 
not  be  relieved  or  changed  without  informing  him  of  the  fact ;  but 
all  returns  and  reports  of  these  guards  will  bo  made  to  the  Depart- 
ment Commanders,  to  whom  they  are  responsible  for  discipline, 
as  in  the  case  of  other  troops. — [G.  O.  190,  1864.] 

1 307.  The  Commissary  General  of  Prisoners  has  authority  to 
call  for  such  reports  from  officers  in  command  of  guards  over  pria- 
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oners  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  proper  discharge  of  his  own  du- 
ties, and  he  will  be  prepared  to  furnish  all  information  in  relation 
to  prisoners  called  for  by  the  Adjutant  General. — [G.  0. 190, 1864.] 

130§*  A  frill  record  of  all  prisoners  will  be  kept  in  the  office  of 
the  Commissary  General  of  Prisoners,  in  suitable  books,  giving  the 
name,  rank,  regiment,  and  company  of  each  military  prisoner,  the 
residence  of  each  civil  prisoner,  with  the  charges  against  him,  and 
the  time  and  place  of  capture  or  arrest.  Any  special  information 
of  importance  will  be  added  from  time  to  time  in  the  column  of 
remarks.  When  disposed  of  by  exchange  or  otherwise,  the  fact  and 
the  authority  for  it,  with  the  time,  should  be  noted  on  the  record. — 
[G.  O.  190,  1864.] 

1309*  The  Commissary  General  of  Prisoners  is  empowered  to 
visitplaces  at  which  prisoners  may  be  held,  and  to  recommend  to 
the  General  whose  guards  are  responsible  for  them  whatever  modi- 
fication in  their  treatment  may  seem  to  him  proper  or  necessary, 
and  report  the  same  to  the  War  Department.— i&.  O.  190, 1864.] 

PAROLING  AND  EXCHANGE  OF  PRISONERS. 

1310*  Exchanges  of  prisoners,  and  releases  of  officers  on  parole, 
depend  on  the  orders  of  the  General  commanding-in-chief  under 
the  instructions  of  Government. — I  Regs.  1863,  IT  747.] 

1311*  The  obligations  imposed  by  the  general  laws  and  usages 
of  war  upon  the  non-combatant  inhabitants  of  a  section  of  country 
passed  over  by  an  invading  army  cease  ^  hen  the  military  occupa- 
tion ceases ;  and  any  pledge  or  parole  given  by  snch  persons,  in 
regard  to  future  service,  is  null  and  of  no  effect. — [G.  O.  207, 1863.] 

1319*  A  military  parole  not  to  serve  until  exchanged  must  not 
be  confounded  with  a  parole  of  honor  to  do  or  not  to  do  a  particular 
thing  not  inconsistent  with  the  duty  of  a  soldier.  Thus,  a  prisoner 
of  war  actually  held  by  the  enemy  may,  in  order  to  obtain  ex- 
emption from  a  close  guard  or  confinement,  pledge  his  parole  of 
honor  that  he  will  make  no  attempt  to  escape.  Such  pledges  are 
binding  upon  the  individuals  giving  them ;  but  they  should  seldom 
be  given  or  received,  for  it  is  the  duty  of  a  prisoner  to  escape  if  able 
to  do  so.— IG.  O.  207,  1863.] 

1313*  Whenever  prisoners  of  war  are  released  on  parole  and 
sent  through  the  lines,  the  officers  who  release  them  will  imme- 
diately send  rolls  to  the  Adjutant  General  of  the  Army,  containing 
an  exact  list  of  the  prisoners'  names,  rank,  regiment,  and  company, 
date  and  place  of  capture,  and  date  and  place  of  parole.  These 
rolls  are  indispensable  in  effecting  exchanges  of  prisoners. — [G.  O. 
190,1864.] 

1314*  The  following  rules  in  regard  to  paroles  are  established 
by  the  common  law  and  usages  of  war:— [(r.  O.  49, 1863.] 

An  officer  who  gives  a  parole  for  himself  or  his  command  on  the 
battle-field  is  deemed  a  deserter,  and  will  be  punished  accordingly, 
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For  the  officer,  the  pledging  of  his  parole  is  an  individual  act, 
and  no  wholesale  paroiing  by  an  officer,  for  a  number  of  inferiors 
in  rank,  is  permitted  or  valid. 

No  prisoner  of  -war  can  he  forced  by  the  hostile  Government  to 
pledge  his  parole ;  and  any  threat  or  ill  treatment  to  force  the  giv- 
ing of  the  parole  is  contrary  to  the  law  of  war,  and  not  binding. 

No  prisoner  of  war  can  enter  into  engagements  inconsistent  with 
his  character  and  duties  as  a  citizen  and  a  subject  of  his  State.  He 
can  only  bind  himself  not  to  bear  arms  against  his  captor  for  a  lim- 
ited period,  or  until  he  is  exchanged,  and  this  only  with  the  stipu- 
lated or  implied  consent  of  his  own  Government.  If  the  engage- 
ment which  he  makes  is  not  approved  by  his  Government,  he  is 
bound  to  return  and  surrender  himself  as  a  prisoner  of  war.  His 
own  Government  cannot  at  the  same  time  disown  his  engagement 
and  refuse  his  return  as  a  prisoner. 

No  one  can  pledge  his  parole  that  he  will  never  bear  arms  against 
the  Government  ot  his  captors,  nor  that  he  will  not  bear  arms  against 
any  other  enemy  of  his  Government,  not  at  the  time  the  ally  of  his 
captors.  Such  agreements  have  reference  only  to  the  existing  en- 
emy and  his  existing  allies,  and  to  the  existing  war,  and  not  to 
future  belligerents. 

While  the  pledging  of  the  military  parole  is  a  voluntary  act  of  the 
individual,  the  capturing  power  is  not  obliged  to  grant  it,  nor  is 
the  Government  of  the  individual  paroled  bound  to  approve  or 
ratify  it. 

Paroles  not  authorized  by  the  common  law  of  war  are  not  valid 
till  approved  by  the  Government  of  the  individual  so  pledging  his 
parole. 

The  pledging  of  any  unauthorized  military  parole  is  a  military 
offense,  punishable  under  the  common  law  of  war. 

J  315*  The  Commissary  General  of  Prisoners  has  charge  of  the 
United  States  officers  and  men  on  parole,  and  correspondence  relat- 
ing to  them.  AH  details  concerning  them  will  pass  through  him. — 
[G.  O.  190,  1864.] 

1316*  The  exchange  of  prisoners  is  made  under  a  cartel  mutu- 
ally agreed  upon  by  the  belligerents,  and  stating  at  what  times  and 
in  what  manner  the  exchanges  shall  be  made  and  the  prisoners 
delivered.— [G.  O.  142,  1862;  G.  O.  100,  1863.] 

1317*  A  declaration  of  exchange  can  only  properly  emanate  from 
the  office  of  the  Adjutant  General  of  the  Army.  Whenever  com- 
manders are  authorized  to  make  exchanges,  their  authority  is  con- 
fined to  delivering  prisoners  of  war,  and  receiving  others  as  equiv- 
alents. They  should  then  furnish  the  Commissary  General  of  Pris- 
oners with  lists  of  all  persons  thus  received  and  delivered,  upon 
which  the  order  declaring  the  exchange  will  be  issued  by  the  Adju- 
tant General.  Such  lists  should  be  full  as  to  names,  rank,  place  of 
capture,  and  place  of  deli  very. — [G.  O.  62,  1865.] 

13 1§.  The  following  may  be  used  as  a  form  of  the  cartel,  the 
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provisions  being  liable  to  modification,  according  to  agreement,  by 
the  agents  appointed  by  the  proper  authorities: — [G.  0. 142,  1862.] 

The  undersigned,  haying  been  commissioned  by  the  authorities 
they  respectively  represent  to  make  arrangements  for  a  general 
exchange  of  prisoners  of  war,  have  agreed  to  the  following  articles: 

Article  1.  It  is  hereby  agreed  and  stipulated  that  all  prisoners 
of  war  held  by  either  party,  including  those  taken  on  private  armed 
vessels  known  as  privateers,  shall  be  discharged  upon  the  conditions 
and  terms  following : 

Prisoners  to  be  exchanged  man  for  man  and  officer  for  officer ; 

Srivateers  to  be  placed  upon  the  footing  of  officers  and  men  of  the 
avy. 

Men  and  officers  of  lower  grades  may  be  exchanged  for  officers 
of  a  higher  grade,  and  men  and  officers  of  different  services  may  be 
exchanged  according  to  the  following  scale  of  equivalents : 

A  General  commanding- in-chief  or  an  Admiral  shall  be  exchanged 
for  officers  of  equal  rank  or  for  sixty  privates  or  common  seamen. 

A  Major  General  or  Flag  Officer  snail  be  exchanged  for  officers 
of  equal  rank  or  for  forty  privates  or  common  seamen. 

A  Brigadier  General  or  a  Commodore  carrying  a  broad  pennant 
shall  be  exchanged  for  officers  of  equal  rank  or  tor  twenty  privates 
or  common  seamen. 

A  Colonel  or  a  Captain  in  the  Navy  shall  be  exchanged  for  offi- 
cers of  equal  rank  or  for  fifteen  privates  or  common  seamen. 

A  Lieutenant  Colonel  or  a  Commander  in  the  Navy  shall  be  ex- 
changed for  officers  of  equal  rank  or  for  ten  privates  or  common 
seamen. 

A  Major  or  a  Lieutenant  Commander  shall  be  exchanged  for  offi- 
cers of  equal  rank  or  for  eight  privates  or  common  seamen. 

A  Captain  in  the  Army  or  Marines  or  a  Lieutenant  or  a  Master  in 
the  Navy  shall  be  exchanged  for  officers  of  equal  rank  or  for  six 
privates  or  common  seamen. 

Lieutenants  in  the  Army  shall  be  exchanged  for  officers  of  equal 
rank  or  for  four  privates  or  common  seamen. 
.   Midshipmen,  Warrant  Officers  in  the  Navy,  Masters  of  merchant 
vessels,  and  Commanders  of  privateers  shall  be  exchanged  for  offi- 
cers of  equal  rank  or  for  three  privates  or  common  seamen. 

Second  Captains,  Lieutenants,  or  Mates  of  merchant  vessels  or 
privateers,  and  all  petty  officers  in  the  Navy  and  all  non-commis- 
sioned officers  in  the  Army  or  Marines,  shall  be  severally  exchanged 
for  persons  of  equal  rank  or  for  two  privates  or  common  seamen ; 
and  private  soldiers  or  common  seamen  shall  be  exchanged  for  each 
other,  man  for  man. 

Article  2.  Local,  State,  civil,  and  militia  rank  held  by  persons 
not  in  actual  military  service  will  not  be  recognized,  the  basis  of 
exchange  being  the  grade  actually  held  in  the  naval  and  military 
service  of  the  respective  parties. 

Article  3.  If  citizens  held  by  either  party  on  charges  of  an«- 
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alleged  civil  offense  ore  exchanged,  it  shall  only  be  for  citizens. 
Captured  sutlers,  teamsters,  and  all  civilians  in  the  actual  service 
of  either  party,  to  be  exchanged  for  persons  in  similar  position. 

Article  4.  The  surplus  prisoners  not  exchanged,  if  paroled,  shall 
not  l>e  permitted  to  take  up  arms  again,  nor  to  serve  as  military 
police  or  constabulary  force  in  any  fort,  garrison,  or  field  work  held 
by  either  of  the  respective  parties,  nor  as  guards  of  prisons,  depots, 
or  stores,  nor  to  discharge  any  duty  usually  performed  by  soldiers, 
until  exchanged  under  the  provisions  of  this  cartel.  The  exchange 
is  not  to  be  considered  complete  until  the  officer  or  soldier  ex- 
changed for  has  been  actually  restored  to  the  lines  to  which  he 
belongs. 

Article  5.  Each  party,  upon  the  discharge  of  prisoners  of  the 
other  party,  is  authorized  to  discharge  an  equal  number  of  their 
own  officers  or  men  from  parole,  according  to  the  scale  of  equiva- 
lents already  agreed  upon,  furnishing  at  the  same  time  to  the  other 
party  a  list  of  their  prisoners  discharged  and  of  their  own  officers 
and  men  relieved  from  parole — thus  enabling  each  party  to  relieve 
from  parole  such  of  their  own  officers  and  men  as  the  party  may 
choose.  The  lists  thus  mutually  furnished  will  keep  both  parties 
advised  of  the  true  condition  of  the  exchange  of  prisoners. 

Article  6.  The  stipulations  and  provisions  above  mentioned  to 
be  of  binding  obligation  during  the  continuance  of  the  war,  it  mat- 
ters not  which  party  may  have  the  surplus  of  prisoners,  the  great 
principles  involved  being — 1st.  An  equitable  exchange  of  prisoners, 
man  for  man,  officer  for  officer,  or  officers  of  higher  grade  ex- 
changed for  officers  of  lower  grade,  or  for  privates  according  to  the 
scale  of  equivalents;  2d.  That  privateers  and  officers  and  men  of 
different  services  may  be  exchanged  according  to  the  same  scale 
of  equivalents ;  3d.  That  all  prisoners,  of  whatever  arm  of  service, 
are  to  be  exchanged  or  paroled  as  soon  as  it  is  practicable  to  trans- 
fer them  to  their  own  lines;  4th.  That  no  officer,  soldier,  or  em* 
ploy 6"  in  the  service  of  either  party  is  to  be  considered  as  ex- 
changed and  absolved  from  his  parole  until  his  equivalent  has 
actually  reached  the  lines  of  his  friends;  5th.  That  the  parole  for- 
bids the  performance  of  field,  garrison,  police,  or  guard,  or  constab- 
ulary duty. 

Article  7.  For  the  purpose  of  carrying  into  effect  the  foregoing 
articles  of  agreement,  each  party  will  appoint  two  agents,  to  be 
called  agents  for  the  exchange  of  prisoners  of  war,  whose  duty  it 
shall  be  to  communicate  with  each  other,  by  correspondence  and 
otherwise,  to  prepare  the  lists  of  prisoners,  to  attend  to  the  delivery 
of  the  prisoners  at  the  places  agreed  on,  and  to  carry  out  promptly, 
effectually,  and  iu  good  faith,  all  the  details  and  provisions  of  the 
said  articles  of  agreement. 

Article  8.  In  case  any  misunderstanding  shall  arise  in  regard 
to  any  clause  or  stipulation  in  the  foregoing  articles,  it  is  mutually 
agreed  that  such  misunderstanding  shall  not  interrupt  the  release 
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of  prisoners  on  parole,  as  heroin  provided,  bnt  shall  be  made  the 
subject  of  friendly  explanations,  in  order  that  tho  object  of  this 
agreement  may  neither  be  defeated  nor  postponed. 

1319.  INSTRUCTIONS  FOR  ^THE  GOVERNMENT  OF  ARMIES  OF  THE 
UNITED  8TATE8  IN  THE  FIELD. 

La.  O.  100,  1803.] 

Section  L— Martial  Laio— Military  jurisdiction— Military  necettity— Retaliation. 

1.  A  place,  district,  or  country  occupied  by  an  enemy  stands,  in  consequence 
of  the  occupation,  under  the  Martial  Law  of  the  invading  or  occupying  Army, 
whether  any  proclamation  declaring  Martial  Law,  or  any  public  warning  to  the 
inhabitants,  has  been  issued  or  not.  Martial  Law  is  the  immediate  ana  direct 
effect  and  consequence  of  occupation  or  conquest. 

The  prcsenco  of  a  hostile  army  proclaims  its  Martial  Law. 

2.  Martial  Law  does  not  cease  during  the  hostile  occupation,  except  by  special 
proclamation,  ordered  by  the  commander-in-chief;  or  by  special  mention  m.  the 
treaty  of  peace  concluding  the  war,  when  the  occupation  of  a  place  or  territory 
continues  beyond  the  conclusion  of  peace  as  one  of  the  conditions  of  the  same. 

8.  Martial  Law  in  a  hostile  country  consists  in  the  suspension,  by  the  occupy- 
ing military  authority,  of  the  criminal  and  civil  law,  and  of  the  domestic  udmin- 
istration  and  government  in  the  occupied  placo  or  territory,  and  in  the  substitu- 
tion of  military  rule  and  force  for  the  same,  as  well  as  in  the  dictation  of  general 
laws,  as  far  as  military  necessity  requires  this  suspension,  substitution,  or  dic- 
tation. 

The  commander  of  the  forces  may  proclaim  that  the  administration  of  all  civil 
and  penal  law  shall  continue,  either  wholly  or  in  part,  as  in  times  of  peace, 
unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  military  authority. 

4.  Martial  Law  is  simply  military  authority  oxeroised  in  accordance  with  the 
laws  and  usages  of  war.  Military  oppression  is  not  Martial  Law ;  it  is  the  abuse 
of  the  power  which  that  law  confers.  As  Martial  Law  is  executed  by  military 
force,  it  is  incumbent  upon  those  who  administer  it  to  be  strictly  guided  by  the 
principles  of  justice,  honor,  and  humanity— virtues  adorning  a  soldier  even  more 
than  other  men,  for  the  very  reason  that  he  possesses  the  power  of  his  arms 
against  the  unarmed. 

5.  Martial  Law  should  be  less  stringent  in  places  and  countries  fully  occupied 
and  fairly  conquered.  Much  greater  severity  may  be  exercised  in  places  or 
regions  where  actual  hostilities  exist,  or  are  expected  and  must  be  prepared  for. 
Its  most  oomplete  sway  is  allowed— even  in  the  commander's  own  country—when 
lace  to  face  with  the  enemy,  because  of  tho  absolute  necessities  of  the  case,  and 
of  the  paramount  duty  to  defend  the  country  against  invasion. 

To  save  the  country  is  paramount  to  all  other  considerations. 

6.  All  civil  and  penal  law  shall  continue  to  take  its  usual  course  in  the  enemy's 
places  and  territories  under  Martial  Law,  unless  interrupted  or  stopped  by  order 
of  the  occupying  military  power ;  but  all  the  functions  or  the  hostile  government 
—legislative,  executive,  or  administrative— whether  of  a  general,  provincial,  or 
local  character,  cease  under  Martial  Law,  or  continue  only  with  the  sanction,  or, 
if  deemed  necessary,  the  participation  of  the  occupier  or  invader. 

7.  Martial  Law  extends  to  property,  and  to  persons,  whether  they  are  subjects 
of  the  enemy  or  aliens  to  that  government. 

8.  Consuls,  among  American  and  European  nations,  are  not  diplomatic  agents. 
Nevertheless,  their  offices  and  persons  will  be  subjected  to  Martial  Law  in  cases 
of  urgent  necessity  only ;  their  property  and  business  are  not  exempted.  Any 
delinquency  they  commit  against  tho  established  military  rule  may  be  punished 
as  in  the  case  or  any  other  inhabitant,  and  such  punishment  furnishes  no  reason- 
able ground  for  international  complaint. 

0.  The  functions  of  Ambassadors,  Ministers,  or  other  diplomatic  agents,  r 
credited  by  neutral  powers  to  the  hostile  government,  ceaso,  so  far  as  regards

displaced  government;  bat  the  conquering  or  occupying  power  usually  rccogi 
nizea  them  as  temporarily  accredited  to  itself. 

10.  Martial  Law  affects  chiefly  the  police  and  collection  of  pnblic  revenue  and 
taxes,  whether  imposed  by  the  expelled  government  or  by  the  invader,  and 
refers  mainly  to  the  support  and  efficiency  of  the  Army,  its  safety,  and  the  safety 
of  its  operations. 

11.  The  law  of  war  does  not  only  disclaim  all  cruelty  and  bad  faith  concerning 
engagements  concluded  with  the  enemy  daring  the  war,  but  also  the  breaking 
of  stipulations  solemnly  contracted  by  the  belligerents  in  time  of  peace,  and 
avowedly  intended  to  remain  in  force  in  case  of  war  between  the  contracting 
powers. 

It  disclaims  all  extortions  and  other  transactions  for  individual  gain ;  all  acts 
of  private  revenge,  or  connivance  at  such  acts. 

Offenses  to  the  contrary  shall  be  severely  punished,  and  especially  so  if  com- 
mitted by  officers. 

12.  Whenever  feasible,  Martial  Law  is  carried  out  in  oases  of  individual 
offenders  by  Military  Courts;  but  sentences  of  death  shall  be  executed  only 
with  the  approval  o'f  the  chief  executive,  provided  the  urgency  of  the  case 
does  not  require  a  speedier  execution,  and  then  only  with  the  approval  of  the 
chief  commander. 

13.  Military  jurisdiction  Is  of  two  kinds :  first,  that  which  is  conferred  and 
defined  by  statute ;  second,  that  which  is  derived  from  the  common  law  of  war. 
Military  offenses  under  the  statute  law  must  be  tried  in  the  manner  therein 
directed ;  but  military  offenses  which  do  not  come  within  the  statute  must  be 
tried  and  punished  under  the  common  law  of  war.  The  character  of  the  courts 
which  exeroise  these  jurisdictions  depends  upon  the  local  laws  of  each  particular 
country. 

In  the  armies  of  the  United  States  the  first  is  exercised  by  courts-martial  ; 
while  cases  which  do  not  come  within  the  "Rules  and  Articles  of  War,"  or  the 
jurisdiction  conferred  by  statute  on  courts-martial,  are  tried  by  military  com- 
missions. 

14.  Military  necessity,  as  understood  by  modern  civilized  nations,  consists  in 
the  necessity  of  those  measures  which  arc  indispensablo  for  securing  the  ends 
of  the  war,  and  which  are  lawful  according  to  the  modem  law  and  usages  of  war. 

15.  Military  necessity  admits  of  all  direct  destruction  of  life  or  limb  of  armed 
enemies,  and  of  other  persons  whose  destruction  is  incidentally  unavoidable  in 
the  armed  contests  of  the  war;  it  allows  of  the  capturing  of  every  armed  enemy, 
and  every  enemy  of  importance  to  the  hostile  government,  or  of  peculiar  danger, 
to  the  captor ;  it  allows  of  all  destruction  oi  property,  and  obstruction  of  the 
ways  and  channels  of  traffic,  travel,  or  communication,  and  of  all  withholding 
of  sustenance  or  means  of  life  from  the  enemy ;  of  the  appropriation  of  whatever 
an  enemy's  country  affords  necessary  for  the  subsistence  and  safety  of  the  Army, 
and  of  such  deception  as  does  not  involve  the  breaking  of  good  faith,  either  pos- 
itively pledged,  regarding  agreements  entered  into  during  the  war,  or  supposed 
by  the  modern  law  of  war  to  exist.  Men  who  take  up  arms  against  one  another 
in  public  war  do  not  cease  on  this  account  to  be  moral  beings,  responsible  to  one 
another,  and  to  God. 

10.  Military  necessity  does  not  admit  of  cruelty,  that  is,  the  infliction  of  suf- 
fering for  the  sake  of  suffering  or  for  revenge,  nor  of  maiming  or  wounding, 
except  in  fight,  nor  of  torture  to  extort  confessions.  It  does  not  admit  of  the 
use  of  poison  in  any  way,  nor  of  the  wanton  devastation  of  a  district.  It  admits 
of  deception,  but  disclaims  acts  of  perfidy ;  and,  in  general,  military  necessity 
docs  npt  include  any  act  of  hostility  which  makes  the  return  to  peace  unneces- 
sarily difficult. 

17.  War  is  not  carried  on  by  arms  alone.  It  is  lawful  to  starve  the  hostile 
belligerent,  armed  or  unarmed,  so  that  it  leads  to  the  speedier  subjection  of  the 
enemy. 

18.  When  the  commander  of  a  besieged  place  expels  the  non-combatants,  in 
order  to  lessen  the  number  of  those  who  consume  his  stock  of  provisions,  it  is 
lawful,  though  an  extreme  measure,  to  drive  them  back,  so  as  to  hasten  on  the 
surrender. 
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19.  Commanders,  whenever  admissible,  inform  the  enemy  of  their  intention 
to  bombard  a  place,  so  that  the  non-combatants,  and  especially  the  women  and 
children,  may  be  removed  before  the  bombardment  commences.  But  it  is  no 
infraction  of  the  common  law  of  war  to  omit  thus  to  inform  the  enemy.  Sur- 
prise may  be  a  necessity. 

20.  Public  war  is  a  state  of  armed  hostility  between  sovereign  nations  or  gov- 
ernments. It  is  a  law  and  requisite  of  civilized  existence  that  men  live  in  polit- 
ical, continuous  societies,  forming  organized  units,  called  states  or  nations,  whose 
constituents  bear,  enjoy,  and  suffer,  advance  and  retrograde  together,  in  peace 
and  in  war. 

21.  The  citizen  or  native  of  a  hostile  country  Is  thus  an  enemy,  as  one  of  the 
constituents  of  the  hostile  state  or  nation,  and  as  such  is  subjected  to  the  hard- 
ships of  thi>  war. 

22.  Nevertheless,  as  civilization  has  advanced  during  the  last  eentaries,  so  has 
likewise  steadily  advanced,  especially  in  war  on  land,  the  distinction  between 
the  private  individual  belonging  to  a  hostile  country  and  the  hostile  country 
itself,  with  its  men  in  arms.  The  principle  has  been  more  and  more  acknowl- 
edged that  the  unarmed  citizen  is  to  be  spared  in  person,  property,  and  honor 
as  much  as  the  exigencies  of  war  *vill  admit. 

28.  Private  citizens  are  no  longer  murdered,  enslaved,  or  carried  off  to  distant 
parts,  and  the  inoffensive  individual  is  as  little  disturbed  in  his  private  relations 
as  the  commander  of  the  hostile  troops  can  afford  to  grant  in  the  overruling 
demands  of  a  vigorous  war. 

24.  The  almost  universal  rule  in  remote  times  was,  and  continues  to  be  with 
barbarous  armies,  that  the  private  individual  of  the  hostile  country  is  destined 
to  suffer  every  privation  of  liberty  and  protection,  and  every  disruption  of  family 
ties.    Protection  was,  and  still  is  with  uncivilized  people,  the  exception. 

25.  In  modern  regular  wars  of  the  Europoans,  and  their  descendants  in  ether 
portions  of  the  globe,  protection  of  the  inoffensive  citizen  of  the  hostile  country 
is  the  rule ;  privation  and  disturbance  of  private  relations  are  the  exceptions.  * 

26.  Commanding  generals  may  cause  the  magistrates  and  civil  officers  of  the 
hostile  country  to  take  the  oath  of  temporary  allegiance  or  an  oath  of  fidelity  to 
their  own  victorious  government  or  rulers,  and  they  may  expel  every  one  who 
declines  to  do  so.  But  whether  they  do  so  or  not,  the  people  and  their  civil  offi- 
cers owe  strict  obedience  to  them  as  long  as  they  hold  sway  over  the  district  or 
country,  at  the  peril  of  their  lives. 

27.  The  law  of  war  can  no  more  wholly  dispense  with  retaliation  than  can  the 
law  of  nations,  of  which  it  is  a  branch.  Yet  civilized  nations  acknowledge  retal- 
iation as  the  sternest  feature  of  war.  A  reckless  enemy  often  leaves  to  his  oppo- 
nent no  other  means  of  securing  himself  against  the  repetition  of  barbarous 
outrage. 

28.  Retaliation  will,  therefore,  never  be  resorted  to  as  a  measure  of  mere  re* 
venge,  but  onlv  as  a  means  of  protective  retribution,  and,  moreover,  cautiously 
and  unavoidably ;  that  is  to  say,  retaliation  shall  only  be  resorted  to  after  careful 
inquiry  into  the  real  occurrence,  and  the  character  of  the  misdeeds  that  may 
demand  retribution. 

Unjust  or  inconsiderate  retaliation  removes  the  belligerents  further  and  further 
from  the  mitigating  rules  of  a  regular  war,  and  by  rapid  steps  leads  them  nearer 
to  the  internecine  wars  of  savages. 

29.  Modern  times  are  distinguished  from  earlier  ages  by  the  existence,  at  one 
and  the  same  time,  of  many  nations  and  great  governments  related  to  one  another 
in  close  intercourse. 

Peace  is  their  normal  condition ;  war  is  the  exception.  The  ultimate  object 
of  all  modern  war  is  a  renewed  state  of  neace. 

The  more  vigorously  wars  are  pursued,  the  better  it  is  for  humanity.  Sharp 
wars  are  brief. 

30.  Ever  since  the  formation  and  coexistence  of  modern  nations,  and  ever 
since  wars  have  become  great  national  wars,  war  has  come  to  be  acknowledged 
not  to  be  its  own  end,  but  the  means  to  obtain  great  ends  of  state,  or  to  consist 
in  defense  against  wrong ;  and  no  conventional  restriction  of  the  modes  adopted 
to  injure  the  enemy  is  any  longer  admitted ;  but  the  law  of  war  imposes  many 
limitations  and  restrictions  on  principles  of  justice,  faith,  and  honor. 
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Section  II.— Public  and  private  property  of  the  enemy— Protection  of  persons, 
and  especially  women ;  of  religion,  the  arts  and  sciences— Punishment  of  crimes 
against  the  inhabitants  of  hostile  countries. 

31.  A  victorious  army  appropriates  all  public  money,  seizes  all  public  movable 
property  until  further  direction  by  its  government,  and  sequesters  for  its  own 
benefit  or  that  of  its  government  all  the  revenues  of  real  property  belonging  to 
the  hostile  government  or  nation.  The  title  to  such  real  property  remains  in 
abeyance  daring  military  occupation,  and  until  the  conquest  is  made  complete. 

32.  A  victorious  army,  by  the  martial  power  inherent  in  the  same,  may  sus- 
pend, change,  or  abolish,  as  far  as  the  martial  power  extends,  the  relations 
which  arise  from  the  services  due,  according  to  the  existing  laws  of  the  invaded 
country,  from  one  citizen,  subject,  or  native  of  the  same  to  another. 

The  commander  of  the  army  must  leave  it  to  the  ultimate  treaty  of  peace  to 
settle  the  permanency  of  this  change. 

33.  It  is  no  longer  considered  lawful-- on  the  contrary,  it  is  held  to  be  a  serious 
breach  of  the  law  of  war— to  force  the  subjects  of  the  enemy  into  the  service  of 
the  victorious  government,  except  the  latter  should  proclaim,  after  a  fair  and 
complete  conquest  of  the  hostile  country  or  district,  that  it  is  resolved  to  keep 
the  country,  district,  or  place  permanently  as  its  own  and  make  it  a  portion  of 
its  own  country. 

34.  As  a  general  rule,  the  property  belonging  to  churches,  to  hospitals,  or  other 
establishments  of  an  exclusively  charitable  character,  to  establishments  of  edu- 
cation, or  foundations  for  the  promotion  of  knowledge,  whether  public  schools, 
universities,  academies  of  learning  or  observatories,  museums  or  the  fine  arts, 
or  of  a  scientific  character— such  property  is  not  to  be  considered  public  prop- 
erty in  the  sense  of  paragraph  31 ;  but  it  may  be  taxed  or  used  when  the  public 
service  may  require  it. 

35.  Classical  works  of  art,  libraries,  scientific  collections,  or  precious  instru- 
ments, such  as  astronomical  telescopes,  as  well  as  hospitals,  must  be  secured 
against  all  avoidable  injury,  even  when  they  are  contained  in  fortified  places 
whilst  besieged  or  bombarded. 

36.  If  such  works  of  art,  libraries,  collections,  or  instruments  belonging  to  a 
hostile  nation  or  government  can  be  removed  without  injury,  the  ruler  of  the 
conquering  state  or  nation  may  order  them  to  be  seized  and  removed  for  the 
benefit  of  the  said  nation.  The  ultimate  ownership  is  to  be  settled  by  the  ensu- 
ing treaty  of  peace. 

In  no  oase  snail  they  be  sold  or  given  away,  if  captured  by  the  armies  of  the 
United  States,  nor  shall  they  ever  be  privately  appropriated,  or  wantonly  de- 
stroy ed  or  injured. 

37  The  United  States  acknowledge  and  protect,  in  hostile  countries  occupied 
by  them,  religion  and  morality;  strictly  private  property;  the  persons  of  the 
inhabitants,  especially  those  of  women ;  and  the  sacredness  of  domestic  rela- 
tions, s    Offenses  to  the  contrary  shall  be  rigorously  punished. 

Thi  rale  does  not  interfere  with  the  right  of  the  victorious  invader  to  tax  the 
people  or  their  property,  to  levy  forced  loans,  to  billet  soldiers,  or  to  appropri- 
ate property,  especially  houses,  land,  boats  or  ships,  and  churches,  for  tempo- 
rary and  military  uses. 

38.  Private  property,  unless  forfeited  by  crimes  or  by  offenses  of  the  owner, 
can  b  e  seized  only  by  way  of  military  necessity,  for  the  support  or  other  benefit 
of  thne  Army  or  of  the  United  States. 

If  the  owner  has  not  fled,  the  commanding  officer  will  cause  receipts  to  bo 
given,  which  may  serve  the  spoliated  owner  to  obtain  indemnity. 

39.  The  salaries  of  civil  officers  of  the  hostile  government  who  remain  in  the 
invaded  territory,  and  continue  the  work  of  their  office,  and  can  continue  it 
according  to  the  circumstances  arising  out  of  the  war — such  as  judges,  adminis- 
trative or  police  officers,  officers  of  city  or  communal  governments— are  paid 
from  the  public  revenue  of  the  invaded  territory,  until  the  military  government 
has  reason  wholly  or  partially  to  discontinue  it.  Salaries  or  incomes  connected 
with  purely  honorary  titles  are  always  stopped. 

40.  There  exists  no  law  or  body  of  authoritative  rules  of  action  between  hos- 
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tilo  armies,  except  that  branch  of  the  law  of  nature  and  nations  which  is  called 
the  law  and  usages  of  war  on  land. 

41.  All  municipal  law  of  the  ground  on  which  the  armies  stand,  or  of  the 
countries  to  which  they  belong,  is  silent  and  of  no  effect  between  armies  in  the 
field.    • 

42.  Slavery,  complicating  and  confounding  the  ideas  of  property  (that  is  of  a 
thing)  and  of  personalty  (that  is  of  humanity)  exists  according  to  municipal  or 
local  law  only.  The  law  of  nature  and  nations  has  never  acknowledged  it.  The 
digest  of  the  Roman  law  enacts  the  early  dictum  of  the  pagan  jurist,  that  "so 
far  as  the  law  of  nature  is  concerned,  all  men  are  equal."  Fugitives  escaping 
from  a  country  in  which  they  were  slaves,  villains,  or  serfs,  into  another  country, 
have,  for  centuries  past,  been  held  free  and  acknowledged  free  by  judicial  decis- 
ions of  European  countries,  even  though  the  municipal  law  of  the  country  in 
which  the  slave  had  taken  refuge  acknowledged  slavery  within  its  own  domin- 
ions. 

48.  Therefore,  in  a  war  between  the  United  States  and  a  belligerent  which 
admits  of  slavery,  if  a  person  held  in  bondage  by  that  belligerent  be  captured  by 
or  come  as  a  fugitive  under  the  protection  of  the  military  forces  of  the  United 
States,  such  person  is  immediately  entitled  to  the  rights  and  privileges  of  a  free- 
man. To  return  such  person  into  slavery  would  -amount  to  enslaving  a  free 
person,  and  neither  the  united  States  nor  any  officer  under  their  authority  can 
enslave  any  human  being.  Moreover,  a  person  so  made  free  by  the  law  of  war 
Is  under  the  shield  of  the  law  of  nations,  and  the  former  owner  or  State  can  have, 
by  the  law  of  postliminy,  no  belligerent  lien  or  claim  of  service. 

44.  AH  wanton  violence  committed  against  persons  in  the  invaded  country, 
all  destruction  of  property  not  commanded  by  the  authorised  officer,  all  robbery, 
all  pillage  or  sacking,  even  after  taking  a  place  by  main  force,  all  rape,  wounding, 
maiming,  or  killing  of  such  inhabitants,  are  prohibited  under  the  penalty  of 
death,  or  such  other  severe  punishment  as  may  seem  adequate  for  the  gravity  of 
the  offense. 

A  soldier,  officer  or  private,  in  the  act  of  committing  such  violence,  and  dis- 
obeying a  superior  ordering  him  to  abstain  from  it,  may  be  lawfully  killed  on 
the  spot  by  such  superior. 

45.  All  captures  and  booty  belong,  according  to  the  modern  law  of  war,  pri- 
marily to  the  government  of  the  captor. 

Prise-money,  whether  on  sea  or  land,  can  now  only  be  claimed  under  local  law. 

46.  Neither  officers  nor  soldiers  are  allowed  to  make  use  of  their  position 
or  power  in  the  hostile  country  for  private  gain,  not  even  for  commercial  trans- 
actions otherwise  legitimate.  Offenses  to  the  contrary  committed  by  commis- 
sioned officers  will  be  punished  with  cashiering  or  such  other  punishment  as 
the  nature  of  the  offense  may  require ;  if  by  soldiers,  they  shall  be  punished 
according  to  the  nature  of  the  offense. 

47.  Crimes  punishable  by  all  penal  codes,  such  as  arson,  murder,  maiming, 
assaults,  highway  robbery,  theft,  burglary,  fraud,  forgery,  and  rape,  if  com- 
mitted by  an  American  soldier  in  a  hostile  country  against  its  inhabitants, 
are  not  only  punishable  as  at  home,  but  in  all  cases  in  which  death  is  not 
inflicted  the  severer  punishment  shall  be  preferred. 

Section  HL— Detertert— Prisoners  of  War— Hottaget— Booty  on  ths  battle-field. 

48.  Deserters  from  the  American  Army,  having  entered  the  service  of  the 
enemy,  suffer  death  if  they  fall  again  into  the  hands  of  the  United  States,  whether 
by  capture,  or  being  delivered  up  to  the  American  Army ;  and  if  a  deserter  from 
the  enemy,  having  taken  service  in  the  Army  of  the  United  States,  is  captured 
by  the  enemy,  ana  punished  by  them  with  death  or  otherwise,  it  is  not  a  breach 
against  the  law  and  usages  of  war,  requiring  redress  or  retaliation. 

49.  A  prisoner  of  war  is  a  public  enemy  armed  or  attached  to  the  hostile  army 
for  active  aid,  who  has  fallen  into  the  hands  of  the  captor,  either  fighting  or 
wounded,  on  the  field  or  in  the  hospital,  by  individual  surrender  or  by  capit- 
ulation. 

All  soldiers,  of  whatever  species  of  arms ;  all  men  who  belong  to  the  rising 
en  matte  of  the  hostile  country  j  all  those  who  are  attached  to  the  army  for  its 
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Efficiency  and  promote  directly  the  object  of  the  war,  except  such  as  are  herein* 
after  provided  for;  all  disabled  men  or  officers  on  the  field  or  elsewhere,  if 
captured ;  all  enemies  who  have  thrown  away  their  arms  and  ask  for  o  uarter, 
4Te  prisoners  of  war,  and  as  such  exposed  to  the  inconveniences  as  well  as  en- 
titled to  the  privileges  of  a  prisoner  of  war. 

50.  Moreover,  citizens  who  accompany  an  army,  for  whatever  purpose,  such 
as  sutlers,  editors,  or  reporters  of  journals,  or  contractors,  if  captured,  may  be 
made  prisoners  of  war,  and  be  detained  as  such. 

The  monarch  and  members  of  the  hostile  reigning  family,  male  or  female,  the 
chief;  and  chief  officers  of  the  hostile  government,  its  diplomatic  agents,  and  all 
persons  who  are  of  particular  and  singular  use  and  benefit  to  the  hostile  army 
or  its  government,  are,  if  captured  mi  belligerent  ground,  and  if  unprovided 
with  a  safe-conduct  granted  by  the  captor's  government,  prisoners  of  war. 

51.  If  the  people  oi  that  portion  of  an  invaded  country  which  is  not  yet  occu- 
pied by  the  enemy,  or  of  the  whole  country,  at  the  approach  of  a  hostile  army, 
rise,  under  a  duly  authorized  levy,  en  masse  to  resist  the  invader,  they  ore  now 
treated  as  public  enemies,  and  if  captured,  are  prisoners  of  war. 

52.  No  belligerent  has  the  right  to  declare  that  he  will  treat  every  captured 
man  in  arms  ot  a  levy  en  masse  as  a  brigand  or  bandit. 

If,  however,  the  people  of  a  country,  or  any  portion  of  the  same,  already  occu- 
pied by  an  army,  rise  against  it,  they  are  violators  of  the  laws  of  war,  and  are 
not  entitled  to  their  protection. 

53.  The  enemy's  chaplains,  officers  of  the  medical  staff,  apothecaries,  hospital 
nurses  and  servants,  if  they  fail  into  the  hands  of  the  American  Army,  are  not 
prisoners  of  war,  unless  the  commander  has  reasons  to  retain  them.  In  this 
latter  case,  or  if,  at  their  own  desire,  they  are  allowed  to  remain  with  their 
captured  companions,  they  are  treated  as  prisoners  of  war,  and  may  be  ex- 
changed if  the  commander  sees  fit. 

54.  A  hostage  is  a  person  accepted  as  a  pledge  for  the  fulfilment  of  an  agree- 
ment concluded  between  belligerents  during  the  war,  or  in  consequence  of  a 
war.    floatages  are  rare  in  the  present  age. 

55.  If  a  hostage  is  acoepted,  he  is  treated  like  a  prisoner  of  war,  according  to 
rank  and  condition,  as  circumstances  may  admit. 

56.  A  prisoner  of  war  is  subject  to  no  punishment  for  being  a  public  enemy, 
nor  is  any  revenge  wreaked  upon  him  by  the  intentional  infliction  of  any  suffer- 
ing, or  disgrace,  oy  cruel  imprisonment,  want  of  food,  by  mutilation,  death,  or 
any  Other  barbarity. 

57.  So  soon  as  a  man  is  armed  by  a  sovereign  government,  and  takes  the  sol* 
dier's  oath  of  fidelity,  he  is  a  belligerent ;  his  killing,  wounding,  or  other  warlike 
acts,  are  no  individual  crimes  or  offenses.  No  belligerent  has'  a  right  to  declare 
that  enemies  of  a  certain  class,  color,  or  condition,  when  properly. organized  as 
soldiers,  will  not  be  treated  by  him  as  public  enemies. 

58.  The  law  of  nations  knows  of  no  distinction  of  color,  and  if  an  enemy  of  the 
United  States  should  enslave  and  sell  any  captured  persons  of  their  army,  it 
would  be  a  case  for  the  severest  retaliation,  if  not  redressed  upon  complaint. 

The  United  States  cannot  retaliate  by  enslavement ;  therefore  death  must  be 
the  retaliation  for  this  crime  against  the  law  of  nations. 

59.  A  prisoner  of  war  remains  answerable  for  his  crimes  committed  against 
the  captor's  army  or  people,  committed  before  he  was  captured,  and  for  which 
he  has  not  been  punished  by  his  own  authorities. 

All  prisoners  of  war  are- liable  to  the  infliction  of  retaliatory  measures. 

60.  It  is  against  the  usage  of  modern  war  to  resolve,  in  hatred  and  revenge, 
to  give  no  quarter.  No  body  of  troops  has  the  right  to  declare  that  it  will  not 
give,  and  therefore  will  not  expect,  quarter;  but  a  commander  is  permitted  to 
direct  his  troops  to  give  no  quarter,  in  great  straits,  when  his  own  salvation 
makes  it  impossible  to  cumber  himself  with  prisoners. 

61.  Troops  that  give  no  quarter  have  no  right  to  kill  enemies  already  die* 
abled  on  the  ground,  or  prisoners  captured  by  other  troops. 

62.  All  troops  of  the  enemy  known  or  discovered  to  give  no  quarter  in  general, 
or  to  any  portion  of  the  army,  receive  none. 
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63.  Troops  who  fight  in  thewnlfena  of  their  enemies,  without  any  plain,  strik- 
ing, and  uniform  mark  of  distinction  ofUhsirvwn,  can  expect  no  quarter. 

6*.  If  American  troops  capture  a  train  containing  iwtfsiius  of  the  enemy,  and 
the  commander  considers  it  advisable  to  distribute  them  for  use  among  his  men, 
some  striking  mark  or  sign  must  be  adopted  to  distinguish  the  American  soldier 
from  the  enemy. 

65.  The  use  of  the  enemy's  national  standard,  flag,  or  other  emblem  of  nation- 
ality, for  the  purpose  of  deceiving  the  enemy  in  battle,  is  an  act  of  perfidy  by 
which  they  lose  all  claim  to  the  protection  of  the  laws  of  war. 

68.  Quarter  having  been  given  to  an  enemy  by  American  troops,  under  a  mis- 
apprehension of  his  true  character,  he  may,  nevertheless,  be  ordered  to  suffer 
death  if,  within  three  days  after  the  battle,  it  be  discovered  that  he  belongs  to 
a  corps  which  gives  no  quarter. 

67.  The  law  of  nations  allows  every  sovereign  government  to  make  war  upon 
another  sovereign  state,  and,  therefore,  admits  ofno  rules  or  laws  different  from 
those  of  regular  warfare,  regarding  the  treatment  of  prisoners  of  war,  although 
they  may  belong  to  the  army  of  a  government  which,  the  captor  may  consider  as 
a  wanton  and  unjust  assailant. 

68.  Modern  wars  are  not  internecine  wars,  in  which  the  killing  of  the  enemy 
is  the  object.  The  destruction  of  the  enemy  in  modern  war,  and,  indeed,  modern 
war  itself,  are  means  to  obtain  that  object  of  the  belligerent  which  lire  beyond 
the  war. 

Unnecessary  or  revengeful  destruction  of  life  is  not  lawful. 

69.  Outposts,  sentinels,  or  pickets  are  not  to  be  fired  upon,  except  to  drive 
them  in,  or  when  a  positive  order,  special  or  general,  has  been  issued  to  that 
effect. 

70.  The  use  of  poison  in  any  manner,  be  it  to  poison  wells,  or  food,  or  arms,  is 
wholly  excluded  from  modern  warfare.  He  that  uses  it  puts  himself  out  of  the 
pale  o'f  the  law  and  usages  of  war. 

71.  Whoever  intentionally  inflicts  additional  wounds  on  an  enemy  already 
wholly  disabled,  or  kills  such  an  enemy,  or  who  orders  or  encourages  soldiers  to 
do  so,  shall  suffer  death,  if  duly  convicted,  whether  he  belongs  to  the  Army  of 
the  United  States,  or  is  an  enemy  captured  after  having  committed  his  misdeed. 

72.  Money  and  other  valuables  on  the  person  of  a  prisoner,  such  as  watches  or 
jewelry,  as  well  as  extra  clothing,  are  regarded  by  the  American  Army  as  the 
private  propery  of  the  prisoner,  and  the  appropriation  of  such  valuables  or  money 
is  considered  dishonorable,  and  is  prohibited. 

Nevertheless,  if  large  sums  are  found  upon  the  persons  of  prisoners,  or  in  their 
possession,  they  shall  be  taken  from  them,  and  the  surplus,  after  providing  for 
their  own  support,  appropriated  for  the  use  of  the  army,  under  the  direction  of 
the  commander,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  government.  Nor  can  prisoners 
claim,  as  private  property,  large  sums  found  and  captured  in  their  train,  although 
they  bad  seen  placed  in  the  private  luggage  of  the  prisoners. 

73.  All  officers,  when  captured,  must  surrender  their  side-arms  to  the  captor. 
They  may  be  restored  to  the  prisoner  in  marked  oases,  by  the  commander,  to  sig- 
nalize admiration  of  his  distinguished  bravery,  or  approbation  of  his  humane 
treatment  of  prisoners  before  his  capture.  Tho  captured  officer  to  whom  they 
may  be  restored  cannot  wear  them  during  captivity. 

74.  A  prisoner  of  war,  being  a  public  enemy,  is  the  prisoner  of  the  government, 
and  not  of  the  captor.  No  ransom  can  be  paid  by  a  prisoner  of  war  to  his  in- 
dividual captor,  or  to  any  officer  in  command.  The  government  alone  releases 
captives,  according  to  rules  prescribed  by  itself. 

75.  Prisoners  of  war  are  subject  to  confinement  or  imprisonment  such  as  may 
be  deemed  necessary  on  account  of  safety,  but  they  are  to  be  subjected  to  no 
other  intentional  suffering  or  indignity.  The  confinement  and  mode  of  treating 
a  prisoner  may  be  varied  during  his  captivity  according  to  the  demands  of  safety. 

76.  Prisoners  of  war  shall  be  fed  upon  plain  and  wholesome  food,  whenever 
practicable,  and  treated  with  humanity. 

They  may  be  required  to  work  for  the  benefit  of  the  oaptor's  government, 
according  to  their  rank  and  condition. 
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77.  A  prisoner  of  wnr  who  escapes  may  be  shot,  or  otherwise  killed  in  his  flight ; 
bat  neither  death  nor  any  other  punishment  shall  be  inflicted  upon  him  simply 
for  his  attempt  to  escape,  which  the  law  of  war  does  not  consider  a  crime. 
Stricter  means  of  security  shall  be  used  after  an  unsuccessful  attempt  at  escape. 

If,  however,  a  conspiracy  is  discovered,  the  purpose  of  which  is  a  united  or 
general  escape,  the  conspirators  may  be  rigorously  punished,  even  with  death ; 
and  capital  punishment  may  also  be  inflicted  upon  prisoners  of  war  discovered 
to  have  plotted  rebellion  against  tbe  authorities  of  the  captors,  whether  in  union 
with  fellow-prisoners  or  other  persons. 

78.  If  prisoners  of  war,  having  given  no  pledge  nor  made  any  promise  on 
their  honor,  forcibly  or  otherwise  escape,  and  are  captured  again  in  battle,  after 
having  rejoined  their  own  army,  they  shall  not  be  punished  for  their  escape, 
but  shall  be  treated  as  simple  prisoners  of  war,  although  they  will  be  subjected 
to  stricter  confinement 

70.  Every  captured  wounded  enemy  shall  be  medically  treated,  according  to 
the  ability  of  the  medical  staff. 

80.  Honorable  men,  when  captured,  will  abstain  from  giving  to  the  enemy  in- 
formation concerning  their  own  army,  and  the  modern  law  of  war  permits  no 
longer  the  use  of  any  violence  against  prisoners,  in  order  to  extort  the  desired 
information,  or  to  punish  tbem  for  having  given  false  information. 

Section  IV.— Partisan*— Armed  enemies  not  belonging  to  the  hostile  army— 
Scouts— Armed  prowlers— War-rebels. 

81.  Partisans  are  soldiers  armed  and  wearing  the  uniform  of  their  army,  but 
belonging  to  a  corps  which  acts  detached  from  the  main  body  for  the  purpose 
of  making  inroads  into  the  territory  occupied  by  the  enemyr  If  captured,  they 
are  entitled  to  all  the  privileges  of  the  prisoner  of  war. 

82.  Men,  or  squads  of  men,  who  commit  hostilities,  whether  by  fighting,  or 
inroads  for  destruction  or  plunder,  or  by  raids  of  any  kind,  without  commission, 
without  being  part  and  portion  of  the  organized  hostile  army,  and  without  shar- 
ing continuously  in  the  war,  but  who  do  so  with  intermitting  returns  to  their 
homes  and  avocations  or  with  the  occasional  assumption  of  the  semblance  of 
peaceful  pursuits,  divesting  themselves  of  the  character  or  appearance  of  soldiers 
—such  men,  or  squads  of  men,  are  not  public  enemies,  and  therefore,  if  captured, 
are  not  entitled  to  the  privileges  of  prisoners  of  war,  but  shall  be  treated  sum- 
marily as  highway  robbers  or  pirates. 

83.  'Scouts  or  single  soldiers,  if  disgnised  in  the  dress  of  the  country,  or  in  the 
uniform  of  the  army  hostile  to  their  own,  employed  in  obtaining  information,  if 
found  within  or  lurking  about  the  lines  of  the  captor,  are~treated  as  spies,  and 
suffer  death. 

84.  Armed  prowlers,  by  whatever  names  they  may  be  called,  or  persons  of  the 
enemy's  territory,  who  steal  within  tbe  lines  of  the  hostile  army,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  robbing,  Killing,  or  of  destroying  bridges,  roods,  or  canals,  or  of  robbing 
or  destroying  the  mail,  or  of  cutting  the  telegraph  wires,  are  not  entitled  to  the 
privileges  of  the  prisoner  of  war. 

85.  War-rebels  are  persons  within  an  occupied  territory  who  rise  in  arms 
against  the  occupying  or  conquering  army,  or  against  the  authorities  estab- 
lished by  the  same.  If  captured,  they  may  suffer  death,  whether  they  rise 
singly,  in  small  or  large  bands,  and  whether  called  upon  to  do  so  by  their  own, 
but  expelled,  government  or  not.  They  are  not  prisoners  of  war ;  nor  are  they, 
if  discovered  and  secured  before  their  conspiracy  lias  matured  to  an  actual  rising, 
or  to  armed  violence. 

Section  V.— Saffrconduet—  Spies—  War-traitors— Captured  messengers— Abuse  of 
the  flag  of  truce. 

80.  All  intercourse  between  the  territories  occupied  by  belligerent  armies, 
whether  by  traffic,  by  letter,  by  travel,  or  in  any  other  way,  ceases.  This  is  the 
general  rule,  to  be  observed  without  special  proclamation. 
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Exceptions  to  this  rule,  whether  by  safe-conduct,  or  permission  to  trade  on  a 
small  or  large  scale,  or  by  exchanging  mails,  or  by  travel  from  one  territory  into 
the  other,  con  take  place  only  according  to  agreement  approved  by  the  govern- 
ment, or  by  the  highest  military  authority. 

Contraventions  of  this  rulo  are  highly  punishable. 

87.  Ambassadors,  and  oil  other  diplomatic  agents  of  neutral  powers,  accredited 
to  the  enemy,  may  receive  safe-conduces  through  the  territories  occupied  by 
the  belligerents,  unless  there  are  military  reasons  to  the  contrary,  and  unless 
they  may  reach  the  place  of  their  destination  conveniently  by  another  route. 
It  implies  no  international  affront  if  the  safe-conduct  is  declined.  Such  passes 
arc  usually  given  by  the  supreme  authority  of  the  state,  and  not  by  subordinate 
officers. 

88.  A  spy  is  a  person  who  secretly,  in  disguise  or  under  false  pretence,  seeks 
information  with  the  intention  of  communicating  it  to  the  enemy. 

The  spy  is  punishable  with  death  by  hanging  by  the  neck,  whether  or  not  he 
succeed  in  obtaining  the  information  or  in  conveying  it  to  the  enemy. 

89.  If  a  citizen  or  the  United  States  obtains  information  in  a  legitimate  man- 
ner,  and  betrays  it  to  the  enemy,  be  he  a  military  or  civil  officer,  or  a  private 
citizen,  he  shall  suffer  death. 

00.  A  traitor  under  tho  law  of  war,  or  a  war- traitor,  is  a  person  in  a  place  or  dis- 
trict under  martial  law  who,  unauthorized  by  the  military  commander,  gives  in- 
formation  of  any  kind  to  the  enemy,  or  holds  intercourse  with  him. 

01.  The  war-traitor  is  always  severely  punished.  If  his  offense  consists  in 
betraying  to  the  enemy  anything  concerning  the  condition,  safety,  operations 
or  plans  of  the  troops  holding  or  occupying  the  place  or  district,  his  punishment 
is  death. 

02.  If  the  citizen  or  subject  of  a  country  or  place  invaded  or  conquered  gives 
information  to  his  own  government,  from  which  ho  is  soparated  by  the  hostile 
army,  or  to  the  army  of  his  government,  he  is  a  war-traitor,  and  death  is  the 
penalty  of  his  offense. 

03.  All  armies  in  the  field  stand  in  need  of  guides,  and  impress  them  if  they 
cannot  obtain  them  otherwise. 

04.  No  person  having  been  forced  by  the  enemy  to  serve  as  guide  is  punishable 
for  having  done  so. 

05.  If  a  citizen  of  a  hostile  and  invaded  district  voluntarily  serves  as  a  guile 
to  the  enemy,  or  offers  to  do  so,  ho  is  deemed  a  war-traitor,  and  shall  suffer  death. 

06.  A  citizen  serving  voluntarily  as  a  guide  against  his  own  country  commits 
treason,  and  will  be  doolt  with  according  to  tholaw  of  his  country. 

07.  Guides,  when  it  is  clearly  proved  that  they  have  misled  intentionally,  may 
be  put  to  death. 

08.  All  unauthorized  or  secrot  communication  with  the  enemy  is  considered 
treasonable  by  the  law  of  war. 

Foreign  residents  in  an  invaded  or  occupied  territory,  or  foreign  visitors  in 
the  same,  can  claim  no  immunity  from  this  law.  They  may  communicate  with 
foreign  parts,  or  with  the  inhabitants  of  the  hostile  country,  so  far  as  tho  mili- 
tary authority  permits,  but  no  farther.  Instant  expulsion  from  the  occupied 
territory  would  be  tho  very  least  punishment  for  the  infraction  of  this  rule. 

00.  A  messenger  carrying  written  dispatches  or  verbal  messages  from  one 
portion  of  the  army,  or  from  a  besieged  place,  to  another  portion  of  the  same 
army,  or  its  government,  if  armed,  and  in  the  uniform  of  his  army,  and  if  cap* 
tured  while  doing  so,  in  the  territory  occupied  by  tho  enemy,  is  treated  by  the 
captor  as  a  prisoner  of  war.  If  not  in  uniform,  nor  a  soldier,  the  circumstances 
connected  with  his  capture  must  determine  the  disposition  that  shall  be  made  of 
him. 

100.  A  messenger  or  agent  who  attempts  to  steal  through  the  territory  occu- 
pied by  the  enemy,  to  further,  in  any  manner,  the  interests  of  the  enemy,  if 
captured,  is  not  entitled  to  the  privileges  of  the  prisoner  of  war,  and  may  be 
dealt  with  according  to  the  circumstances  of  the  case. 

101.  Wbilo  doooption  in  war  is  admitted  as  a  just  and  necessary  mrtana  of  hos- 
tility, and  is  consistent  with  honorable  warfare,  tho  common  law  of  war  allows 
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even  capital  punishment  for  clandestine  or  treacherous  attempts  to  injure  an 
enemy,  because  they  are  so  dangerous,  and  it  is  so  difficult  to  guard  against 
them. 

102.  The  law  of  war.  like  ttie  criminal  law  regarding  other  offenses,  makes  no 
difference  on  account  of  the  difference  of  sexes,  concerning  the  spy,  the  war- 
traitor,  or  the  war-rebel. 

103.  Spies,  war-traitors,  and  war-rebels  are  not  exchanged  according  to  the  com- 
mon law  of  war.  Tho  exchange  of  such  persons  woukVrequire  a  special  cartel, 
authorized  by  the  government,  or,  at  a  great  distance  from  it,  by  the  chief  com- 
mander of  the  army  in  the  field. 

104.  A  successful  spy  or  war-traitor,  safely  returned  to  his  own  army,  and 
afterwards  captured  as  an  enemy,  is  not  subject  to  punishment  for  his  acts  as  a 
spy  or  war-traitor,  but  ho  may  be  held  in  closer  custody  as  a  person  individually 
dangerous. 

Section  VI.— Exchange  of  prisoner*— Flags  of  truce— Flags  of  protection, 

105.  Exchanges  of  prisoners  take  place— number  for  number— rank  for  rank— 
wounded  for  wounded— with  added  condition  for  added  condition— such,  for  in- 
stance, as  not  to  serve  for  a  certain  period. 

100.  In  exchanging  prisoners  of  war,  such  numbers  of  persons  of  inferior  rank 
may  be  substituted  as  an  equivalent  for  one  of  superior  rank  as  may  be  agreed 
upon  by  cartel,  which  requires  the  sanction  of  the  government,  or  of  the  com- 
mander of  the  army  in  the  field. 

107.  A  prisoner  of  war  is  in  honor  bound  truly  to  state  to  the  captor  his  rank ; 
and  he  is  not  to  assume  a  lower  rank  than  belongs  to  him,  in  order  to  cause  a 
more  advantageous  exchange ;  nor  a  higher  rank,  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining 
better  treatment. 

Offenses  to  the  contrary  have  been  justly  punished  by  the  commanders  of  re- 
leased prisoners,  and  may  bo  good  cause  for  refusing  to  release  such  prisoners. 

108.  The  surplus  number  of  prisoners  of  war  remaining  after  an  exchange  has 
taken  place  is  sometimes  released  either  for  the  payment  of  a  stipulated  Sum 
of  money,  or,  in  urgent  cases,  of  provision,  clothing,  or  other  necessaries. 

Such  arrangement,  however,  requires  the  sanction  of  the  highest  authority. 

109.  The  exchange  of  prisoners  of  war  is  an  act  of  convenience  to  both  bellig- 
erents. If  no  general  cartel  has  been  concluded,  it  cannot  be  demanded  by 
either  of  them.    No  belligerent  is  obliged  to  exchange  prisoners  of  war. 

A  cartel  is  voidable  so  soon  as  either  party  has  violated  it. 

110.  No  exchange  of  prisoners  shall  be  made  except  after  complete  capture, 
and  after  an  accurate  account  of  them,  and  a  list  of  the  captured  officers  has 
been  taken. 

111.  The  bearer  if  a  flag  of  truce  cannot  insist  upon  being  admitted.  He  must 
always  be  admitted  with  great  caution.  Unnecessary  frequency  is  carefully  to 
be  avoided. 

112.  If  the  bearer  of  a  flag  of  truce  offer  himself  during  an  engagement,  he  can 
be  admitted  as  a  very  rare  oxcoption  only.  It  is  no  breach  of  good  faith  to  retain 
such  a  flag  of  truce,  if  admitted  during  the  engagement.  Firing  is  not  required 
to  cease  on  tho  appearance  of  a  flag  of  truce  in  battle. 

113.  If  the  bearer  of  a  flag  of  truce,  presenting  himself  during  an  engagement, 
is  killed  or  wounded,  it  furnishes  no  ground  of  complaint  whatever. 

114.  If  it  be  discovered,  and  fairly  proved,  that  a  flag  of  truce  has  been  abused 
for  surreptitiously  obtaining  military  knowledge,  the  bearer  of  the  flag  thus 
abusing  his  sacred  character  is  deemed  a  spy. 

So  sacred  is  the  character  of  a  flag  of  truce,  and  so  necessary  is  its  sacredness, 
that  while  its  abuse  is  an  especially  heinous  offense,  great  caution  is  requisite, 
on  the  other  hand,  in  convicting  tho  bearer  of  a  flag  of  truce  as  a  spy. 

115.  It  is  customary  to  designate  by  certain  flags  (usually  yellow)  the  hospitals 
in  places  which  are  shelled,  so  that  the  besieging  enemy  may  avoid  firing  on 
them.  The  samo  has  been  done  in  battles,  whon  hospitals  are  situated  within 
the  field  of  the  engagement. 
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.  110.  Honorable  belligerent*  often  request  that  the  hospitals  within  the  terri- 
tory of  the  enemy  may  be  designated,  so  that  they  may  be  spared. 

An  honorable  belligerent  allows  himself  to  be  guided  by  flags  or  signals  of  pro- 
tection as  much  as  the  contingencies  and  the  necessities  of  the  fight  will  permit. 

117.  It  is  justly  considered  an  act  of  bad  faith,  of  infamy  or  fiendishness,  to 
deceive  the  enemy  by  flags  of  protection.  Such  act  of  bad  faith  may  be  good 
cause  for  refusing' to  respect  such  flags. 

118.  The  besieging  belligerent  has  sometimes  requested  the  besieged  to  desig- 
nate the  buildings  containing  collections  of  works  of  art,  scientific  museums, 
astronomical  observatories,  or  precious  libraries,  so  that  their  destruction  may 
be  avoided  as  much  as  possible. 

Section  VII.— The  Parole. 

119.  Prisoners  of  war  may  be  released  from  captivity  by  exchange,  and,  under 
certain  circumstances,  olso  by  parole. 

120.  The  term  parole  designates  the  pledge  of  individual  good  faith  and  honor 
to  do.  or  to  omit  doing,  certain  acts  after  he  who  gives  his  parole  shall  have  been 
dismissed,  wholly  or  partially,  from  the  power  of  the  captor. 

121.  The  pledge  of  the  parole  is  always  an  individual,  out  not  a  private,  act. 

.  122.  The  parole  applies  chiefly  to  prisoners  of  war  whom  the  captor  allows  to 
return  to  their  country,  or  to  livo  in  greater  freedom  within  the  captor's  country 
or  territory,  on  conditions  stated  in  tho  parole. 

123.  Release  of  prisoners  of  war  by  exchange  is  the  general  rnle ;  release  by 
parole  is  the  exception. 

124.  Breaking  the  parole  is  punished  with  death  when  the  person  breaking 
the  parole  is  captured  again. 

Accurate  lists,  therefore,  of  the  paroled  persons  must  be  kept  by  the  bcl- 

125.  When  paroles  aro  given  and  received  there  must  be  an  exchange  of  two 
written  documents,  iu  which  the  name  and  rank  of  the  paroled  individuals  are 
accurately  and  truthfully  stated. 

126.  Commissioned  officers  only  are  allowed  to  give  their  parole,  and  they  can 
give  it  only  with  the  permission  of  their  superior,  as  long  as  a  superior  in  rank 
is  within  reach. 

127.  No  non-commissioned  officer  or  private  can  give  his  parole  except  through 
an  officer.  Individual  paroles  not  given  through  an  officer  are  not  only  void,  but 
subject  the  individuals  giving  them  to  the  punishment  of  death  as  deserters. 
The  only  admissible  exception  is  where  individuals,  properly  separated  from 
their  commands,  have  suffered  long  confinement  without  the  possibility  of  being 
paroled  through  an  officer. 

128.  No  paroling  on  the  battle-field ;  no  paroling  of  entire  bodies  of  troops  after 
a  battle;  and  no  dismissal  of  large  numbers  of  prisoners,  with  a  general  declara- 
tion that  they  are  paroled,  is  permitted,  or  of  any  value. 

129.  In  capitulations  for  the  surrender  of  strong  places  or  fortified  camps,  the 
commanding  officer,  in  cases  of  urgent  necessity,  may  agree  that  tho  troops  under 
his  command  shall  not  fight  again  during  the  war,  unless  exchanged. 

130.  The  usual  pledge  given  in  the  parole  is  not  to  serve  during  the  existing 
war,  unless  exchanged. 

This  pledge  refers  only  to  the  active  service  in  the  field,  against  the  paroling 
belligerent  or  his  allies  actively  engaged  in  the  same  war.  These  cases  of  break- 
ing the  parole  aro  patent  acts,  and  can  be  visited  with  tho  punishment  of  death; 
but  tho  pledgo  does  not  refer  to  internal  service,  such  as  recruiting  or  drilling 
the  recruits,  fortifying  places  not  besieged,  quelling  civil  commotions,  fighting 
against  belligerents  unconnected  with  the  paroling  belligerents,  or  to  civil  or 
diplomatic  service  for  which  the  paroled  officer  may  be  employed. 

131.  If  the  government  does  not  approve  of  the  parole,  the  paroled  officer  must 
return  into  captivity,  and  should  the  enemy  refuse  to  receive  him,  he  is  free  of 
his  parole. 

132.  A  belligerent  government  may  declare,  by  a  general  order,  whether  it  will 
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allow  paroling,  and  on  what  conditions  it  will  allow  it    Such  order  is  communi- 
cated to  the  enemy. 

133.  No  prisoner  of  war  can  be  forced  by  the  hostile  government  to  parole  him- 
self, and  no  government  is  obliged  to  parole  prisoners  of  war,  or  to  parole  all 
captured  officers,  if  it  paroles  any.  As  the  pledging  of  the  parole  is  an  individual 
act,  so  is  paroling,  on  the  other  hand,  an  act  of  choice  on  the  part  of  the  bel- 
ligerent. 

134.  The  commander  of  an  occupying  army  may  require  of  the  civil  officers 
of  the  enemy,  and  of  its  citizons,  any  pledge  he  may  consider  necessary  for  the 
safety  or  security  of  his  army,  and  upon  their  failure  to  give  it  he  may  arrest, 
confine,  or  detain  them. 

Section  VIJL~Armiitic4--0apit%rtaHon. 

135.  An  armistice  is  the  cessation  of  active  hostilities  for  a  period  agreed  upon 
between  belligerents.  It  must  be  agreed  upon  in  writing,  and  duly  ratified  by 
the  highest  authorities  of  the  contending  parties. 

136.  If  an  armistice  be  declared,  without  conditions,  it  extends  no  further  than 
to  require  a  total  cessation  of  hostilities  along  the  front  of  both  belligerents. 

If  conditions  be  agreed  upon,  they  should  Ibe  clearly  expressed,  and  must  be 
rigidly  adhered  to  by  both  parties.  If  either  party  violates  any  express  condi- 
tion, the  armistice  may  be  declared  null  and  void  by  the  other. 

137.  An  armistice  may  be  general,  and  valid  for  all  points  and  lines  of  the 
belligerents;  or  special,  that  is,  referring  to  certain  troops  or  certain  localities 
only. 

An  armistice  may  be  concluded  for  a  definite  time;  or  for  an  indefinite  time, 
during  which  either  belligerent  may  resume  hostilities  on  giving  the  notice 
agreed  upon  to  the  other. 

138.  The  motives  which  induce  the  one  or  the  other  belligerent  to  conclude 
an  armistice,  whether  it  be  expected  tswbe  preliminary  to  a  treaty  of  peace,  or 
to  prepare  daring  the  armistice  for  a  more  vigorous  prosecution  of  the  war, 
does  in  no  way  affect  the  character  of  the  armistice  itself. 

139.  An  armistice  is  binding  upon  the  belligerents  from  the  day  of  the  agreed 
commencement ;  but  the  officers  of  the  armies  aro  responsible  from  the  day  only 
when  they  roceivo  official  information  of  its  existence. 

140.  Commanding  officers  have  the  right  to  conclude  armistices  binding  on 
the  district  over  which  their  command  extends,  but  such  armistice  is  subject 
to  the  ratification  of  the  superior  authority,  and  ceases  so  soon  as  it  is  made 
known  to  tho  enemy  that  the  armistice  is  not  ratified,  even  if  a  certain  time  for 
the  elapsing  between  giving  notice  of  cessation  and  the  resumption  of  hostilities 
should  have  been  stipulated  for. 

141.  It  is  incumbent  upon  the  contracting  parties  of  an  armistice  to  stipulate 
what  intercourso  of  persons  or  traffic  between  the  inhabitants  of  the  territories 
occupied  by  the  hostile  armies  shall  be  allowed,  if  any. 

If  nothing  is  stipulated,  the  intercourse  remains  suspended,  as  during  actual 
hostilities. 

142.  An  armistice  is  not  a  partial  or  a  temporary  peace ;  it  is  only  the  suspen- 
sion of  military  operations  to  the  extent  agreed  upon  by  tho  parties. 

143.  When  an  armistioo  is  concluded  between  a  fortified  place  and  the  army 
besieging  it,  it  is  agreed  by  all  the  authorities  on  this  subject  that  the  besieger 
must  cease  all  extension,  perfection,  or  advance  of  his  attacking  works  as  much 
so  as  from  attacks  by  main  force. 

But  as  there  is  a  difference  of  opinion  among  martial  jurists,  whether  the 
besieged  have  tho  right  to  repair  breaches  or  to  erect  new  works  of  defense 
within  the  place  during  an  armistice,  this  point  should  be  determined  by  express 
agreement  between  tho  parties. 

144.  So  soon  as  a  capitulation  is  signed,  the  capitulator  has  no  right  to  demolish, 
destroy,  or  injare  the  works,  arms,  stores,  or  ammunition,  in  his  possession, 
during  the  time  which  elapses  between  tho  signing  and  the  execution  of  the 
capitulation,  unless  otherwise  stipulated  in  the  same. 
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145.  When  an  armistice  is  clearly  broken  by  one  of  the  parties,  the  other 
party  is  released  from  all  obligation  to  observe  it. 

140.  Prisoners,  taken  in  tho  act  of  breaking  an  armistice,  mnst  be  treated  as 
prisoners  of  war,  the  officer  alono  being  responsible  who  gives  the  order  for  such 
a  violation  of  an  armistice.  The  highest  authority  of  the  belligerent  aggrieved 
may  demand  redress  for  the  infraction  of  an  armistice. 

147.  Belligerents  sometimes  conclude  an  armistice  while  their  plenipotentiaries 
are  met  to  diousss  tho  conditions  of  a  treaty  of  peace ;  but  plenipotentiaries  may 
meet  without  a  preliminary  armistice;  in  the  latter  case,  the  war  is  carried  on 
without  any  abatement. 

Section  IX.— Assassination. 

148.  The  law  of  war  does  not  allow  proclaiming  either  an  individual  belonging 
to  the  hostile  army,  or  a  citizen,  or  a  subject  of  the  hostile  government,  an  out- 
law, who  may  be  slain  without  trial  by  any  captor,  any  more  than  the  modern 
law  of  peace  allows  such  international  outlawry ;  on  the  contrary,  it  abhors  sifoh 
outrage.  The  sternest  retaliation  should  follow  the  murder  committed  in  con- 
sequence* of  such  proclamation,  made  by  whatever  authority.  Civilized  nations 
look  with  horror  upon  offers  of  rewards  for  the  assassination  of  enemies  as  re- 
lapses into  barbarism. 

Section  X..— Insurrection— Oivil  war— Rebellion. 

149.  Insurrection  is  the  rising  of  people  in  arms  against  their  government,  or  a 
portion  of  it,  or  against  one  or  more  of  its  laws,  or  against  an  officer  or  officers  of 
the  government.  It  may  be  confined  to  mere  armed  resistance,  or  it  may  have 
greater  ends  in  view. 

150.  Civil  war  is  war  between  two  or  more  portions  of  a  country  or  state,  each 
contending  for  the  mastery  of  the  whole,  and  each  claiming  to  be  the  legitimate 
government.  The  term  is  also  sometimes  applied  to  war  of  rebellion,  when  the 
rebellious  provinces  or  portions  of  the  state  are  contiguous  to  those  containing 
the  seat  of  government. 

151.  The  term  rebellion  is  applied  to  an  insurrection  of  largo  extent,  and  is 
usually  a  war  between  the  legitimate  government  of  a  country  and  portions  or 
provinces  of  tho  same  who  seek  to  throw  off  their  allegiance  to  it,  and  set  up  a 
government  of  their  own. 

152.  When  humanity  induces  the  adoption  of  the  rules  of  regular  war  toward 
rebels,  whether  the  adoption  is  partial  or  entire,  it  does  in  no  way  whatever 
imply  a  partial  or  complete  acknowledgment  of  their  government,  if  they  have 
set  up  one,  or  of  them,  as  an  independent  or  sovereign  power.  Neutrals  have 
no  right  to  make  the  adoption  of  the  rules  of  war  by  the  assailed  government 
toward  rebels  the  ground  of  their  own  acknowledgment  of  tho  revolted  people 
as  an  independent  power. 

153.  Treating  captured  rebels  as  prisoners  of  war,  exchanging  them,  conclud- 
ing of  cartels,  capitulations,  or  other  warlike  agreements  with  them ;  address- 
ing officers  of  a  rebel  army  by  the  rank  they  may  have  in  the  same;  accepting 
flags  of  truce;  or,  on  the  other  hand,  proclaiming  Martial  Law  in  their  territory, 
or  levying  war-taxes  or  forced  loans,  or  doing  any  other  act  sanctioned  or 
demanded  by  the  law  and  usages  of  public  war  between  sovereign  belligerents, 
neither  proves  nor  establishes  an  acknowledgment  of  tho  rebellious  people,  or 
of  tho  government  which  they  may  have  erected,  as  a  pnblic  or  sovereign 
power.  Nor  does  the  adoption  of  the  rules  of  war  towards  rebels  imply  an  en- 
gagement with  them  extending  beyond  the  limits  of  these  rules.  It  is  victory 
in  the  field  that  ends  the  strife  and  settles  the  future  relations  between  the 
contending  parties. 

154.  Treating,  in  the  field,  the  rebellious  enemy  according  to  the  law  and 
usages  of  war  has  never  prevented  the  legitimate  government  from  trying  tho 
leaders  of  the  rebellion  or  chief  rebels  for  high  treason,  and  from  treating  them 
accordingly,  unless  they  are  included  in  a  general  amnesty. 
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155.  All  enemies  in  regular  war  are  divided  into  two  general  classes ;  that  is 
to  say,  into  combatants  and  non-combatants,  or  unarmed  citizens  of  the  hostile 
government. 

The  military  commander  of  the  legitimate  government,  in  a  war  of  rebellion, 
distinguishes  between  the  loyal  citizen  in  the  revolted  portion  of  the  country 
and  the  disloyal  citizen.  The  disloyal  citizens  may  further  be  classified  into 
those  citizens  known  to  sympathize  with  the  rebellion,  without  positively  aiding 
it,  and  those  who,  without  taking  up  arms,  give  positive  aid  and  comfort  to  the 
rebellious  enemy,  without  being  bodily  forced  thereto. 

156.  Common  justice  and  plain  expediency  require  that  the  military  commander 
protect  the  manifestly  loyal  citizens,  in  revolted  territories,  against  the  hard- 
ships of  the  war  as  much  as  the  common  misfortune  of  all  war  admits. 

The  commander  will  throw  the  burden  of  the  war,  as  much  as  lies  within  his 
power,  on  the  disloyal  oitizens  of  the  revolted  portion  or  province,  subjecting 
them  to  a  stricter  police  than  the  non-combatant  enemies  have  to  suffer  in  regular 
war;  and  if  he  deems  it  appropriate,  or  if  his  government  demands  of  him  that 
every  citizen  shall,  by  an  oath  of  allegiance,  or  by  some  other  manifest  act, 
declare  his  fidelity  to  the  legitimate  government,  he  may  expel,  transfer,  im- 
prison, or  fine  the  revolted  citizens  who  refuse  to  pledge  themselves  anew  as 
citizens  obedient  to  the  law  and  loyal  to  the  government. 

Whether  it  is  expedient  to  do  so,  and  whether  reliance  can  be  placed  upon  such 
oaths,  the  commander  or  his  government  have  the  right  to  decide. 

157.  Armed  or  unarmed  resistance  by  citizens  of  the  United  States  against 
the  lawful  movements  of  their  troops  is  levying  war  against  the  United  rates, 
and  is  therefore  treason. 

ARTICLE  LXX.

1 340.  The  forms  for  inspecting  troops  under  arms  are  prescribed 
in  the  tactics  for  each  arm  of  service.     When  the  command  is  not 
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less  than  a  company,  the  inspection  will  generally  be  preceded  by 
a  re  view.— [Regs.  1863,  If  303.] 

1341*  The  Inspector  will  always  bear  in  mind  the  specialties 
of  each  arm. 

1343*  Report  will  be  made  as  to  the  zeal  and  ability  of  com- 
manding officers,  and  whether  they  possess  the  requisite  profes- 
sional knowledge  for  the  proper  exercise  of  their  command;  whether 
they  preserve  harmony  and  unanimity  in  the  command,  and  observe 
the  system  of  instruction  and  treatment  of  subordinates  enjoined 
by  the  Regulations. 

1343.  Whether  the  officers  are  properly  instructed  and  efficient.

1362.  Blank  forms  of  reports  for  the  various  kinds  of  inspec- 
tion are  furnished  by  the  Inspector  General  at  Washington.  Sub- 
jects not  specified  in  the  regular  forms  may  be  introduced  under 
the  title  of  "  General  report,"  or  be  made  in  the  ordinary  mode  of 
official  communication.

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1866*  A  report  of  each  inspection  of  troops  in  the  field,  or  at 
military  posts  or  stations  on  the  frontier,  will  be  forwarded  from 
the  point  where  it  is  made  as  soon  thereafter  as  the  means  of  regular 
communication  will  permit. — [#.

1367*  Inspecting  officers,  before  transmitting  their  reports  to 
their  commanders,  will  indorse  thereon  the  remedies  that  have  been 
applied  by  the  local  commanders  for  the  correction  of  irregularities 
that  may  have  been  brought  to  their  notice.

INSPECTION  OF  ACCOUNTS  OF  DISBURSING  OFFICERS. 

1369*  The  inspections  of  disbursing  officers'  accounts,  which 
are  required  by  the  act  of  Congress  approved  April  20,  1874,  will 
be  made  quarterly,  or  four  times  within  the  year,  with  a  reasonable 
interval  between  any  two  examinations. — [0.  0.  64,1874;  G.  0. 
67,  1876.] 

1370*  Division  and  Department  Commanders  will  usually  pro- 
vide for  the  inspection  of  disbursing  officers'  accounts  through  the 
Inspectors  attached  to  their  headquarters,  or  by  detail  of  suitable 
officers  within  their  commands  for  the  purpose.  But  when  Inspector 
Generals  are  making  inspections  of  Divisions  or  Departments  under 
orders  from  the  War  Department  or  General  of  the  Army,  the  inspec- 
tion will  be  made  by  them  as  one  of  those  prescribed,  and  the  Com- 
manding Generals  will  be  notified  accordingly.

INSPECTION  OP  TRANSPORTS. 
[G.  0.  5,  1866.] 

1377*  In  inspecting  water  transportation  for  troops,  the  In- 
spector must  be  governed  by  circumstances  and  necessities.  Mili- 
tary emergency  is  not  unfrequently  a  controlling  consideration,  but 
should  never  cause  undue  risk  to  life.  In  an  ordinary  condition  of 
things,  and  especially  in  voyages  of  any  length,  Inspectors  are  to 
see  that  the  vessels  provided  are  such  as  promise  reasonable  comfort 
to  passengers.  If  there  be  anything  to  indicate  necessity  for  a  crit- 
ical inspection,  the  services  of  an  expert  are  to  be  employed. 

1378*  The  Inspector  will  call  for  the  contract  and  see  that  its 
stipulations  are  complied  with.  He  will  report  whether  the  vessel 
is  adapted  to  the  purpose  and  voyage  designed ;  in  what  particular, 
if  any,  she  may  be  defective,  and  whether  any  repairs  or  alterations 
are  necessary  before  sailing. 

1379*  He  will  ascertain  how  the  vessel  is  rated  at  the  under- 
writers ;  the  age  of  the  hull  and  machinery,  and  their  existing  con- 
ditions, so  far  as  he  can  judge.  Ho  will  inquire  when  the  vessel 
was  last  in  dock,  the  condition  of  the  boilers,  and  when  last  put  in. 
He  will  examine  whether  the  outfit  of  tackle,  spare  spars,  &c,  is 
sufficient ;  whether  there  is  an  ample  provision  of  boats,  life-buoys, 
and  deck  room  enough  for  quarters  for  officers  and  enlisted  men, 
and  if  the  limit  of  the  act  of  Congress  defining  the  relation  of  ton- 
nage to  passengers  is  not  exceeded.  Ho  will  see  that  the  vessel's 
crew  is  Urge  enough  for  her  proper  working,  and  inquire  into  the 
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competency  of  the  officers ;  that  there  are  the  proper  instruments 
of  navigation,  compasses,  &c. ;  report  if  the  chronometers  have 
been  rated,  and  if  there  is  a  supply  of  charts.  The  water  tanks 
and  butts  are  to  be  looked  at  to  see  if  there  is  water  enough  for 
passengers  and  crew.  He  will  specially  inspect  the  cooking  ar- 
rangements, see  that  the  vessel  is  clean,  and  that  the  portion  occu- 
pied by  troops  is  dry  and  well  ventilated. 

13§0«  In  order  that  the  paddles  may  be  secure  from  the  action 
of  the  waves,  in  a  side- wheel  sea-going  steamer,  the  projection  on 
the  sides  under  the  guards,  called  the  sponsons,  should  be  covered 
up  to  make  that  portion  as  solid  as  any  other  part  of  the  ship ;  the 
keel,  stern  apron  or  inner  stern,  fnttocKS,  floor  timbers,  dead  wood, 
stern  post,  transom,  inner  post,  frame  and  tilling  timbers  abreast 
of  the  engine,  the  wales,  the  tfhdder  and  rudder  iastenings,  should 
be  increased  in  strength  twenty-five  per  cent,  over  those  of  river 
steamers.  The  weight  of  machinery  should  be  well  below  the 
water-line.  The  vessel  should  be  high  between  decks  and  well 
ventilated  by  hatches,  wind-sails,  and  side-lights.  There  ought  to 
be  water-closet  and  temporary  bath  arrangements.  Provision  for 
sufficient  masts  and  sails,  in  the  event  of  accident  to  the  motive 
power,  should  be  made,  and  there  ought  not  to  be  less  than  a  tore 
and  arc  sail  to  each  mast  set  upon  a  gaff,  and  a  trysail  to  each  mast 
to  be  set  in  a  storm. 

INSPECTION  OF  PROPERTY  FOR  CONDEMNATION. 

13§1«  Inspectors  are  the  only  officers  authorized  to  inspect  pub- 
lic property  with  a  view  to  condemnation.  The  final  disposition  of 
condemned  property,  except  it  be  worthless,  can  only  be  ordered  by 
Commanding  Generals  of  Departments. — [Ctrc  War  Dept.,  Nov.  2, 
1868.] 

1389*  All  surveys  and  reports  having  in  view  the  condemnation 
of  public  property,  for  whatever  cause,  will  be  made  by  Inspector 
Generals,  or  Inspectors  specially  designated  by  the  Commander  of 
a  Department  or  an  army  in  the  field,  or  by  higher  authority.  Such 
.surveys  and  reports  having  a  different  object  from  those  of  Boards 
of  Survey,  will  be  required  independently  of  any  preliminary  action 
of  a  board  on  the  same  matter. — [Begs.  1863,  IF  1021.] 

13§3«  Public  property  must  not  be  reported  as  unserviceable, 
or  condemned  by  an  Inspector,  merely  because  of  its  shabby  ap- 
pearance, when  it  is  really  strong  and  serviceable. — [Q.  O.  5,  1866; 
Circ.  War  Dept.,  Nov.  2,  1868;  G.  O.  55,  1875.] 

13 §4*  Generally  inventories  of  unserviceable  property  should 
be  forwarded  to  the  Department,  or  superior  headquarters,  in  an- 
ticipation of  the  visit  of  an  Inspector.  But  Inspectors,  during 
their  tours,  will  inspect  all  property  presented  to  them  for  con- 
demnation, on  proper  inventories  and  inspection  reports. — [Ciro. 
War  Dept,  Nov.  2,  1868.] 
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1385*  Officer*  haying  property  requiring  inspection  will  make 
a  request  therefor,  in  letter  form,  through  their  immediate  com- 
manding officer.  They  will  send  to  the  proper  Inspectors  through 
the  regular  channel  signed  inventories  in  triplicate,  according  to 
form  furnished  from  the  Inspector  General's  Office,  Washington,  D. 
C,  accompanied  by  a  letter  of  advice  stating  where  the  property  is. 
The  property  will  be  arranged  according  to  description,  and  every 
article  of  each  class  must  be  examined  by  the  Inspector,  the  officer 
responsible  for  it  accompanying  the  Inspector,  and  giving  all  re- 
quired information  as  to  its  use,  care,  means  taken  to  preserve  it, 
&c— [G.  O.  5,  18(56.] 

1386*  All  reports  of  inspection  of  property  will  be  submitted 
by  the  Inspector,  through  his  immediate  commander,  to  the  officer 
empowered  to  order  final  disposition  of  the  property. — [G,  O.  5, 

1387«  An  officer  commanding  a  Department,  or  an  army  in  the 
field,  may  give  orders,  on  the  report  of  the  authorized  Inspectors, 
to  sell,  destroy,  or  make  such  other  disposition  of  any  condemned 
property  as  the  case  may  require— ordnance  and  Ordinance  stores 
alone  excepted,  for  which  the  orders  of  the  War  Department  must 
always  be  taken.  But  if  the  property  be  of  very  considerable  value, 
and  there  should  be  reason  to  suppose  that  it  could  be  advanta- 

feously  applied  or  disposed  of  elsewhere  than  within  his  command, 
e  will  refer  the  matter  to  the  Chief  of  the  Staff  Department  to 
which  it  belongs,  for  the  orders  of  the  War  Department.  No  other 
persons  than  those  above  designated,  or  the  General  in-chief,  will 
order  the  final  disposition  of  condemned  property,  saving  only  in 
the  case  of  horses,  which  should  be  killed  at  once  to  prevent  conta- 
gion, and  of  provisions  or  other  stores  which  are  rapidly  deterior- 
ating, when  the  immediate  commander  may  have  to  act  perforce. 
Inventories  of  condemned  property  will  be  made  in  triplicate,  one 
to  be  retained  by  the  person  accountable,  one  to  accompany  his 
accounts,  and  one  to  be  forwarded  through  the  Department  or 
other  superior  headquarters  to  the  Chief  of  the  Staff  Depart- 
ment to  which  the  property  belongs.  Separate  inventories  must 
be  made  of  the  articles  to  be  repaired,  of  those  to  be  broken  up, 
those  to  be  sold,  to  be  dropped,  &c— [Regs.  1863,  If  1023.] 

1388*  Great  care  should  be  taken  to  prevent  property  once  con- 
demned, and  ordered  to  be  dropped  from  the  returns,  from  ever  being 
again  presented  for  inspection.  When  public  property  is  presented 
to  an  Inspector  for  condemnation,  the  officer  responsible  will  cer- 
tify, on  iihe  inventory,  that  the  property  had  not  been  previously 
condemned.— [C'iro.  War  Dept,  Nov.  2,  1868;  G.  O.  193,  1863.] 

1389*  Property  unfit  for  the  purpose  for  which  it  was  designed 
may  often  be  applied  to  other  uses.  Inspecting  officers,  in  recom- 
mending the  disposition  to  be  made  of  condemned  property,  espec- 
ially of  the  Quartermaster's  Department,  will  bear  in  mind  that 
there  is  hardly  any  species  of  material,  however  worn,  which  can- 
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not  be  put  to  some  use.  Old  linen,  cotton,  wool,  iron,  &c,  can 
all  be  worked  up  in  some  new  form,  and  wood  can  be  used  as  fuel. 
No  condemned  articles  that  have  any  salable  value  will  be  recom- 
mended "to  be  dropped,"  unless  there  be  special  reasons  therefor, 
which  reasons  must  be  stated  in  the  report.

1390*  The  Inspector  will  mark  the  letters  I.  C.  (Inspected— 
Condemned)  upon  all  property  condemned  and  ordered  to  be  dropped 
from  the  returns,  with  a  brand,  stencil,  cold  chisel,  steel  cutter,  or 
punch,  depending  on  the  material  to  be  marked.  Should  it  happen, 
when  fiual  action  is  had,  that  the  Inspector's  recommendation  is 
disapproved,  the  marks  will  be  canceled,  and  a  certificate  of  the 
fact  will  be  given  to  the  officer  accountable.— [G.  O. 193, 1863;  G.  O.

1393*  Inspectors  will  state  in  their  reports  of  damaged  or  in- 
ferior Quartermaster,  Commissary,  or  Medical  stores  the  depot 
whence  such  stores  were  obtained,  the  marks  upon  them,  and,  if 
practicable,  the  marks  upon  original  packages,  and  the  names  of 
contractors  and  inspectors  who  furnished  and  passed  the  articles  so 
reported.— [G.  O.  5,  1866.] 

1394*  The  inspection  report  on  damaged  clothing  shall  set 
forth,  with  the  amount  of  damage  to  each  article,  a  list  of  such 
articles  as  are  fit  for  issue,  at  a  reduced  price  stated. — [Begs.  1863, 
T  1164.] 

139$*  Inspection  reports  of  Medical  property  will  be  referred 
to  the  Medical  Director  before  being  acted  upon  by  Department 
Commanders.— [G.  O.  20,  1868.1 

1396*  Inspectors,  when  called  upon  to  inspect  unserviceable 
property,  will  note  whether  due  care  has  been  exercised  by  officers 
concerned  to  protect  the  interests  of  the  Government,  and  will 
report  the  officer  responsible  for  any  loss  accruing  to  the  United 
States,  if  such  loss  has  not  been  previously  charged  against  the 
soldier.— [G.  O.  55,  1875.] 
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ARTICLE  TiXXT. 

BOARDS  OF  SURVEY. 

1 397*  Boards  of  Survey  will  not  be  convened  by  any  other  than 
the  commanding  officer  present.  They  will  be  composed  of  as 
many  officers,  not  exceeding  three,  as  may  be  present  for  duty,  ex- 
clusive of  the  commanding  officer,  and  the  officer  responsible  in 
the  matter  to  be  reported  on.  In  case  the  two  latter  only  are  pres- 
ent, then  the  one  not  responsible  will  perform  the  duties.  When 
the  responsible  officer  is  the  only  officer  at  a  post,  he  will,  instead 
of  constituting  himself  a  board,  furnish  his  own  certificate  of  the 
facts  of  the  case,  accompanied  by  affidavits  of  non-commissioned 
officers  at  the  post  cognizant  thereof.  If  this  should  not  be  satisfac- 
tory, the  Department  Commander,  upon  notification,  may  send  an 
Inspector  to  make  the  necessary 'report.  Neither  the  commander 
nor  any  member  of  the  Board  should  be  parties  interested  in  the 
matter  to  be  investigated.— [Regs.  1863,  HIT  1019, 1020;  G.  O.  25, 
1872.] 

1399*  A  Board  of  Survey  has  no  legal  power  to  swear  either 
itself,  its  members,  or  witnesses  before  it. — [£.  O.  68,  1873.] 

1399*  Every  member  of  a  Board  of  Survey,  and  commander 
acting  on  its  proceedings,  shall  be  answerable  that  his  action  has 
been  proper  and  judicious,  according  to  the  Regulations  and  cir- 
cumstances of  the  case.—[i&0*.  1863,  IF  1024.] 

1400.  Boards  of  Survey  shall  have  no  power  to  condemn  public 
property.  They  are  called  only  for  the  purnose  of  establishing 
facts  or  opinions  by  which  questions  of  administrative  responsi- 
bility may  be  determined,  and  the  adjustment  of  accounts  facili- 
tated ;  as,  for  example,  to  assess  the  amount  and  kind  of  damage 
or  deficiency  which  public  property  may  have  sustained  from  any 
extraordinary  cause,  not  ordinary  wear,  either  in  transit  or  in  store, 
or  in  actual  use,  whether  from  accident,  unusual  wastage,  or  other- 
wise, and  to  set  forth  the  circumstances  and  fix  the  responsibility 
of  such  damage,  whether  on  the  carrier,  or  the  person  accountable 
for  the  property  or  having  it  immediately  in  charge ;  to  make  in- 
ventories of  property  ordered  to  be  abandoned,  when  the  articles 
have  not  been  enumerated  in  the  orders;  to  assess  the  prices  at 
which  damaged  clothing  may  be  issued  to  troops,  and  the  propor- 
tion in  which  supplies  shall  be  issued  in  consequence  of  damage 
that  renders  them  at  the  usual  rate  unequal  to  the  allowance  which 
the  regulations  contemplate ;  to  verify  the  discrepancy  between 
the  invoices  and  the  actual  quantity  or  description  of  property  trans- 
ferred from  one  officer  to  another,  and  ascertain,  as  far  as  possible, 
where  and  how  the  discrepancy  has  occurred — whether  in  the  hand* 
of  the  carrier  or  the  officer  making  the  transfer ;  and  to  make 
inventories,  and  report  on  the  condition  of  public  property  in  the 
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possession  of  officers  at  the  time  of  their  death.  In  no  case,  how- 
ever, will  the  report  of  the  Board  supersede  the  depositions  which 
the  law  requires  with  reference  to  deficiencies  and  damage. — 
IBegs.  1863,  H  1019.] 

1401*  It  is  required  that  Boards  of  Survey  shall  fully  inves- 
tigate the  subject  of  losses  submitted  to  them ;  that  they  shall  call 
for  all  evidence  attainable  without  limiting  their  inquiry  to  that 
submitted  by  the  party  or  parties  at  interest ;  that  they  shall  scruti- 
nize rigidly  the  evidence,  especially  in  the  matter  of  property 
alleged  to  have  been  stolen  or  embezzled  by  deserters  or  others : 
and  that  they  shall  recommend  no  officer  or  soldier  to  be  relieved 
from  responsibility  for  property  till  the  proof  shall  be  clear  and 
conclusive  that  he  has  given  it  his  watchful  attention,  and  fully  per- 
formed his  duty  in  regard  to  it. — [#.

1409*  In  order  to  relieve  an  officer  from  liability  on  account 
of  public  property  which  has  become  damaged,  except  by  fair  wear 
and  tear,  or  which  is  believed  to  be  unsuitable  for  the  service,  it 
shall,  before  being  submitted  to  an  Inspector  for  condemnation,  be 
examined  by  a  Board  of  Survey.  Exceptions  will  be  made  in 
cases  of  animals  or  other  public  property  infected  with  conta- 
gious disease,  which  may  be  summarily  disposed  of  by  order  of  a 
commanding  officer.— [G.  0.

1408*  One  copy  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Board  will  accompany 
the  inventory  and  inspection  report  which  is  transmitted,  as  a 
voucher,  with  the  accounts  and  returns  of  the  officer  responsible 
for  the  property.  Another  copy  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Board 
and  of  the  inventory  and  inspection  report  will  be  filed  with  his 
retained  papers.— [0.  0.  29, 1880.] 

1404*  The  proceedings  of  the  Board  will  be  signed  by  each 
member,  and  a  copy  forwarded  by  the  convening  officer  to  the 
headquarters  of  the  Department  or  army  in  the  field,  as  the  case 
may  be,  duplicates  being  furnished  to  the  officer  accountable  for 
the  property.— [Begs.  1863,  H  1020.] 

1405*  Proceedings  of  Boards  of  Survey  recommending  the  relief 
of  officers  or  soldiers  from  property  responsibility  should  not  receive 
the  approval  of  the  convening  authority  without  convincing  proof 
that  they  are  not  properly  to  be  held  accountable  therefor,  and 
that  the  fullest  investigation  practicable  has  been  made  of  the  sub- 
ject.— [0.

1400*  The  action  of  the  Board  of  Survey  will  ordinarily  be  made

not be  furnished  by  troops,  for  the  construction  of  any  specially 
authorized  works,  subject  to  the  conditions  specified  in  these  Regu- 
lations.   Commanding  officers  must  satisfy  themselves,  personally 
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that  it  is  absolutely  necessary,  before  they  allow  soldiers  to  be 
assigned  to  extra  or  special  duly  in  lieu  of  civilians  discharged. —

1419*  The  authority  of  the  commanding  officer  shall  be  requisite 
for  the  employment  of  hired  labor.  He  will  cause  the  proper  Staff 
officers  to  report  to  him  the  circumstances  which  render  the  same 
necessary,  and  will  be  held  strictly  respousible  that  such  necessity 
exists.

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office  therewith  connected,  shall  be  published  in  any  newspaper  whatever,  except 
in  pursuance  of  a  written  authority  for  such  publication  from  the  Head  of  such 
Department:  and  no  bill  for  any  such  advertising  or  publication  shall  be  paid, 
unless  there  be  presented  with  such  bill  a  copy  of  the  written  authority  aforesaid.

1&7§«  All  public  officers  of  whatsoever  character  are  required

15 §5*  Any  check  drawn  by  a  disbursing  officer  upon  moneys 
thus  deposited,  must  be  in  favor  of  the  party,  by  name,  to  whom 
the  payment  is  to  be  made,  and  payable  to  "order"  or  "bearer," 
with  these  exceptions — 

1.  To  make  payments  of  individual  pensions,  checks  for  which 
must  be  made  payable  to  "  order." 

2.  To  make  payments  of  amounts  not  exceeding  twenty  dollars. 

3.  To  make  payments  at  a  distance  from  a  depositary. 

4.  To  make  payments  of  fixed  salaries  due  at  a  certain  period.

1999*  For  every  deposit  made  by  a  disbursing  officer,  to  his 
official  credit,  a  receipt  in  form  as  below  shall  be  given,  setting 
forth,  besides  its  serial  number  and  the  place  and  date  of  issue,  the 
character  of  the  funds,  i.  e.,  whether  coin  or  currency;  and  ii  the 
credit  is  made  by  a  disbursing  officer's  check  -transferring  funds 
to  another  disbursing  officer,  the  essential  items  of  the  check  shall 
be  enumerated;  if  by  a  Treasury  draft,  like  items  shall  be  given, 
including  the  warrant  number;  the  title  of  each  officer  shall  be 
expressed,  and  the  title  of  the  disbursing  account  shall  also  show 
for  what  branch  of  the  public  service  the  account  is  kept,  as  it  is 
essential  for  the  proper  transaction  of  departmental  business  that 
accounts  of  moneys  advanced  from  different  bureaus  to  a  disbursing 
officer  serving  in  two  or  more  distinct  capacities  be  kept  sep- 
arate and  distinct  from  each  other,  and  be  so  reported  to  the 
Department  both  by  the  officer  and  the  depositary— the  receipt  to 
be  retained  by  the  officer  in  whose  favor  it  is  issued :

Whenever  a  United  States  disbursing  officer,  serving  in 
two  distinct  capacities,  and  having  moneys  advanced  to  him  Ironi 
two  distinct  bureaus,  deposits  his  funds  with  the  Treasurer  of  the 
United  States,  an  Assistant  Treasurer,  or  United  States  Depositary, 
separate  accounts  should  be  kept  of  such  moneys,  and  the  balance 
to  the  credit  of  each  should  be  reported  separately  on  the  weekly 
lists  of  disbursing  officers'  balances.  These  instructions  are  in- 
tended to  apply  more  particularly  to  Quartermasters  serving  as 
Commissaries  of  Subsistence,  and  vice  versa.

CERTIFICATES  OF  DEPOSIT. 

1598*  Every  person  who  shall  have  moneys  of  the  United 
States  in  his  hands,  or  possession,  shall  pay  the  same  to  the  Treas- 
urer, an  Assistant  Treasurer,  or  some  public  depositary  of  the  United 
Spates,  and  take  his  receipt  for  the  same,  in  duplicate,  and  forward 
one  of  them  forthwith  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury.— [B.  £., 
J  3621.] 

1999.  The  face  of  each  certificate  will  be  made  to  show,  in 
writing,  to  what  appropriation  the  deposit  belongs,  provided  the 
depositor  possesses  such  information  as  may  be  necessary  to  enable 
the  depositary  to  state  the  same  in  preparing  the  certificate  for 
issue.— [G.  O.  65,  1871.] 

I600.  The  place,  date,  and  amount  of  deposit,  and  the  number 
of  the  certificate,  together  with  the  appropriation,  if  specified,  will 
be  noted  on  the  account  current  or  otner  proper  return  upon  which 
the  depositor  desires  to  be  credited  for  the  money. — [  G,  0. 65, 1871.  ] 

1609*  As  the  certificates  of  deposit  constitute  an  important 
check  upon  the  transactions  of  the  different  Government  deposi- 
taries, and  are  required  at  the  Treasury  Department  at  the  earliest 
possible  moment  for  verification  with  the  accounts  of  said  deposi- 
taries, the  following  regulations  concerning  their  future  dispo- 
sition are  prescribed,  which,  as  they  are  based  upon  express  pro- 
visions of  law,  will  be  expected  to  be  strictly  complied  with : 

1.  The  originals  of  all  certificates  of  deposit  for  the  deposit  of 
any  and  all  public  moneys  of  every  character  and  description, 
except  as  stated  in  the  next  succeeding  paragraph,  should  be  forwarded 
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to  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  immediately  upon  their  issue  by 
the  depositors  (not  the  depositaries),  who,  before  transmitting 
them,  should  see  that  their  amounts  correspond  with  the  amounts 
actually  deposited  by  them. 

2.  Those  issued  to  disbursing  officers  for  disbursing  funds  depos- 
ited to  their  own  official  credit,  subject  to  the  payment  of  their 
checks,  and  more  properly  called  disbursing  officers'  receipts, 
should  be  retained  in  their  own  possession ;  those  issued  for  the 
transfer  of  funds  from  one  Government  depository  to  another  should 
be  forwarded  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  United  States. 

3.  Certificates  of  deposit  issued  to  military  officers,  either  on 
account  of  repayments,  sales  of  public  property,  or  otherwise, 
should  be  in  duplicate;  the  duplicates  to  be  retained  by  the  depos- 
itors. 

4.  In  no  case  are  certificates  of  deposit  required  to  be  filed  with 
accounts  rendered  by  Government  officers  to  the  accounting  officers 
of  the  Treasury  Department,  nor  does  such  a  disposition  of  any 
certificates  of  deposit  secure  to  the  officers  transmitting  them  proper 
credits  in  their  accounts.  Credits  are  only  given  officers  in  the 
settlement  of  their  accounts  upon  warrants,  which  warrants  are 
issued  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  and  based  upon  the  original 
certificates  of  deposit.  In  taking  credit  in  their  accounts  current, 
however,  for  deposits  made,  officers  should  state  specifically  the 
date  of  the  deposit,  and  the  designation  and  location  of  the 
depository  in  which  the  deposit  was  made,  as  well  as  the  source, 
&c.  All  original  certificates  of  deposit  in  favor  of  military  officers, 
the  amounts  of  which  are  required  to  be  listed  and  recorded  in  the 
offices  of  any  of  the  Heads  of  the  Bureaus  of  the  War  Department, 
will  immediately  upon  their  receipt — a  record  having  first  been 
made  of  them  for  verification  with  the  proper  depositary  accounts 
— be  forwarded  to  the  Head  of  the  respective  Department  to  which 
the  deposits  pertain  for  designation  of  the  proper  appropriations, 
&c— IG.  O.  10,  1874.] 

1603*  Disbursing  officers,  when  they  make  deposits  of  money 
to  the  credit  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  United  States,  will  furnish  the 
depositary  such  statement  in  writing  as  will  show  whether  said 
deposits  are — 

1.  Transfers  of  Funds. — That  is,  moneys  to  be  paid  to  the  officer 
or  to  be  placed  to  his  credit  in  some  other  office.  It  will  be  observed 
that  the  changing  of  credit  from  the  account  of  the  officer  to  that 
of  the  Treasurer  of  the  United  States  is  not  in  itself  a  transfer  of 
funds,  and  that  actual  transfers  have  the  effect  of  increasing  the 
Treasurer's  balance  wben  the  deposit  is  made,  and  decreasing  it 
when  the  money  is  paid  or  placed  to  the  credit  of  the  officer.  In 
such  cases  the  officer  should  make  the  deposit  as  a  "  transfer  of 
funds"  from  the  office  (naming  it)  where  he  is  to  receive  the  money. 

2.  Repayments. — That  is,  moneys  advanced  to  the  officer  in  excess 
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of  the  requirements  of  the  service,  or  which  for  any  reason  he  can- 
not pay  out. 

In  these  cases  the.  officer  should  deposit  as  a  "repayment"  of 
"transportation  funds,"  " subsistence  funds,"  "funds  for  the  pay- 
ment of  troops,"  "recruiting  funds,"  &c,  as  the  case  may  be.  If 
the  date  of  the  appropriation  to  which  the  deposit  belongs  is  known, 
it  should  be  named  also. 

3.  Revenues. — That  is,  moneys  to  be  paid  into  the  Treasury  under 
Bection  3618,  Revised  Statutes.  (See  paragraph  1621).—  [G.  0.  10, 
1874.] 

1 604.  Disbursing  officers,  immediately  after  making  the  deposits 
alluded  to  in  the  foregoing  paragraphs,  will  notify  the  Chief  of  the 
Bureau  controlling  the  appropriation  of  the  fact,  communicating 
at  the  same  time  any  information  that  will  enable  the  specific 
appropriation  to  be  designated. — [G.  0. 10, 1874.] 

1605.  All  officers  of  the  Army  who  shall  make  deposits  of  Army 
funds  to  the  credit  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  United  States  will  flle 
with  the  original  certificate  of  deposit,  to  be  forwarded  to  the 
Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  a  statement  showing  distinctly  from 
what  source  the  money  was  derived,  that  is  to  say : 

1.  If  a  balance  of  funds  for  disbursement,  it  should  be  so  stated, 
and  the  appropriation  and  fiscal  year  correctly  named. 

2.  If  a  refundment  of  an  overpayment,  it  should  be  stated  when, 
by  whom,  and  definitely  upon  what  money  voucher  the  said  over- 
payment was  made. 

3.  If  from  stoppages  on  pay-rolls  on  account  of  loss,  damage, 
&c,  of  property  by  employes,  or  of  sales  to  them,  for  which 
property  the  depositing  officer  is  himself  responsible,  the  character 
of  the  property  should  be  mentioned,  the  date  of  loss,  &c.,  given, 
and  a  reference  made,  as  definite  as  practicable,  to  the  officer's 
property  voucher  accounting  for  the  stores  involved. 

4.  If  from  stoppages  on  account  of  loss,  damage,  sale,  &c,  of 
property  for  which  some  other  than  the  depositing  officer  is  re- 
sponsible, the  name  of  the  responsible  officer  should  be  given, 
together  with  a  list  of  the  persons  from  whom  deductions  were 
made,  stating  the  character  of  the  property  and  the  amount  de- 
ducted in  each  individual  case. 

5.  In  like  manner,  deposits  of  funds  received  from  other  collec- 
tions, from  sales  of  supplies  to  officers  and  soldiers  of  the  Army,  or 
on  account  of  losses,  forfeitures,  &c.,  will  be  specifically  and  fully 
explained.—  [G.  O.  93,  1879.] 

1606*  A  disbursing  officer  of  one  Staff  Department  or  Bureau 
making  stoppages  from  pay-rolls  and  vouchers  on  account  of  the 
funds  or  property  of  another  Staff  Department  or  Bureau  will,  in 
the  absence  of  special  instructions  to  the  contrary,  deposit  the 
funds  so  received,  and  not  leave  them  to  be  transferred  upon  set- 
tlement of  his  accounts  at  the  Treasury.— [G.  0.  93.  1879.] 

160*7*  Nothing  in  the  foregoing  paragraphs  will  be  construed

1611*  At  the  termination  of  each  fiscal  year  all  amounts  of 
moneys  that  are  represented  by  certificates,  drafts,  or  checks,  issued 
by  the  Treasurer,  or  by  any  disbursing  officer  of  any  Department 
of  the  Government,  upon  the  Treasurer  or  any  Assistant  Treasurer, 
or  Designated  Depositary  of  the  United  States,  or  upon  any  na-

respectively  issued,  or  to  the  persons  who  are  entitled  to  receive 
pay  therefor,  and  into  an  appropriation  account  to  be  denominated 
u outstanding  liabilities."— [J2.  &,  $  306.] 

1619*  The  payee  or  the  bona  fide  holder  of  any  draft  or  check 
the  amount  of  which  has  been  deposited  and  covered  into  the 
Treasury  pursuant  to  the  preceding  sections,  shall,  on  presenting 
the  same  to  the  proper  officer  of  the  Treasury,  be  entitled  to  have 
it  paid  by  the  settlement  of  an  account  and  the  issuing  of  a  war- 
rant in  his  favor,  according  to  the  practice  in  other  cases  of 
authorized  and  liquidated  claims  against  the  United  States.

1 614*  The  Treasurer,  each  Assistant  Treasurer,  and  each  Desig- 
nated Depositary  of  the  United  States,  and  the  cashier  of  each  of 
the  national  banks  designated  as  such  depositaries,  shall,  at  the 
close  of  business  on  every  thirtieth  day  of  June,  report  to  the  Sec- 
retary of  the  Treasury  the  condition  of  every  account  standing,  as 
in  the  preceding  section  specified,  on  the  books  of  their  respective 
offices,  stating  the  name  of  each  depositor,  with  his  official  desig- 
nation, the  total  amount  remaining  on  deposit  to  his  credit,  and 
the  dates,  respectively,  of  the  last  credit  and  the  last  debit  made 
to  each  account.

received  therefor,  the  date,  number,  and  amount  for  which  it  was 
drawn,  and,  when  known,  the  residence  of  the  payee. — [i£.  &,

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161  &•  The  following  are  the  Treasury  regulations  concerning 
the  tour  sections  above  quoted : 

1.  Any  Treasury  draft  or  any  check  drawn  by  a  public  disburs- 
ing officer  still  in  service;  which  shall  be  presented  for  payment 
before  it  shall  have  been  issued  three  full  fiscal  years,  will  be  paid 
in  the  usual  manner  by  the  office  or  bank  on  which  it  is  drawn, 
and  from  funds  to  the  credit  of  the  drawer.  Thus,  any  such  draft 
jt  check  issued  on  or  after  July  1,  1873,  will  be  paid  as  above 
stated  until  June  30,  1877,  and  the  same  rule  will  apply  for  subse- 
quent years.

2.  The  reports  of  independent  Treasury  officers,  national  bank 
depositaries,  and  public  disbursing  officers,  required  by  section  310 
above,  will  be  rendered  promptly  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury 
at  the  close  of  each  fiscal  year. 

3.  Whenever  any  disbursing  officer  of  the  United  States  shall 
cease  to  act  in  that  capacity,  he  will  at  once  inform  the  Secretary 
of  the  Treasury  whether  he  has  any  public  funds  to  his  credit  in 
any  office  or  bank,  and,  if  so,  what  checks,  if  any,  he  has  drawn 
against  the  same  which  are  still  outstanding  and  unpaid.  Until 
satisfactory  information  of  this  character  shall  have  been  furnished, 
the  whole  amount  of  such  moneys  will  be  held  to  meet  the  payment 
of  his  checks  properly  payable  therefrom. 

4.  At  the  elose  of  each  fiscal  year,  the  Treasurer,  the  several 
Assistant  Treasurers,  and  designated  and  national  bank  deposi- 
taries, will  also  render  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  a  list  of  all 
disbursing  officers'  accounts  still  unclosed  which  have  been  opened 
on  the  books  of  their  respective  offices  or  banks  more  than  three 
fiscal  years,  giving  in  each  case  the  name  and  official  designation 
of  the  officer,  the  date  when  the  account  with  him  was  opened,  and 
the  balance  remaining  to  his  credit. 

5.  In  case  of  the  death,  resignation,  or  removal  of  a  public  dis- 
bursing officer,  any  check  previously  drawn  by  him  and  not  pre- 
sented for  payment  within  four  months  of  its  date  will  not  be  paid 
until  its  correctness  shall  have  been  attested  by  the  Secretary  or 
Assistant  Secretary  of  the  Treasury.— [G.  0.  13,  1877.] 

INSTRUCTIONS  CONCERNING  DUPLICATE  CHECKS. 
[G.  0. 15, 1872,  modified  by  Circular  of  Treasury  Department,  Mar.  11, 187<L] 

1616*  Whenever  any  original  check  is  lost,  stolen,  or  destroyed, 
disbursing  officers  or  agents  of  the  United  States  are  authorized, 
after  the  expiration  of  six  months,  and  within  three  years  from  the 
date  of  such  check,  to  issue  a  duplicate  cbeck ;  and  the  Treasurer, 
Assistant  Treasurers,  and  Designated  Depositaries  of  the  United 
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States  are  directed  to  pay  such  duplicate  checks,  upon  notice  and 
proof  of  the  loss  of  the  original  checks,  under  such  regulations  in 
regard  to  their  issue  and  payment,  and  upon4he  execution  of  such 
bonds,  with  sureties  to  indemnify  the  United  States,  as  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Treasury  shall  prescribe.  This  section  shall  not  apply 
to  any  check  exceeding  in  amount  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars. 
— [£.  &,  }  3646.] 

1617*  In  case  the  disbursing  officer  or  agent  by  whom  such 
lost,  destroyed,  or  stolen  original  check  was  issued,  is  dead,  or  no 
longer  in  the  service  of  the  United  States,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  proper  accounting  officer,  under  such  regulations  as  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Treasury  snail  prescribe,  to  state  an  account  in  favor  of 
the  owner  of  such  original  check  for  the  amount  thereof,  and  to 
charge  such  an  amount  to  the  account  of  such  officer  or  agent. — 
[jR.  &,  }  3647.] 

161  §•  In  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  the  preceding 
sections  of  the  Revised  Statutes,  the  following  regulations  are 
established : 

Immediately  upon  the  loss  of  a  check,  the  owner,  to  better  pro- 
tect his  interest,  should,  in  writing,  notify  the  office  or  bank  on 
which  it  was  drawn  of  the  fact  of  such  loss,  stating  the  name  of 
the  officer  or  agent  by  whom  it  was  drawn,  describing  the  check — 

S'ving,  if  possible,  its  date,  number,  and  amount — and  requesting 
at  payment  of  the  same  be  stopped. 

In  order  to  procure  the  issue  of  a  duplicate  check,  the  party  in 
interest  must  furnish  the  officer  or  agent  who  issued  the  original 
check  with  an  affidavit  giving  the  name  and  residence  of  the 
applicant  in  full,  describing  the  check  and  its  indorsements,  show- 
ing his  interest  therein,  detailing  the  circumstances  attending  its 
loss,  and  what  action,  if  any,  ho  has  taken  to  stop  payment  thereon. 
The  affidavit  must  be  made  and  signed  before  an  officer  authorized 
to  administer  oaths  generally,  andhe  must  certify  that  he  adminis- 
tered the  oath. 

He  must  also  furnish  to  the  same  officer  or  agent  a  bond  executed 
on  the  accompanying  form  and  according  to  these  instructions, 
which  will  be  furnished  to  any  officer  or  agent  applying  therefor. 

The  affidavit  and  the  bond,  when  executed,  are  to  be  indorsed  by 
the  officer  or  agent  as  having  been  submitted  to  him,  and  as  being 
the  proof  and  security  upon  which  he  has  acted.  After  the  ex- 
piration of  six  months  from  the  time  the  original  check  was  issued, 
the  officer  or  agent  will  issue  a  duplicate,  which  must  be  an  exact 
transcript  of  the  original,  especial  care  being  taken  that  the  number 
and  date  correspond  with  those  of  the  original.  These  papers  he 
will,  without  delay,  forward  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  who, 
upon  their  receipt,  will  advise  the  office  or  bank  on  which  the 
check  was  drawn  that  an  application  for  a  duplicate  is  pending, 
and  the  bank  or  office  will  immediately  inform  the  Secretary 
whether  a  request  has  been  made  to  stop  payment  of  the  original, 
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and  whether  such  original  has  been  presented  or  paid,  and,  if  not 
paid,  a  caveat  will  be  entered,  and  payment  will  thereupon  be 
stopped. 

If  the  information  obtained  is  satisfactory  to  the  proper  account- 
ing officer  of  the  Treasury,  and  he  approves  of  the  issue  of  the 
duplicate,  and  of  the  accompanying  bond,  he  will  certify  such 
approval  in  writing,  on  the  papers  as  well  as  on  the  duplicate 
check,  and  return  them  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury.

194  REGULATIONS  OF  THE 

GENERAL  RULES  FOR  ACCOUNTS,  RETURNS,  AND  REPORTS  OF  PUB- 
LIC MONEY. 

[The  following  roles  apply  generally  to  all  branches  of  the  service.  Rules 
specially  applicable  to  each  Department  will  bo  found  under  the  appropriate 
heads.  Each  Department  famishes  the  proper  blanks  and  instructions  in  detail 
pertaining  to  its  accountability.] 

1637*  All  officers,  agents,  or  other  persons  who  are  charged 
with  the  safe-keeping,  transfer,  or  disbursement  of  the  public 
moneys  shall  keep  an  accurate  entry  of  each  sum  received,  and  of 
each  payment  or  transfer;  and  shall  render  distinct  accounts  of 
the  application  thereof,  according  to  the  appropriation  under  which 
the  moneys  may  have  been  advanced  to  them.  Every  officer  or 
agent  who,  having  received  public  money  which  he  is  not  author- 
ized to  retain  as  salary,  pay,  or  emolument,  fails  to  render  his 
accounts  for  the  same  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  embezzlement,  and 
shall  be  fined  in  a  sum  equal  to  the  amount  of  the  money  embezzled, 
and  shall  be  imprisoned  not  less  than  six  months  or  more  than  ten 
years.— [2?.  S.f  $$  3623,  3643,  5491.] 

1G3§«  Every  officer  or  agent  of  the  United  States  who  receives 
public  money  which  he  is  not  authorized  to  retain  as  salary,  pay, 
or  emolument,  shall  render  his  accounts  monthly.  Such  accounts, 
with  the  vouchers  necessary  to  the  correct  and  prompt  settlement 
thereof,  shall  be  sent  by  mail,  or  otherwise,  to  the  Bureau  to 
which  they  pertain,  within  ten  days  after  the  expiration  of  each 
successive  month,  and,  after  examination  there,  shall  be  passed  to 
the  proper  accounting  officer  of  the  Treasury  for  settlement.  In 
case  of  the  non-receipt  at  the  Treasury,  or  proper  Bureau,  of  any 
accounts  within  a  reasonable  and  proper  time  thereafter,  the  officer 
whose  accounts  are  in  default  shall  be  required  to  furnish  satis- 
factory evidence  of  having  complied  with  the  provisions  of  this 
section.  The  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  may,  if  in  his  opinion  the 
circumstances  of  the  case  justify  and  require  it,  extend  the  time 
hereinbefore  prescribed  for  the  rendition  of  accounts.  Nothing 
herein  contained  shall,  however,  be  construed  to  restrain  the  heads 
of  any  of  the  Departments  from  requiring  such  other  returns  or 
reports  from  the  officer  or  agent  subject  to  the  control  of  such 
heads  of  Departments  as  the  public  interest  may  require. — [R.  S., 
$  3622.] 

1639*  Irregularities  in  the  mail  service,  or  want  of  blank  forms, 
have  no  bearing  upon  the  rendition  of  money  accounts  within  the 
time  prescribed  by  the  foregoiug  section,  and  disbursing  officers 
are  required  to  have  their  accounts  ready  to  be  forwarded  and  depos- 
ited in  the  post-office,  at  places  where  snch  offices  are  established, 
on  or  before  the  tenth  day  of  each  month.  If  printed  blanks  are 
not  furnished  the  forms  must  be  ruled  out  to  correspond. — [Begs.

RULES  FOR  COMPUTATION  OF  TIME. 

1675*  The  following  rules  for  computation  of  time  will  be 
observed,  when  applicable,  in  payment  for  services,  &c. : 

1.  For  any  full  calendar  month's  service  at  a  stipulated  monthly 
rate  of  compensation  (or  yearly  rate,  if  paid  in  regular  monthly  or 
bimonthly  installments),  payments  will  be  made  at  such  stipulated 
rate,  without  regard  to  the  number  of  days  in  that  month. 

2.  When  service  commences  on  an  in tei  mediate  day  of  the  month, 
30  days  will  be  assumed  as  the  length  of  the  month,  whether  the 
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calendar  length  be  28,  29,  30,  or  31  days,  and  pay  allowed  accord- 

3.  When  the  service  terminates  on  an  intermediate  day  of  the 
month,  the  actual  number  of  days  during  which  service  was  rendered 
in  that  calendar  month  will  bo  allowed  in  payments. 

4.  When  the  service  embraces  two  or  more  months,  or  parts  of 
months,  but  one  fraction  will  be  made.  Thus,  from  September  21 
to  November  25,  inclusive,  will  be  calculated  September  21  to 
October  20,  inclusive,  one  month ;  from  October  21  to  November 
20,  inclusive,  one  month ;  from  November  21  to  25,  inclusive,  five 
days — making  the  time  allowed  two  months  and  five  days. 

5.  When  two  fractions  of  months  occur,  both  together  less  than 
a  whole  month,  as  from  August  21  to  September  10,  the  time  will 
be  determined  thus :  August  21  to  30,  inclusive  (ignoring  31st),  ten 
days;  from  September  1  to  10,  inclusive,  ten  days— making  the 
time  allowed  twenty  days. 

6.  Service  commencing  in  February  will  be  calculated  as  though 
the  month  contained  30  days,  thus :  From  February  21  to  28  (or 
29),  inclusive,  ten  days ;  but  when  the  service  commences  on  the 
last  day  of  February,  only  one  day  will  be  allowed  in  that  month. 

7.  For  commutation  of  subsistence,  and  for  services  of  persons 
employed  at  a  per  diem  rate,  payment  will  be  made  for  the  actual 
number  of  days. 

8.  When  service  i*  rendered  from  one  given  date  to  another,  the 
account  must  state  clearly  whether  both  dates  are  included. — [Giro. 
M  Comp.,  March  1,  1864 ;  G.  O.  33,  1870.]

1718*  No  contract  or  purchase  on  behalf  of  the  United  States 
shall  be  made,  unless  the  same  is  authorized  by  law  or  is  under  an 
appropriation  adequate  to  its  fulfillment,  except  in  the  War  and 
Navy  Departments,  for  clothing,  subsistence,  forage,  fuel,  quarters, 
or  transportation,  which,  however,  shall  not  exceed  the  necessities 
of  the  current  year. — IB.  8.,  $  3732.] 

17 19*  All  property,  whether  paid  for  or  not,  which  comes  into 
the  possession  of  an  officer,  must  be  taken  up  on  his  return,  and 
accounted  for.  When  possible,  report  should  be  made  to  whose 
account  the  property  is  to  be  credited.  (Forms  Nos.  28  and  29.) — 
\_Rege.  1863,  %%  1013,  1274.] 

1720*  No  officer  making  returns  of  property  shall  drop  from  his 
return  any  public  property  as  worn  out  or  unserviceable  until  it 
has  been  condemned,  after  proper  inspection,  and  ordered  to  be  so 
dropped.— \,Hega.  1863, 11 1033.] 
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1791*  An  officer  issuing  stores  shall  deliver  or  transmit  to  the 
receiving  officer  an  exact  list  of  them  in  duplicate  invoices,  and 
the  receiving  officer  shall  return  him  duplicate  receipts ;  and  their 
property  returns  must  show  the  transaction.  The  issue  of  Ordnance 
stores  on  memorandum  receipts  is  forbidden. — [Begs.  1863,  If  1034 :

1722.  When  officers  to  whom  public  property  is  sent  refuse  to 
receipt  for  it,  the  officer  who  invoices  it  should  report  the  facts  to 
his  proper  commanding  officer,  and  ask  redress.

1733*  When  public  property  is  received  by  any  officer,  he  will

If  not,  he  will  forward  a  formal 
inspection  report  to  the  commander  empowered  to  give  orders  in 
the  case.  The  same  rule  will  be  observed,  according  to  the  nature 
of  the  case,  with  reference  to  property  already  on  hand.  The  per- 
son accountable  for  the  property,  or  having  it  in  charge,  will  sub- 
mit an  inventory,  which  will  accompany  or  be  embodied  in  the 
inspection  report,  stating  how  long  the  property  has  been  in  his 
possession,  how  long  in  use,  and  from  whom  it  was  received.  The 
inspector's  report  will  state  the  exact  condition  of  each  article,  and 
what  disposition  it  is  expedient  to  make  of  it :  as,  to  be  destroyed, 
to  be  dropped  as  being  of  no  value,  to  be  broken  up,  to  be  repacked 
or  repaired,  or  to  be  sold.  The  inspector  will  certify  on  his  report 
that  he  has  examined  each  article,  and  that  its  condition  is  as 
stated.  If  the  commanding  officer,  who  ordinarily  would  be  the 
inspector,  is  himself  accountable  for  the  property,  the  next  officer 
in  rank  present  for  duty  will  act  as  the  inspector.  The  authority 
to  inspect  and  condemn  will  not,  without  special  instructions,  be 
exercised  by  commanding  officers  of  arsenals  with  reference  to  ord- 
nance and  Ordnance  stores,  but  only  in  regard  to  other  unservice- 
able supplies.— [Begs.  1863,  %  1022.] 

1794*  The  words  "  but  without  breaking  packages  until  issues  are 
to  be  made,"  contained  in  the  foregoing  paragraph,  will  not  be  con- 
strued as  prohibiting  the  breaking  ot  packages  of  arms  and  other 
Ordnance  stores,  except  only  such  as  are  hermetically  sealed,  like 
oils,  paints,  &c.  The  responsibility  for  non-examination  of  all

When  sworn 
to,  such  report  may  be  filed  with  the  proceedings  as  evidence. 

At  arsenals  and  depots  where  there  are  persons  whose  especial 
duty  it  is  to  receive  and  issue  public  stores,  the  reports  herein 
required  may  be  made  by  them  instead  of  officers  of  the  Army. —

179§«  When  an  officer  to  whom  stores  are  forwarded  has  reason 
to  suppose  them  miscarried,  he  shall  promptly  inform  the  issuing 
and  forwarding  officer,  and  the  Bureau  of  the  Department  to  which 
the  property  appertains.

1731*  Upon  satisfactory  information  that  United  States  prop- 
erty, in  unlawful  hands,  is  likely  to  be  taken  away,  concealed,  or 
otherwise  disposed  of,  before  the  necessary  proceedings  can  be  had 
in  the  civil  tribunals  for  the  recovery  thereof,  the  post  or  detach- 
ment, commander  will  at  once  order  the  same  to  be  seized,  and  hold 
it  subject  to  any  legal  proceedings  that  may  be  instituted  by  other 
parties.  Persons  caught  in  the  act  of  stealing  publio  property,  or 
of  making  way  with  property  recently  stolen  from  the  United  States, 
will  be  summarily  arrested  by  the  troops,  and  turned  over  to  the 
civil  authorities  for  trial.— [G.  O.  28,  1870.] 

1732.  Quartermasters  are  authorized,  when  found  expedient, 
after  failure  of  ordinary  means  of  recovery,  to  offer  for  recovery  of 
any  lost  or  stolen  animal  a  reward  of  #25;  and,  in  case  of  stolen 
animals,  an  additional  reward  of  $25  for  each  thief  arrested,  tried, 
and  convicted,  and  duly  sentenced  to  punishment. — [  G-.

1733.  The  necessary  expenses  incurred  in  the  execution  of  the 
three  preceding  paragraphs  will  be  paid  by  the  Quartermaster's 
Department,  upon  the  proper  vouchers  approved  by  the  Department 
Commander;  and  officers  will  promptly  report  to  Department  Head- 
quarters all  action  taken.

1734*  When  an  officer  in  charge  of  public  property  is  removed 
from  the  care  of  it,  the  commanding  officer  shall  designate  an  officer 
to  receive  it,  or  take  charge  of  it  himself,  till  a  successor  be  regularly 
appointed.  Where  no  officer  can  remain  to  receive  it,  the  command- 
ing officer  will  take  suitable  means  to  secure  it  and  report  the  facts 
to  the  proper  authority.— [Regs.

ISSUES  OF  QUARTERMASTER'S  OR  SUBSISTENCE  STORE8.

RESPONSIBILITY  FOR  COMPANY  CLOTHING,  ARMS,   ETC. 

1738*  Officers  either  temporarily  or  permanently  in  command 
of  a  company  or  detachment  are  held  responsible  for  all  public 
property  in  the  possession  of  their  command,  whether  they  receipt 
for  it  or  not.— [ifc.?*.  1863,  f  1420.] 

1739*  When,  by  the  accidents  of  service,  an  officer  has  com- 
mand of  two  or  more  companies,  all  the  public  property  belonging 
to  each  must  be  accounted  for  on  separate  returns,  no  matter  how 
small  the  amount  of  property  on  band  in  each  company  may  be. — 
[Begs.  Ord.  Depf] 

1740*  When  a  Lieutenant,  during  the  temporary  absence  of 
the  Captain,  takes  command,  he  does  not  sign  the  property  returns;

1 74$«  The  amount  charged  against  the  pay  of  an  enlisted  man 
on  the  muster  and  pay  rolls  for  indemnification  of  loss  or  damage 
to  Government  property  will  not  exceed  the  value  of  the  articles 
alienated,  or  the  amount  of  damage,  or  of  cost  of  repairs;  and  such 
charges  will  be  made  only  on  clear  proof,  and  never  without  an 
inquiry,  if  the  soldier  demand  it.— [Regs.

1746*  The  soldier  will  be  informed  at  the  time  for  signing  the 
rolls  that  his  signature  will  be  regarded  as  an  acknowledgment  of 
the  justice  of  the  charge  set  against  his  pay;  but  in  case  be  object 
to  signing  the  rolls  and  demand  a  Court-Martial,  and  in  cases  of

less  than  one  thousand  nor  more  than  five  thousand  dollars. — [22.

The  original  of  this  abstract,  accompanied  by  a  complete  set  of 
vouchers  and  the  original  Return,  will  be  transmitted  to  the  Sur- 
geon General  at  the  end  of  the  quarter.  The  Abstract,  with  a 
c  omplete  set  of  vouchers  and  the  Return,  will  be  retained  by  the 
officer.—  [Regs.  1863,  HIT  1272,  1276.] 

1797*  All  other  Medical  officers  in  charge  of  Medical  supplies 
shall  prepare  annually  on  the  31st  of  December,  in  duplicate,  re- 
turns of  Medical  supplies,  showing  those  on  hand  at  last  returns, 
those  received,  expended,  issued,  sold,  and  remaining  on  hand  (in- 
cluding personal  instruments).

The  monthly  statements  of  serviceable  stores  on  hand,  tho 
quarterly  returns  at  arsenals,  depots,  posts,  and  in  the  field,  and 
the  annual  inventories,  will  designate  each  part.— [G.  O.  13, 1872.] 

1809*  Commanding  officers  of  batteries,  companies,  and  de- 
tachments, making  quarterly  returns  of  ordnance  and  Ordnance 
stores,  will  report.,  upon  the  face  of  the  returns,  the  maximum 
number  of  enlisted  men  under  their  command  during  the  quarter. — 
[G.  O.  32,  1875.] 

1810*  When  stores  are  lost  or  destroyed,  and  cannot  be  pre- 
sented for  the  action  of  a  Board  of  Survey,  they  must  be  accounted 
for  by  the  affidavit  of  one  or  more  persons  cognizant  of  the  facts,  by 
the  certificate  of  the  officer  responsible  for  the  property,  and  by  such 
testimony  of  other  officers  as  may  be  attainable.— [Regs.  Ord.  JDept.] 

1811.  Stores  loSt  in  an  engagement  are  accounted  for  in  like

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manner.  The  certified  statement  of  the  officer  responsible  for  them 
must  set  forth  the  date  when,  the  place  where,  and  all  the  circum- 
stances under  which  the  loss  took  place.

SIGNAL  SERVICE. 

1814«  The  returns  of  Signal  equipments  and  stores  will  be  made 
in  duplicate,  on  the  form  (No.  7)  prescribed,  and  forwarded  to  the 
Chief  Signal  Officer  for  his  examination,  who  will,  after  taking  a 
similar  course  of  action  as  is  prescribed  in  these  Regulations  for  the 
quarterly  returns  of  Quartermaster's  stores,  forward  them  to  the 
Third  Auditor  of  the  Treasury  for  settlement. 


ARTICLE  IiXXVIH. 

ADJUTANT  GENERAL'S  DEPARTMENT. 

191$.  All  General  Orders  which  emanate  from  the  Headquar- 
ters of  the  Army  j  the  orders  of  detail,  of  instruction,  of  movement, 
and  all  general  regulations  for  the  Army,  are  communicated  to  the 
troops  through  the  office  of  the  Adjutant  General. 

1816*  The  record  of  all  military  appointments,  promotions,  res- 
ignations, deaths,  and  other  casualties ;  the  registry  of  all  commis- 
sioned officers ;  the  filling  up  and  distribution  of  their  commissions, 
and  the  preparation  and  issue  of  the  Army  Register,  pertain  to 
the  Adjutant  General's  Office. 

1817*  The  Adjutant  General's  Office  is  the  repository  for  the 
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records  of  the  War  Department  which  relate  to  the  personnel  of 
the  military  establishment,  and  to  the  military  history  of  every 
commissioned  officer  and  soldier  of  the  Regular  and  Volunteer 
forces  in  the  service  of  the  United  States. 

1818a  In  this  office  the  recruiting  service  is  conducted;  the 
names  of  all  enlisted  soldiers  are  enrolled,  their  enlistments  and  de- 
scriptive lists  are  entered,  and  all  deaths,  discharges,  desertions, 
&e.,  are  recorded. 

1819.  In  this  office  the  general  returns  of  the  Army  are  consol- 
idated: the  monthly  returns  of  regiments  and  posts  and  the  muster- 
rolls  of  companies  are  preserved ;  the  inventories  of  the  effects  of 
deceased  officers  and  soldiers  are  entered ;  and  the  annual  returns 
of  the  militia,  required  by  law  to  be  submitted  to  Congress,  are 
prepared. 

1890*  It  is  the  duty  of  the  Adjutant  General  to  furnish  tran- 
scripts from  the  muster-rolls  and  returns  to  the  Auditor's  and  Pen- 
sion Offices,  on  their  call,  to  assist  in  the  settlement  of  claims 
brought  before  them. 


ARTICLE  LXXTX. 
QUARTERMASTERS  DEPARTMENT. 

1891*  The  Quartermaster's  Department  is  charged  with  the  duty 
of  providing  the  means  of  transportation,  by  land  and  water,  for  all 
troops  and  all  material  of  war.  It  furnishes  the  horses  of  the  Artil- 
lery and  Cavalry  and  horses  and  mules  for  the  trains.  It  provides 
and  distributes  clothing,  tents,  camp  and  garrison  equipage,  forage, 
lumber,  and  all  material  for  camps  and  for  shelter  of  troops  and  of 
stores.  It  builds  barracks,  store-houses,  hospitals ;  provides  wagons 
and  ambulances  and  harness,  except  for  Cavalry  aud  Artillery 
horses;  builds  or  charters  ships,  steamers,  and  boats,  docks,  and 
wharves;  constructs  and  repairs  roads,  railways,  and  bridges; 
clears  out  obstructions  in  rivers  and  harbors,  when  necessary  for 
military  purposes ;  provides,  by  hire  or  purchase,  grounds  for  mil- 
itary encampments  and  buildings ;  pays  generally  all  expenses  of 
military  operations  not  by  law  expressly  assigned  to  some  other 
Department ;  and,  finally,  it  provides  and  maintains  military  cem- 
eteries, in  which  the  dead  of  the  Army  are  buried. 

1899*  Food,  arras,  ammunition.  Medical  and  hospital  stores, 
are  purchased  and  issued  by  other  Departments,  but  the  Quarter- 
master's Department  transports  them  to  the  place  of  issue,  and 
provides  store-houses  for  their  preservation  until  consumed.— [i2. 
A,  $  1133;  Regs.  1863,  %  1064.] 
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ALLOWANCE  OF  QUARTERS. 

1834*  At  all  posts  and  stations  where  there  are  public  quarters 
in  buildings  belonging  to  the  United  States,  officers  may  be  ftir- 
nished  with  quarters  in  kind  in  such  public  buildings  by  the 
Quartermasters  Department.  There  will  be  allotted  by  the  Quar- 
termaster at  the  station,  under  the  direction  of  the  commanding 
officer,  to  each  officer  such  number  of  rooms  as  is  allowed  to  his 
grade  by  the  Regulations  of  the  Army.— [Beg*.  1863,  f  1067 ;  &.  O. 
66,  1878.] 

1939*  An  officer  arriving  at  a  station  shall  make  requisition  on 
the  Quartermaster  for  his  quarters  and  fuel,  accompanied  by  a  copy 
of  the  order  putting  him  on  duty  at  the  station.  If  in  command 
of  troops,  his  requisition. shall  be  for  the  whole,  and  designate  the 
number  of  officers  of  each  grade  and  of  non-commissioned  officers 
and  soldiers.— [Begs.  1863,  IT  1086.] 

1836*  No  officer  shall  occupy  more  than  his  proper  quarters, 
except  by  order  of  the  commanding  officer,  when  there  is  an  excess 
of  quarters  at  the  station;  which  order  the  Quartermaster  shall 
forward  to  the  Quartermaster  General,  to  be  laid  before  the  Secre- 
tary of  War.  But  the  amount  of  quarters  shall  be  reduced  pro  rata 
by  the  commanding  officer  when  the  number  of  officers  and  troops 
make  it  necessary ;  and  when  the  public  buildings  are  not  'sufficient 
to  quarter  the  troops,  the  commanding  officer  shall  report  to  the 
commander  of  the  Department  for  authority  to  hire  quarters  for 
the  soldiers,  or  other  necessary  orders.  The  Department  Com- 
mander shall  report  the  case,  and  his  orders  therein,  to  the  Quar- 
termaster General.— [Begs.

1837*  Officers  on  duty  with  troops,  not  in  the  field,  will  be  fur- 
nished with  quarters  in  kind  when  public  quarters  are  available ; 
but,  in  cases  where  there  are  not  sufficient  quarters  possessed  by 
the  United  States  to  accommodate  them,  the  Quartermaster's  De- 
partment shall  hire  the  necessary  quarters  for  each  officer  unpro- 
vided threwith.— [G.  O.  83,  1880.] 

1838*  Officers  on  duty  without  troops  at  stations  where  there 
are  public  quarters,  will  be  provided  with  quarters  in  kind ;  but, 
in  such  cases  where  there  are  not  sufficient  quarters  possessed  by 
the  United  States,  the  Quartermaster's  Department  shall  hire  the 
necessary  quarters  for  each  officer  unprovided  therewith.— [G.  O.

1839*  In  allotment  of  quarters,  officers  shall  have  choice  accord- 
ins  to  rank,  but  the  commanding  officer  may  direct  the  officers 
to  oe  lodged  convenient  to  their  troops. — [Begs.  1863,  1T 1076.] 

1840*  An  officer  may  select  quarters  occupied  by  a  junior ;  but, 
having  made  his  choice,  he  must  abide  by  it,  and  shall  not  again 
at  the  post  displace  a  junior,  unless  himself  displaced  by  a  senior. — 
[Begs.  1863,  f  1077.] 
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184 1  •  The  set  of  rooms  to  each  quarters  will  be  assigned  by  the 
Quartermaster,  under  the  direction  of  the  commanding  officer ;  attics 
not  counted  as  rooms.— [Mega.  18(53,  f  1078.] 

1842*  Officers  cannot  choose  rooms  in  different  sets  of  quar- 
ters.— IRegs.  1863,  %  1079.] 

1843*  Whenever  officers  are  ordered  in  arrest,  or  for  trial,  from 
their  proper  stations  to  other  military  posts,  they  may,  during  the 
time  they  remain  at  such  posts,  under  arrest,  awaiting  trial  or 
sentence,  be  allowed  to  occupy  public  quarters  provided  there  are 
any  vacant  which  can  be  assigned  to  them  without  infringing  upon 
the  rights  of  other  officers  regularly  stationed  on  duty  at  the  post. 
Under  these  circumstances  they  will  forfeit  any  and  all  claims  they 
may  have  had  to  quarters  in  kind,  or  commutation  therefor  else-

1844*  When  assigned  to  duty  without  troops,  or  temporarily 
and  involuntarily  awaiting  orders,  under  competent  authority,  offi- 
cers will  be  entitled  to  the  prescribed  allowance  of  quarters.

FUEL  AND  STOVES. 

1851*  Allowance  of  or  commutation  for  fuel  to  commissioned 
officers  is  prohibited  by  law ;  but  fuel  may  be  sold  to  officers  of  the 
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Army  by  the  Quartermaster's  Department,  for  the  actual  use  of 
such  officers  only,  at  the  rate  of  three  dollars  per  cord  for  standard 
oak  wood,  or  at  an  equivalent  rate  for  other  kinds  of  fnel  named 
in  the  scale  of  equivalents,  the  amount  at  that  price  being  limited 
to  tho  regulation  allowance.

1853*  Officers  may  purchase  fuel  in  excess  of  the  regulation 
allowance  at  the  contract  price,  provided  it  is  not  less  than  three 
dollars  a  cord.— [0.  0.  69,  1878.] 

1854.  During  a  temporary  absence  of  an  officer  his  allowance 
of  fuel  may  be  sold  by  the  Quartermaster's  Department  to  his  family 
for  their  use.— \_A.  G.  0.,  Aug.  21,  1878.] 

1955*  Acting  Assistant  Surgeons  may  purchase  fuel  of  the 
Quartermaster's  Department  at  legal  rates. — I  A.  G.  0.,  Aug,  15, 
1878.] 

1896.  Officers  who  desire  to  purchase  fuel  from  the  Quarter- 
master's Department  will  make  requisition  therefor.  Payment 
must  be  made  at  the  time  of  sale,  and  the  purchasing  officer  will 
be  given  a  receipt  for  the  amount  paid.  The  requisition  and  receipt 
will  be  on  blank  forms  (Forms  Nos.  33£  and  49,  respectively)  to  be 
obtained  by  requisition  on  the  Quartermaster's  Department. — [0.  0.

1857.  The  law  permits  sale  to  officers  only  of  fuel  which  they 
actuallv  use.  There  is  no  right  to  sell,  barter,  exchange,  or  dispose 
of  it,— [0.

Kindling  wood  may  form  a  part  of  the  regular  issue  of 
fuel  in  proportion  equal  to  one-sixth  of  the  whole  allowance  author- 
ized, at  the  same  monthly  rate  as  to  quantity  as  the  standard  oak 
wood.  This  one-sixth  is  one-sixth  of  the  quantity  of  oak  wood 
which  regulates  an  officer's  allowance,  and  is  not  increased  on 
account  of  its  inferior  quality  as  fuel.

1861*  Fuel  issued  to  troops  is  public  property  for  their  use; 
what  they  do  not  actually  consume  shall  be  returned  to  the  Quarter- 
master and  taken  up  on  his  quarterly  return ;  with  this  exception, 
however,  that  the  fuel  issued  to  troops  and  not  actually  used  in 
quarters  may  be  used  in  baking  their  bread.  Particular  attention 
of  officers  is  called  to  this  provision. — [Regs.  1863,  H  1073 ;  0.  0. 
18,  1874.] 

1862*  Fuel  shall  be  issued  only  in  the  month  when  due. — [Begs. 
1863,  If  1075;  0.  0.  18,  1874.] 

1863*  The  following  table  shows  the  number  of  rooms,  the 
quantity  of  fuel,  and  the  allowance  of  cooking  and  heating  stoves 
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to  bo  supplied  for  the  use  of  officers  aud  men  in  public  quarters  and 
barracks.— [G.  0.  18,  1874;  G.  0.  4  and  113,  1876;  G.  0.  2  and  92, 
1857 ;  G.O.I,  24,  and  37, 1878.  ]

1952*  The  Quartermaster's  Department  will  furnish  to  officers 
entitled  to  forage,  transportation  for  the  legal  number  of  horses 
to  which  they  are  entitled,  and  which  they  own  and  have  in  serv- 
ice, from  a  post  where  they  are  on  duty  to  another  post  to  which 
they  may  be  ordered  for  duty.  The  expense  of  such  transportation 
paid  by  the  United  States  shall  not  exceed  one  hundred  dollars  for 
each  horse  transported,  and  if  the  actual  cost  exceed  one  hundred 
dollars,  the  excess  shall  be  charged  to  the  officer.— [G.  0.  81, 1866.] 

1953*  When  officers  are  transferred  from  one  department  to 
another,  on  their  own  application  and  for  their  own  convenience, 
transportation  of  horses  will  not  be  allowed. — [G.  O.  171,  1863.] 

1954*  Transportation  for  the  authorized  horses  of  Volunteer 
officers  will  only  be  furnished  when  leaving  the  field  of  active  oper- 
ations for  the  places  where  they  are  to  be  mustered  out  of  service, 
and«pon  the  certificate  of  a  Quartermaster,  when  the  horses  have 
been  purchased  from  the  Government,  that  they  were  so  purchased, 
and  have  been  paid  for.—  [G.  0.

the  transportation  of  officers  or  employes  of  other  Departments 
without  authority  obtained  from  the  War  Department.— [  G.  O.  60,

1957.  Transportation  by  express  agency  is  authorized  when  it 
can  be  provided  as  cheaply  as  by  ordinary  freight  lines,  otherwise  it 
is  prohibited,  except  in  cases  of  great  emergency.  Vouchers  on 
which  payments  are  made  for  express  transportation  should  set  forth 
either  that  the  cost  is  not  greater  than  ordinary  freight,  or  else  the 
emergency  which  required  the  use  of  the  express.— [G.  O.  1,  1862; 
G.  O.  91,  1878.] 

1962*  The  Quartermaster's  Department  is  authorized  to  trans- 
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port  to  the  Medical  Museum  at  Washington  such  objects  as  may 
be  turned  over  to  its  officers  for  that  purpose  at  any  military  post 
or  station  by  the  officers  of  the  Medical  Department. — [G.  0.  49, 
1875.] 

1963*  The  Quartermaster's  Department  is  authorized  to  trans- 
port articles  contributed  by  officers  of  the  Army  to  the  Library  or 
Museum  of  the  Military  Service  Iustitution  of  the  United  States. — 
ICiro.  Q.  M.  Gen.,  Jan.  28, 1679.] 

1964*  The  Quartermaster's  Department  is  authorized  to  furnish 
transportation  for  articles  purchased  with  company  funds  from 
place  of  purchase  to  the  station  of  the  company,  also  for  organs, 
melodeons,  and  other  like  musical  instruments  donated  to  military 
posts,  and  for  books  donated  to  post,  regimental,  and  company 
libraries.— [Sec.  War,  Aug.  24  and  Sept.  21, 1872 :  March  27, 1877;  April 
7,1880.] 

196 Y*  Officers  in  turning  stores  over  to  the  Quartermaster's 
Department  for  transportation  will  plainly  mark  each  package, 
box,  bale,  cask,  sack,  &c,  with  the  name  of  the  officer  or  person  to 
whom  it  is  to  be  forwarded,  its  contents,  weight  (if  practicable),  and 
ultimate  destination;  also  with  the  letters  U.  S.,  thus,  |TJ.  S.Jthat 
it  may  be  readily  distinguished  from  private  .property. — [G.  0.  44, 
1879.] 

1968*  An  officer  who  turns  over  stores  to  another  for  trans- 
portation in  the  best  condition  in  which  it  is  possible  for  him  to 
put  said  stores,  is  relieved  from  any  further  responsibility  concern- 
ing them  by  the  receipt  of  the  officer  to  whom  they  are  intrusted 
for  transportation.  Should  the  officer  to  whom  the  stores  are  con- 
signed discover  in  them  damage  or  deficiency,  such  as  is  described 
by  the  General  Regulations,  he  will  apply  for  a  Board  of  Survey, 
before  which  all  concerned  shall  be  heard  in  person  or  by  letter.

1970*  Transportation  by  water,  being  in  most  cases  the  cheap- 
est, will  be  used  when  consistent  with  the  interests  of  the  service;

REQUESTS  FOR  TRANSPORTATION  OP  TROOPS. 

[G.  0.  »8,  1872,  modified  by  Sec.  War.] 

1971*  Officers  of  the  Quartermaster's  Department  will  issue  to 
each  company  over  whose  road  or  line  transportation  is  required 
for  troops  and  officers  of  the  United  States,  and  individuals  entitled 
to  transportation  at  Government  expense  (except  as  hereinafter 
provided),  a  Request  of  the  form  provided  by  the  Quartermaster 
General  (Form  No.  15),  setting  forth  the  number  of  days  for  which 
the  Requests  will  be  good ;  the  date  when  and  place  where  issued; 
the  name  of  the  company  or  party  required  to  furnish  the  trans- 
portation ;  the  name  of  the  person  to  be  transported,  or  in  charge 
of  the  party  to  be  transported,  and  the  number  of  persons  and 
pounds  of  extra  baggage,  if  any,  accompanying  him ;  the  company 
and  regiment  to  which  the  person  named  belongs ;  the  points  from 
and  to  which,  and  the  general  route  or  initial  letters  of  the  roads 
over  which  transportation  is  required,  and  the  points  of  original 
departure  and  ultimate  destination.  They  will  also  state  on  the 
back  of  the  Request  by  what  authority  it  is  issued,  by  giving  the 
number,  date,  and  place  of  issue  of  the  order  re  luiring  transporta- 
tion to  be  furnished,  and  the  nature  of  the  journey  or  purpose  for 
which  it  is  to  be  performed,  as  follows:  "Changing  stations,7' 
"Joining  recruiting  service, "  "Conducting  recruits  to  regiment 
(or  station),"  "  Returning  to  station  from  conducting  recruits  to 
regiment  (or  station),"  "Returning  to  regiment  (or  station)  from 
recruiting  service,"  "Assigned  recruits  en  route  to  regiment  (or 
station)/"  " Deserter,"  "Returning  from  furlough,  proper  officer 
notified,"  "On  detached  service"  (the  nature  of  the  service  to  be 
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stated),  "En  route  to  Soldiers'  Home,"  "Discharged  soldier  en  route 
home  (or  en  route  to  a  Paymaster),  indorsed  on  final  statement,'' 
"Insane  soldier  with  escort  to  Insane  Asylum,*'  "  Guard  and  pris- 
oners," "Guard  and  Indian  prisoners,"  "En  route  to  (or  retnrning 
from)  Court-Martial,"  "  En  route  to  (or  returning  from)  civil  court — 
under  orders  without  summons,"  "Released  convict,'*  "Journey 
to  procure  an  artificial  limb — cost  to  be  refunded  from  appropria- 
tion for  artificial  limbs,"  "Superintendent  of  National  Cemetery," 
"Clerk  (or  agent)  of  the  Quartermaster's  Department,*'  &c. ;  and 
if  the  Reqnest  is  issued  by  virtue  of  any  contract,  that  fact  will  be 
stated  and  the  contract  designated.— [  6r.  0.  107,  1874.] 

1972*  These  Requests  should  be  properly  receipted  by  the  party 
named  therein,  aud  tickets  procured  thereon,  whenever  it  can  be 
done,  before  commencing  the  journey ;  otherwise,  to  be  given  to 
the  conductor  of  the  train,  or  agent  of  the  boat  or  line ;  and  if  more 
than  one  person  is  to  be  transported,  the  officer  or  person  in  charge 
of  the  party,  in  tilling  the  receipt,  should  state  the  number  of  per- 
sons and  pounds  of  extra  baggage  actually  carried,  if  not  in  excess 
of  the  number  called  for  by  the  Request.  In  no  case  should  receipt 
be  given  for  the  transportation  of  a  greater  number  of  persons,  or 
a  greater  number  of  pounds  of  extra  baggage,  than  the  Request 
calls  for. 

1973.  Officers  in  charge  of  troops  transported  by  rail  will  give 
the  railroad  companies  receipts  only  for  the  class  and  description 
of  transportation  actually  furnished. — [Cr.  0.  55,  1870.] 

1974*  The  receipt  for  the  transportation  should  be  filled  up  in 
ink,  and  if  the  person  receipting  cannot  write  his  name,  there 
should  be  a  witness  to  his  mark.  Names  and  places  should  be 
written  in  full,  and  not  abbreviated ;  and  if  the  transportation  is 
furnished  by  other  than  passenger  train,  or  in  other  than  passenger 
car,  that  fact  should  be  stated  by  the  party  receipting  for  the  trans- 
portation. 

1975.  Officers  will  take  advantage  of  any  through  rates  exist- 
ing, whether  for  the  whole  or  a  part  of  a  journey.  Whenever 
transportation  is  required  over  a  road  or  line  of  roads  where 
arrangements  have  been  made  by  the  companies  for  through  trans- 
portation upon  through  tickets,  a  single  Request,  addressed  to  the 
initial  road  of  the  through  line,  will  be  issued,  except  as  herein 
otherwise  provided,  upon  which  tickets  should  be  procured  by  the 
officer  issuing  it  or  by  the  party  to  be  transported. 

1976*  If  transportation  is  required  over  a  line  of  roads  part  of 
which  are  land-grant  and  subject  to  deduction  from  full  rates,  and 
a  single  Request  is  issued  therefor,  the  name  of  the  road  and  the 
fact  that  it  is  a  land-grant  road  and  subject  to  deduction,  and 
the  per  centum  of  deduction,  will  be  stated  on  the  Request ;  and 
in  settlement  for  the  service  the  deduction  on  account  of  land- 
grant  will  be  made. 

1977*  If  arrangements  have  been  made  for  transportation  for 
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a  part  of  the  distance  at  less  than  the  regular  through  rate,  the 
rate  for  that  distance  will  be  stated  in  the  Requests. 

1978*  When  transportation  is  required  over  a  land-grant  road 
to  which  payment  for  the  service  is  forbidden  by  law,  a  separate 
Request  will  be  issued  therefor.  Officers  issuing  such  Requests  will 
be  particular  to  note  thereon  that  payment  for  the  service  is  pro- 
hibited by  law.— [G.  0.  107,1874.] 

1!>79«  When  transportation  is  required  over  a  land-grant  road 
which  by  law  is  required  to  transport  troops  and  property  of  the 
United  States  free  of  cost,  charge,  or  expense  to  the  Government, 
a  separate  Request  will  be  issued  therefor.  Officers  issuing  such 
Requests  will  be  particular  to  note  thereon  that  the  service  is  to  be 
performed  free  of  cost,  charge,  or  expense  to  the  Government. 

1980*  In  settling  accounts  based  on  Requests  for  transporta- 
tion, involving  service  over  land-grant  railroads,  the  same  rules 
will  be  observed  as  in  settling  accounts  based  on  Bills  of  Lading. 

198 1«  Duplicate  Requests  for  transportation  will  not  be  issued ; 
nor  will  Requests  be  issued  after  the  transportation  service  has 
been  performed. 

1982*  No  portion  of  a  Request  above  the  signature  of  the  issuing 
officer  will  be  changed  in  any  particular.  Any  necessary  explana- 
tions may  be  made  in  the  certificate  of  the  party  transported  on 
the  back  of  the  Request. 

1993*  In  order  that  the  Government  may  obtain  the  benefit  of

1985*  Tickets  will  not  be  purchased  over  a  road  or  line  of  roads 
in  whole  or  in  part  indebted  to  the  United  States,  or  which  are 
land-grant  roads  subject  to  deduction  from  full  rates,  or  to  which 
payment  for  the  transportation  is  forbidden  by  law,  or  which  are 
required  by  law  to  transport  troops  of  the  United  States  free  of  cost, 
charge,  or  expense  to  the  Government ;  nor  over  any  of  the  Pacific 
roads  to  which  United  States  bonds  were  issued  in  aid  of  their  con- 
struction ;  nor  over  any  road  with  which  a  contract  has  been  made 
for  the  transportation  at  less  than  the  regular  through  or  local 
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rates,  except  at  contract  or  reduced  prices.  This  is  not  to  prohibit 
purchasing  tickets  over  land-grant  roads  or  over  roads  with  which 
a  contract  has  been  made,  when  the  cost  to  the  Government  is  not 
greater  than  the  rates  to  which  it  would  be  entitled  under  the  con- 
tract or  after  the  deduction  for  land  grant.  In  case  of  purchase  of 
tickets  under  these  circumstances,  full  explanation  will  be  made  on 
the  face  of  the  voucher. 

19 §6*  As  circumstances  may  occur  to  prevent  the  use  of  tickets, 
all  such  unused  tickets,  or  parts  of  tickets,  whether  purchased  as 
aforesaid  or  procured  on  Transportation  Requests,  will  at  once  be 
returned  to  the  officer  from  whom  they  were  obtained,  and  the  pro- 
portional value  thereof  will  be  deducted  from  any  money  due  or  to 
become  due  the  company  from  which  they  were  obtained.  On  col- 
lection of  the  value  of  such  unused  tickets  they  will  be  returned 
to  the  company  from  which  they  were  procured. 

198 1  •  When  a  number  of  persons  or  troops  are  to  be  transported 
on  the  same  day  or  train,  it  should  be  done  in  squads,  so  far  as 
practicable,  and  the  lowest  possible  rates  obtained,  and  a  single 
Request  or  set  of  Requests — unless  tickets  are  purchased — given  to 
the  ranking  officer  or  most  responsible  person  of  the  several  de- 
tachments. Requests  for  "one  man,"  ''ten  men,"  and  the  like, 
without  designating  any  name,  are  improper. 

1988*  Officers  traveling  on  duty  with  troops  are  to  be  furnished 
transportation  in  kind,  and  will  not  be  allowed  to  draw  mileage..— 
[#.  O.  3,  1872.] 

1989*  In  marches  the  officers  should  move  as  do  the  troops,  and 
when  transportation  is  specially  devoted  to  the  movement  it  should 
be  sufficient  for  all  included  therein. 

1990*  In  all  cases  of  individual  travel,  the  authority  issuing 
the  order  may,  at  discretion,  prescribe  that  transportation  in  kind 
be  furnished  to  the  officer.  Such  an  order  will  be  a  bar  to  pay- 
ment of  mileage,  unless  it  be  shown  by  certificate  of  the  proper 
officer  of  the  Quartermaster's  Department  that  the  transportation 
in  kind  could  not  be  furnished. — [G.  0.  97,  1876.  J 

1991.  When  transportation  is  required  to  any  given  point  and 
return,  the  Request  for  return  transportation  or  tickets  should  be 
obtained  at  the  point  of  arrival  provided  it  can  be  there  procured ; 
otherwise,  the  Quartermaster  will,  unless  tickets  are  procured, 
issue  two  sets  of  Requests,  one  for  use  to  the  place  of  destination, 
the  other  for  return  transportation. 

1992*  Upon  the  Request,  and  voucher  if  tickets  are  purchased, 
all  the  facts  should  be  presented  necessary  to  enable  the  paying 
officer  to  decide  as  to  the  regularity  or  propriety  of  issuing  the  same. 
Should  it  appear  to  the  paying  officer  that  transportation  has  been 
improperly  furnished  by  the  issuing  officer,  payment  for  the  service 
will  be  made  to  the  carrier,  who  by  performance  of  service  upon  a 
regular  Request  is  entitled  to  payment ;  and  all  the  facts,  with 
the  Request  or  voucher  inclosed  (a  copy  being  retained  by  the  offi- 
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cer  in  place  of  the  original),  will  be  reported  to  the  Quartermaster 
General,  that  the  officer  issuing  the  same  may  be  held  responsible.

1995*  An  officer  relieved  from  duty  or  transferred  to  another 
station  will  torn  over  to  his  successor  all  unused  Requests  in  his 
possession,  unless  ordered  to  do  otherwise,  taking  a  receipt  therefor, 
showing  numbers  from  and  to  inclusive,  which  receipt  will  be  for- 
warded to  the  Chief  Quartermaster  of  the  Department.  If  no  suc- 
cessor has  been  designated,  the  officer  will  forward  the  Requests 
to  the  Chief  Quartermaster. 

1996*  In  no  case  will  Requests  be  taken  or  sent  out  of  the  De- 
partment to  which  they  have  been  supplied,  nor  will  they  bo  trans- 
ferred or  supplied  to  officers  not  authorized  to  receive  them,  nor  to 
officers  not  nnder  the  orders  of  the  Chief  Quartermaster,  except  on 
orders  from  higher  authority.

PARLOR  GAR  AND  SLEEPING  ACCOMMODATIONS. 
[G.  0.  102, 1875.] 

9008*  Officers  of  the  Army,  except  when  drawing  mileage,  and 
clerks  and  agents  of  the  Government  in  the  military  service,  trav- 
eling under  orders  on  public  business,  are  allowed  one  double  berth 
in  a  sleeping  car,  or  customary  state-room  accommodations  on  boats 
and  steamers  where  an  extra  charge  is  made  therefor.  Officers 
traveling  as  aforesaid  are  also  allowed  one  seat  in  a  day  parlor  car. 
These  allowances  will  be  provided  by  the  Quartermaster's  Depart- 
ment if  practicable,  when  transportation  in  kind  is  furnished. — [G.

2007*  Whenever  a  journey  is  to  be  performed  covering  the 
route  of  more  than  one  sleeping  or  parlor  car,  separate  Bequests 
should  be  issued  for  each  car  m  which  the  person  is  to  travel. 
Officers  will  be  particular  to  ascertain,  so  far  as  possible,  the 
routes  covered  by  sleeping  or  parlor  cars. 

9008.  In  case  a  Bequest  is  issued  calling  for  sleeping  or  parlor 
car  accommodations  to  a  point  beyond  the  run  of  any  one  car,  the 
holder  thereof  will  receipt  for  the  number  of  berths  or  seats  fur- 
nished, juid  the  points  between  which  they  were  furnished. 

Persons  holding  Bequests  for  such  accommodations  will 


in  all  cases,  when  practicable,  present  them  to  the  proper  agent 
and  obtain  tickets  for  the  number  of  berths  or  seats  required,  before 
commencing  the  journey.  When  not  practicable,  berths  or  seats 
will  be  secured  from  the  conductor  of  the  car,  it  being  understood 
and  expeeted  that  they  will  have  the  choice  of  such  berths  or  seats 
as  have  not  already  been  taken. 

2010*  Special  sleeping  or  parlor  cars  will  not  be  chartered  at 
Government  expense,  when  such  expense  exceeds  the  cost  of  the 
number  of  berths  or  seats  authorized  to  be  furnished. 

2011*  Whenever  it  is  impracticable  for  agents  or  conductors  to 
furnish  berths  or  seats  in  sleeping  or  parlor  cars  because  all  the 
berths  or  seats  have  been  previously  taken,  or  for  any  other  cause, 
the  holder  of  the  Bequest  will,  on  the  termination  of  his  journey, 
return  the  Bequest  to  the  issuing  officer,  with  a  statement  of  the 
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reasons  why  it  has  not  been  used ;  which  officer  will  account  for  it 
in  his  report  of  Transportation  Requests  received^  issued,  canceled, 

&c,  for  the  month  in  which  it  was  received  by  him.

20 1 3«  The  Quartermaster's  Department  will  pay  accounts  for 
Bleeping  and  parlor  car  accommodations  when  made  out  in  the  name 
of  the  company  furnishing  such  accommodations,  and  based  upon 
Bequests  issued  by  officers  of  that  Department. 

20 1 4*  When  it  is  impracticable  for  the  Quartermaster's  Depart- 
ment to  furnish  sleeping  and  parlor  car  accommodations,  the  ex- 
pense incurred  by  officers  for  such  accommodations  will  be  reim- 
bursed through  the  Treasury  Department.

LAND-GRANT  RAILROADS. 


2059«  In  all  cases  where  land-grant  railroad  companies  to  which

request  that  the  necessary  steps  be  taken  to  replevy  the  goods,  or 
that  such  other  proceedings  be  instituted  as  maybe  deemed  advisa- 
ble to  protect  the  interests  of  the  United  States.— [G.  0. 100, 187(>.] 

2060*  If  there  is  reason  to  believe  that  the  property  has  been 
damaged  while  in  possession  of  the  railroad  company,  and  posses- 
sion of  the  identical  property  is  not  necessary,  proceedings  to  recover 
the  value  of  the  property  may  be  advisable.

CLOTHING,   CAMP  AND  GARRISON  EQUIPAGE.

(Form  No.  48)  shall  be  made  annually  by  its  commander,  based%on 
the  organic  strength  of  the  command,  and  stating  the  quantities 
of  the  various  sizes  of  articles  required.  No  estimate  shall  be  made 
for  more  than  ten  per  cent,  in  excess  of  the  annual  allowance  with- 
out a  full  explanation  of  the  necessity  therefor. 

These  estimates  will  be  forwarded,  at  the  same  time,  by  the  dif- 
ferent company  and  detachment  commanders,  to  the  commanding 
officer  of  the  post,  who,  after  carefully  revising  them,  shall  cause 
his  Quartermaster  to  consolidate  them,  and  to  add  such  as  may  be 
needed  for  post  purposes.  The  quantity  for  each  company  will  be 
stated  on  a  separate  line,  the  whole  will  be  added  together,  and 
from  this  total  the  actual  or  probable  amount  on  hand  will  l»e 
deducted.  The  company  or  detachment  estimates  will  be  retained 
in  the  office  of  the  Post  Quartermaster  for  the  information  and 
guidance  of  the  officers  at  the  post  and  the  record  of  issues. — [G.

2111*  The  Subsistence  Department,  under  the  direction  of  the 
Secretary  of  War,  provides  for  the  purchase,  issue,  and  sale  of 
Subsistence  supplies,  and  such  articles,  for  sale  to  officers  and  en- 
listed men,  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  designated  by  the  In- 
spector General  of  the*  Army,  and  the  distribution  and  expendi- 
ture of  the  money  appropriated  by  Congress  for  the  subsistence  of 
the  Army.— [B.  S.,  $  1141.] 

2115*  As  soldiers  are  expected  to  preserve,  distribute,  and  cook 
their  own  subsistence,  the  hire  of  citizens  for  any  of  these  duties 
is  not  allowed.  When  bakeries  are  not  managed  by  the  Subsistence 
Department,  their  expenses  for  hops,  yeast,  furniture,  sieves,  cloths, 
the  hire  of  bakers,  &c,  are  paid  from  the  post  fund,  to  which  the 
profits  then  accrue  by  Army  Regulations.  Ovens  may  be  built  or 
paid  for  by  the  Subsistence  Department,  but  not  bake-houses. — [Begs. 
1863,  f  1248.] 

SUBSISTENCE  SUPPLIES. 

2116*  Subsistence  supplies  comprise — 

1.  Articles  composing  the  ration,  or  authorized  to  be  issued  in 
lieu  of  parts  of  the  ration,  those  authorized  to  be  furnished  for  sales 
to  officers  and  enlisted  men,  and  forage  for  beef  cattle,  &c,  called 
Subsistence  stores.

Generals  of  the  Army.  Lists  of  these  articles  are  from  time  to 
time  issued  from  the  office  of  the  Commissary  General  of  Subsist-

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2118*  Subsistence  supplies  shall  not  be  transferred  gratuitously 
to  another  Staff  Department,  nor  obtained,  issued,  sold,  or  other- 
wise disposed  of  except  as  prescribed  by  Regulations.

9119*  Stores  longest  on  hand,  if  in  lit  condition,  shall  be  first 
used  in  making  issues,  transfers,  and  sales  to  officers  or  other  au- 
thorized persons.  As  soon  as  it  is  discovered  that  stores  are  not 
in  a  fit  condition  for  issue  or  sale  to  officers,  &c,  the  fact  must

THE  RATION. 

Component  Parts, 

2150*  A  ration  is  the  established  daily  allowance  of  food  for 
one  person.  For  the  United  States  Army  it  is  now  composed  as 
follows:  Twelve  ounces  of  pork  or  bacon,  or  one  pound  and  four 
ounees  of  fresh  beef,  or  twenty-two  ounces  of  salt  beef;  eighteen 
ounces  of  soft  bread  or  flour,  or  sixteen  ounces  of  hard  bread,  or 
one  pound  and  four  ounces  of  corn  meal.  To  every  one  hundred 
rations,  fifteen  pounds  of  beans  or  peas,  or  ten  pounds  of  rice  or 
hominy;  ten  pounds  of  green  coffee,  or  eight  pounds  of  roasted 
(or  roasted  and  ground)  coffee,  or  two  pounds  of  tea ;  fifteen  pounds 
of  sugar ;  four  quarts  of  vinegar ;  one  pound  and  eight  ounces  of 
adamantine  or  star  candies ;  tour  pounds  of  soap ;  four  pounds  of 
salt ;  four  ounces  of  pepper ;  and  to  troops  in  the  field,  when  neces- 
sary, four  pounds  of  yeast-powder  to  the  one  hundred  rations  of 
flour.— [JJ.  S.,  $  1146;  G.  O,  226,  1864;  G,  0.  62, 1867;  G,  O.  86, 
1877;  G,  O.  16,1879.] 

2151*  The  component  parts  of  the  ration  are  subject  to  change 
at  the  discretion  of  the  President  of  the  United  States. — [72.  8,,  $ 
1146.] 

Substitutive  Issues, 

21&2*  Fresh  mutton  may  be  issued  in  lieu  of,  and  at  the  same 
rate  as,  fresh  beef,  when  the  cost  of  the  former  does  not  exceed  that 
of  the  latter.— [G.  O.  6,  1879.] 

2153*  Fourteen  ounces  of  dried  fish,  or  eighteen  ounces  of  pickled 
or  fresh  fish,  may  be  issued  in  lieu  of  the  meat  components  of  a 
ration.— [G.  O.  16,  1879.] 

2154*  Molasses  or  syrup  may  be  issued  in  lieu  of  sugar,  at  the 
rate  of  two  gallons  to  fifteen  pounds  of  sugar. — [£.

Complete  rations 
will  not  be  issued,  but  only  such  portions  as  may  be  necessary  for 
the  sustenance  of  the  Indians.— [Begs.

2292.  The  senior  Medical  officer  of  a  hospital  will  distribute 
the  patients,  according  to  convenience  and  the  nature  of  their  com- 
plaints, into  wards  or  divisions,  under  the  particular  charge  of  the 
several  Assistant  Surgeons,  and  will  visit  them  himself  each  day, 
as  frequently  as  the  state  of  the  sick  may  require,  accompanied  by 
the  assistant,  steward,  and  nurse.

If  he  be  discharged  from  the  service  in  hospital, 
the  Surgeon  shall  make  out  his  final  statements  for  pay  and  cloth- 
ing, and  shall  in  all  cases  promptly  notify  the  Adjutant  General 
and  the  company  commander  ot\tho  date,  place,  and  cause  of  such

2307.  Hospital  clothing  proper  belongs  to  the  United  States, 
and  shall  be  worn  by  patients  during  their  stay  in  the  hospital  only. 

But  where  very 
sick  soldiers  are  transferred  from  one  hospital  to  another,  the  hos- 
pital clothing  necessary  for  their  comfort  may  be  sent  with  them, 
properly  invoiced,  and  accompanied  by  a  check-list  giving  the 
names  of  the  men  in  whose  possession  it  is.

230§.  When  a  soldier  is  discharged  from  treatment  for  a  con- 
tagious disease,  his  clothing,  and  the  clothing  of  the  hospital 
attendants  who  have  nursed  him,  shall  be  burned  to  prevent  con- 
tagion ;  gratuitous  issues  to  replace  articles  so  destroyed  shall  be 
made  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Surgeon  General,  approved  by 
the  Secretary  of  War.— [R.  S.,  $  1298.] 

2309*  Tents,  clothing,  hospital  furniture,  and  any  other  stores 
that  have  been  used  in  the  treatment  of  contagious  diseases,  shall 
be  burned,  and  in  no  instance  turned  into  depot  or  sold. — [  G-.

23 1 0.  Medical  officers  in  charge  of  hospital  bedding  and  other 
property  at  military  posts  or  stations  will  not,  under  any  circum- 
stances, permit  such  property  to  be  used  for  other  than  hospital 

Eurposes  and  within  the  hospital  to  which  it  has  been  supplied, 
tispectors  will  report  every  instance  in  which  this  regulation  is 
violated.— [G.  0.  99,  1877.] 

2311.  Civilians  not  in  the  public  service  shall  only  be  admitted 
for  treatment  to  hospitals  in  cases  of  direst  necessity,  and  then  only 
on  the  written  statement  of  the  senior  Medical  officer  present  that 
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it  is  absolutely  necessary  to  preserve  life.  A  ration  will  not  be 
issued  by  the  Subsistence  Department  to  the  patient  in  such  case; 
but  a  reasonable  charge  not  exceeding  one  dollar  per  day  should  be 
made  for  care,  treatment,  and  board,  food  being  purchased  from  the 
hospital  fund.  Three-fourths  of  all  moneys  thus  received,  whether 
for  food,  medicines,  or  medical  attendance,  will  be  added  to,  and 
accounted  for  with,  the  hospital  fund.

HOSPITAL  FUND.

DUTIES  OP  MEDICAL  OFFICERS. 

3315*  An  important  part  of  the  duty  of  a  Medical  officer  of  the 
Army  is  the  supervision  of  the  hygiene  of  the  post  or  command  to 
which  he  is  attached,  and  the  recommendation  of  such  measures  as 
he  may  deem  necessary  to  prevent  or  diminish  disease  among  the 
troops. 

For  this  purpose  he  shall  at  least  once  a  month  examine  and  note 
in  the  medical  history  of  the  post  the  sanitary  condition  of  the 
quarters,  including  all  buildings  belonging  to  the  post,  the  character 
and  cooking  of  the  rations,  the  amount  and  quality  of  the  water 
supply,  the  drainage,  and  the  clothing  and  habits  of  the  men,  and 
make  a  report  thereon  in  writing  to  the  commanding  officer,  with 
such  recommendations  as  he  may  deem  proper.  If  the  recommen- 
dations be  approved  and  carried  out,  the  Medical  officer  shall  note 
the  fact  in  the  medical  history  of  the  post.  If  the  action  recom- 
mended be  deemed  impracticable  or  undesirable,  the  commanding 
officer  shall  indorse  his  objections  on  the  report  and  forward  it  to 
the  Department  Commander.  A  copy  of  such  indorsement  shall 
be  furnished  to  the  Medical  officer,  who  shall  record  it  in  the  med- 
ical history  of  the  post.— [G.  0.  125,  1874.]

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3316*  The  annual  sanitary  reports  (Form  No.  38)  required  from 
Medical  officers  shall  he  forwarded  through  their  commanding  offi- 
cers, who  shall  forward  them  through  the  regular  channels,  with 
such  remarks  as  shall  he  deemed  necessary.

Character  of  kitchen  and  bakery 
fixtures.  Has  any  special  apparatus,  such  as  the  Warren  cooker  or 
the  felt  box,  been  tried?  If  so,  give  results.  Character  and 
amount  of  extra  articles  furnished  by  the  Commissary  Department 
for  officers'  use.  Diet  of  the  sick,  and  hospital  fund.  Remarks, 
suggestions,  and  recommendations. 

2.  Duties  of  Medical  officers  in  scouting  parties  and  expeditions. 
Nature  and  amount  of  Medical  supplies  required}  how  carried. 
Means  of  transportation  for  wounded.    Remarks. 

3.  On  military  punishments  and  their  effect  on  the  health  and 
morale  of  the  soldier.    Give  instances,  recommendations,  &c. 

4.  Personal  cleanliness  of  the  men.  What  are  the  post  regula- 
tions, if  any,  with  regard  to  bathing  ?  What  facilities  are  afforded  ? 
How  often  are  the  men's  blankets  washed  ? 

The  above  report  must  be  forwarded  promptly  through  the  proper 
channel  to  the  Medical  Director  on  or  before  January  1st.  Medical 
Directors  will  forward  them  through  the  Department  Commanders, 
with  their  own  observations  and  comments  on  the  points  above 
referred  to.— [G.  O.  125,  1874.1 

9319*  On  the  appearance  of  the  first  recognized  case  of  cholera, 
yellow  fever,  or  of  any  other  epidemic  disease,  at  any  military  post 
or  station,  whether  among  the  officers  and  men  or  among  citizens 
in  the  vicinity,  the  Medical  officer  in  charge  will  at  once  announce 
the  fact  to  the  Medical  Director,  and  forward  a  duplicate  copy  of 
the  report  direct  to  the  Surgeon  General.  Besides  the  usual  reports 
of  sick  and  wounded,  every  Medical  officer  in  charge  of  cholera  or 
yellow  fever  patients  will  forward  to  the  Surgeon  General,  at  the

4.  A  monthly  statement  of  the  hospital  fund  (Form  No.  46),  to  be 
made  in  duplicate  and  forwarded,  with  one  set  of  vouchers  (Form 
No.  47),  to  the  Medical  Director,  who  will  verify  its  correctness, 
retain  one  copy,  and  forward  the  other,  with  the  vouchers,  to  the 
Surgeon  General. 

An  invoice  of  all  durable  articles  purchased  during  each  month 
from  the  hospital  fund  (Form  No.  48)  is  to  be  prepared  in  triplicate, 
and  certified  by  the  Medical  officer  in  charge  of  the  hospital.  The 
original  of  this  invoice  will  be  forwarded  to  the  Surgeon  General, 
with  the  copy  of  the  statement  of  the  hospital  fund  lor  the  month, 
and  the  duplicate  and  triplicate  used  as  directed  in  clause  7. 

5.  Quarterly  reports  of  wounded  (Form  No.  49),  of  surgical  oper- 
ations (Form  No.  50),  and  of  wounded  remaining  under  treat- 
ment at  the  beginning  of  the  quarter  (Form  No.  51).

e>rts  are  to  be  made  out  on  March  31,  June  30,  September  30,  and 
ecember  31,  of  each  year,  and  forwarded  to  the  Surgeon  General.

MEDICAL  ATTENDANCE. 

9339*  Medical  officers,  where  on  duty,  shall  attend  officers  and 
enlisted  men,  and  laundresses  allowed  by  law,  and  at  stations 
where  other  medical  attendance  cannot  be.  procured  without  great 
expense  or  inconvenience^  and  on  marches,  the  hired  men  of  the 
Army,  and  the  families  of  officers  and  soldiers.  Medicines  will  be 
dispensed  to  the  families  of  officers  and  soldiers,  and  to  all  persons 
entitled  to  medical  attendance;  hospital  stores  to  enlisted  men,  and 
to  officers  at  posts  where  they  cannot  be  obtained  by  purchase. — 
[Regs.  1863,  H  1295;  G.  O.  108, 1877.] 

3340*  When  medical  attendance  is  required  by  officers  or  en- 
listed men  on  duty,  and  the  attendance  of  a  Medical  officer  cannot 
be  had,  the  officer,  or,  if  there  be  no  officer,  then  the  enlisted  man, 
may  employ  a  private  physician,  and  a  just  account  (Form  No.  55) 
therefor  will  be  paid  by  the  Medical  Department.— [Regs.  1863,  f 
1309.] 

2341*  Bills  for  medicines  and  medical  attendance  will  be  al- 
lowed for  officers  who  were  actually  on  duty  at  the  time  and  place 
specified  in  the  bill.

ARTIFICIAL  LIMBS. 

2362*  Every  officer,  non-commissioned  officer,  enlisted  or  hired 
man,  of  the  land  or  naval  forces  of  the  United  States,  who  in  the  line 
of  his  duty  as  such,  or  through  disease  contracted  in  the  service  as 
such,  shall  have  lost  a  limb  or  the  use  of  a  limb,  shall  receive  once 
every  five  years  an  artificial  limb  or  appliance,  or  commutation 
thert for,  as  he  shall  elect,  under  such  regulations  as  the  Surgeon 
General  of  the  Army  may  prescribe ;  and  the  period  of  five  years 
shall  be  held  to  commence  with  the  filing  of  the  first  application 
after  the  seventeenth  day  of  Juue,  in  the  year  1870.  The  money 
value  allowed  as  commutation  is,  for  legs  $75,  for  arms,  feet,  and 
apparatus  for  resection  $50  each. — [B.  S.y  $  $  4787, 4788;  act  of  August 
15,  1876,  sec.  17.] 

2363*  Necessary  transportation  to  have  artificial  limbs  fitted 
shall  be  furnished  by  the  Quartermaster  General  of  the  Army,  the 
cost  of  which  shall  be  refunded  out  of  any  money  appropriated  for 
the  purchase  of  artificial  limbs. — [  Act  of  August  15,  1876,  sec.  2.] 
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RECORD  BOOKS.

ARTICLE  LXXXH. 

PAT  DEPARTMENT. 

2370.  The  Paymaster  General,  in  conformity  with  the  laws  and 
regulations,  is  charged  with  all  necessary  instructions  to  his  sub- 
ordinates in  reference  to  the  supply  and  distribution  of  funds  for 
the  payment  of  the  Army,  and  all  other  things  pertaining  to  the 
financial  duties  of  his  Department,  and  the  accountability  of  its 
officers.  In  these  and  all  other  matters  having  relation  specially 
to  the  internal  administration  of  the  Pay  Department,  the  corre- 
spondence between  the  Paymaster  General  and  his  subordinates, 
and  between  the  Division  and  Department  Chief  Paymaster  and 
their  subordinates,  will  be  direct.

9877*  Payments,  except  to  officers  and  discharged  soldiers,  shall 
be  made  on  duplicate  muster  and  pay  rolls ;  those  of  the  regimental 
field  and  staff  signed  by  the  regimental  commander,  those  of  com- 
panies and  detachments  by  the  company  or  detachment  com- 
mander, those  of  the  hospital  by  the  Surgeon,  and  all  counter- 
signed by  the  mustering  and  inspecting  officer.— [Regs.  1863, H 1340;

23  7§.  Officers  are  paid  on  duplicate  pay  and  other  accounts, 
certified  by  themselves,  according  to  the  prescribed  form  (Form 
No.  3,  for  pay;  Form  No.  11,  for  travel;  Form  No.  15£,  for  tele- 
grams ;  Form  No.  17,  for  commutation  of  quarters). — [Begs.  1863, 
If  1343.] 

2379*  As  far  as  practicable,  officers  are  to  draw  their  pay  from 
the  Paymaster  assigned  to  pay  the  posts  or  stations  where  they 
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may  be  on  duty.  When  officers  are  absent  from  their  stations, 
Paymasters  will  require  evidence  of  proper  authority  for  such 
absence,  without  which  no  payment  shall  be  made. — [Regs.  18(53,  IT

2380.  No  officer  shall  pass  away  or  transfer  his  pay  accounts 
not  actually  due  at  the  time.  When  due,  a  pay  account,  signed  by 
the  officer,  maybe  transferred  by  an  indorsement  stating  to  whom 
it  is  transferred,  and  may  be  paid  by  the  proper  Paymaster,  if 
satisfied  of  the  genuineness  of  the  officer's  signature,  and  that  he 
is  under  no  stoppage,  or  other  disability  as  to  pay. — [Regs.  1863,  f

9381*  When  the  Paymaster  General  shall  discover  that  an  offi- 
cer has  drawn  pay  more  than  once  for  the  same  time,  he  will  call 
upon  the  officer  to  make  immediate  refundment  of  the  amount  over- 
drawn, and  to  submit  an  explanation  of  the  facts  for  the  considera- 
tion of  the  Secretary  of  War.

2384.  Officers  of  the  Pay  Department  should  not  give  receipts 
except  in  the  following  oases,  viz : 

1.  For  transfers  of  money  between  themselves. 

2.  For  effects  of  deceased  soldiers  or  of  deserters. 

3.  For  stoppages  authorized  by  the  Paymaster  General,  and  for 
which  he  may  direct  receipts  to  be  given. 

4.  For  refundments  made  by  officers  in  service  on  account  of  over- 
payments made  by  Paymasters  (Form  No.  2). 

In  all  other  cases  the  party  turning  over  or  refunding  money  should 

Slace  it  in  some  authorized  public  depository,  taking  certificates  of 
eposit  in  duplicate,  or  turn  over  the  same  to  a  disbursing  officer 
of  the  Department  to  which  the  money  belongs. 

2385*  The  following  officers,  in  addition  to  those  whose  pay  is 
fixed  by  law  (R.  S.,  $  1261),  are  entitled  to  pay  as  mounted  officers : 

Officers  of  the  Staff  Corps  below  the  rank  of  Major,  officers  of 
troops  of  Cavalry,  officers  of  one  light  battery  for  each  regiment  of 
Artillery,  officers  announced  in  orders  from  the  Adjutant  General's 
Office  as  Acting  Signal  Officers,  and  authorized  Aides-de-Camp  duly 
appointed  as  such. 

Other  light  batteries  of  Artillery  which  may  be  designated  by 
the  President  (under  $  1101,  Revised  Statutes),  and  equipped  as 
such  will  each  have  the  organization  of  a  light  battery,  except  the 
additional  2d  Lieutenant,  and  the  officers  thereof  actually  serving 
with  the  light  batteries  will  be  mounted. 

Officers  actually  serving  with  companies  of  Infantry  mounted  by 
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authority  of  the  War  Department,  and  not  in  excess  of  the  legal 
organization  of  Infantry,  are  mounted  while  so  serving.  A  com- 
pany of  Infantry  mounted  retains  the  same  organization  as  on  foot. 
9386*  Other  officers  on  duty  which,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Depart- 
ment Commander,  requires  them  to  be  mounted,  will  be  entitled  to 
be  so  considered  on  the  certificate  of  their  Department  Command- 
ers that  they  have  been  on  duty  in  the  service  of  the  United 
States  which  required  them  to  be  mounted  daring  the  time. — [G.

2388*  Muster-rolls  and  returns  of  light  batteries  and  companies 
of  Infantry  mounted  must  show  in  all  cases,  by  number,  date,  and 
soarce  of  order,  the  authority  for  being  mounted ;  on  the  first  mus- 
ter-roll after  being  mounted  a  full  copy  of  the  order,  and  on  the  first 
roll  after  being  dismounted  a  full  copy  of  the  order  therefor.  The 
pay  accounts  of  all  officers  charging  mounted  pay  must  embrace 
the  same  information,  but  need  not  embrace  any  certificate  in  re- 
gard to  the  use  of  a  public  horse.— [  G.  O. 18,  1880.] 

9389*  An  Acting  Commissary  of  Subsistence  is  paid  the  addi- 
tional pay  per  monta  allowed  by  law,  on  the  certificate  of  the  Com- 
missary General  of  Subsistence  that  he  has  performed  the  duty  dur- 
ing the  time  charged. — [Regs.  Pay  Bept  ] 

9390*  When  an  officer  of  the  Army  receives  a  temporary  ap- 
pointment from  the  proper  authority  to  a  grade  in  the  Volunteers 
or  the  Militia  then  in  actual  service  of  the  United  States  higher 
in  rank  than  that  held  by  him  in  the  Army,  he  shall  be  entitled  to 
the  pay  and  emoluments  of  the  grade  in  which  he  serves.  But  in 
no  case  can  an  officer  receive  the  compensation  of  two  military 
commissions  or  appointments  at  the  same  time;  and  no  such  officer 
shall  receive  the  pay  of  the  higher  grade  till  regularly  mustered 
into  the  service.— [Begs.  1863, 1T 1378.] 

9391*  No  officer  shall  receive  pay  for  two  Staff  appointments 
for  the  same  time.  But  this  does  not  deprive  a  Regimental  Quar- 
termaster who,  in  addition  to  the  duties  or  his  office,  may  be  Acting 
Commissary  of  Subsistence,  from  receiving  the  extra  compensation 
allowed  by  law  for  the  latter  duties.— [Regs.

If  the  appointment  create  vacancies  to  be  filled  by  promo- 
tion, the  promoted  officers  are  entitled  to  pay  of  the  new  grade  from 
the  date  of  acceptance  of  the  appointee.  In  all  other  cases  of  pro- 
motion the  officer  is  entitled  to  pay  from  date  of  the  occurrence  of 
the  vacancy.— [Regs.

2393*  An  officer  appointed  by  the  President,  whose  appoint- 
ment fails  to  be  confirmed  by  the  Senate,  but  expires  by  Constitu- 
tional limitation,  may  be  paid  to  the  date  when  he  received  official 
notification  thereof,  provided  he  was  in  the  performance  of  duty  to 
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that  date  and  the  same  is  certified  by  his  commanding  officer  or 
other  competent  authority. — [Begs.  Pay  DtpW] 

2394*  An  officer  retiring  from  service  shall,  before  final  pay- 
ment, produce  certificates  from  the  several  accounting  officers  bf 
non-indebtedness  to  the  United  States,  and  make  an  affidavit  upon 
the  final  voucher  setting  forth  the  correctness  of  its  several  items, 
the  place  of  his  residence,  and  that  he  is  not  indebted  to  the  United 
States  on  any  account  whatever. — [Regs.  1863,  f  1343;  Begs.  Pay 
Depf\ 

2395*  An  officer  whose  resignation  takes  effect  while  he  is  on 
leave,  will  be  paid  to  the  date  given  in  the  acceptance  of  his  resig- 
nation^ G.  0. 103, 1864.] 

9396*  An  officer  whose  resignation  takes  effect  while  he  is  on 
duty  will  be  paid  to  the  date  on  which  he  received  notice  of  the 
acceptance  of  his  resignation,  provided  he  continued  on  duty  to 
that  date :  otherwise  to  the  date  when  ho  was  relieved  from  duty. — 
[G.  0.103,1864/1 

9397*  An  officer  dismissed  by  sentence  of  Court -Martial  will  be 
paid  to  the  date  of  termination  of  service,  as  specilied  in  the  sen- 
tence or  in  the  order  promulgating  same. — [Begs.  1863,  U  1344 ;  G.  O. 
103,1884.] 

9398*  No  account  of  a  restored  officer  for  time  he  was  out  of 
service  can  be  paid  without  order  of  the  War  Department. — [Begs. 
1H63, 1[  1347.] 

9399*  Officers  or  soldiers  confined  by  the  civil  authorities  for 
crime  forfeit  their  pay  during  confinement,  unless  discharged  there- 
from after  trial  and  acquittal,  or  without  trial  because  held  inno- 
cent by  the  civil  authorities.  The  fact  of  such  discharge  must  be 
explicitly  stated  on  pay-accounts  or  muster-rolls. — [Circ.  A.  G.  O., 
Jan.  13,  1864.] 

2400*  In  computing  longevity  pay,  service  as  cadets  is  not  to  be 
taken  into  account.  Service  performed  as  enlisted  men  of  Regu- 
lars or  Volunteers  is  to  be  counted.— [Op.  Atty.  Gen.>  in  G.  O.  65, 
1878.] 

#  2401*  Payments  for  service  of  officers  and  enlisted  men  will 
cover  both  the  dates  of  commencement  and  expiration  of  service. — 
[G.  0.  72,  1878.] 

PAT  DURING  ABSENCE. 

9409*  The  laws  affecting  pay  of  an  officer  during  leave  of 
absence  will  be  found  in  section  1265,  Revised  Statutes,  and  the 
act  of  July  29,  1876  {vide  page  367). 

9403*  When  an  officer  is  absent  under  certificate  of  disability 
duly  accepted,  on  account  of  sickness  or  wounds,  he  will  be  entitled 
to  the  same  pay  as  if  an  order  had  been  issued  granting  him  a  sick- 
leave.  Officers  absent  on  certificate  of  disability  should  so  arrange 
that  the  certificates  may  cover  entire  calendar  months,  and  not 
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monthly  periods  commencing  with  intermediate  days. — [£.  O.  86, 
1876.] 

2404*  Before  receiving  full  pay  during  absence  on  account  of 
sickness  or  wounds,  an  officer  must  exhibit  to  the  Paymaster  an 
order  from  competent  authority  granting  him  sick-leave,  or  the 
formal  acceptance,  by  the  Adjutant  General,  of  a  certificate  of 
disability  covering  the  time  charged.  In  the  latter  case  the  Pay- 
master will  certify  on  the  officers  pay-voucher  that  he  has  seen 
such  official  acceptance.  Payments  made  in  violation  of  these 
requirements  will  be  charged  to  the  Paymaster. — [&.  O.  86, 1876.] 

2405*  The  pay-account  of  every  officer  on  leave  should,  through- 
out the  period  of  his  absence,  exhibit  the  date  of  commencement 
of  leave,  the  authority  for  his  absence,  and  in  case  the  account  is 
for  the  month  in  which  the  absence  terminates,  the  date  of  return 
to  duty.  In  all  cases  the  day  of  departure  or  relief  from  duty  will 
be  counted  as  a  day  of  absence,  and  the  day  of  return  as  a  day  of 
duty.— [G.  0.

3406*  In  determining  the  portion  of  a  leave  of  absence  for 
which  an  officer  is  entitled  to  full  pay,  no  time  can  be  considered 
outside  of  a  period  of  four  successive  leave  years,  including  the 
leave  year  or  years  in  which  the  absence  is  taken. — [6r.  O.  88, 1876.] 

2407*  The  leave  year  is  reckoned  from  June  20th  to  the  follow- 
ing June  19th,  inclusive.  In  estimating  the  period  of  absence 
during  any  one  leave  year,  each  and  every  day's  absence  must  be 
included.— [G.  0.  83,  1876.] 

2408*  When  an  officer  on  leave  claims  full  pay  for  any  part  of 
his  absence,  the  Paymaster  will  ascertain  the  time  for  which  he  is 
entitled,  from  the  data  contained  in  the  monthly  lists  of  absentees 
issued  from  the  Adjutant  General's  Office ;  or  if  they  do  not  afford 
the  information,  from  the  officer's  own  statement  on  the  voucher  as 
to  the  time  for  which  he  may  have  been  absent  during  each  of  the 
leave  years,  inclusive  of  that  within  which  the  time  covered  by  his 
voucher  falls,  for  which  he  claims  the  benefit  of  the  law. — [&.  0. 
86,  1876.] 

MILEAGE. 

3409.  Under  the  act  of  July  24, 1876,  mileage  is  the  only  allow- 
ance which  can  be  paid  to  officers  for  travel.  Mileage  will  be  paid 
by  the  Pay  Department  (Form  No.  11).— [G.  0.  97,  1876.] 

2410.  Mileage  can  in  no  case  be  allowed  for  travel  not  actually 
performed.— [G.  0.  97,  1876.] 

2411.  To  entitle  an  officer  to  mileage  the  travel  must  be  per- 
formed without  troops,  and  be  covered  by  a  specific  order  in  the  case 
issued  by  a  superior  officer  previous  to  commencement  of  the 
journey.  Such  orders  will  be  issued  only  where  the  journey  is  on 
account  of  and  necessary  to  the  public  service. — [&.  O.  6,  1881.] 

9419*  Where  urgent  public  duty  requires  travel  without  pre- 
vious orders,  the  case  must  be  reported  without  delay  to  the  proper 
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superior,  whose  approval,  in  subsequent  orders,  shall  be  accepted 
in  lieu  of  a  previous  order. — [O.  O.  97,  1876.] 

3413*  In  all  cases  of  individual  travel,  the  authority  issuing 
the  order  may,  if  the  public  economy,  interest,  or  convenience  sug- 
gest it,  prescribe  that  transportation  in  kind  be  furnished  to  the 
officer.  Such  prescription  will  in  all  cases  be  a  bar  to  payment  of 
mileage  unless  it  be  shown  by  certificate  of  the  proper  officer  of  the 
Quartermaster's  Department  that  the  transportation  in  kind  could 
not  be  furnished.— [£.  O.  97,  1876.] 

2414*  Orders  should  not  prescribe  special  lines  of  travel  other 
than  the  "  shortest  usually  traveled  routes,"  excepting  where  it  is 
indispensable  to  the  public  service  or  made  unavoidable  by  special 
causes.  The  reasons  will  be  clearly  set  forth  in  the  order. — [G.  0. 
97,  1876.] 

2415*  The  original  order  for  the  journey,  or  a  copy  of  same, 
and  of  all  indorsements  thereon,  certified  by  a  disinterested  officer, 
must  accompany  all  vouchers  for  mileage. — [6r.  0.  97,  1876.] 

2416*  Distances  must  "be  calculated  by  the  shortest  usually 
traveled  route,"  no  matter  by  what  route  the  travel  was  performed. 
Exception  to  this  rale  may  be  made  only  when  the  terms  of  the 
order,  or  impracticability  of  the  "shortest  usually  traveled  route," 
compel  the  officer  to  proceed  by  a  longer  route.  In  such  case  mile- 
age may  be  paid  for  "  each  mile  actually  traveled."  Lists  of  dis- 
tances are  furnished  by  the  Paymaster  General. — [(?.  0.  97,  1876.] 

2417*  Mileage  cannot  be  allowed  for  such  part  of  a  distance  as 
lies  over  that  portion  of  a  "railroad  on  which  the  troops  and  sup- 
plies of  the  United  States  are  entitled  to  be  transported  free." — [&. 
0.  97,  1876;  G.  0.  58  and  107,  1879.] 

2418*  Officers  entitled  to  mileage  should  inform  themselves  in 
advance  of  the  "  shortest  usually  traveled  route,"  and  obtain  from 
the  Quartermaster's  Department  orders  for  transportation  over  any 
part  thereof  included  in  the  list  of  free  roads. — [Cr.  0.  97,  1876.] 

2419*  Officers  whose  orders  entitle  them  to  mileage  may  exer- 
cise the  option  of  "mileage"  for  the  entire  journey  (free  railroads 
excluded);  or  of  "  transportation  in  kind"  for  the  entire  journey ; 
or  of  "mileage"  and  "transportation  in  kind"  for  different  parts 
of  the  same  journey.  But  mileage  cannot  be  allowed  for  anv  dis- 
tance for  which  transportation  in  any  other  form  has  been  furnished 
by  the  United  States.— [G.  0.  97,  1876.] 

2420*  Advance  mileage  may  be  paid,  without  special  authority, 
when  the  distance  to  be  traveled,  exclusive  of  any  part  which  may 
be  embraced  in  the  list  of  free  roads,  is  not  less  than  two  thousand 
miles.  This  will  not  apply,  however,  to  journeys  in  which  the 
order  contemplates  delays  at  intermediate  points,  affording  oppor- 
tunity to  collect  mileage  for  completed  travel.— [G.  O.  97.  1876.] 

242  !•  When  transportation  is  provided  for  part  only  of  the  jour- 
ney, it  will  be  furnished  by  the  "shortest  usually  traveled  route." 
The  distance  for  which  mileage  will  be  payable  in  such  cases  will  be 
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the  entire  distance  by  the  "  shortest  usually  traveled  route,  less 
the  distance  for  which  transportation  has  been  provided. — [G.  0. 
97,  1876.] 

2423*  When  an  officer  on  leave  of  absence  is  ordered  to  rejoin 
the  station  or  troopsthe  left,  he  will  not  be  entitled  to  transporta- 
tion or  mileage  unless  the  publico  service- requires  the  performance 
of  duty  en  route,  in  which  case  the  order  should  specify  the  partic- 
ular duty,  the  necessity  therefor,  and  the  point  at  which  .the  duty 
will  commence  and  end.— [Begs.  1863,  f  1112;  G.  O.  97,  1876.] 

2424*  Orders  to  temporary  duty,  without  troops,  while  on  leave 
of  absence,  carry  mileage  for  actual  travel  from  place  of  receipt  of 
order  to  place  of  performance  of  duty  and  return.  The  duty  per- 
formed, the  officer  reverts  to  status  of  leave  of  absence,  with  obliga- 
tion to  rejoin  his  station  at  his  own  expense  unless  otherwise  spe- 
cially ordered,  as  contemplated  in  the  preceding  paragraph. — [  G.  0, 
6,1881] 

2425.  Officers  ordered  to  temporary  duty  while  on  leave  of 
absence  will  be  regarded  as  on  duty  from  the  day  on  which  they 
receive  the  order  placing  them  on  such  duty.  The  date  of  receipt 
of  the  order  must  be  promptly  reported  to  the  Adjutant  General  of 
the  Army.  On  the  completion  of  the  duty  assigned  them,  or  when 
relieved  from  it,  they  revert  to  the  status  of  leave  of  absence,  and 
will  be  credited  until  the  time  they  were  actually  on  duty  by  such 
detail.— [a.  O.  80,  1880.] 

2426*  When  an  officer  who  is  ordered  to  change  station  has 
leave  of  absence  in  the  period  intervening  between  his  leaving  the 
old  and  joining  the  new  station,  it  does  not  deprive  him  of  the 
mileage  to  which  he  would  otherwise  be  entitled. — [Sec.  War,  July 
24,  1872,  and  Dee.  12,  1874.] 

2427*  When  the  station  of  an  officer,  either  serving  with  or 
without  troops,  is  changed  while  he  is  on  leave  of  absence,  he  will 
be  entitled,  on  joining  his  new  station,  to  mileage  for  the  excess  only 
of  distance  from  the  place  of  receipt  of  his  order  to  his  new  station 
over  the  distance  to  his  old  station. — [(?.  0.  97,  1876:  Sec.  War, 
Nov.  5,  1878.] 

2428*  Contract  Surgeons  will  be  paid  mileage,  or  actual  ex- 
penses, for  travel  performed  under  orders  during  the  period  of  con- 
tract, according  to  the  regulations  governing  mileage  of  officers. 
They  will  be  paid  mileage  for  actual  travel  from  place  of  annul- 
ment of  contract  to  place  of  making  the  same  (payment  to  be  made 
upon  annulment  without  waiting  for  the  performance  of  travel).— 
[G.  0.97,  1876] 

2429.  In  the  following  cases  no  expense  of  travel  is  allowed : 

In  joining  for  duty  upon  first  appointment  to  the  military  service ; 
or  under  first  order  after  reinstatement,  reappointment,  or  revoca- 
tion of  an  order  of  dismissal;  or  to  effect  an  exchange  of  station, 
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or  a  transfer  from  one  company  or  regiment  to  another  when  the 
same  is  made  at  the  request  of  the  parties. 

Excepting  only  in  the  following  cases :  Assistant  Surgeons,  ap- 
proved by  an  examining  board  and  commissioned,  joining  for  duty 
uoder  the  first  order;  graduates  of  the  Military  Academy,  from 
West  Point  to  their  stations ;  enlisted  men  journeying  under  first 
order  after  appointment  or  commission. — [Regs.  1863,  1T1T  1115, 1116, 
1117;  G.  O.  97,  1876.] 

2430*  The  mileage  of  officers  traveling  on  duty  in  connection 
with  public  works  (not  fortifications,  arsenals,  military  surveys  or 
explorations)  is  payable  from  the  appropriation  made  specifically 
for  the  work.  If  there  be  no  such  appropriation,  payment  will  be 
made  by  the  Pay  Department. — [G.  0.  97, 1876.] 

2432*  No  officer  shall  have  orders  to  attend  personally  at  Wash- 
ington to  the  settlement  of  his  accounts,  except  by  order  of  the 
Secretary  of  War  on  the  report  of  the  Bureau,  or  of  the  Treasury, 
showing  a  necessity  therefor. — [Regs.  1863,  1T  1120.] 

2433*  Mileage  for  travel  of  officers  of  the  Army  summoned  to 
testify  before  committees  of  Congress  is  not  viewed  as  a  proper 
charge  upon  appropriations  for  the  support  of  the  Army.  Com- 
manding officers  will  be  careful  to  grant  permissions  in  such  cases, 
and  not  issue  orders  to  appear. — [£r.  O.  17,  1880.] 

2434*  Officers  and  enlisted  men  appearing  as  witnesses  for  the 
Government  before  any  court  of  the  United  States  are  entitled, 
un/ler  the  Statutes  ($  850,  R.  S.),  to  receive  their  necessary  expenses 
in  going,  returning,  and  attendance  on  the  court;  but,  as.  they 
continue  to  receive  pay  for  their  ordinary  services  as  officials  of  the 
Government,  they  are  not  entitled  to  receive  any  mileage  or  witness 
fees.  Accounts  for  necessary  expenses  must  be  itemized  and  sworn 
to,  when,  upon  the  orders  of  the  Department  of  Justice,  they  will 
be  paid  by  the  United  States  marshal  who  served  the  summons. 

In  any  case  where  the  witness  has  been  paid  mileage  or  furnished 
transportation  in  kind  by  the  military  authorities,  to  enable  him 
to  perform  the  requisite  journey,  the  account  of  such  expenditure 
should  be  forwarded  to  the  War  Department  for  reimbursement 
of  the  amount  by  the  Department  of  Justice. 

Officers  of  the  Army  who  pay  mileage  or  furnish  transportation 
in  kind  to  witnesses  summoned  to  appear  before  the  United  States 
courts,  will  notify  the  court,  or  the  marshal  thereof,  of  the  fact 
that  such  mileage  has  been  paid,  or  transportation  furnished,  as 
the  case  may  be,  to  enable  the  witness  to  perform  the  requisite 
iournev  in  obedience  to  the  summons. — [Op.  Atty.  Gen.,  in  G.  O.  73,

2435*  When  officers  or  soldiers  of  the  Army  are  subpoenaed  as 
witnesses  in  civil  or  criminal  courts,  the  officer  in  command  shall 
not  be  obliged  to  order  the  persons  so  subpcenaed  to  appear  and 
testify  unless  their  expenses  are  provided  for  in  some  way  without 
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charge  or  claim  against  the  United  States.  When  a  suit  or  prose- 
cution is  in  favor  of  or  against  an  officer  or  soldier  of  the  Army, 
and,  in  the  judgment  of  the  commanding  officer,  the  ends  of  justice 
require  the  testimony  of  the  witnesses  subpoenaed,  he  may,  in  his  dis- 
cretion, order  their  appearance  at  the  expense  of  the  United  States, 
if  such  expense  can  be  provided  for  in  no  other  way.  and  there  is  no 
State  or  Territorial  law  providing  for  payment  of  iees,  mileage,  or 
expenses  of  witnesses  in  such  cases.— [6r.  O.  80,  1878.] 

COMMUTATION  OF  QUARTERS. 

2436*  Officers  on  duty  without  troops  at  places  where  there  are 
no  public  quarters  are  alone  entitled  to  commutation,  which  will 
be  paid  by  the  Pay  Department  at  the  rate  authorized  by  the  act 
approved  June  23,  1879.— [G.  O.  83,  1880.] 

2437*  A  military  "station"  is  merely  synonymous  with  mili- 
tary "post."  In  each  case  it  means  not  an  ordinary  residence, 
having  nothing  military  about  it  except  that  one  of  its  occupants 
holds  a  military  commission,  but  a  place  where  military  duty  is 
performed  or  stores  are  kept  or  distributed,  or  something  connected 
with  war  or  arms  is  kept  or  done. — [Dec.  Sup.  Court,  in  G.  0,  44, 
1877.] 

2438*  Commutation  of  quarters  will  be  paid  only  at  the  station 
for  which  it  is  claimed,  and  by  the  senior  disbursing  Paymaster 
thereat,  or,  if  there  be  no  Paymaster  at  the  station,  by  the  Chief 
Paymaster  of  the  Department,  or  such  of  his  subordinates  as  he 
may  designate  upon  the  officers  application. — [G%  0.  66,  1878.] 

2439*  The  first  voucher,  in  each  case,  for  commutation  at  any 

station,  must  be  accompanied  with  a  copy  of  the  order,  or  other 

authority,  assigning  the  officers  to  duty  thereat.    On  subsequent 

vouchers  for  commutation  at  same  station,  under  the  same  order, 

the  Paymaster  will  make  reference,  by  number,  &c,  to  the  voucher 

and  account  with  which  the  order  is  filed.— TG.  O.  66,  1878.]

2444*  The  following  officers  are  entitled  to  the  allowance  of 
quarters,  and  to  purchase  fuel  at  the  legal  rates : 

Officers  who,  for  the  convenience  of  the  Government,  are  directed 
to  await  orders  for  a  limited  period  at  a  designated  station  where 
there  are  no  public  quarters  until  the  proper  time  arrives  for  giving 
them  specific  orders.— [G.  O.  78,  1877.] 

STOPPAGES  OF  PAY. 

2445.  When,  by  report  of  the  Second  Comptroller  of  the  Treas- 
ury, or  of  any  Bureau  of  the  War  Department,  it  is  ascertained 
that  an  officer  of  the  Army  has  been  overpaid,  or  is  indebted  to  the 
United  States  for  money,  property,  or  supplies,  or  has  failed  prop- 
erly to  account  for  the  same,  the  Paj  master  General  will  notify  the 
officer  of  the  charge. 
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If  refundment  or  satisfactory  explanation  be  not  made  within  a 
reasonable  time,  the  Paymaster  General  will,  on  the  order  of  the 
Secretary  of  War,  give  notice  of  the  stoppage  of  the  officer's  pay 
nntil  the  overpayment  or  indebtedness  is  satisfied. 

Should  the  officer  in  his  explanation  appeal  to  the  Secretary  of 
War,  the  Paymaster  General  will  submit  the  case  for  decision 
before  enforcement  of  the  stoppage  (vide  paragraph  2446,  Regula- 
tions).—^*. 1863,  f  1350;  G.  O.  119.  1877.] 

2446*  The  notice  of  stoppage  of  officers'  pay  will  take  the  form 
of  a  monthly  circular  to  Paymasters,  advising  them  of  stoppages 
in  force  at  its  date.  This  circular  will  be  submitted  to  the  Secre- 
tary of  War  for  his  approval  prior  to  publication. 

When  an  officer's  name  is  borne  upon  this  circular,  no  payment 
of  salary  will  be  made  to  him  which  is  not  in  accordance  with  the 
stoppage  entry  in  the  case.  Paymasters  disregarding  this  require- 
ment in  any  case  will  be  held  liable  for  the  amount  of  the  stop- 
page.— [G.  O.  119,  1877.] 

2447.  Overpayments  to  an  officer  are  to  be  deducted  on  first 
payment  after  notice  of  stoppage,  even  if  the  pay  accounts  have 
been  assigned.  The  assignee  takes  the  account  subject  to  all  risks 
of  stoppage.— [P.  M.  G.,  Apr.  9,  1862.] 

PAYMENT  OF   ENLISTED  MEN. 

2448*  When  a  company  is  paraded  for  payment,  the  officer  in 
commaDd  of  it  shall  attend  the  pay-table,  and  witness  the  pay- 
ment.— IBeffs.  1863,  IT  1341.  J 

2449*  The  Paymaster  will  deduct  from  the  pay  of  all  enlisted 
men  twelve  and  a  half  cents  per  month  for  the  support  of  the 
"  Soldiers'  Home,"  and  also  the  amount  of  the  authorized  stoppages 
entered  on  the  muster-roll,  descriptive-list,  or  certificate  of  dis- 
charge.— [Begs.  1863,  %  1364  ] 

2450*  The  ordinary  rates  of  pay  are  found  in  sections  1261  to 
1288,  inclusive,  Revised  Statutes. 

RE-ENLISTMENT  PAY. 

/ 

2451*  The  rate  of  pay  prescribed  in  section  1282,  Revised 
Statutes,  is  payable  to  the  following  classes  of  men : 

1.  Those  who  are  entitled  to  longevity  pay  for  re-enlistment 
under  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  August  4,  1854. 

2.  Those  who  have  at  any  time  re-enlisted  under  the  terms  of 
that  act,  though  not  entitled  to  longevity  pay  thereunder  because 
of  failure  to  remain  continuously  in  service. 

Men  of  class  1  will  be  indicated  on  the  muster-rolls  by  the  re- 
marks prescribed  in  paragraph  2453. 

Those  of  class  2  will  be  indicated  by  the  remark:  "Entitled  to 
re-enlistment  pay."    Lack  of  sufficient  evidence  to  establish  a  claim 
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to  re-eulistment  pay  will  be  supplied  by  application  to  the  Adju- 
tant General.— [G.  0.  51,  1872.] 

2452.  Men  serving  under  a  second,  third,  fourth,  &c,  enlist- 
ment, but  who  never  "re-enlisted"  under  the  act  of  August  4, 1854, 
will  only  be  entitled  to  the  pay  provided  in  sections  1280  and  1281, 
Revised  Statutes.— [G.  O.  51,  1872.]

LONGEVITY  PAY  OF  ENLISTED  MEN. 

2453*  Under  section  1284,  Revised  Statutes,  a  soldier  who  com- 
pletes a  term  of  five  years'  continuous  service,  and  re-enlists  within 
thirty  days  thereafter,  is  entitled  to  an  additional  allowance  of 
$2  per  month;  and  for  each  successive  and  continuous  re-enlist- 
ment under  the  same  conditions  he  is  entitled  to  a  further  addition 
of  $1  per  month.  The  rata  of  allowance  is  indicated  on  the  rolls 
by  the  remark:  "$2  per  mo.  for  five  years'  continuous  service"; 
"$3  per  mo.  for  ten  years'  continuous  service";  "#4  per  mo.  for 
fifteen  years'  continuous  service,"  &c. — [6r.  0.  18,  1876.] 

RETAINED  PAY. 

2454*  The  retained  pay  provided  for  the  discharged  soldier, 
"  but  to  be  forfeited  unless  he  shall  have  served  honestly  and  faith- 
fully to  the  date  of  discharge,"  by  sections  1281  and  1282,  Revised 
Statutes,  shall  be  withheld  lor  the  following  causes,  either  of  which 
shall  be  noted  on  the  final  statements : 

1.  Desertion  during  the  period  of  enlistment. 

2.  When  discharged  (by  way  of  punishment  for  an  offense)  before 
expiration  of  term  of  service  by  sentence  of  Court-Martial,  or  by 
order  from  the  War  Department  specifying  that  such  forfeiture  shall 
be  made. 

3.  Conviction  and  imprisonment  by  the  civil  authorities. 

4.  When  discharged  as  a  minor,  or  for  other  cause  involving  fraud 
on  his  part  in  the  enlistment. 

5.  Repeated  trials  by  Court-Martial  and  punishments  for  mis- 
conduct, of  which  timely  report  shall  be  made  to  the  War  Depart- 
ment and  approved  as  basis  of  forfeiture.  In  which  case  the  soldier 
shall  be  discharged  without  character,  and  shall  not  be  re-enlisted. — 
[G.  0.  51,  1872.] 

PAY  ON  CERTIFICATE  OF  MERIT. 

2455*  The  extra  pay  of  two  dollars  a  month  to  a  private 
soldier,  in  virtue  of  a  certificate  of  merit,  granted  in  accordance 
with  sections  1216  and  1285,  Revised  Siatutes,  will  commence  at 
the  date  of  the  service  for  which  the  certificate  is  given,  and  con- 
tinues while  the  soldier  remains  continuously  in  service  as  an  en- 
listed man.— [ifoyt.  1863,  T  1365;  G.  0.  26,  1878.] 
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DEPOSITS. 

9456«  The  following  are  the  regulations  established  under  sec- 
tion 1307,  Revised  Statutes:— [G.  0.  51, 1872:  G.  O.  38, 1877:  <?.  0. 
108,  1879.] 

All  enlisted  men  present  for  payment  with  their  companies  or 
detachments  shall  receipt  upon  the  pay-roll  for  amounts  due  them 
thereon. 

Soldiers  may  deposit  with  the  Paymaster  any  portion  of  their 
savings,  in  sums  not  less  than  five  dollars,  the  same  to  remain  so 
deposited  until  final  payment  on  discharge.  The  Paymaster  will 
furnish  each  depositor  with  a  deposit-book,  in  which  each  deposit 
made  will  be  entered  in  the  form  of  a  certificate,  signed  by  the  Fay- 
master  and  the  company  commander,  setting  forth  the  date,  place, 
and  amount  (in  words  and  figures)  of  deposit,  and  the  name  of 
soldier  making  same. 

The  company  commander  shall  keep  in  the  company  record- book 
an  account  of  every  deposit  made  by  the  soldier;  and  after  each 
regular  payment,  he,  and  all  officers  having  charge  of  distinct 
detachments  of  enlisted  men  at  date  of  deposit,  shall  transmit 
direct  to  the  Paymaster  General  a  list  of  names  of  depositors,  show- 
ing in  each  case  the  date,  place,  and  amount  of  deposit,  and  name 
of  Paymaster  receiving  the  same. 

In  case  a  soldier  who  has  made  a  former  deposit  has  been  trans- 
ferred to  another  company  or  regiment,  or  is  made  Ordnance  Ser- 
geant, or  Commissary  Sergeant,  or  Hospital  Steward,  the  fact  of 
such  transfer  shall  be  noted  in  the  list  sent  to  the  Paymaster  Gen- 
eral, so  that  the  identity  of  the  depositor  may  be  matter  of  record 
in  the  office  of  the  Paymaster  General. 

In  case  of  tho  transfer  of  a  soldier,  his  descriptive-roll  will  be 
made  to  exhibit  the  date  and  amount  of  each  separate  deposit. 

On  the  discharge  of  a  soldier,  the  date  and  amount  (in  words 
and  figures)  of  each  deposit  will  be  entered  upon  his  final  state- 
ments ;  and  his  deposit -book  will  be  taken  up  by  the  Paymaster 
who  makes  final  payment,  and  filed  with  his  voucher. 

Before  delivering  to  discharged  soldiers  final  statements  upon 
which  deposits  are  credited,  tho  officer  signing  the  statements  will 
ascertain  if  the  soldier  has  the  deposit-book  in  his  possession.  If  so, 
he  should  be  instructed  to  present  it,  with  his  final  statements,  to 
the  Paymaster. 

Should  he  claim  to  have  lost  the  deposit-book,  the  officer  will 
cause  the  soldier's  affidavit  to  the  facts  to  be  made  (before  a  Judge 
Advocate  or  Post  Adjutant)  in  duplicate  and  attached  to  the  state- 
ments. 

The  affidavit  should  clearly  set  forth  the  facts  and  circumstances 
of  loss  of  the  book,  and  that  the  soldier  has  not  sold  or  assigned  it. 

Upon  this  evidence  the  Paymaster  may  pay  without  the  deposit- 
book,  and  the  responsibility  for  the  correctness  of  the  amounts 
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credited  on  the  statements  will  rest  wholly  with  the  officer  certify- 
ing them.  ^- 

Paymasters  will  make  no  payment  of  deposits  excepting  on  final 
statements. 

When  repayment  is  not  made  on  final  statements,  the  soldier 
should  forward  the  deposit-book,  or  the  evidence  above  described, 
to  the  Paymaster  General's  Office,  where  alone  such  claims  will  be 
settled. 

The  attention  of  enlisted  men  should  be  called  to  the  importance 
of  preserving  deposit-books  as  the  only  certain  means  of  insuring 
absolutely  correct  repayment  without  delay. 

On  the  death  of  a  soldier,  account  shall  be  made  of  each  deposit 
in  the  inventory  of  his  effects,  and  on  the  accompanying  final  state- 
ments, with  which  his  deposit-book  will  be  filed.  The  separate  and 
accurate  statement,  by  date  and  amount,  of  each  deposit  is  abso- 
lutely essential  to  the  correct  calculation  of  interest. 

For  any  sums  not  less  than  fifty  dollars  deposited  for  the  period 
of  six  months  or  longer,  the  soldier,  on  his  final  discharge,  shall  be 
paid  interest  at  the  rate  of  four  per  cent,  per  annum. 

Deposits  and  interest  thereon  are  forfeited  by  desertion,  but  are 
wholly  exempt  from  forfeiture  by  sentence  of  Court-Martial  and 
from  liability  for  the  soldier's  debts. 

Paymasters  will  forward  with  each  account  an  abstract  of  sol- 
dier's deposits,  if  any,  received  by  them  during  the  time  embraced 
therein.  The  abstract  will  set  forth  the  name,  company,  and  regi- 
ment of  each  depositor,  with  the  date  and  amount  of  his  deposit. 
The  gross  amount  of  tne  abstract  will  be  carried  to  the  account- 
current  under  the  appropriation  of  "  Pay  of  the  Army"  for  the  fiscal 
year  in  which  the  deposits  were  received.  The  amount  may  be  dis- 
bursed by  the  Paymaster  under  the  same  appropriation. 

The  amounts  of  deposits  and  interest  thereon  paid  on  final  state- 
ments will  be  charged  by  the  Paymaster  to  "  Pay  of  the  Army  "  for 
the  fiscal  year  in  which  the  soldier  is  discharged. 

The  Paymaster  General  will  keep  in  his  office  such  record  as  may 
be  necessary  to  show  the  deposits  made  by  the  enlisted  men  of  the 
Army. 

PAY  OF  DESERTERS. 

9457*  No  deserter  shall  receive  pay  before  trial,  or  till  restored 
to  duty  without  trial  by  the  authority  competent  to  order  the  trial. — 
IBegs.  1863,  IT  1359.] 

9458*  Every  deserter  shall  forfeit  all  pay  and  allowances  due  at 
the  time  of  desertion.  The  authorized  stoppages  and  fines  due  at 
time  of  desertion  shall  be  deducted  from  the  arrears  of  pay.  If  the 
stoppages  and  fines  are  greater  than  the  arrears  of  pay,  the  balance 
will  be  deducted  from  pay  due  after  apprehension.— [  G.  0. 88, 1873.  ] 

9459*  Company  commanders  will  always  place  upon  the  final 
statemento  the  dates  of  desertion  and  apprehension,  if  the  soldier 
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has  ever  deserted  during  his  period  of  enlistment.  In  any  question 
of  doubt  as  to  desertion,  the  decision  of  the  War  Department  can 
be  obtained  from  the  Adjutant  General  of  the  Army. — [G.  O.  88, 
1873.] 

PAYMENT  OF  DISCHARGED  SOLDIERS. 
[See  Art.  XXV.] 

9460*  Discharged  soldiers  are  paid  on  duplicate  accounts  made 
up  from  data  in  the  final  statements  furnished  by  the  officers  who 
discharge  them.  Paymasters  will  not  pay  on  a  single  final  state- 
ment, but  will  require  the  duplicates  (Form  No.  4 — Final  State- 
ment; Form  No.  5— Account).— [Begs.  1863,  f  1343.] 

94  61*  The  Paymaster  General  will  report  to  the  Adjutant  Gen- 
eral any  case  of  neglect  of  company  officers  to  furnish  the  proper 
certificates  to  soldiers  entitled  to  discharge. — [Begs.  1863,  f  1374.] 

2462.  Paymasters  or  other  officers  to  whom  a  discharged  soldier 
may  apply  shall  transmit  to  the  Paymaster  General,  with  their  re- 
marks, any  evidence  the  soldier  may  furnish  relating  to  his  not 
having  received  or  having  lost  his  certificates  of  pay  due.  The 
Paymaster  General  will  transmit  the  evidence  to  the  Second  Comp- 
troller for  the  settlement  of  the  account. — [Begs,  1863,  IT  1372.] 

9463*  In  reckoning  the  traveling  allowances  to  discharged  offi- 
cers or  soldiers,  the  distance  is  to  be  estimated  by  the  shortest 
usually  traveled  route ;  they  are  computed  by  taking  the  distance 
in  miles  from  place  of  discharge  to  place  of  residence,  enlistment, 
or  enrollment,  and  giving  one  day's  pay,  and,  if  a  soldier,  subsist- 
ence for  every  twenty  miles  of  such  distance.  In  computing  for 
traveling  allowances  on  discbarge,  if  the  fraction  (at  the  rate  of 
twenty  miles  to  a  day)  be  half  a  day  or  more,  payment  will  be 
made  for  a  fnll  day ;  if  less,  the  fraction  will  not  be  considered.  If 
transportation  in  kind  has  been  furnished  for  any  part  of  the  dis- 
tance, pay  will  be  allowed  for  the  entire  distance  less  that  covered 
by  the  transportation.—  [Begs.  1863,  f  1370;  Begs.  Pay  DepW] 

9464*  Every  enlisted  man  discharged  as  a  minor,  or  for  disease 
which  existed  prior  to  enlistment,  or  for  other  cause  involving 
fraud  on  his  part  in  the  enlistment,  shall  forfeit  all  pay  and  allow- 
ances, including  traveling  allowances,  due  at  the  time  of  discharge, 
and  shall  not  receive  final  statements. — [Begs.  1863,  IT  1371 ;  G.  0. 
39,  1879.] 

2465*  When  paying  on  the  final  papers  of  a  discharged  soldier, 
the  Paymaster  must  in  all  cases  note  over  his  signature  on  the 
soldier's  discharge,  as  follows:  "Paid  in  full"— stating  amounts. 
Exception  is  contemplated  when  the  final  statements  have  been 
transferred,  and  are,  therefore,  not  accompanied  by  the  discharge. 
—[Circ.  No.  47,  P.  M.  G.,  1866.] 

2466*  A  transfer  of  a  claim  for  pay  due  by  a  non-commissioned 
officer  or  soldier  previous  to  discharge  is  invalid.    A  transfer  Biib- 
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sequent  to  discharge  is  valid  when  it  is  made  in  writing  by  in- 
dorsement on  the  final  statements,  and  witnessed  by  a  commis- 
sioned officer.  To  guard  against  the  fraudulent  use  of  such  papers, 
the  witnessing  officer  must  also  indorse  the  fact  of  transfer  upon 
the  discharge,  and  note  on  the  final  statements  that  such  indorse- 
ment on  the  discharge  has  been  made.  Having  done  this,  the  com- 
pany commander  must  deliver  the  discharge  to  the  soldier,  and  not 
to  the  person  to  whom  the  final  statements  are  transferred. — [Regs. 
Pay  Dept.;  12.  S.,  $  1291.] 

3467*  Cases  have  occurred  of  payment  to  assignees  of  forged 
final  statements  on  which  the  transfer  was  attested  by  the  genuine 
signature  of  an  officer,  witness  to  the  transfer.  It  will  be  the  duty 
of  such  witnessing  officer  to  satisfy  himself  of  the  genuineness  of 
the  papers  (both  discharge  and  final  statements),  and  in  the  event 
of  their  proving  to  be  forgeries,  the  amount,  if  any,  paid  thereon 
will  be  charged  against  and  stopped  from  his  pay. — [G.  0.  91, 
1875.] 

246§.  Whenever  an  improper  payment,  whether  overpayment 
or  short  payment,  has  been  made  to  an  enlisted  man,  and  reported 
in  the  settlement  of  the  Paymaster's  accounts,  the  Paymaster  will 
report  the  fact  to  the  commander  of  the  company  in  which  the 
soldier  is  mustered,  who  will  note  the  same  on  the  next  rolls  to  be 
adjusted  at  the  next  payment. — [Regs.  1863,  1T  1362.] 

2469*  Authorized  stoppages  to  reimburse  the  United  States,  as 
for  loss  or  damage  to  arms,  equipments,  or  other  public  property ; 
for  extra  issues  of  clothing;  for  the  expense  of  apprehending 
deserters,  or  to  reimburse  individuals  (as  the  Paymaster,  laun- 
dress, &c. ) ;  forfeitures  for  desertion,  and  fines  by  sentence  of  Court- 
Martial,  will  be  entered  on  the  roll  and  paid  in  the  order  stated. — 
[Regs.  1863,  f  1363.] 

9470*  No  Volunteers  or  Militia  shall  be  paid  until  regularly 
mustered  into  the  service  of  the  United  States. — [Regs.  1863,  IT 
1384.] 

2471*  An  order  to  a  Paymaster  to  travel  without  funds  on  tem- 
porary duty,  not  requiring  the  services  of  a  clerk,  will  not  cover 
transportation  for  a  clerk. 


ARTICLE  LXXXni. 

CORPS  OF  ENGINEERS. 

[Articles  LXXIV,  LXXV,  Regs.  1841,  and  Article  XL VI,  Regs.  1861.] 

2473.  The  Chief  of  Engineers  shall  have  his  headquarters  at 
the  seat  of  government,  and  shall  be  charged,  under  the  direction 
of  the  Secretary  of  War,  with  the  command  of  the  Engineer 
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Department,  including  its  Bureau,  and  with  the  regulation  of  the 
duties  of  the  officers  and  troops  of  the  Corps  of  Engineers,  as  well 
as  of  all  agents  and  others  who  may  be  employed  under  his  direc- 
tion within  the  limits  of  his  department. — [Reg 8.  Carps  of  Engrs., 

IT  2.] 

9476.  The  duties  of  the  Corps  of  Engineers  comprise  recon- 
noitring and  surveying  for  military  purposes ;  the  selection  of  sites, 
and  formation  of  plans,  projects,  and  estimates  for  military  defenses 
of  every  kind ;  the  construction  and  repair  of  fortifications  and 
defensible  works  of  every  description,  whether  temporary  or  per- 
manent ;  the  planning,  laying  out,  and  superintending  all  military 
works,  defensive  or  offensive,  of  troops  in  the  field,  camp,  or  can- 
tonment ;  the  examination  of  all  routes  of  communication  by  land 
or  by  water,  both  for  supplies  and  for  military  movements ;  the 
planning  and  construction  of  military  roads  and  bridges ;  the  plan- 
ning and  executing  such  works  of  river  or  harbor  improvement, 
including  sea-wails,  breakwaters,  aud  light-houses,  as  may  be 
assigned  to  it  by  law,  or  by  the  President  ot  the  United  States ;  the 
collection,  arrangement,  and  preservation  of  all  reports,  memoirs, 
estimates,  plans,  drawings,  and  models  relating  to  the  several  duties 
above  enumerated. 

3477*  All  quarters  for  officers  and  soldiers,  all  workshops  and 
store-houses  required  within  the  lines  of  permanent  fortifications, 
shall  be  constructed  by  the  Corps  of  Engineers  as  a  part  of  the 
work.  The  quarters  and  barracks  of  the  permanent  fortifications, 
when  occupied  by  garrisons,  will  be  kept  in  order  and  repair  by 
the  Quartermaster's  Department. 

BOARD  OF  ENGINEERS. 


2480*  An  officer  of  Engineers  directed  to  superintend  any  works 
to  be  constructed  by  troops  will  point  out  what  is  to  be  done,  and 
will  maintain  such  a  supervision  as  will  enable  him  to  see  that  it  is 
done  correctly.  It  will  be  the  duty  of  the  officer  having  charge  of 
the  detachment  to  execute  the  work  accordingly.  The  detail  of 
troops  for  works  to  be  carried  on  under  the  superintendence  of 
officers  of  Engineers  will  be  furnished  on  the  requisition  of  the 
senior  Engineer,  addressed  to  the  officer  in  command  of  the  troops. 
The  requisition  will  specify  the  number  of  men  required  to  labor, 
the  time  and  place  at  which  they  will  assemble  to  commence  work, 
and  the  name  and  rank  of  the  Engineer  officer  to  whom  they  will 
report.  The  requisition  may  be  for  part  of  a  day  or  night,  for  a 
whole  day  or  night,  for  a  week  or  a  longer  period,  according  to  cir- 
cumstances ;  the  duration  of  the  service  being  always  specified. 

2490*  Whenever  an  officer  of  Engineers  is  sent  to  any  Military 
Department,  fortress,  garrison,  or  post,  a  duplicate  of  his  orders 
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■will  be  sent  to  the  commanding  officer.  On  his  arrival,  the  Engi- 
neer officer  shall  communicate  his  orders,  and  the  necessary  facil- 
ities for  accomplishing  them  will  be  afforded  by  the  commanding 
officer.  While  so  on  duty,  without  being  specially  put  under  the 
direction  of  the  commanding  officer,  the  Engineer  officer  will  be 
furnished  with  copies  of  all  orders  and  regulations  of  the  command 
relative  to  etiquette  and  police,  and  with  the  countersign,  when 
quartered  within  a  chain  of  sentinels.  The  Engineer  officer  will 
report  to  the  commanding  officer  when  relieved  from  duty  within 
the  limits  of  the  command. 

249 1.  The  senior  Engineer  serving  with  the  army  in  the  field 
will,  subject  to  the  approval  of  its  commander,  report  monthly  to 
the  Chief  of  Engineers  at  Washington  the  operations  of  the  Engi- 
neer force  under  his  direction,  sufficiently  in  detail  to  show  the 
nature  and  extent  of  the  operations,  and  the  respective  portions 
executed  by  the  several  Engineer  officers  engaged  therein. — [Regs.

2492*  He  will  also  cause  to  be  made  exact  plans  of  all  military 
works  executed  under  his  direction ;  and  in  cases  of  attack  or  de- 
fense, will  cause  exact  journals  to  be  kept,  showing  by  drawings 
and  descriptions  every  particular  of  each  day's  events.  These 
plans  and  descriptions,  together  with  maps  of  all  surveys  and 
reconnoissances,  with  explanatory  notes  or  memoirs,  will  be  care- 
fully preserved,  and  transmitted,  at  suitable  opportunities,  to  the 
Chief  of  Engineers  at  Washington.

ORDNANCE  DEPARTMENT. 

Koto.— In  addition  to  the  following  regulations  and  forms  pertaining  to  the 
Ordnance  Department,  are  the  Ordnance  Regulations,  and  the  Obdnancb 
Pbopebty  Regulations,  which  are  published  in  pamphlet  form,  and  distributed 
to  those  officers  who  require  them,  by  the  Chief  of  Ordnance. 

2&01.  The  Chief  of  Ordnance,  under  the  Secretary  of  War,  is, 
by  law,  charged  with  the  administration  and  government  of  the 
Ordnance  Department.    By  virtue  of  this  authority  he  gives  such 
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orders  and  directions  to  its  officers,  soldiers,  and  employe's  as  the 
necessities  of  the  Ordnance  service  demand.  He  is  also  charged 
with  the  examination  and  settlement  of  the  property  accountability 
of  all  officers  or  other  persons  in  the  military  establishment  to 
whom  ordnance  and  Ordnance  stores  are  intrusted.— [R.  S.,  $  1167: 
Mega.  1863,  U  1406.]

3513*  The  general  denomination  "Ordnance  and  Ordnance 
stores"  comprehends  all  cannon  and  artillery  carriages  and  equip- 
ments ;  all  apparatus  and  machines  for  the  service  and  manoeuvre 
of  artillery ;  all  small-arms,  accoutrements,  and  horse  equipments; 
all  ammunition,  and  all  tools,  machinery,  and  materials  for  the 
Ordnance  service ;  and  all  horse  equipments  and  harness  for  the 
artillery ;  and,  in  general,  all  property  of  whatever  nature  supplied 
to  the  military  establishment  by  the  Ordnance  Department. — [Reg*. 
1863,  If  1407.] 

ISSUES  AND  SALES. 

3514*  In  time  of  peace,  ordnance  and  Ordnance  stores  are  to  be 
issued  from  the  arsenals  and  armories  only  by  authority  from  the 
Ordnance  Bureau  of  the  War  Department.  In  case  of  an  issue  not 
specially  directed  from  the  Ordnance  Bureau,  the  order  for  the  issue 
will  be  promptly  transmitted  to  the  Bureau  by  the  issuing  officer. — 
[Regs.  1863,  f  1415. } 

9515*  In  time  ot  war,  issues  may  be  made  to  supply  troops  in 
service,  on  the  order  of  any  general  or  field  officer  commanding  an 
army,  garrison,  or  detachment.  Bat,  to  authorize  issues  to  the 
militia,  they  must  have  been  regularly  mustered  into  the  service, 
and  the  requisition  must  be  approved  by  the  mustering  and  inspect- 
ing officer  of  the  United  States,  or  by  a  general  or  field  officer  com- 
manding in  the  regular  service. — [Regs.  1863,  1f  1415.] 

25 16.  To  meet  emergencies  which  may  arise  with  troops  serving 
in  the  field,  the  Chief  of  Ordnance  will,  under  section  1165,  Revised 
Statutes,  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Commanding  Generals  of 
Military  Geographical  Divisions  and  Departments,  indorsed  with 
the  views  of  the  General  of  the  Army,  and  upon  the  approval  of  the 
Secretary  of  War,  establish  Ordnance  depots  at  such  points  (pre- 
ferably one  in  each  Department)  as  may  be  determined  on  by  the 
Secretary  of  War,  where  Ordnance  stores  will  be  accumulated  in 
bulk,  and  afterwards  distributed  to  the  troops  under  such  regula- 
tions as  the  Commanding  Generals  may  prescribe.

One  halter. 

One  pair  of  saddle-bags. 

One  surcingle. 

The  following  articles,  not  being  embraced  in  the  foregoing  list, 
will  not  be  considered  as  called  for  when  requisition  is  made  for 
complete  sets  of  horse  equipments.  It  will,  therefore,  be  necessary 
to  make  special  mention  of  them  in  the  requisitions  when  desired.

2522*  A  supply  table  for  light  batteries  and  sea-coast  forts  is 
from  time  to  time  published  for  the  guidance  of  officers  in  making 
requisitions  for  Ordnance  stores  for  the  care  and  preservation  of 
artillery,  artillery  carriages,  &c.  Requisitions  must  be  made  in 
conformity  with  these  tables,  unless  extraordinary  circumstances, 
to  bo  plainly  set  forth  in  each  case,  should  require  a  larger  supply 
of  one  or  more  of  the  articles  authorized. 

2523.  Requisitions  for  Ordnance  stores,  to  replace  those  said 
to  be  "worn  out"  or  "condemned^"  are  not  honored,  unless  accom- 
panied by  a  certified  copy  of  the  inspection  report  oy  which  such 
property  was  so  " condemned. " — \_Begs,  Ord.  DepU] 

95 24.  When  a  requisition  Is  made  for  an  advance  of  stores,  to 
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be  held  as  a  reserve,  the  officers  requiring  and  approving  must  state 
the  necessity  therefor  and  the  basis  on  which  made. — [Regs.  Ord. 
DepU] 

2525*  When  Ordnance  stores  called  for  on  requisitions  are 
required  to  replace  others  previously  in  service,  the  disposition 
of  the  latter  must  be  satisfactorily  accounted  for,  as  follows : 

1.  If  the  articles  are  worn  out  or  unserviceable,  a  certified  copy 
of  the  inspection  report  condemning  them  is  to  be  appended.  The 
form  for  this  purpose  is  furnished  from  the  Inspector  General's 
Office,  War  Department. 

2.  If  the  articles  have  been  unavoidably  lost  or  expended  in 
service,  it  must  be  so  stated. 

3.  If  lost  or  damaged  by  the  carelessness  of  the  men,  the  officer 
must  certify  that  he  has  charged  the  cost  of  the  same  on  the  muster 
and  pay  rolls.

9596*  The  service  arms,  ammunition,  accoutrements,  and  horse 
equipments  required  by  an  officer  for  his  own  use  in  the  public  serv- 
ice may  be  sold  to  him  at  the  regulated  price,  to  be  passed  to  the 
credit  of  the  proper  appropriation  at  the  Ordnance  Bureau.

9534K  Any  officer  who  makes  an  issue  to  an  officer  not  in  com- 
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mand  of  troops,  unless  under  orders  from  competent  authority,  iB 
charged  with  the  money  value  of  the  stores  so  issued. — [Begs.  Ord.

9535*  Civil  employes  of  the  War  Department  may  be  armed,  in 
cases  of  emergency,  when  necessary  for  the  protection  of  life  or 
public  property,  and  the  same  responsibility  attaches  to  the  officers 
accountable  for  said  arms  that  attaches  to  officers  of  the  Army 
accountable  for  the  arms  in  the  hands  of  enlisted  men. — [G.  0.  47, 
1876.] 

3536*  The  sale  of  ammunition  to  civilians  engaged  in  explor- 
ing, or  surveying  expeditions  authorized  by  law,  and  to  civilian 
employes  of  the  War  Department,  may  be  made  for  hunting  pur- 
poses when  considered  necessary  for  their  subsistence,  or  for  the 
interest  of  the  United  States.— [G.  0.  103,  1874.] 

9537*  Arms  lost,  destroyed,  or  embezzled  by  hired  men  in  the 
employ  of  the  Government,  are  charged  in  the  same  manner  as 
stores  similarly  lost  by  enlisted  men — a  certified  statement  made 
of  it  in  duplicate  (Form  14),  and  the  money  accounted  for  to  the 
Ordnance  Department.  One  copy  of  the  statement  is  filed  with 
the  return.— [Begs.  Ord.  Property,  f  86.  ] 

9538*  When  ammunition  is  furnished  to  scouts,  or  civil  em- 
ployes, it  is  not  to  be  dropped  from  the  returns  as  "issued  to  scouts," 
"issued  to  civil  employes,"  "issued  for  escort  duty,"  &c.  It  must 
be  actually  expended  by  firing  from  the  piece  (rifle,  carbine,  or 
pistol),  and  for-  a  purpose  authorized  in  orders  from  the  War 
Department,  before  it  can  be  dropped.  Ammunition  must  not  be 
expended  by  scouts  or  civil  employes  in  drill  or  target  practice,  or 
in  hunting,  but  only  in  action.

And  when  ammunition  is  dropped  from  an  officers  return  as  "ex- 
pended in  action  by  civil  employes,"  a  statement  giving  the  place, 
date,  and  attending  circumstances,  sufficiently  in  detail  to  insure 
verification,  must  he  filed  with  the  return.

9540*  Ammunition  expended  without  orders,  or  not  in  the  line 
of  a  soldier's  duty,  or  which  may  be  damaged  or  lost  by  his  neglect, 
must  be  invariably  charged  to  him.— [Begs.  Ord.  Dept."] 

SURPLUS  AND  DAMAGED  STORES. 

9541.  Serviceable  surplus  Ordnance  stores  may  be  turned  in  at 
the  nearest  arsenal  on  the  order  of  a  Military  Department  Com 
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mander ;  or,  if  in  the  hands  of  a  recruiting  officer,  on  the  order  of 
the  Adjutant  General.— [C*k/  Ord.,  June 6,  1877;  Ord.  Prop.  Regs., 
IT  89.] 

9549*  Officers  in  charge  of  arsenals  and  Ordnance  depots  will 
receive  all  property,  and  afford  every  facility  to  officers  authorized 
to  turn  over  such  stores.  Thoy  will  give  receipts  for  it  in  due  form 
(Form  3a);  according  to  its  condition. — [Begs.  Ord.  DepW] 

9543.  Whenever  canteens  become  unserviceable  from  the  wear- 
ing of  the  covers,  the  breaking  of  straps,  or  loss  of  corks,  they  will 
not  be  presented  to  the  Inspector  for  condemnation,  but  will  be 
repaired  by  the  troops.  Timely  requisitions  should  be  made  upon 
the  Ordnance  Department  for  extra  covers,  corks,  and  straps.  &c— 
[G.  0.  58,  1875.]     < 

9544*  On  arrival  of  recruits  at  their  destination,  the  clothing- 
bags  and  haversacks  which  they  turn  in  as  unnecessary,  unsuitable, 
or  unserviceable,  will  be  properly  packed  and  turned  over  to  the 
Quartermaster's  Department  for  transportation  to  Watervliet 
Arsenal,  West  Troy,  N.  Y.,  for  repairs  and  reissue  to  recruiting 
depots.— [G.  O.  104,  1876.] 

934&*  Ordinary  repairs  can  usually  be  made  in  the  company, 
or  at  the  post,  with  the  means  provided  for  that  purpose  by  the 
Ordnance  Department.

9348*  When  commanding  officers  of  regiments  detail  a  compe- 
tent mechanic  to  act  as  armorer  to  repair  the  arms  of  his  regiment, 
requisitions  may  be  made  for  a  set  of  armorer's  tools  and  such  spare 
parts  as  are  required,  stating  particularly  the  kind  and  calibre  of 
the  arm.  The  requisitions  (Form  22),  approved  at  Department  or 
Army  Headquarters,  should  be  forwarded  to  the  Chief  of  Ordnance.

9549*  To  prevent  large  loss  of  revolvers  while  in  the  hands  of 
the  troops,  mostly  stolen  by  deserters  or  other  persons  unknown, 
officers  having  charge  of  ordnance  of  this  description  will  take 
the  most  stringent  measures  to  guard  it ;  and  no  one  shall  be  re- 
lieved from  his  responsibility  for  its  loss  except  upon  the  most 
clear  and  convincing  proof  that  no  blame  can  attach  to  him  there* 
for.— [G.  0.  52,  1879.] 
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9550*  .Lists  of  prices  to  be  charged  against  soldiers  for  the  loss 
of  or  damage  to  fire-arms  are  published  from  time  to  time. 

9551*  The  empty  metallic  cartridge-shells  for  the  Springfield 
carbine  and  rifle  can,  after  being  fired,  be  used  an  indefinite  num- 
ber of  times  by  refilling  and  capping.  Great  care  will  therefore 
be  exercised  by  all  officers  to  prevent  Indians  from  procuring  the 
empty  shells  thrown  away  by  the  troops  after  firing,  either  in 
action  or  at  target  practice. — [6r.  O.  13,  1876.] 

9559*  The  application  of  oil  or  grease  to  the  shell  of  metallic 
ammunition  has  a  tendency  to  cause  the  shell  to  rupture  when 
fired.  Under  no  circumstances,  therefore,  shall  such  lubricants  be 
applied  to  the  metallic  case  of  any  cartridges  for  the  service  arms. 
When  practicable,  every  cartridge,  before  being  placed  in  the  arm, 
shall  be  examined,  to  see  that  it  is  perfectly  clean ;  and  no  car- 
tridge, and  particularly  no  discharged  shell,  shall  be  kept  in  the  arm 
longer  than  absolutely  necessary. —[6r.  0.  31,  1877.] 

9558*  Arm-chests  not  required  by  commanding  officers  of  com- 
panies, regiments,  or  posts,  wherein  to  keep  surplus  arms,  are  re- 
turned to  the  nearest  arsenal  or  Ordnance  depot,  with  proper  in- 
voices in  duplicate,  when  the  cost  of  transportation  is  not  greater 
than  the  value  or  the  property.  Officers  to  whom  such  chests 
have  been  issued  are  charged  with  their  value  if  they  are  destroyed.

9554.  Before  making  final  disposition  of  Ordnance  stores  which 
from  any  cause  are  worn  out  or  damaged,  whether  they  are  repair- 
able or  not,  they  must  be  submitted  to  an  inspecting  officer.  An 
officer  having  such  property  requests  the  Commander  of  the  Depart- 
ment to  have  the  inspection  made. — [Regs.  Ord.  DepW] 

&5S5*  Articles  "to  be  continued  in  service"  are  such  as  the  In- 
spector regards  as  still  serviceable. 

Those  to  be  "dropped  from  returns,"  if  utterly  worthless,  must  be 
so  far  destroyed  as  to  prevent  any  possibility  of  future  presentation 
as  public  property.  Such  articles  as  cannot  be  destroyed  will, 
when  practicable,  be  marked  with  the  letters  "I.  C."  [Inspected — 
Condemned],  or  else  will  be  broken  up,  and  the  serviceable  parts 
retained. 

Those  "to  be  sold  at  the  post"  are  such  as  are  of  no  further  public 
use,  or  not  worth  the  cost  of  transportation  to  a  depot. 

Those  "  to  be  turned  into  depot"  are  such  as  cannot  be  repaired  at 
the  post,  and  are  worth  the  cost  of  turning  them  in. 

Those  to  be  "taken  up"  are  such  parts  of  broken  up  articles  as 
are  still  serviceable,  and  are  to  be  kept  for  public  use  by  the  officer 
responsible,  or  transferred  to  depot,  or  to  some  other  officer. 

Stores  are  not  recommended  to  be  dropped  unless  they  cannot 
be  sold  at  the  post,  or  are  not  worth  the  cost  of  transportation  to 
an  arsenal  or  other  Ordnance  establishment.  -*-[#.  0.  65,  1869; 
Regs.  Ord.  Dept.] 

9$56.  Inspection  reports  are  transmitted  by  the  Inspector  to 
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the  Headquarters  of  the  Army  or  Department  in  which  the  officer 
in  charge  of  the  stores  is  serving,  for  the  final  approval  of  the  Gen- 
eral commanding,  except  where  the  property  is  worthless  for  mili- 
tary use,  and  has  no  money  value  at  the  post  where  inspected,  in 
which  case  the  Inspector  orders  its  destruction  in  his  presence, 
and  his  inspection  report  is  a  valid  voucher  for  the  officer  respon- 
sible for  the  property. — [Begs.  Ord,  DepW] 

2557.  When  sales  of  Ordnance  stores  are  recommended,  the 
reports  will  be  forwarded  by  the  General  commanding  direct  to  the 
Chief  of  Ordnance  for  the  final  action  of  the  Secretary  of  War. —

2558*  When  the  recommendation  for  sale  is  approved,  the 
copies  are  sent  to  the  officer  accountable  for  the  stores,  through 
the  Headquarters  of  the  Department  in  which  he  may  be  serving, 
with  detailed  instructions  how  to  make  the  sales,  account  ibr  pro- 
ceeds, &c,  to  be  used  by  him  as  vouchers  in  making  out  his  next 
quarterly  return.  One  copy  of  each  inventory  and  inspection  report 
must  accompany  the  return.

PACKING  AND  TRANSPORTATION. 

3559*  Officers  who  ship  arms  of  any  description  are  held  strictly 
responsible  that  they  so  pack  them  that  under  ordinary  handling 
they  cannot  break  loose  from  their  fastenings  in  the  boxes,  and 
that  under  no  circumstances  a  loaded  arm  is  packed  for  transpor- 
tation. When  loaded  arms,  or  arms  insecurely  packed,  are  received 
by  an  officer,  he  reports  the  facts  direct  to  the  Chief  of  Ordnance. — 
[Regs.  Ord.  Prop.,  U  24.] 

2560.  After  packing  arms,  or  other  Ordnance  stores,  whether 
at  arsenals  for  issue,  or  to  be  sent  from  posts  or  troops  in  the  field 
to  arsenals,  the  covers  and  bottoms  of  the  arm-chests  and  packing 
boxes  will,  before  shipment,  be  sealed  with  wax  and  stamped  with 
an  official  mark. 

The  lids  will  be  secured  by  screws,  at  least  two  of  which  will  be 
sealed,  and  the  bottom  of  the  box  will  be  fastened  with  two  screws, 
in  addition  to  the  nails  used,  which  screws  shall  be  sealed.  When 
several  pieces  go  to  make  up  either  top  or  bottom  of  the  chests  or 
boxes,  each  board  on  top  and  bottom  will  have  at  least  one  sealed 
screw. 

The  heads  of  all  the  screws  will  be  countersunk  to  a  depth  suf- 
ficient to  protect  the  wax  seal  from  injury. 

The  design  of  the  seal  will  be  such  as  to  designate  the  arsenal  or 
the  post  from  which  shipment  is  made,  or  the  name  of  the  shipping 
officer.— [G.  O.  74,  1871 ;  G.  O.  26  and  71,  1873.] 

9561*  The  gross  weight  of  all  boxes  and  date  of  weighing  will 
be  distinctly  marked  thereon.  Each  Quartermaster  who  ships 
Ordnance  stores  will  satisfy  himself  that  the  seals  on  the  packages 
are  unbroken  ;  or  if  the  seals  should  be  broken  and  any  stores  lost,

9563*  For  transportation,  Ordnance  stores  are  turned  over  to 
the  Quartermaster's  Department,  with  duplicate  invoices,  and  a 
third  invoice,  with  duplicate  receipts  to  be  signed  by  the  receiving 
officer,  is  sent  direct  to  him  by  mail,  with  a  letter  of  transmittal. 
But  in  the  following  cases  the  stores  are  not  transported  by  the 
Quartermaster's  Department : 

1.  The  transportation  of  all  materials  purchased  or  procured  for 
current  use  or  manufacture  at  Ordnance  establishments  is  paid  for 
out  of  the  proper  Ordnance  appropriations.

In  all  cases  where  transportation  is  to  be  paid  out  of  Ordnance 
appropriations,  the  shipments  are  upon  regular  bills  of  lading  in 
duplicate,  and  in  strict"  accordance  with  the  printed  directions 
thereon.— \_Rega.

REPORTS. 

9564*  Every  officer  commanding  a  regiment,  corps,  garrison,  or

9965*  Reports  of  defects  in  the  quality  or  condition  of  Ordnance 
stores  will,  in  all  cases,  besides  naming  the  artioles,  describe  the 
particular  pattern  or  model,  when  and  where  made,  and  whence, 
when,  and  from  whom  received,  with  such  other  information  as 
will  aid  the  Ordnance  Department  in  taking  the  proper  measures 
for  correcting  the  defect.— [Begs.

2576*  When  an  officer  is  detached  from  his  regiment  for  Signal 
duty  he  will  immediately  report  for  orders  to  the  Chief  Signal  Offi- 
cer of  the  Army,  and  thereafter  will  be  relieved  from  such  detail 
only  by  orders  from  the  Adjutant  General  of  the  Army. — [  G.  0.  68,

2577*  When  it  is  necessary  to  employ  officers  on  Signal  duty  in 
the  field,  they  may  be  temporarily  assigned  by  orders  ofthe  Depart- 
ment Commander,  but  will  not  be  part  of  the  Department  Staff.

He  will  make  the  usual  returns  and  monthly 
statements,  and  at  the  end  of  each  month  a  report  to  the  Chief  Sig- 
nal Officer  of  the  Army  of  the  condition  of  his  party,  and  all  matters 
pertaining  to  its  duties.— [O.  O.  139, 1863.] 

2579*  Acting'Signal  officers,  wherever  serving,  will  be  in  charge 
of  and  responsible  for  all  property  pertaining  to  the  Signal  Service 
at  the  posts  or  places  at  which  they  may  be  stationed.    They  wilj

2587*  All  officers  shall  wear  a  double-breasted/rocfc  coat  of  dark 
blue  cloth,  the  skirt  to  extend  from  one-half  to  throe-fourths  the 
distance  from  the  hip-joint  to  the  bend  of  the  knee. 

2588*  For  a  General. — Two  rows  of  buttons  on  the  breast^ 
twelve  in  each  row  ;  olaced  by  fours ;  the  distance  between  each 
row  five  and  one-half  inches  at  top  and  three  and  one-half  inches 
at  bottom ;  stand-up  collar,  not  less  than  one  nor  more  than  two 
inches  in  height,  to  hook  in  front  at  the  bottom  and  slope  thence 
up  and  backward  at  an  angle  of  thirty  degrees  on  each  side,  corners 
rounded  ;  cuffs  three  inches  deep,  to  go  around  the  sleeves  parallel 
with  the  lower  edge,  and  with  three  small  buttons  at  the  under 
seam;  pockets  in  the  folds  of  the  skirts,  with  two  buttons  at  the 
hip  and  one  at  the  lower  end  of  each  side-edge,  making  four  but- 
tons on  the  back  and  skirt  of  tho  coat ;  collar  and  cuffs  to  be  of 
dark  bluo  velvet ;  lining  of  the  coat  black. 

2589*  For  a  Lieutenant  General. — The  same  as  for  a  General, 
except  that  there  will  be  ten  buttons  in  each  row,  on  tho  breast, 
the  upper  and  lower  groups  by  threes,  and  the  middle  groups  by 
fours. 

2590*  For  a  Major  General. — The  same  as  for  a  General,  except 
that  there  will  be  nine  buttons  in  each  row,  on  the  breast,  placed 
by  threes.

2593*  For  a  Captain,  1st  Lieutenant,  2d  Lieutenant,  and  Additional 
2d  Lieutenant. — The  same  as  for  a  Colonel,  except  that  there  will  be 
seven  buttons  in  each  row,  on  the  breast. 

2594*  For  all  Storekeepers. — The  same  as  prescribed  for  officers 
of  the  same  rank  in  the  Quartermaster's,  Medical,  and  Ordnance

2595.  This  coat  shall  bo  worn  on  all  dress  occasions,  such  as 
reviews,  inspections,  dress  parades,  guards,  and  courts-martial.    It

2597*  For  all  Storekeepers. — Of  pattern  above  described. 

259§.  For  a  Chaplain. — Plain  black  frock  coat  with  standing 
collar ;  one  row  of  nine  black  buttons  on  the  breast,  with  "herring- 
bone" of  black  braid  around  the  buttons  and  button-holes. 

2599*  Officers  are  permitted  to  wear  a  plain  dark  blue  body- 
coat,  with  the  button  designating  their  respective  corps,  regiments, 
or  departments,  without  any  other  mark  or  ornament  upon  it.

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Corps;"  large  size,  seven-eighths  of  an  inoh  in  exterior  diameter; 
small  size,  one-hall  inch.— [Begs.  1863,  f  1491.] 

9605*  For  Officers  of  Artillery,  Infantry,  and  Cavalry, — Gilt,  con- 
vex ;  device,  a  spread  eagle  with  the  letter  A,  for  Artillery — I,  for 
Infantry — C,  for  Cavalry,  on  the  shield  j  large  size,  seven-eighths 
of  an  inch  in  exterior  diameter ;  small  size,  one-half  inch. — [Regs.

without  cuff  or  slit ;  lining  woolen,  and,  with  the  facings,  to  cor- 
respond in  color  with  the  trimmings  of  the  uniform  (  G.  0. 76, 1879) ; 
around  the  front  and  lower  borders,  the  edges  of  the  pockets,  the 
edges  of  the  sleeves,  collar,  and  slit  in  the  back,  aflat  braid  of  black 
silk  one-half  an  inch  wide;  and  around  each  frog  button  on  the 
breast  a  knot  two  and  one-quarter  inches  in  diameter,  of  black  silk 
cord,  seven  hundredths  of  an  inch  in  diameter,  cape  of  the  same

shoulder-belts  at  the  collar-seam  with  one  button ;  shoulder-straps 
for  Engineer  soldiers  to  be  scarlet,  piped  with  white. 

3717*  For  Enlisted  Men  of  Artillery ,  Engineers,  and  Ordnance.-^ 
Same  as  for  Infantry,  except  that  the  facings  shall  be  scarlet  for 
Artillery,  scarlet  and  white  for  Engineers,  and  crimson  for  Ord- 
nance. 

271§«  For  Enlisted  Men  of  Cavalry  and  Light  Artillery. — Same  as 
for  Infantry,  excepting  that  it  is  shorter  in  the  skirt,  and  the 
facing  upon  the  skirt  put  on  differently,  according  to  pattern  in 
the  Quartermaster  General's  Offico;  facings  for  Cavalry  yellow, 
and  for  Light  Artillery  red. 

2719.  For  Musicians.— Ornamented  on  the  breast  with  braid 
same  color  as  the  facings,  running  from  the  button  as  now  worn, 
the  outer  extremities  terminating  in  "  herring-bones"  and  the  braid 
returning  back  to  the  buttons. 

3720*  For  Hospital  Stewards. — Same  as  for  Infantry,  except  the 
facings  to  be  of  emerald  green. 

2721.  For  Ordnance  Sergeants.— Same  as  for  enlisted  men  of 
Ordnance. 

2723*  For  Commissary  Sergeants. — The  same  as  for  Infantry,  ex- 
cept that  the  facings  will  be  cadet  gray. 

2723.  For  Enlisted  Men  of  the  Signal  Service.— Same  as  for  Cav- 
alry, except  that  the  trimmings  and  faoings  will  be  orange. 

2724*  Whenever  the  dress  coat  is  worn  by  enlisted  men,  it  will 
invariably  be  buttoned  up  and  hooked  at  the  collar.

A  dark  blue  blouse  or  navy  flannel,  according  to  the  pattern  depos- 
ited in  the  Quartermaster  General's  Office.

stitching,  except  for  Engineers,  which  will  be  white  stitching  and 
>iped*  with  white,  points  down,  and  Infantry,  which  will  be  dark 
>lue  (G.  O.  21, 1876),  according  to  patterns  in  Quartermaster  Gen- 
eral's Office,  as  follows:

3739*  For  a  Quartermaster  Sergeant— Three  bars  and  a  tie  of 
three  bars* 

2730*  For  a  Saddler  Sergeant — According  to  pattern  in  the 
Quartermaster  General's  Office.— [G.  O.  67, 1873.] 

2731.  For  a  Chief  Trumpeter. — According  to  pattern  in  the 
Quartermaster  General's  Office.— [G.  0.  67,  1873.] 

3739*  For  a  Principal  Musician. — Three  bars  and  a  bugle. 

3733*  For  an  Ordnance  Sergeant — Three  bars  and  a  star. 

3734*  For  a  Commissary  Sergeant— Three  bars  and  a  crescent 
(points  front)  of  same  color  as  chevron  and  above  it. — [G.  O.  38, 
1873.] 

3735*  For  a  Hospital  Steward. — A  half  chevron  of  emerald  green 
cloth  one  and  three-fourths  inches  wide,  piped  with  yellow  cloth, 
running  obliquely  downward  from  the  outer  to  the  inner  seam  of 
the  sleeve,  and  at  an  angle  of  about  thirty  degrees  with  a  horizon- 
tal, and  in  the  centre  a  "caduceus"  two  inches  long,  the  head 
toward  the  outer  seam  of  the  sleeve.

When,  in  addition  to  a  war  stripe  an  enlisted  man  is  entitled  to 
a  service  chevron,  each  edge  of  the  latter  will  be  bound  or  faced  by 
the  former;  and  when,  in  addition  to  a  war  stripe  an  enlisted  man 
is  entitled  to  two  or  more  service  chevrons,  they  will  be  separated 
by  the  war  stripe  and  the  outer  edge  of  each  outside  chevron  will 
also  be  bound  or  faced  by  the  war  stripe. 

When  worn  in  conjunction  with  the  service  chevron  the  war 
stripe  will  be  one-eighth  of  an  inch  wide ;  when  worn  by  itself  its 
width  will  be  the  same  as  that  of  a  service  chevron,  viz :  one-half 
of  an  inch. 

9747.  War  and  service  chevrons  are  issued  without  charge. 

CRAVATS. 

9749.  Neither  cravats  nor  stocks  will  be  worn  by  enlisted  men 
when  on  duty.

2754.  For  Commissary  Sergeants. — Cadet  gray  stripe,  one  inch 
and  one-quarter  wide.

9759*  Helmets  for  all  mounted  troops.— Body :  of  black  felt  as 
per  pattern  in  the  office  of  the  Quartermaster  General,  with  leather 
chin-strap,  large  crossed  cannons  or  sabres,  letter  of  company  and 
number  of  regiment,  plain  side  buttons,  top  piece  and  plume-socket, 
all  brass ;  horse-hair  plumes  and  cords,  and  band  with  rings  of 
the  color  of  the  arm  of  service. 

9760*  Helmets  for  all  foot  troops. — Of  same  pattern  and  material 
as  for  mounted  troops,  with  leather  chin-strap ;  and  plain  side  but- 
.  tons,  top  piece  and  spike,  of  brass. 

9761*  Trimmings. — Commissary  Sergeants,  a  crescent  of  white 
metal ;  Hospital  Stewards,  a  wreath  of  brass,  with  letters  U.  S.  in 
white  metal ;  Engineers,  a  castle,  with  letter  of  company ;  Ord- 
nance, a  shell  and  flame;  Artillery,  crossed  cannons;  Tnfantry, 
crossed  rifles,  and  letter  of  company  and  number  of  regiment,  all  in

For  Hospital  Stewards.— -The  letters  "U.  S."  in  white 
metal,  inclosed  by  wreath,  on  dress  and  forage  caps. 

2769*  For  Commissary  Sergeants.— Crescent  in  white  metal,  the 
points  in  a  vertical  line,  on  dress  and  forage  caps. 

2770*  For  Engineers. — The  castle,  with  lettor  of  company  above 
it,  on  dress  and  forage  caps. 

2771*  For  Artillery. — The  crossed  cannons,  with  number  of  the 
regiment  in  upper,  and  letter  of  company  in  lower,  angles,  on  dress 
and  forage  caps. 

2772.  For  Infantry. — The  crossed  rifles,  with  the  numbers  of 
regiment  and  the  letters  of  company  placed  as  for  Artillery,  upon 
dress  and  forage  caps.

REGIMENTAL  BANDS. 

97§1«  Bands  will  wear  the  uniforms,  generally,  of  their  regi- 
ments.

It  is  made  of 
bunting,  thirty-six  feet  fly,  and  twenty  feet  hoist,  in  thirteen  hori- 
zontal stripes  of  equal  breadth,  alternately  red  and  white,  begin- 
ning with  the  red.  In  the  upper  quarter,  next  the  staff,  is  the 
Union,  composed  of  a  number  of  white  stars,  equal  to  the  number 
of  States,  on  a  blue  field,  one-third  the  length  of  the  flag,  extend- 
ing to  the  lower  edge  of  the  fourth  red  stripe  from  the  top.  This 
flag  will  be  furnished  only  to  very  important  posts,  or  those  having 
large  garrisons,  and  will  be  hoisted  only  on  gala  days  and  great 
occasions.— [Regs.  1863, 1F  1464 ;  G.  O.  6, 1877.  ]        « 

9 7  §4*  The  post  flag,  twenty  feet  fly  and  ten  feet  hoist,  will  be 
furnished  to  all  posts  garrisoned  by  troops,  and  will  be  hoisted  only 
in  pleasant  weather. — [G.  O.  6,  1877.] 

97§5*  The  storm  flag,  eight  feet  fly  and  four  feet  two  inches 
hoist,  will  be  furnished  to  all  occupied  military  posts  and  National 
Cemeteries,  and  will  be  hoisted  in  stormy  or  windy  weather.  This 
flag  will  also  be  used  as  a  recruiting  flag. — [6r.  0,  6,  1877.] 

COLOR8  OF  THE  ENGINEER  BATTALION. 

97§6«  The  national  color,  as  described  for  the  garrison  flag,  with

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stripe.  The  battalion  color  will  be  of  scarlet,  of  the  same  dimeiusions 
as  above,  bearing  in  the  centre  a  castle,  with  the  letters  U.  S.  above 
and  the  word  Engineers  below,  in  silver;  fringe  white.  The  size 
of  each  color,  and  the  length  of  pike,  the  same  as  described  for 
colors  for  Artillery  and  Infantry  regiments.  Cords  and  tassels  red 
and  white  silk  intermixed.— [G.  0.  93,  1866.] 

COLORS  OF  ARTILLERY  REGIMENTS. 

27  §7.  Each  regiment  of  Artillery  shall  have  two  silken  colors. 
The  first,  or  the  national  color,  of  stars  and  stripes,  as  described 
for  the  garrison  flag.  The  number  and  name  of  the  regiment  to  be 
embroidered  with  gold  on  the  centre  stripe.  The  second,  or  regi- 
mental color,  to  be  yellow,  of  the  same  dimensions  as  the  'first, 
bearing  in  the  centre  two  cannon  crossing,  with  the  letters  U.  S. 
above,  and  the  number  of  the  regiment  below ;  fringe,  yellow. 
Each  color  to  be  six  feet  six  inches  fly,  and  six  feet  deep  on  the  pike. 
The  pike,  including  the  spear  and  ferrule,  to  be  nine  feet  ten  inches 
in  length.  Cords  and  tassels,  red  and  yellow  silk  intermixed. — 
[Begs.  1863,  1 1465.] 

COLORS  OF  INFANTRY  REGIMENTS. 

2788.  Each  regiment  of  Infantry  shall  have  two  silken  colors. 
The  first,  or  the  national  color,  of  stars  and  stripes,  as  described  for 
the  garrison  flag ;  the  number  and  name  of  the  regiment  to  be  em- 
broidered with  silver  on  the  centre  stripe.  The  second,  or  regi- 
mental color,  to  be  blue,  with  the  arms  of  the  United  States  em- 
broidered in  sUk  on  the  centre.  The  name  of  the  regiment  in  a 
scroll,  underneath  the  eagle.  The  size  of  each  color  to  be  six  feet 
six  inches  fly,  and  six  feet  deep  on  the  pike.  The  length  of  the 
pike,  including  the  spear  and  ferrule,  to  be  nine  feet  ten  inches. 
The  fringe,  yellow;  cords  and  tassels,  blue  and  white  silk  inter- 
mixed.—[Begs.  1863,  IT  1466.] 

CAMP  COLORS. 

2789*  The  stars  and  stripes,  as  described  for  garrison  flags, 
printed  upon  bunting,  eighteen  by  twenty  inches,  on  a  pole  of  ash, 
eight  feet  long,  and  one  and  one-eighth  inches  in  diameter;  the 
butt  end  of  the  pole  armed  with  a  pointed  iron  ferrule,  screwed  on 
with  four  wood  screws.—  [Regs.  1863,  Ap.  Bf  IT  8.] 

STANDARDS  AND  GUIDONS  OF  MOUNTED  REGIMENTS. 

2790*  Each  regiment  will  have  a  silken  standard,  and  each 
company  a  silken  guidon.  The  standard  to  bear  the  arms  of  the 
United  States,  embroidered  in  silk,  on  a  blue  ground,  with  the 
number  and  name*  of  the  regiment  in  a  scroll  underneath  the  eagle. 
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The  flag  of  the  standard  to  be  two  feet  five  inches  wide,  and  two 
feet  three  inches  on  the  lance,  and  to  he  edged  with  yellow  silk 
fringe.— [Begs.  1863,  %  1468.] 

SI  791*  The  names  of  battles  in  which  regiments  or  batteries  in 
the  service  of  the  United  States  have  borne  a  meritorious  part  will 
be  inscribed  upon  their  colors  or  guidons. 

Within  the  spirit  of  this  regulation,  battles  are  important  en- 
gagements between  independent  armies  in  their  own  theatres  of 
war,  in  contradistinction  to  conflicts  in  which  but  a  small  portion 
of  the  opposing  forces  are  actually  engaged— the  latter  being  called, 
according  to  their  nature,  "affairs,"  *«  combats."  "  skirmishes,"  &c. 
A  battle  nas  for  its  object  the  determination  oi  important  questions 
of  policy  or  strategy ;  an  engagement  may  be  partial,  and  yet,  if  it 
tend  to  these  ends,  it  is  also  entitled  to  the  dignity  of  being  termed 
a  battle. 

The  portion  of  a  regiment  which  must  be  engaged  in  a  battle  to 
entitle  the  regiment  to  have  inscribed  upon  its  colors  the  name  of 
the  battle  is  that  number  of  companies  which  by  tactics  and  regu- 
lations is  entitled  as  a  battalion,  habitually,  to  carry  the  colors  of 
the  regiment. 

The  inscriptions  on  the  guidons  of  Artillery  batteries  are  not  to 
include  the  honors  to  which  the  regiment  is  entitled,  but  those 
won  separately  by  detached  mounted  batteries. — [Begs,  1863,  Ap, 
J*,  111;  G.  0.5,1878.] 

GUIDONS  FOR  CAVALRY. 

2792.  To  be  made  of  silk,  with  stars  and  stripes  like  the 
national  flag ;  made  swallow-tailed.  Stars  to  be  gilt,  one  and  one- 
eighth  inches  in  diameter  from  point  to  point. 

The  guidon  to  measure  from  the  lance  three  feet  five  inches  to 
the  end,  and  fifteen  inches  to  the  fork  of  swallow  tail,  and  two 
feet  three  inches  on  the  lance. 

The  fork  of  the  swallow  tail  to  be  equidistant  from  the  top  and 
bottom  of  guidon. 

The  letter  of  the  company  to  be  embroidered  in  yellow  silk,  or 
painted  on  one  of  the  white  bars  of  the  flag. 

The  lance  to  be  one  and  one-fourth  inches  in  diameter,  and  nine 
feet  long,  including  spear  and  ferrule.

OFFICERS  SHALL  SUBSCRIBE   THESE  ARTICLES. 

Article  1.  Every  officer  now  in  the  Army  of  the  United  States 
shall  within  six  months  from  the  passing  of  this  act,  and  every 
officer  hereafter  appointed  shall,  before  he  enters  upon  the  duties 
of  his  office,  subscribe  these  rules  and  articles.

ARTICLES  TO  BE  READ  TO  RECRUITS. 

Art.  2.  These  rules  and  articles  shall  be  read  to  every  enlisted 
man  at  the  time  of,  or  within  six  days  after,  his  enlistment,  and  he 
shall  thereupon  take  an  oath  or  affirmation,  in  the  following  form :

and  that  I  will  obey  the  orders  of  the  President  of  the  United  States, 
and  the  orders  of  the  officers  appointed  over  me,  according  to  tho 
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rules  and  articles  of  war. "   This  oath  may  be  taken  before  any  com- 
missioned officer  of  the  Army.

OFFICERS  MAKING  UNLAWFUL  ENLISTMENTS.

DISCHARGES. 

Art.  4.  No  enlisted  man,  duly  sworn,  shall  be  discharged  from 
the  service  without  a  discharge  in  writing,  signed  by  a  field-officer 
of  the  regiment  to  which  he  belongs,  or  by  the  commanding  officer, 
when  no  field-officer  is  present ;  and  no  discharge  shall  be  given  to 
any  enlisted  man  before  his  term  of  service  has  expired,  except  by 
order  of  the  President,  the  Secretary  of  War,  the  commanding  officer 
of  a  department,  or  by  sentence  of  a  general  court-martial.

Every  company  officer  of  a  regiment, 
commanding  any  troop,  battery,  or  company  not  in  the  field,  or  com- 
manding in  any  garrison,  fort,  post,  or  barrack,  may,  in  the  absence 
of  his  field-officer,  grant  furloughs  to  the  enlisted  men,  for  a  time 
not  exceeding  twenty  days  in  six  months,  and  not  to  more  than  two 
persons  to  be  absent  at  the  same  time.

and  if  such  person  be  a  trader,  his  license  shall  be  revoked  and 
his  bond  put  in  suit.  It  shall  moreover  be  the  duty  of  any  per- 
son in  the  service  of  the  United  States,  or  of  any  Indian,  to  take 
and  destroy  any  ardent  spirits  or  wine  found  in  the  Indian  country, 
except  such  as  may  be  introduced  therein  by  the  War  Department.

It  shall  be  lawful  to  transmit  through  the  mail,  free  of  postage, 
any  letters,  packages,  or  other  matters  relating  exclusively  to  the 
business  of  the  Government  of  the  United  States :  Provided,  That 
every  such  letter  or  package  to  entitle  it  to  pass  free  shall  bear  over 
the  words  "  Official  business"  an  endorsement  showing  also  the 
name  of  the  Department,  and,  if  from  a  bureau  or  office,  the  name 
of  the  Department  and  bureau  or  office,  as  the  case  may  be.  whence 
transmitted.  And  if  any  person  shall  make  use  of  any  Bucn  official 
envelope  to  avoid  the  payment  of  postage  on  his  private  letter, 
package,  or  other  matter  in  the  mail,  the  person  so  offending  shall 
be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  subject  to  a  fine  of  three 
hundred  dollars,  to  be  prosecuted  in  any  court  of  competent  juris- 
diction.—Act  of  Congress  approved  March  3,  1877.]
